small  parks ;  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  wharves 
and  widening  of  Delaware  avenue;  the  purchase  of  lots 
and  erection  of  buildings  for  police,  fire  and  bath  pur- 
poses ;  the  grading  of  streets  and  paving  of  intersec- 
tions ;  the  completion  of  City  Hall  and  South  Broad 
Street  Boulevard  ;  the  construction  of  a  sewage  disposal 
plant  and  continuation  of  high  pressure  fire  main 
service. 

Sectic^x  1.  2'he  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  the

chase and  laying  of  water  pipes,  two  hundred  thousand 
(200,000)  dollars;  the  completion  of  South  Broad  Street 
Boulevard,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dol- 
lars ;  the  construction  of  the  sew^age  disposal  system,  for 
the  Home  of  the  Indigent,  House  of  Correction  and  other 
municipal  institutions  near  Torresdale,  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars,  and  the  completion  of 
the  high  pressure  fire  main  service  in  the  central  portion 
of  the  City,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000) 
dollars. 

Sect.  8.  Interest  on  the  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceed- 
ing three  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  half  yearly,  at  the  office  of 
the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

and  vacate  Tasker,  Moore,  Mifflin  and  McKean  streets 
and  Snyder  avenue  from  Thirty-sixth  street  to  the  Schuyl- 
kill river  and  Schuylkill  avenue  from  Morris  street  to 
Jackson  street,  and  to  place  on  the  City  plan  a  new  street, 
of  the  width  of  eighty  (80)  feet,  from  a  point  at  or  near 
the  intersection  of  Snyder  avenue  and  Thirty-fourth 
street  to  a  point  on  the  Schuylkill  river  about  three  hun- 
dred (300)  feet  nortli  of  the  present  line  of  McKean

bridge  across  the  Schuylkill  river  whenever  notified  so  to 
do  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works; 
and  the  said  Railroad  Company  shall  also  file  its  bond  in 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars,  in  form

buildings  by  a  brick  or  stone  wall  or  an  open  space,  or  if 
nsed  solely  for  manufacturing  purposes,  may  be  located 
within  a  brick,  stone,  or  concrete  structure  constructed  at 
such  place  as  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  approve,  within  a  main 
building,  the  walls  of  which  said  brick,  stone,  or  concrete 
structure  shall  be  not  less  than  nine  inches  thick  and  have 
not  more  than  two  openings,  protected  by  standard  fire- 
proof doors."

moved in  water-tight  metal  body  covered  carts,  wagons,  or 
other  vehicles,  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  on 
both  sides  in  letters  not  less  than  three  inches."

"Sect.  2.  Xo  person  or  persons  shall  collect  or  remove

of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  said  penalty  to 
be  recovered  in  like  manner  as  debts  are  noAv  by  law  re- 
coveral)le  before  any  Alderman  or  Magistrate  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia."

the  bills,  and  it  is  desired  to  place  those  who  have  paid  in 
full  for  said  w^ork  upon  the  same  footing  as  those  who 
have  not  heretofore  paid,  now,  therefore:

cember, 1903,  the  eighteenth  of  February  and  twenty-first 
of  July,  1904,  and  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  1905,  for  re- 
grading,  paving  and  repaving  the  cartways,  setting  and' 
resetting  straight  and  curved  curb,  constructing  inlets,  set- 
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ting  and  resetting  crossing  stones,  and  other  contingent 
work  required  to  bring  Tulip  street  (and  other  streets  not 
now  paved  with  improved  pavement),  from  Auburn  street 
to  William  street  and  from  William  street  northeastward, 
and  other  streets,  between  Allegheny  avenue  and  Somer- 
set street  and  between  Thompson  street  and  Trenton  ave- 
nue, to  the  revised  City  grade,  shall  certify  to  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  City  Con- 
troller the  amount  paid  by  such  property  owners.

20  for  emergencies,  in  the  annual  ap- 
propriation to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau 
of  Highways),  for  the  year  1907.

from  University  avenue  to  Thirty-fourth  street;  Thirty- 
fourth  street,  from  Vintage  avenue  to  Chestnut  street,;

The  said  pipes  and  conduits  to  be  used  for  the  convey- 
ance of  pipes  and  wires  for  heat,  light  and  power  purposes, 
and  shall  be  laid  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  any 
municipal  structures  now  in  said  streets.     Before  issuing 
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a  permit  for  the  work  of  laying  said  pipes,  said  University 
of  Pennsylvania  shall  enter  into  an  agreement,  satisfactory 
to  the  City  Solicitor,  protecting  the  City  against  all  dam- 
ages by  reason  of  the  laying  and  maintenance  of  the  same, 
and  to  repave  and  keep  in  good  order  so  much  of  the  street 
disturbed  by  the  said  v^^ork,  and  shall  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication 
of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE. 

Authorizing  the  execution  of  a  contract  between  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany, affecting,  fixing  and  regulating  the  duties,  powers, 
rights  and  liabilities  of  the  City  and  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  its  subsidiary  com- 
panies, and  the  relations  and  respective  interests  of  the 
contracting  parties,  providing  for  the  future  manage- 
ment and  extension  of  the  street  railway  system  con- 
trolled by  the  Plnladelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company,  and 
the  final  acrpiisition  of  its  leaseholds  and  property  by  the 
City,  and  repealing  so  much  of  former  ordinances  as  is 
inconsistent  therewith. 

Sectiox  1.  TAe  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
'City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia in  accordance  with  the  powers  gi'anted  by  the  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  April  15, 
1907,  and  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  contracts  between 
■cities,  boroughs  or  townships  of  the  one  part,  and  street 
passenger  railway  companies,  surface,  elevated  or  imder- 
ground,  or  motor-power  companies  leasing  and  operating 
the  franchises  and  property  of  such  companies,  of  the  other 
part,  affecting,  fixing  and  regulating  the  franchises,  powers, 
duties  and  liabilities  of  such  companies,  the  management 
of  the  same,  the  relations  and  respective  rights  of  the  con- 
tracting parties,  and  the  ultimate  acquisition  by  such  cities, 
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boroughs  and  townships  of  the  in'oporty,  leaseholds  and 
franchises  of  said  contracting  companies,"  as  well  as  of  all 
other  powers  inJierent  in  the  City  of  Phila(lel})hia,  shall 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Company,  owner,  lessee  and  operator  of  varions  surface, 
elevated  and  nnderground  street  railways  in  tlie  City  of 
Philadelphia,  which  shall  be  in  the  form  following  for  the 
purpose  of  accomplishing  the  objects  set  out  in  the  recitals 
and  covenants  therein  contained : 

Agreement  entered  into  this  day  of  one 

thousand,  nine  hundred  and  seven,  between  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  of  the  one  part  (hereinafter  called  the  City), 
and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company,  of  the  other 
part  (hereinafter  called  the  Company). 

Whereas,  Beginning  about  the  year  1857  different  com- 
panies to  the  number  of  upw^ards  of  fifty,  incorporated  by 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  have  been  gTanted 
consent  by  the  City  to  occupy  various  streets  of  the  City 
for  the  purpose  of  transporting  passengers  from  point  to- 
point  along  the  same,  which  franchises  and  consents  have 
been  granted  subject  to  various  conditions  and  restrictions; 

And  Whereas^  These  companies  were  subsequently 
leased  for  long  terms  of  years  by  traction  or  motor-power 
companies,  which  have  installed  the  electrical  system  of 
propulsion  of  cars,  all  of  which  leases  have  now,  by  assign- 
ments and  various  conveyances,  become  vested  in  the  Com- 
pany, which  thus  controls  and  operates  as  one  general  sys- 
tem practically  all  of  the  street  passenger  railway  com- 
panies in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ; 

And  Whereas^  The  Company  has  also  acquired  through 
stock  ownership  and  leases  control  of  all  the  franchises 
which  have  been  granted  for  the  construction  of  elevated 
and  underground  passenger  railways  within  the  City  and 
has  under  construction  and  in  partial  operation  an  elevated 
and  underground  railway  from  the  western  end  of  Market 
street  along  Market  street  to  Delaware  avenue,  and  also 
has  franchises  for  the  construction  of  a  subway  on  Broad 
street  and  an  elevated  railway  to  Frankford ; 

And  AYiiereas,,  The  terms,  conditions,  restrictions  and 
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liabilities  which  have  been  imposed  upon  these  various 
companies  (all  of  which  shall  be  taken  as  included  in  the 
words  '^subsidiary  companies"  wherever  the  same  are  here- 
inafter used)  differ  widely,  and  there  is  dispute  and  uncer- 
tainty with  respect  to  the  effect  of  many  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the 
}*ublic  as  well  as  of  the  parties  hereto  to  supersede  the 
former  reo-ulations,  and  to  define  and  regulate  the  relations 
between  the  ])artics  hereto  so  as  to  make  them  fixed,  fair 
and  uniform ; 

AxD  Whereas,  The  City  should  have  a  voice  in  the 
management  of  the  Company  and  a  supervision  of  its  ac- 
counts and  expenditures ; 

And  Whereas,  A  large  sum  of  money  is  required  to  im- 
prove, complete  and  extend  the  present  system  of  the  Com- 
pany in  order  that  it  shall  better  serve  the  public ;  and  for 
this  purpose  it  is  essential  that  the  position  of  the  Company 
be  clearly  defined,  and  the  securities  of  itself  and  its  under- 
lying properties  unquestioned,  and  its  rights  to  make  ex- 
tensions in  the  future  assured,  in  order  that  it  may  obtain 
credit  to  finance  the  increased  transit  facilities  so  necessary 
for  the  welfare  of  the  public  and  the  development  of  the 
City; 

And  Whereas^  It  is  desirable  that  arrangements  should 
be  made  requiring  the  direct  payment  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury of  a  fixed  sum  in  lieu  of  a  license  fee  per  car,  and 
a  further  sum  to  represent  the  cost  of  maintaining  street 
pavements  and  caring  for  the  streets  occupied  by  passenger 
railway  tracks,  in  order  to  enable  the  City  to  have  control 
of  this  municipal  work.  And  it  is  further  desirable  that 
provision  should  be  made  for  the  sharing  by  the  City  in 
the  earnings  of  the  Company  from  further  growth  of  the 
City  (without  in  any  way  making  the  City  liable  for  any 
of  the  obligations  of  the  Company),  and  the  ultimate  ac- 
quisition by  the  City  of  the  leaseholds  and  property  of  the 
Company. 

i^ow  Therefore,  In  consideration  of  the  covenants  and 
undertakings  herein  on  behalf  of  each  party  with  the  other, 
and  the  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Company  to  the  City, 
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and  the  re-ad justnicnt  by  the  City  of  the  obligjitioiis  of  the 
Company,  and  the  confirming  of  the  rights  and  franchises 
of  itself  and  its  nnderlying  companies  under  the  conditions 
herein  contained,  it  is  covenanted  and  agreed  between  the 
parties  hereto  as  follows : 

First.  The  Company  shall,  by  appropriate  action  with- 
in thirty  (30)  days  after  this  contract  is  executed,  make' a 
call  on  its  stockholders  for  the  portion  of  its  capital  stock 
unpaid,  which  shall  be  made  payable  in  installments  of  five 
(5)  dollars  each,  the  last  of  which  shall  be  payable  not  later 
than  December  31,  1908.  All  of  the  said  fund  shall  be  ex- 
pended for  the  completion  of  improvements  now  under- 
taken, the  providing  of  new  lines,  power  and  equipment, 
and  the  general  improvement  of  the  transit  system.  Xo 
further  increase  of  capital  stock  or  funded  indebtedness 
(saving  where  the  latter  is  by  way  of  renewal  or  substitu- 
tion of  or  for  indebtedness  now  existing,  or  validly  in- 
curred hereafter  under  the  provisions  hereof)  shall  be  made 
by  the  Company  or  any  of  its  subsidiary  companies  at  any 
time  or  for  any  purpose  without  the  consent  of  the  City, 
nor  shall  any  further  leases,  obligations  or  guarantees  be 
assumed  by  the  Company  at  any  time  during  the  term  of 
this  agreement  without  such  consent,  nor  shall  the  Com- 
pany, during  said  term,  part  wdth  any  of  the  stocks,  lease- 
holds or  franchises  without  like  consent.  And  there  shall 
be  stamped  across  the  face  of  all  certificates  of  stock  and 
leases  held  by  the  Company,  notice  that  the  same  are  held 
subject  to  the  terms  of  this  agi'cement,  except  securities  held 
in  the  Fire  Insurance  Fund  of  the  Company,  wdiich  may  be 
sold  from  time  to  time  to  meet  fire  losses  or  for  the  purpose 
of  reinvestment. 

Second.  In  case  at  any  time  hereafter  the  Company 
shall  be  desirous  of  making  any  additions  to  its  existing 
system  by  the  extension  of  old  lines  or  the  incorporation  of 
new  companies  or  any  additions  to  its  power  or  equipment, 
or  any  betterments  to  its  lines,  poM^er  or  equipment,  the  ex- 
penditures for  which  require  additional  capital  and  are 
properly  chargeable  to  capital  account,  it  shall  present  a 
communication  to  Councils  setting  f(n-th  the  necessity  for 
such  extensions,  additions  or  betterments,  together  with  the 
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estimated  and  probable  cost  of  the  same,  and  a  plan  for  rais- 
ing the  capital  necessary  to  cover  the  expenditures  required 
for  the  j)urpose;  but  no  such  plan  shall  be  effective,  nor 
shall  the  Company  make  any  issues  of  stock  or  bonds,  or  in- 
cur any  guarantees  or  liability  for  the  purpose  of  carryiiig 
out  said  plan  until  the  same  shall  receive  the  approval  of 
the  City, 

Third.  In  case  at  any  time  in  the  future  Councils  shall, 
either  of  its  own  initiative  or  upon  petition  of  any  of  the 
citizens,  determine  that  new  lines  of  surface,  elevated  or 
underground  railway  should  be  constructed  within  the  City, 
it  shall,  by  ordinance,  determine  the  route  of  such  line, 
and  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  it  shall  be  built, 
financed  and  operated  and  the  Company  shall  have  ninety 
(90)  days  after  the  passage  of  such  ordinance  to  take  such 
corporate  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  accept  the  same, 
certified  copies  of  which  action  shall  be  duly  filed  with  the 
Mayor  within  said  period  of  ninety  (90)  days;  but  if' the 
Company  shall  fail  to  accept  said  plan  within  said  period 
01  ninety  (90)  days,  or  shall  reject  the  same  within  said 
time  or,  after  accepting  the  same,  shall  fail  to  enter  upon 
the  work  in  good  faith  and  prosecute  the  same  as  required 
in  such  ordinance,  then  the  City  may  offer  the  right  to  con- 
struct and  operate  said  road  under  said  terms  and  condi- 
tions to  such  other  persons,  company  or  corporation  as  may 
be  willing  to  undertake  the  same  :  Provided,  however.  That 
any  rights  acquired  by  the  Company  under  this  section, 
and  the  section  immediately  preceding,  shall  be  subject  to 
all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  contract  w^ith  respect 
to  a  voice  in  the  management,  supervision  of  accounts,  di- 
vision of  profits  after  the  return  of  six  (6)  per  cent,  upon 
the  capital  invested,  and  the  right  to  ultimately  acquire  all 
the  interest  of  the  Company  at  the  expiration  of  fifty  (50) 
years  from  the  date  of  this  contract :  And  Provided  further. 
That  in  the  case  of  the  construction  of  new  lines  tlie  capi- 
tal necessary  therefor  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  raised 
upon  bond  issues  bearing  the  guarantee  of  the  Company  as 
to  principal  and  interest,  which  bonds  shall  be  issued  in 
denominations  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  five  hundred 
(500)  dollars,  and  one  thousand  (1000)  dollars,  and  be 
offered  to  public  subscription,  but  in  no  case  shall  they  be 
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sold  for  loss  than  jnir;  and  to  siieli  extont  as  it  may  be  im- 
practicable to  tinaiice  new  enterprises  npon  bonds,  or  in 
ease  additional  capital  is  needed  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tensions, additions  and  betterments  to  existing  lines,  power 
or  equipment,  the  same  may  be  raised  by  an  increase  in  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Company,  but  only  with  the  express 
consent  of  the  City,  and  all  such  increases  shall  be  full 
paid  at  par  in  cash,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions 
herein  contained  with  respect  to  the  original  thirty  million 
(30,000,000)  dollars  of  capital  stock  of  the  Company. 

Fourth.  The  Mayor,  ex  officio,  and  two  citizens  of 
Philadelphia  to  be  chosen  from  time  to  time  by  the  Councils 
of  said  City,  to  serve  for  four  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessorg  are  elected  shall,  as  rej)resentatives  of  the  City,  be 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Company,  and, 
as  such,  exercise  all  the  powers  of  directors,  and  vote  upon 
all  questions  which  may  come  before  the  said  Board  with 
like  effect  as  if  tliey  had  been  duly  elected  directors  by  the 
stockholders  of  the  Company,  but  without  incurring  any 
liability  as  directors,  and  the  Company  shall  adopt  such 
amendment  to  its  By-Laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  full 
effect  to  this  provision. 

TiFTH.  The  Company  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  October  in  each  year,  beginning  in  the  year  1908,  file 
in  the  office  of  the  City  Controller  a  full  statement  of  its 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  end- 
ing June  30th,  and  the  City  Controller  shall  thereupon  ex- 
amine the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Company  for 
said  fiscal  year  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  correct- 
ness of  the  said  reports,  and  report  to  Councils  the  result  of 
such  examination. 

Sixth.  The  Comjiany  shall  not  declare  or  pay  any  divi- 
dends to  its  stockholders  beyond  a  return  of  six  (C)  per 
cent,  per  annum,  cumulative  from  January  1,  1907,  on  the 
actual  amounts  of  capital  paid  into  the  treasury  in  cash, 
calculated  from  the  date  of  the  several  payments,  without 
at  the  same  time  appropriating  from  earnings  and  surplus 
and  paying  into  the  City  Treasury  a  sum  equal  to  that 
portioTi  of  the  total  dividend  which  is  in  excess  of  the  said 
six  (6)  per  cent,  return,  so  that  the  City  shall  share  with 
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the  stockholders  equally  in  all  net  earnings  properly  dis- 
tributable as  dividends  over  and  beyond  a  return  of  six  (6) 
per  cent,  per  annum,  cunnilative  from  January  1st,  1907, 
upon  the  paid  in  capital  stock  of  the  Company. 

SevejS'th.  The  Company  as  the  owner  of  all  of  the 
capital  stock  of  the  JSIarket  Street  Elevated  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company,  in  which  Company  is  vested  the  right  to 
build  a  subway  on  Broad  street,  and  an  elevated  railway  to 
Frankford,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  that  the  said 
Market  Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Company  will 
surrender  and  release  to  the  City  the  right  to  build  said 
subway  on  Broad  street,  which  surrender  the  City  does 
hereby  accept ;  and  the  franchise  to  construct  the  said  eleva- 
ted railway  to  Frankford  is  hereby  confirmed,  and  the  time 
for  the  construction  of  the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  three 
(3)  years  from  the  first  day  of  June,  1907 :  Provided,  how- 
ever. That  the  building  and  financing  of  said  road  shall  be 
under  and  subject  to  all  of  the  conditions  in  paragraph 
three  hereof:  And  Provided  further.  That  in  case  a  subway 
on  Broad  street  should  hereafter  be  constructed  either  by 
the  City  or  by  any  other  corporation,  the  Company  shall 
make  such  arrangement  relating  to  the  construction  and 
operation  of  the  same  around  or  under  the  City  Hall,  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  a  Board  of  Arbitration,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  City,  one  by  the  Company, 
and  the  third  by  the  two  so  apjjointed,  and  the  decision  of 
any  two  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  on  both  parties. 

Eighth.  The  City  hereby  confirms  to  the  Company  and 
its  subsidiary  companies  all  of  the  consents,  rights  and 
franchises  heretofore  gTanted  to,  and  exercised  by  them, 
and  each  of  them,  including  the  right  of  operation  by  the 
overhead  trolley  system,  free  of  all  terms,  conditions  and 
regulations  not  herein  provided  for,  and  does  further  give 
up  and  surrender  and  agree  not  to  exercise  any  rights  which 
it  may  possess  in  respect  to  a  repeal  or  resumption  of  any 
of  the  said  rights  now  possessed  or  heretofore  granted,  or 
a  taking  over  of  any  of  said  properties,  any  law,  ordinance 
or  contract  now  in  force,  or  hereafter  passed  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding:  Provided,  however.  That  the  present  rates 
of  fare  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time,  but  only  with 


the  conseut  of  both  parties  hereto:  And  Provided  further,. 
That  nothing  in  this  contract  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  limit  the  power  of  the  City  to  make  all  rules  and  regula- 
tions, relating  to  the  operation  and  management  of  the 
lines  controlled  by  the  Company,  necessary  and  i)roper  to 
be  made  nnder  the  police  power. 

XiNTir.  In  addition  to  the  various  payments  to  be  made 
b}^  the  Company  to  the  City  as  herein  provided,  the  Com- 
pany shall  establish  a  sinking-fund  to  be  in  the  custody  and 
control  of  a  commission  composed  of  the  Mayor  of  the 
City,  the  President  of 'the  Company,  and  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  City  Trusts,  and  make  the  follow- 
ing payments  into  the  same,  viz :  Beginning  with  the  month 
of  July,  1912,  the  payments  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  ten 
thousand  (10,000)  dollars  monthly  for  a  period  of  ten  (10) 
years,  then  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars 
monthly  for  a  further  period  of  ten  (10)  years,  then  at 
the  rate  of  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars  monthly  for 
a  further  period  of  ten  (10)  years,  then  at  the  rate  of 
twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars  monthly  for  a  fur- 
ther period  of  ten  (10)  years,  and  finally  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  thousand  (30,000)  dollars  monthly  for  the  balance 
of  the  term  of  this  contract.  These  payments  shall  be  trea- 
ted by  the  Company  as  fixed  charges  reducing  the  income 
applicable  to  dividends  to  its  stock-holders  and  to  the  City ; 
and  no  dividends  shall  be  payable  to  stockholders  or  distri- 
bution of  surplus  earnings  made  to  the  City  as  long  as  any 
such  payment  shall  be  in  arrears.  The  said  Commission  in 
investing  and  re-investing  the  moneys  so  raised  shall  be  con- 
fined to  the  class  of  securities  named  by  statute  as  proper 
investments  for  trustees,  except  that  the  stock  of  the  Com- 
pany may  be  purchased  at  a  price  not  above  par,  and  the 
bonds  and  underlying  securities  may  be  purchased  on  a  four 
(4)  per  cent,  income  basis,  and  the  Commission  shall  have 
the  right  to  subscribe  for  stock  or  bonds  issued  under  para- 
graphs two  and  three  hereof.  Any  stock  of  the  Company 
so  acquired  shall  not  be  resold  or  re-issued.  The  Com- 
mission shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  in  each 
year  after  the  establishment  of  said  sinking-fund,  file  a 
fidl  and  accurate  acount  of  the  said  fund  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  of  the  Company  with,  the  City  Controller,  who' 
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shall  examine  the  books,  accounts,  securities  and  vouchers 
relating  thereto  and  report  to  Councils  the  result  of  such 
examination.  The  City  reserves  the  right  at  any  time 
after  the  said  fund  may  have  reached  the  amount  of  five 
million  (5,000,000)  dollars  to  require  by  ordinance  of 
Councils  that  the  same  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  City  Treas- 
ury and  become  the  absolute  property  of  the  City,  at  the 
same  time  requiring  that  further  payments  toward  said 
fimd  as  provided  for  hereunder  shall  be  made  directly  into 
the  City  Treasury. 

Tenth.  The  Company  shall,  in  addition  to  the  other 
payments  herein  provided  for,  during  the  first  full  term 
of  ten  (10)  years  next  succeeding  the  date  of  this  contract, 
pay  into  the  City  Treasury  in  each  year  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars  in  cash;  during  the 
f-econd  full  term  of  ten  years  next  succeeding  the  date  of 
this  contract  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  in  each  year  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (550,000)  dollars 
in  cash ;  during  the  third  full  term  of  ten  years  next  suc- 
ceeding the  date  of  this  contract  pay  into  the  City  Treasury 
in  each  year  the  sum  of  six  hundred  thousand  (600,000) 
dollars  in  cash;  during  the  fourth  full  term  of  ten  years 
m  xt  succeeding  the  date  of  this  contract  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  in  each  year  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  (650,000)  dollars  in  cash;  during  the  fifth  full 
term  of  ten  years  next  succeeding  the  date  of  this  contract 
pay  into  the  City  Treasury  in  each  year  the  sum  of  seven 
hundred  thousand  (700,000)  dollars  in  cash;  all  of  which 
said  annual  payments  shall  be  paid  in  equal  monthly  in- 
stallments upon  the  last  day  of  each  month,  which  sums 
have  been  fixed,  and  which  payments,  when  made,  shall 
be  in  lieu  and  satisfaction  of  all  obligations  and  liability  on 
the  part  of  the  Company,  and  its  subsidiary  companies, 
for  the  paving,  re-paving  and  repair  of  the  streets  occupied 
by  their  surface  lines,  the  obligation  of  the  companies  with 
respect  to  the  removal  of  snow  therefrom,  and  all  license 
fees  with  respect  to  the  cars  rim  upon  said  streets  or  over 
the  various  City  bridges  or  the  system  of  operating  said 
cars,  and  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  right  of  the  City  hereafter 
to  impose  upon  the  Company,  or  its  subsidiary  companies 
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similar  obligations  or  charges ;  but  in  case  any  additional 
streets  shall  hereafter  be  occupied  by  the  Company  by 
reason  of  additional  surface  lines  or  extensions  made  under 
the  provisions  of  paragraphs  two  and  three  of  this  contract, 
then  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  Depaiinnent  of 
Public  Works,  shall  certify  the  number  of  square  yards 
0  *■!  street  paving  upon  the  streets  so  occupied  and  the  charac- 
ter of  such  paving,  and  there  shall  thereafter  be  added  to 
the  yearly  sum  to  be  so  paid  an  amount  equal  to  seven  (7) 
cents  per  square  yard  of  macadam  pavement,  eight  (8) 
cents  per  square  yard  of  asphalt  pavement,  and  six  (6) 
cents  per  square  yard  of  other  character  of  pavement  on 
said  streets,  or  in  case  the  Company  should  at  any  time 
with  consent  of  the  City  abandon  the  use  of  any  street  then 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
certify  the  number  of  square  yards  of  the  various  kinds  of 
pr.vement  upon  streets  so  abandoned,  and  the  annual  pay- 
ment thereafter  to  be  made  shall  be  reduced  in  the  same 
manner,  at  the  rates  named  above.  Nothing  herein  con- 
tained is  intended  to  relieve  the  Company,  or  its  subsidiary 
com^janies,  from  taxation  upon  any  class  of  real  estate 
now  taxable,  nor  from  taxation  on  dividends  as  provided 
ill  their  respective  charters,  nor  to  effect  the  matters  for 
which  special  provision  has  been  made  in  this  contract. 
To  such  extent,  however,  as  taxes  and  assessments  not  upon 
such  real  estate  or  dividends  may  hereafter  be  imposed 
U].>on  the  Company  for  the  benefit  of  the  City,  the  City  shall 
credit  upon  the  taxes  that  may  thus  be  hereafter  imposed 
all  payments  made  hereunder  as  well  also  as  the  sums  which 
shall  be  divided  with  and  paid  to  the  City  out  of  earnings 
as  provided  for  in  clause  6  :  Provided,  however^  That  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  relieve  the  Company  from  the 
obligation  to  replace  or  repair  pavement  removed  or  dam- 
aged by  any  construction  or  repair  work  which  the  Com- 
pany may  undertake  with  reference  to  its  tracks  or  con- 
duits. 

Et.eventh.  The  City  reserves  the  right  to  purchase  all 
the  property,  leaseholds  and  franchises  of  the  Company, 
subject  to  all  indebtedness  now  existing  or  hereafter  law- 
fully created  hereunder  upon  July  1st,  1957,  or  upon  the 
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iirst  day  of  any  July  thereafter  by  serving  six  months  no- 
tice on  the  Comjoany  of  its  intention  so  to  do,  and  upon  pay- 
ing to  the  Company  upon  the  date  named  in  said  notice  an 
amount  equal  to  par  for  its  capital  stock  then  outstanding, 
to  wit:  the  thirty  million  (30,000,000)  dollars  of  capital 
now  authorized  plus  any  additional  capital  stock  issued 
Vv'ith  the  consent  of  the  City  hereunder.  The  fund  in  the 
sinking-fund,  if  not  theretofore  paid  over  to  the  City,  shall 
be  available  to  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  making  or  as- 
i^isting  in  making  the  said  payment  for  the  projDcrty  of  the 
Company.  This  contract  shall  continue  in  force  until  such 
light  is  exercised,  but  whenever  the  right  is  exercised  the 
City  shall  succeed  to  and  become  the  o^vner,  subject  as 
aforesaid,  of  all  the  franchises,  leaseholds,  rights,  property 
and  privileges  theretofore  vested  in  the  Company,  and  the 
City  may  either  operate  the  same  or  lease  the  right  to  oper- 
ate the  same  for  such  terms  and  upon  such  conditions  as 
it  may  deem  fit.  The  rights  of  the  City  under  this  para- 
graph shall  be  assignable  and  may  be  put  up  at  public  auc- 
tion to  the  highest  bidder  therefor.  The  Company  reserves 
its  franchise  to  be  a  corporation  with  the  power  to  operate 
passenger  railway  systems  and  may  become  a  bidder  for 
such  rights. 

TwELFTTi.  ISTothing  in  this  contract  contained,  and  no 
act  lawfully  done  by  the  City  hereunder,  shall  in  any  way 
render  the  City  liable  for  any  of  the  debts,  obligations  or 
liabilities  of  the  Company,  luiless  and  until  it  shall  exer- 
cise in  the  manner  aforesaid  its  option  of  purchase,  nor 
shall  the  credit  of  the  City  be  pledged  or  loaned  to  the 
Company,  nor  shall  it  become  a  joint  owner  or  stockholder 
in  the  Company,  nor  shall  the  payment  to  the  City  of  a 
sum  equal  to  the  excess  of  dividends  over  and  above  six 
(6)  per  cent,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  be  in  any  way  con- 
strued as  making  it  a  partner  in  the  enterprise  of  operating 
the  said  system,  but  said  payment  is  made  upon  the  con- 
ditions of  this  agreement  and  is  on  account  of  additional 
taxes,  assessments  and  obligations  which  might  otherwise 
be  put  upon  the  Company  by  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  City. 

Thirteenth.  Whenever  hereunder  the  consent  of  the 
City  is  required  it  shall  only  be  given  by  ordinance  of 
Councils. 
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Fourteenth.  All  contracts,  agreements  and  bonds  exist- 
ing betAveen  the  City  and  the  Company  and  its  subsidiary 
companies  are  hereby  superseded  and  cancelled,  excepting 
only  the  agreement  to  contribute  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
thousand  (400,000)  dollars  to  the  City  toward  the  expense 
of  removing  certain  grade  crossings,  as  provided  in  the 
Ordinance  of  JMarch  28th,  190(5,  and  the  agi'eement  entered 
into  under  the  Ordinance  of  April  16th,  1906,  with  respect 
to  the  temporary  removal  of  tracks  on  Twenty-first  street, 
and  the  agi-eement  entered  into  under  tlie  Ordinance  of 
June  4th,  1906,  with  respect  to  the  postponement  of  the 
L'ying  of  tracks  upon  Broad  street. 

Fifteenth.  This  contract  shall  take  effect  as  of  July 
l?t,  1907,  and  one-half  of  any  payments  made  by  the  Com- 
jjany  for  license  fees  for  the  current  year  shall  be  allowed 
as  r.  credit  against  the  first  six  (6)  monthly  payments  pro- 
vided for  in  paragraph  ten  hereof. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  The  parties  have  caused  these 
presents  to  be  duly  sealed  and  delivered  as  of,  and  to  take 
efiect  the  first  day  of  July,  1907. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  the  said  contract  on 
behalf  of  the  City  (which  contract  shall  be  recorded),  and 
to  fill  in  the  blank  left  fur  the  date  in  the  above  agreement. 

Sect.  3.  The  (u-<linance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regu- 
late passenger  railways"  approved  July  7th,  1857,  together 
with  all  sii]iplements  thereto,  and  all  other  ordinances  and 
pi.rts  of  ordinances,  and  all  contracts  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed,  cancelled  and  annulled.  This  repeal 
to  take  effect  only  upon  duo  execution  and  delivery  by  both 
parties  of  the  contract  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of 
tlii;-  Ordinance.

Bureau  of  Police:  To  new 
Item  27,  for  inserting  sockets  along  the  curb  line  of  Broad 
street,  between  Diamond  street  and  Snyder  avenue,  four 
thousand  (4,000)  dollars.  Electrical  Bureau:  To  Item  10, 
for  laying  underground  conduits  and  constructing  man- 
holes, fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars.  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Highways:  To  Item  1,  to  refund 
moneys  due  certain  employes  who  were  dropped  from  the

for  repairs  to  breaks  and  sidewalks  deposited  in  the  City 
Trust  Co.,  sixty  (60)  dollars;  total,  five  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-one  (5,881)  dollars  and  forty  (40) 
cents.  Bureau  of  Surveys:  To  new  Item  32,  to  re-construct 
Pine  street  sewer,  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized  to  grant  per- 
mission to  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  abutting  property 
on  the  streets  in  the  territory  bounded  by  Schoolhouse 
lane,  Germantown  and  ISTorristown  Railroad,  Old  Queen 
lane  and  Wissahickon  avenue,  to  pave  such  street  or 
streets  with  macadam  pavement,  with  brick  gutters: 

Provided,  That  all  the  necessary  sewers,  water  and  gas 
pipes  shall  first  be  laid  in  said  streets:  Provided,  further. 
That  the  same  shall  extend  for  not  less  than  one  block  or 
square  in  length  from  curb  to  curb,  and  include  all  neces- 
sary intersections,  at  the  sole  cost  of  such  owner  or  owners 
and  without  any  cost  or  charge  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia :  Provided,  further,  That  the  paving  shall  be  done 
under  the  direction,  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  under  specifications 
furnished  by  said  Department.

AN  ORDINANCE. 

To  amend  an  Ordinance  approved  March  30,  1895,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  granting  of  per- 
mits for  connections  with  and  repairs  to  underground 
service  and  fixing  the  charges  therefor." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Ordinance  ap- 
proved March  30,  1895,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulat- 
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ing  the  granting  of  permits  for  connections  with  and  re- 
pairs to  underground  service  and  fixing  the  charges  there- 
for" be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  altered  and  amended,  by 
striking  out  the  words  "any  underground  service"  in  the 
sixth  line  and  the  words  '"laid  thereunder"  in  the  seventh 
line  of  the  first  section  thereof,  and  inserting  the  words 
^'any  sewer  or  water  pipe"  after  the  words  "connections 
with"  in  the  sixth  line  and  the  word  "same"  after  the 
word  "repairing"  in  the  same  line,  so  that  it  shall  read  as 
follows:  "That  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the 
roadway  of  any  street  shall  not  be  opened  nor  any  street 
tunnelled  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  any  person,  fimi, 
association  or  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  making  con- 
nections with  any  sewer  or  water  pipe  or  repairing  same 
until  a  i>ermit  to  do  so  shall  have  been  obtained  as  provided 
in  Section  2,  of  this  ordinance." 

And  that  Section  2  of  said  ordinance  shall  be  amended 
by  adding  the  following:  "Provided,  That  any  person, 
firm,  association  or  cor[X)ration  desiring  to  break  a  street 
for  the  purpose  of  making  connection  with,  or  repairing 
any  electrical  or  other  tu-be  or  conduit  shall  first  present 
an  application  to  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  in  form  as 
above  designated  and  thereupon  the  Chief  of  said  Bureau 
shall  issue  the  necessary  permit  without  expense  to  the 
applicant,  which  shall  provide  that  the  person,  firm,  as- 
sociation or  corporation  receiving  same  shall,  at  his  or 
their  own  cost  and  expense  repave  and  maintain,  in  a  sat- 
isfactory manner,  so  much  of  the  street  pavement  as  may 
have  been  opened  under  authority  of  said  ■i:)ermit." 

And  that  Section  3  of  said  ordinance  shall  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  figure  "2"  after  the  word  "Section"  in 
the  second  line  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  figure 
"1". 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

natural  asphalt,  viz. :  Arch  street,  from  Sixtieth  to  Sixty- 
first  street ;  Avondale  street,  from  Race  to  Vine  street ; 
Crowell  street,  from  Twenty-fourth  street  to  Hunting  Park 
avenue,  without  sewer  or  water  pipe  being  laid  in  said 
street;  Fifty-fourth  street,  from  Ludlow  to  Chestnut 
street ;  Fifty-fifth  street,  from  Arch  to  Race  street ;  Fifty- 
sixth  street,  from  Chestnut  to  Walnut  street ;  Fifty-eighth

Sixty-first  street,  from  Walnut  to  Pine  street;  Tioga 
street,  from  Twenty-fourth  to  Crowell  street,  without  sewer 
or  water  pipe  being  laid  in  said  street;  Twenty-fourth 
street,  from  Crowell  street  to  Hunting  Park  avenue ;  Ce- 
dar avenue,  from  Fifty-third  to  Fifty-fifth  street;  Chal- 
mers avenue,  from  Twenty-ninth  street  to  Lehigh  avenue; 
Kingsessing  avenue,  from  Fiftieth  to  Fifty-first  street. 
The  following  streets  with  vitrified  fire  clay  or  shale  bricks 
or  blocks,  viz. :  Beechwood  street,  from  Church  lane  to 
Nedro  avenue;  Filmore  street,  from  Horrocks  to  Oakland 
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street;  Jefferson  street,  from  Washington  lane  to  Diival 
street;  Wolf  street,  from  Front  to  Second  street;  Erie  ave- 
nue, from  Eighteenth  to  Nineteenth  street ;  Nedro  avenue, 
from  Stentou  avenue  to  Beechwood  street.  The  following 
streets  with  granite  blocks,  viz, :  Jackson  street,  from 
Front  to  Phillip  street ;  Glenwood  avenue,  from  Jefferson 
to  Oxford  street;  York  road,  from  Germantown  avenue  to 
Butler  street.  The  following  streets  with  macadam  with 
brick  gutters,  viz. :  Forty-ninth  street,  from  Parkside  ave- 
nue to  Edgely  avenue ;  Mionument  avenue,  from  Wynne- 
field  avenue  to  Forty-ninth  street  and  from  Parkside  ave- 
nue to  Wynnefield  avenue.  The  cost  of  the  portion  of  the 
said  work  to  be  paid  for  by  the  City  shall  be  taken  from 
the  Item  for  intersections  in  the  appropriation  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Highways).  The 
conditions  of  the  contracts  shall  be,  that  the  contractors 
shall  collect  the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of 
property  respectively  fronting  on  said  streets,  and  shall 
enter  into  an  obligation  with  the  City  to  keep  said  streets 
in  good  repair  for  five  years  after  the  paving  is  finished : 
Provided,  Said  streets  shall  be  first  dedicated  or  properly 
opened,  and  that  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise  for  proposals  for  paving  said  streets 
and  award  the  contracts  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders, 
and  that  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  streets 
shall  not  be  charged  more  than  the  contract  price.  All 
Ordinances  or  parts  of  Ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

methods  employed  in  iisiii^-  the  same,  many  of  the  rc<]uire- 
ments  given  in  the  aforesaid  Ordinances  being  antiquated 
and  to-day  considered  below  the  standard  for  good  work- 
manship, and  it  being  desirable  that  the  character  of  work 
performed  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  equal  to 
the  standard  of  similar  work  done  in  other  cities;  there- 
fore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  tlie 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  in  preparing  specifications 
for  paving  and  repaving  streets  wit-h  asphalt,  granite 
blocks,  vitrified  paving  bricks  or  blocks  and  macadam,  be 
and  is  liereb}^  authorized  to  specify  the  method  to  be  em- 
ployed, the  manner  of  laying  and  tlie  dimensions  of  both 
the  paving  and  the  foundation  thereof,  as  well  as  the  quali- 
ty and  proportion  of  the  materials  entering  therein. 

Sect.  2.  All  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordinances  in- 
consistent herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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A]Sr  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  running  of  omnibuses  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia and  providing  for  the  licensing  thereof. 

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Plilladelphia  do  ordain.  That  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  desiring  to  run  omnibuses  in  or  upon  any  of 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  make  applica- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  High- 
ways) for  licenses  to  run  such  omnibuses.  The  said  ap- 
l^lication  shall  contain  the  name  or  names  and  residences 
of  the  person  or  persons  applying  therefor,  or,  if  a  firm, 
of  the  persons  composing  such  firm.  If  such  applicant 
shall  be  a  corporation,  the  corporate  name  and  place  of  in- 
corporation, with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  oificers 
thereof  shall  be  stated.  The  said  application  shall  further 
state  the  number  of  omnibuses  to  be  licensed,  the  route 
or  routes  over  which  they  are  to  be  run,  the  weight  of  each 
omnibus,  the  number  of  seats  inside  and  on  toj)  thereof, 
respectively,  together  with  the  number  of  passengers  to 
be  carried  in  and  on  each  omnibus,  and  such  other  infor- 
mation as  the  Bureau  of  Highways  shall  require,  and  the 
applicant  shall  likewise  file  with  said  application  the  re- 
ceipt or  receipts  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  the  amounis 
hereinafter  provided  to  be  paid  for  said  licenses.  Upon 
the  filing  of  such  application  and  receipt,  the  said  Bureau 
of  Highways  shall  each  year,  where  licenses  have  been  is- 
sued for  a  previous  year  to  the  said  applicant,  issue  licenses 
in  the  manner  and  under  the  conditions  hereinafter  named. 
In  the  case  of  new  applicants,  no  license  shall  be  issued 
nntil  a  resolution  shall  have  first  passed  coimcils  authoriz- 
ing the  Bureau  of  Highways  to  license  such  new  applicant. 
It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  unlawful  to  operate  or  run  any 
omnibus  or  omnibuses  in  or  upon  any  of  the  streets  of  the 
City,  except  in  pursuance  of  a  license  or  licenses  to  be  ob- 
tained as  herein  provided ;  tc  carry  a  greater  number  of 
passengers  therein  or  thereon  than  the  number  required 
to  be  stated  as  aforesaid ;  or  to  make  any  false  statement  as 
to  any  of  the  matters  required  to  be  set  forth  in  such  ap- 
plication, and  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
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one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence.  All 
licenses  issued  as  provided  for  shall  be  in  force  for  a  period 
of  one  year. 

Sect.  2.  The  authority  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Highways)  to  issue  licenses  for  omni- 
buses hereunder,  shall  apply  only  to  Broad  street,  from 
League  Island  on  the  south  to  the  City  limits  on  the  north, 
and  to  Diamond  street  for  its  full  length :  Provided,  That 
the  licensee  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  upon  and  run  over 
any  adjoining  or  intersecting  street  to  a  terminal,  situate 
not  more  than  three  (3)  squares  from  Broad  street  or 
Diamond  street,  and  thence  for  a  distance  not  exceeding 
three  (3)  squares  from  such  terminal  to  power  houses, 
o-araces  or  stables:  And  Provided  further,  That  in  case  of 
a  blockade  on  any  street  over  which  omnibuses  are  licensed 
to  run,  such  blockade  rendering  the  street  impassable  by 
omnibuses  for  a  portion  of  the  route,  the  said  vehicles  shall 
be  allowed  to  make  a  detour  into  and  along  the  nearest 
parallel  street  which  is  unobstructed,  but  shall  return  to 
the  authorized  route  as  soon  as  possible. 

Sect.  3.  Omnibuses  to  be  licensed,  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided, may  be  drawn  by  horses,  or  propelled  by  electricity, 
gas,  gasoline,  compressed  air,  steam  or  other  mechanical 
motive  power,  and  shall  have  a  carrying  capacity  of  not 
less  than  thirty  passengers,  nor  more  than  forty  passengers. 
1^0  omnibus  shall  be  licensed  which  has  a  carrying  capac- 
ity of  more  than  forty  passengers. 

Sect.  4.  Before  any  such  licenses  shall  issue,  the  per- 
son or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  applying  for  the  same 
shall  pay  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, for  the  use  of  said  City,  for  each  license  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars.  The  applicant  shall  further 
pay  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  each  year,  toward  the  main- 
tenance of  street  pavement  upon  the  streets  covered  by  the 
proposed  routes,  a  sum  equal  to  two  cents  per  square  yard 
of  asphalt  pavement  and  one  cent  per  square  yard  of  block 
and  brick  pavement,  for  the  total  yardage  of  such  pavement 
upon  the  streets  along  so  much  of  their  whole  routes  over 
which  they  operate.  The  amount  due  hereunder  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau 
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of  Highways),  and  shall  be  paid  annually.  The  text  of  the 
said  licenses  shall  be  printed  in  red  letters  and  shall  con- 
tain in  large  black  letters  of  a  size  easily  read,  a  statement 
of  the  amount  paid  for  such  license,  the  weight  of  the 
vehicle  when  loaded,  the  number  of  passengers  it  is  li- 
censed to  carry  and  the  number  of  license,  and  such  license 
shall  be  conspicuously  displayed  in  the  omnibus  for  which 
it  was  issued.  The  said  Bureau  of  Highways  shall  desig- 
nate an  officer  or  official  of  said  Bureau  who  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  test  the  weight  of  any  omnibus  at  any  one  time 
during  the  year  for  which  it  may  be  licensed,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  licensee;  or,  he  may  test  the  weight  of  such 
omnibuses  more  than  once  during  said  period  of  one  year, 
the  expense  for  so  doing  after  the  first  time  being  borne 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  For  this  purpose  the  said 
officer  or  official  may  require  said  omnibus  to  proceed  to 
the  scale  of  any  sworn  w^eigher  located  within  two  miles 
of  the  depot,  yard  or  stable  of  the  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion owning  or  controlling  said  omnibus,  and  if  no  sworn 
weigher  shall  he  located  within  two  miles,  then  to  the  one 
located  nearest  to  said  depot,  yard  or  stable,  and  thereupon 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  cause  the  said  omnibus  to  be  taken  or  conveyed  to  such 
scale,  and  when  by  the  provisions  hereof,  he,  they  or  it  are 
required  to  bear  the  expense  of  such  test,  to  pay  the  fee  of 
said  weigher,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  in  each  case.  Fail- 
ure to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  subject  the  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  so 
failing,  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  in  each 
and  every  case. 

Sect.  5.  The  wheels  of  all  omnibuses  running  on 
streets  paved  with  asphaltum  on  any  portion  of  their  routes 
shall  be  provided  with  flat  tires  of  the  following  widths: 
For  any  omnibus  weighing  when  loaded  not  more  than 
five  thousand  pounds,  two  and  a  half  inches ;  for  any  omni- 
bus weighing  when  loaded  more  than  five  thousand  pounds 
and  not  more  than  six  thousand  pounds,  three  inches;  for 
any  omnibus  weighing  when  loaded  more  than  six  thousand 
poimds  and  not  more  than  seven  thousand  pounds,  three 
and  a  half  inches ;  for  any  omnibus  weighing  when  loaded 
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more  than  seven  thousand  pounds  and  not  more  than  eight 
thousand  pounds,  four  inches;  for  any  omnibus  weighing 
when  loaded  more  than  eight  thousand  pounds  and  not 
more  than  nine  thousand  pounds,  four  and  a  half  inches ; 
for  any  omnibus  weighing  when  loaded  more  than  nine  thou- 
sand pounds  and  not  more  than  ten  thousand  pounds,  five 
inches ;  for  any  omnibus  weighing  when  loaded  more  than 
ten  thousand  pounds  and  not  more  than  eleven  thousand 
pounds,  five  and  a  half  inches ;  for  any  omnibus  weighing 
when  loaded  more  than  eleven  thousand  pounds  and  not 
more  than  twelve  thousand  pounds,  six  inches;  for  any 
omnibus  weighing  when  loaded  more  than  twelve  thousand 
pounds  and  not  more  than  fourteen  thousand  pounds,  six 
and  a  half  inches ;  for  any  omnibus  weighing  when  loaded 
more  than  fourteen  thousand  pounds  and  not  more  than 
sixteen  thousand  pounds,  seven  inches ;  for  any  omnibus 
weighing  when  loaded  more  than  sixteen  thousand  pounds 
and  not  more  than  eighteen  thousand  pounds,  seven  and  a 
half  inches ;  for  any  omnibus  weighing  when  loaded  more 
than  eighteen  thousand  pounds  and  not  more  than  twenty 
thousand  pounds,  eight  inches.  No  omnibus  shall  be  li- 
censed which  when  loaded  shall  weigh  more  than  twenty 
thousand  pounds :  Provided,  That  the  foregoing  provisions 
as  to  the  width  of  tires  shall  not  apply  to  omnibuses  fitted 
with  rubber  or  other  resilient  tires  that  may  be  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Any  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  of  the  ordinance  shall  subject 
the  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  offending  to  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  for  each  offence,  to 
be  collected  and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Sect.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor,  upon 
being  furnished  with  evidence  of  any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  to  sue  before  any  magistrate, 
justice  of  the  peace  or  court  having  lawful  jurisdiction^ 
and  to  collect  and  recover  for  the  use  of  the  Citv  of  Phila- 
delphia the  penalty  or  penalties  for  such  violation  in  the 
same  manner  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recover- 
able. 

Sect.  7.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  except  those 
of  Section  5,  shall  apply  only  to  such  omnibuses  as  shall 
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be  regiilarlv  and  continuously  run  upon  the  streets  of  the 
City  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers.  The  provisions  of 
Section  5  of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to  all  omnibuses. 
The  fees  for  the  licensing  of  omnibuses  other  than  those 
regularly  and  continuously  run  upon  the  streets  for  the 
conveyance  of  passengers  shall  remain  as  now  fixed  by 
ordinance. 

Sect.  8.     All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

said  deed,  in  a  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  their 
successors  or  assigns,  which  deed  shall  release,  quitclaim, 
surrender,  grant,  bargain  and  sell  to  the  said  Trustees, 
their  successors  or  assigns,  in  fee  simple,  and  for  the  con- 
sideration hereinafter  named,  all  rights  in  and  over  the 
land  occupied  by  that  fifteen  feet  wide  way,  beginning  at 
the  southwest  corner  of  Thirty-fourth  street  and  Pine 
street,  and  extending  of  that  W'idth  on  Pine  street,  as  for- 
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merly  npoii  the  City  plan,  on  the  south  side  thereof  north 
seventy-eight  degrees  fifty-nine  minutes,  west  six  hundred 
ninety-nine  and  eighty-seven  one-hundred ths  feet  to  the 
face  of  the  wall  at  Guardian  avenue,  as  formerly  upon  the 
City  plan,  being  part  of  the  way  to  he  maintained  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  said  University,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  ordinance  approved  the  28th  day  of  May,  1904,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  sell  and  convey  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  certain  pieces  of  land  be- 
longing to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  being  parts  of  streets 
heretofore  stricken  from  the  City  plan,  and  which  are  of 
no  further  use  to  the  said  City,  and  also  to  release  and  sur- 
render certain  other  restrictions  upon  other  pieces  of  land 
belonging  to  the  said  Trustees,  all  of  said  pieces  of  land 
being  situated  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,"  and  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  deed  embodying  the  said  ordi- 
nances between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  TrusteeiJ 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  dated  June  16,  190-1, 
and  recorded  in  Office  of  the  Recorder  of  Deads,  in  Deed 
Book  W.  S.  V.  'No.  311,  page  552. 

Subject,  however,  to  the  following  conditions:  That  the 
land  occupied  by  the  said  way  shall  never  be  alienated  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  University  of  Pennsylvania  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  City;  and  further  that  the  various 
departments  and  bureaus  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall 
at  all  times  have  access  over  the  land  occupied  by  the  said 
way  in  order  to  extend  or  repair  its  municipal  structures 
within  the  lines  of  the  said  land ;  and  further  that  the  said 
Trustees  shall  first  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication  of  this  ordinance. 

Provided,  further,  however,  That  the  said  University 
shall  not  possess  any  right  to  erect  any  structure  upon  the 
said  fifteen  feet  wide  way,  beginning  at  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  Thirty-fourth  street  and  Pine  street  as  aforesaid 
and  as  thereafter  described. 

It  is  further  ordained  that  the  sale,  conveyance  and  r«^ 
lease  above  provided  for  shall  be  made  upon  the  considera- 
tion that  the  Trustees  of  the  said  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania shall  maintain  in  good  condition  and  keep  open  for 
the  use  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a  fifteen  feet  wide  w^ay 
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over  Thirty-sixth  street,  as  formerly  upon  the  City  plan, 
extending  from  Spruce  street  to  and  across  Pine  street,  as 
formerly  upon  the  City  plan,  to  the  way  now  possessed  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  the  face  of  the  wall  at 
Guardian  avenue,  as  formerly  upon  the  City  plan,  along 
the  said  wall  on  the  south  side  of  the  said  Guardian  ave- 
nue, south  sixty-one  degrees  twenty-eight  minutes  thirty- 
six  seconds,  west  one  hundred  sixty-two  and  forty-two  one- 
hundredths  feet  to  the  gate  way  or  entrance  in  the  wall  of 
the  Almshouse  property. 

Sect,  2.    All  other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in- 
consistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  from  and  after  ttio 
first  day  of  July,  1907,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly, approved  June  8,  1907,  a  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries,  is  herel)y  established,  and  the  said  De- 
partment shall  have  charge  of  the  improvement,  regulation 
and  supervision  of  the  construction,  extension,  alteration, 
maintenance  and  use  of  wharves,  piers,  bulkheads,  docks, 
slips,  basins,  ferries,  harbors,  harbor  structures  and  ap- 
proaches thereto,  storage  facilities  and  water  fronts,  lands 
imder  the  water  and  stnictures  thereon,  and  the  a])pnrtfm- 
ances,  easements,  uses,  reversions  and  rights  belonging- 
thereto,  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  owned  or  pos- 
sessed b}''  the  City  for  the  repairing,  building,  re-building, 
maintaining,  altering,  strengthening  and  protecting  said 
property  and  every  part  thereof,  and  of  all  the  cleaning,, 
dredging  and  deepening  in  and  about  the  same.

Sect.  2.  The  said  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and 
Ferries,  shall  be  under  the  charge,  control  and  administra- 
tion of  the  Director,  who  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Select 
Council;  he  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years: 
Provided,  he  shall  so  long  behave  himself  well  and  shall  be 
eilgible  for  re-appointment.  The  said  Director  shall  re- 
ceive a  salary  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars  per  amium, 
and  give  to  the  City  satisfactory  security  in  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  on  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.

of  whom  shall  be  a  competent  civil  engineer,  one  a  master 
mariner,  and  one  a  master  pilot,  at  two  thousand  (2,000) 
dollars  each  per  anniun ;  two  clerks,  at  tw^elve  hundred 
(1,200)  dollars  each  per  annum;  one  stenographer  and 
•typewriter,  at  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  per  annum,  and 
such  other  employees  as  shall  be  provided  for  hereafter  by 
ordinance. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fifty  (15,650)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated to  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Fer-

To  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  make  in- 
vestigations and  report  upon  a  comprehensive  plan  for 
the  collection,  purification  and  disposal  of  the  sewage 
of  the  City,  together  with  such  alterations  and  extensions 
of  the  existing  sewerage  systems  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, entitled  "An  Act  to  preserve  the  purity  of  the 
waters  of  the  State  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health," 
approved  April  22,  1905,  it  is  provided,  among  other 
things,  that  "No  person,  corporation  or  municipality  shall 
place,  or  permit  to  be  placed  or  discharge,  or  permit  to 
flow  into  any  of  the  waters  of  the  State,  any  sewage,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided,  etc."  Also,  tliat  "Whenever 
it  is  their  unanimous  opinion  (Governor,  Attorney  Gen- 
eial  and  Commissioner  of  Health),  that  the  general  in- 
terests of  the  public  health  would  be  subserved  thereby, 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  may  issue  a  permit  for  the 
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discbarge  of  sewage  for  any  such  sewer  system  into  any 
of  the  waters  of  the  State,  and  may  stipulate  in  the  permit 
the  conditions  on  which  such  discharge  may  be  permitted,'^ 
revocable  at  any  time,  and 

Whereas,  the  Governor  of  the  State,  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral and  the  Commissioner  of  Health  have  by  various  per- 
mits granted  the  right  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  ex- 
tend various  sewer  systems,  and  to  discharge  the  sewage 
into  the  waters  of  the  State  subject,  among  others,  to  the 
following  condition,  ''That  the  City  shall,  on  or  before  the 
year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  for  approval,  a 
comprehensive  sewerage  plan  for  the  collection  and  dis- 
posal of  the  sewage  of  the  various  drainage  districts  of 
the  City,"  and  another  condition  as  follows:  "Extensions 
shall  be  immediately  approved,  provided  some  progress 
shall  be  made  each  year  in  the  study  of  a  comprehensive 
system  of  sewerage  for  the  various  drainage  districts,  and 
provided  that  said  sewer  extensions  shall  not,  as  far  as 
practicable,  be  at  cross  purposes  with  said  comprehensive 
system,"  now  therefore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  and  directed  to  make  investi- 
gations and  report  upon  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
collection,  purification  and  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  the 
City,  together  with  such  alterations  and  extensions  of  the 
existing  sewerage  systems  as  may  be  necessary ;  also  to 
carry  on  experiments  and  report  upon  the  feasibility  of 
the  treatment  of  sewage,  together  with  estimates  of  the 
probable  cost  of  altering  the  present  sewage  systems  as  far 
as  may  be  required,  of  constructing  necessary  outfall 
sewers,  of  constructing  disposal  works,  and  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  same. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  in  consultation  such 
Engineers  and  Bacteriologists  as  may  be  requisite  to  reach 
a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem ;  and  also  to  employ 
such  Engineers  and  Assistants   as  may  be  required  for 
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niaking  surveys,  investigations,  experiments  and  recom- 
mendations ;  all  expenses  for  salaries,  inspection,  tests, 
transportation,  and  incidental  expenses,  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
work  herein  authorized. 

Sect.  3.  The  sum  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
(7,500)  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Surveys,  for  the  work  herein 
authorized.

Authorizing  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Company  to  lay  tubes, 
with  branches,  switches  and  electrical  conductors,  in  cer- 
tain streets  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
{Jity  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.,  That  the  Pneumatic  Tran- 
sit Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay,  and  maintain  and 
operate,  pneimiatic  tubes  or  pipes,  and  to  lay  w^ith  the  said 
tul)es  or  pipes,  conduits  and  electric  conductors,  and  to 
construct  manholes,  switches  and  drips,  that  may  be  re- 
-quired  to  operate  the  said  tubes,  in  such  streets  and  alleys 
as  shall  be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors, 
to  connect  the  general  post  offic;^,  railway  stations  and 
branch  Post  Offices  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, for  the  purpose  of  transmitting  the  United  States 
mails,  with  the  right  to  connect  the  power  house  of  the 
said  Company  with  the  said  lines  of  tubes  and  conduits, 
if  located  within  two  squares  of  said  lines:  Provided, 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  grant- 
ing a  right  to  use  the  highways  for  any  other  business  than 
that  of  transmitting  the  United  States  mail  through  pneu- 
matic tubes.  The  said  tubes,  branches,  connections, 
switches,  conduits,  manholes  and  other  parts,  shall  be  laid 
and  constructed  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to 
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the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  in  accordance  with 
plans  to  be  approved  by  said  Department,  and  the  Com- 
pany shall,  in  each  case  where  the  streets  are  torn  up,  re- 
store the  streets  to  the  same  condition  in  which  they  were 
found.  ■  The  work  of  laying  said  tubes  and  conduits  herein 
authorized  shall  be  begun  within  twelve  months  after  the  ap- 
proval of  this  ordinance,  and  be  completed  within  five 
years  from  the  said  approval,  after  which  time  the  right  1"0 
occupy  the  stre?ts  not  already  actually  occupied  shall  cease 
and  determine.  The  granting  of  this  right  to  the  Com- 
pany shall,  however,  not  be  construed  as  giving  them  the 
exclusive  use  of  any  street  for  the  purpose  of  laying  con- 
duits therein. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  the  said  Company  shall  break  a 
street  or  alley  they  shall  repair  the  same  under  the  speci- 
fications of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  repaving  over 
the  trench  and  one  foot  on  each  side,  keeping  it  in  repair 
for  three  years:  Provided,  where  it  is  necessary  to  break 
a  street  paved  with  improved  pavement  occupied  by  a 
street  passenger  railway  company,  thoy  shall  pay  into  the 
City  Treasury  the  price  paid  by  the  City  to  its  contractor 
for  repairing  such  pavement  for  each  square  yard  of  pave- 
me2it  broken,  and  5%  in  addition  thereto  for  inspection, 
and  shall  be  at  no  further  cost  or  expense  on  account  there- 
of. Whenever  the  said  company  shall  break  a  sidewalk  of 
a  street  they  shall  repair  the  same  in  an  approved  manner, 
and  keep  it  in  repair  for  three  years. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  under  this  ordi- 
nance the  said  Company  shall  file  with  the  Mayor  its  bond 
in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  in 
form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  conditioned  that 
it  will  indemnify  the  City  and  owners  of  property  against 
any  and  all  damages  caused  by  construction  or  operation  of 
its  work,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  the  pro- 
visions and  agreements  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall 
pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars 
for  printing  this  ordinance.

vided, That  the  Poimsylvania  liailroad  Company  shall  pay 
twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars  of  the  cost  and  also  fur- 
nish the  required  new  piers ;  on  the  line  of  Columbia  ave- 
nue over  the  main  tracks  of  the  Connecting  Railway,  with 
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extensions  eastward  and  westward  to  span  additional  tracks: 
Provided,  That  the  Pennsylvania  Riailroad  Company  shall 
pay  two-thirds  of  the  total  cost  as  constituting  the  cost  of 
the  extensions  for  additional  tracks;  on  the  line  of  AVyoni-

Railway,  on  the  line  of  Twelfth  street,  seventy  thousand 
(70,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That  in  the  event  of  any 
of  the  said  bridges  costing  less  than  the  sums  set  aside 
herein  for  their  construction,  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized,  at  his  discre- 
tion, to  use  the  balances  or  any  part  thereof  for  the  com- 
pletion of  any  of  the  bridges  named  herein  for  which  the 
sum  set  aside  in  insufiioient.

WiiEKEAS,  By  the  authority  of  an  ordinance  of  the  Coun- 
cils of  Philadelphia,  passed  the  ninth  day  of  May,  1004,

of  the  Bureau  of  Water  and  Bureau  of  Filtration,  and  his 
ability  to  properly  conduct  said  work,  therefore 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  Au- 
gust 1.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  to  carry  into  effect 
the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania,  approved  the  8th  day  of  Jime,  A.  D.  11)07, 
and  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  col- 
lection of  taxes,  regulating  appointments  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  and  authorizing  the  estab- 
lishment of  local  branch  tax  offices  in  cities  of  the  first 
class,"  there  are  hereby  established  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia eight  (8)  local  branch  ottlces  for  the  payment  and 
receipt  of  taxes  upon  real  estate  situate  and  being  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  districts  in  which  said  branch  offices 
are  located  as  hereinafter  particularly  defined ;  for  the

Sect,  2.  The  First,  Twenty-sixth,  Thirty-sixth,  and 
Thirty-ninth  AVards  are  hereby  designated  as  a  District 
wherein  one  of  such  branch  offices  for  the  collection  of 
taxes  and  water  rents  shall  be  located,  as  provided  for  in 
Section  1  of  this  ordinance ;  the  Twenty-fourth,  Thirty- 
fourth,  and  Forty- fourth  Wards  are  hereby  designated  as 
another  such  District;  the  Twenty-seventh,  Fortieth,  and 
Forty-sixth  Wards  are  hereby  designated  as  another  such

The  Receiver  of  Taxes  is  hereby  authorized 
to  enter  into  a  lease  or  leases,  in  the  name  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  with  the  o\\Tier  or  owners  of  buildings  in 
his  judgment  suitable  in  location  and  extent  for  the  con- 
venient conduct  of  the  business  to  be  conducted  at  such 
branch  offices  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  water  rents, 
and  the  same  to  renew  or  change  from  time  to  time  when, 
in  his  judgment,  the  exigencies  for  the  better  conduct  of 
their  business  require  the  same  to  be  done. 

Sect.  4.  The  Receiver  of  Taxes  is  hereby  authorized 
to  appoint  one  local  receiver  of  taxes  for  each  of  said 
branch  offices,  who  shall  possess  the  same  qualifications  for 
office  as  are  required  by  law  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  who 
shall  hold  office  during  the  term  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
])y  whom  they  are  respectively  appointed,  if  they  shall  so 
long  behave  themselves  well,  and  who  shall  make  daily 
returns  of  all  moneys  collected  or  received  by  them  to  the 
Iteceiver  of  Taxes.  Said  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  also 
appoint  for  each  of  said  branch  offices  one  cashier,  three 
clerks,  and  one  janitor.  The  salary  of  the  local  receiver 
of  taxes  is  hereby  fixed  at  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five 
hundred  (2,500)  dollars  per  annum;  that  of  the  cashier 
at  the  sum  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  (1,800)  dollars 
per  annum ;  that  of  each  of  said  clerks  at  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  one  hundred  (1,100)  dollars  each  per  annum,  and 
that  of  the  said  janitor  at  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and 
twenty  (720)  dollars  per  annum. 

Sect.  5.  In  addition  to  the  tax  duplicates  and  water 
rent  duplicates  now  required  by  law  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Water)  respectively,  to  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes,  such  other  copies  thereof  shall  be  furnished  by  them 
to  the  local  receiver  of  taxes  at  each  of  such  branch  offices 
for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  water  rents  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  them  to  properly  conduct  said  offices,  so  that

And  warrants  for  said  appropriation  shall  be  drawn  by 
the  said  Commissioners  in  conformity  with  existing  ordi- 
nances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

may  be  requisite,  and  to  pay  all  expenses  for  salaries, 
soundings,  inspection,  tests,  transportation,  and  incidental 
expenses  not  otherwise  provided  for,  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  cost  of  said  bridges,  and  is  also  authorized  to 
join  in  contract  with  any  persons  or  corporations  in  the 
construction  of  any  of  the  said  bridges,  for  which  said  per- 
sons or  corporations  shall  contribute  a  portion  of  the  cost. 
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Sect.  4.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be  as- 
sessed by  reason  of  the  construction  of  the  said  bridges  and 
the  work  appurtenant  thereto.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  conimunication  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved 
by  you,  calling  attention  to  paragraph  3  of  section  5  of  the 
ordinance  approvi'd  October  lo,  lUUO,  which  authorizes 
the  abolishment  of  grade  crossings  along  the  Philadelphia, 
Germantown  and  jSTorristown  Ilailroad,  between  Green 
btreet  and  the  Richmond  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway,  and  which  provides,  among  other  thing-, 
that  "the  construction  work  shall  include  *  ""  *  the 
erection  of  a  four  track  elevated  metal  structure,  from 
Bro^\^l  street  to  a  point  about  one  hundred  (100)  feel 
north  of  Jefferson  street,"  and  from  this  point  northward 
a  solid  structure  between  walls.  Attached  to  said  com- 
munication is  a  plan  showing  the  northern  limit  of  the 
metal  structure  and  the  commencement  of  the  solid  struc- 
ture as  provided  by  the  ordinance ;  and  also,  showing  a 
proposed  extension  of  the  solid  structure  southward  to  the 
north  line  of  Jefferson  street,  as  suggested  by  the  Railway 


Company,  instead  of  terminating  at  a  point  about  10(I  iV-ct 
north  thereof. 

Inquiry  is  made  whether,  under  the  tenns  of  the  ordi- 
nance, the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  h;(^ 
authority  to  approve  the  change  suggested,  and  if  so, 
whether  interested  property  owners  can  prevent  the  cliange 
by  injunction. 

In  my  opinion  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shoukl  not  assume  the  responsibility  of  authorizing 
the  change  suggested  in  what  seems  to  be  so  material  an 
element.  I  think  that  if  the  change  be  a  desirable  one, 
Councils  should  authorize  it  by  an  amendment  of  the  ordi- 
nance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  January 
9th,  whether  a  person  is  guilty  of  a  misdeameanor  who 
makes  a  false  affidavit  as  to  his  age,  in  connection  with  an 
application  to  the  Civil  Service  Board,  under  the  require- 
ment of  Regulation  20,  wdiereby  he  represents  himself  to 
be  over  twenty-one  years  old,  when  in  fact  he  is  but  eigh- 
teen years  old. 

If  these  facts  can  be  proven,  that  such  apidicanr  kiinvv- 
ingly  so  sw^ore,  and  it  is  a  presumption  that  he  did  it  know- 
ingly, he  is  gviilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  if  it  In;  intruded 
to  institute  a  prosecution  thereon,  the  evidence  should  be 
submitted  to  the  District  Atorney.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  January 
5th,  concerning  a  dispute  between  yourself  and  the  firm  of 
N.  MclSTulty  k  Co.,  in  regard  to  the  disposition  of  their 
check  for  $7,500,  which  you  hold  pursuant  to  a  bid  made 
by  them  for  collecting  the  ashes  and  sweeping  the  streets 
in  the  Fifth  District  of  the  City,  for  the  year  1907. 

From  your  statement  it  appears  that  the  said  fimi  bid  for 
the  doing  of  this  work  in  different  parts  of  the  City,  and 
was  awarded  the  combined  work  of  sweeping  the  streets 
and  collecting  the  ashes  in  the  Second  District;  and  also, 
the  work  of  collecting  the  ashes  in  the  Fifth  District,  but 
not  that  of  cleaning  the  streets  therein.  Thereupon  they 
refused  the  latter  award,  claiming  that  there  could  be  no 
such  separation,  and  that  the  contract  for  the  cleaning  of 
the  streets  and  collecting  the  ashes  should  be  let  as  a  whole. 
It  is  to  this  point  that  the  difference  between  you  seems  to 
arise. 

I  have  not  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  McXulty 
bid,  but  from  the  blank  forms  of  proposal  which  you  have 
forwarded,  it  seems  that  in  each  district  bids  were  invited 
under  three  heads,  viz. : 

"For  the  removal  of  the  ashes  and  waste  under  these 
specifications;" 

"For  the  balance  of  the  work  under  these  specifica- 
tions," and 

"For  all  the  work  under  these  specifications." 

If  the  bid  in  question  was  made  only  under  tlie  last  of 
these  headings,  to  wit:  "For  all  the  work  under  these 
specifications,"  it  could  not  be  separated  into  parts,  and 
the  bidders  were  entitled  to  an  acceptance  or  rejection  of 
their  bid  as  a 'whole.  If,  however,  bids  were  made  imder 
either  of  the  other  two  headings,  to  wit :     "For  the  removal 


of  aslies  and  waste"  and  "For  the  balance  of  the  \v<irk"' 
under  the  specifications,  either  in  connection  with  a  bid  for 
the  wliole  of  the  work  or  otlierwise,  then  I  think  yonr  De- 
])artnient  wouhl  have  the  right  to  award  the  contract  se- 
parately for  either  part  which  may'have  been  bid  for,  and 
so  far  as  the  controversy  turns  upon  this  (piestifii,  you 
should  assume  that  the  City  has  the  right  to  rei>ar<l  the  ])\\)- 
l~)Osa]s  in  this  light. 

As  to  the  actual  facts  involved,  the  communication  is 
not  clear.  The  check  seems  to  have  been  originally  de- 
posited on  June  13,  100(5,  in  response  to  bids  then  invited 
and  accompanying  a  bid  for  work  of  cleaning  the  streets 
in  the  Eighth  District,  for  the  sum  of  $77,800.  This  was 
claimed  by  the  bidder  to  have  been  a  mistake,  and  you 
state  that  you  re-advertised  that  District,  and  under  a 
A'crbal  agreement  retained  the  check  on  account  of  new 
bids  opened  JSTovember  9,  190G,  at  which  time  the  McNidty 
firm  did  not  bid.  Whether  the  City  suffered  any  loss 
inider  the  bids  opened  on  jN'ovember  9th,  docs  not  appear. 

You  state  further  that  on  December  17,  190(5,  you  re- 
advertised  for  bids  for  sweeping  the  streets  and  collecting 
ashes  for  all  Districts  except  the  Eiglith,  and  another  oral 
agreement  was  made  by  which  the  check  of  McXulty  tfc  C<k 
was  still  retained,  and  it  was  on  this  last  occasion  that  the 
bids  were  made  l)y  that  firm  as  above  stated. 

The  certified  checks  re<pured  to  be  deposited  under  the 
general  requirements  for  proposals  under  both  sets  of 
blaidvs  you  send  me,  is  in  the  amount  of  5%  of  each  bid, 
and  it  is  provided  that  such  checks  will  be  returned  at  once 
to  the  unsuccessful  bidders,  l)ut  will  \)v  transferred  on  ac- 
count of  the  10%  required  to  be  de])osited  by  those  to 
whom  contracts  are  awarded,  and  if  the  award  shall  not  l>e 
accepted  within  ten  days,  or  the  work  shall  not  be  didy 
commenced,  the  certified  check  accomi)anying  the  bids  i»e- 
comes  the  absolute  pro])erty  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  successful  bidder  relinquishes  all  right  thereto. 

Whether  the  whole,  or  wlmt  ])art  of  the  ])reseut  check,  if 
any,  thus  becomes  the  ])roperty  of  the  City,  would  s(^em  to 
depend  upon  the  amount  of  the  bid.  and  also,  to  some  ex- 


tent,  upon  the  nature  of  the  oral  agreements  which  you 
state  were  made  from  time  to  time. 

In  order  to  advise  you  more  definitely  in  the  matter,  I 
should  bo  further  informed  as  to  these  facts.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  3'our  communication  of  Nov- 
ember 3,  1906,  following  your  previous  letter  of  October 
11,  1906,  in  reference  to  the  above  matter,  I  advised  your 
department  orally  to  have  the  necessary  repairs  done  and 
forward  the  bill  to  this  department  for  collection  form  the 
Railway  Company,  and  in  the  meantime  we  would  consider 
the  question  of  the  liability  of  the  Company. 

As  requested  by  this  department  you  forwarded  to  us  a 
copy  of  the  agTeeincnt  between  the  Reading-  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  Cheltenham  &  Willow  Grove  Turnpike  Com- 
pany. By  this  agreement,  made  on  June  12,  1852,  the 
Reading  Railroad  Company,  in  consideration  of  the  pay- 
ment to  it  of  $2,500,  agreed  to  repair,  maintain,  and  peri)et- 
uate  the  bridge  of  the  Cheltenham  &  Willow  Grove  Turn- 
pike Company  over  the  railroad,  and  practically  to  assume 
the  owaiership  of  said  bridge. 

If  the  obligation  of  the  Compauy  rests  upon  this  agree- 
ment, and  it  has  not  been  affected  in  any  way  by  the  fore- 
closure proceedings,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Reading  Rail- 
road Company  to  keep  in  repair  the  bridge  over  their  rail- 
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road.  It  appears  that  Mr,  O.  ]\r.  Thompson,  Special  Agent 
of  the  Reading  Railway  C 'oin]>an_v,  contends  that  the  Com- 
pany is  only  rcqnired  to  keep  in  repair  the  hridge  proper, 
and  not  the  approaches  or  parapet  walls. 

It  is,  of  conrse,  a  qnestion  as  to  what  is  comprised  in  the 
hridge,  and  if  the  repairs  which  yon  have  done  are  made  to 
the  bridge,  whetlier  the  hridge  be  the  parapet  walls,  the  ap- 
proaches, or  what  Mr.  Thompson  calls  "the  bridge  proper," 
the  Railway  Company  is  Kable  for  the  cost  of  those 
repairs.  Yonr  Snperintendent  of  Tiridges  is  probably  com- 
petent to  determine  whether  the  approaches  and  parapet 
walls  are  ordinarily  considered  a  part  of  the  bridge,  and 
whether  under  an  agreement  to  repair  and  maintain  the 
bridge,  the  parapet  walls  and  approaches  would  be  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  the  bridge.  However,  since  you  have 
made  the  necessary  repairs,  we  can  readily  test  the  liability 
of  the  Company,  if  you  consider  that  the  repairs  have  been 
made  to  the  bridge,  and  will  forward  to  this  department 
the  bills  therefor  for  collection.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  January 
5th,  calling  attention  to  certain  language  of  Section  7.  para- 
graph 4,  of  the  ordinance  of  October  i;],  11)0(),  authoriz- 
ing the  work  of  abolishing  grade  crossings  on  the  line  of 
the  P.  G.  &  ]^.  R.  R.,  and  asking  whether,  in  view  of  this 
section,  it  is  within  the  province  of  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  to  tix  the  salaries  of  employees 
engaged  upon  such  work ;  and  also,  if  you  have  poAver  to 


increase  the  salaries  of  the  present  employees  in  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys  who  may  be  detailed  to  this  employ ment,  with- 
out the  necessity  of  a  special  civil  service  examination. 
Section  7  of  said  ordinance,  in  part,  is  as  follows : 

"The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway  Company  is  authorized  to  employ 
such  engineers,  assistants,  draughtsmen,  engineer 
corps,  and  inspectors  as  may  be  necessary  to  pre- 
pare or  examine  plans  and  specifications  and  to  insure 
the  prompt  and  efficient  execution  of  the  work,  and 
to  include  all  expenses_  for  salaries,  transportation, 
office  and  incidental  expenses  of  said  engineering  force, 
and  the  cost  of  tests  and  inspection  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

"The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  engineers,  assist- 
ants, draughtsmen,  engineer  corps  and  inspectors  as 
_  may  be  required  to  enable  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  prepare  and  examine  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, to  properly  inspect  the  work  during  the  progress 
of  construction,  and  to  prepare  the  necessary  certifi- 
cates and  other  documentary  records  of  the  work.  All 
expenses  for  salaries,  transportation,  office  and  inci- 
dental expenses  of  said  engineering  force,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  inspection  and  tests  made  by  the  same  and 
not  otherwise  provided  for  shall  be  included  in  the 
cost  of  the  work." 

It  wilf  be  observed  from  the  foregoing,  that  the  Reading 
Railway  Company  is  authorized  to  employ  certain  en- 
gineers and  other  assistants  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work, 
and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
authorized  to  appoint  other  such  engineers  and  assistants, 
&c.,  the  expense  for  salaries,  transportation  and  other  sucli 
expenses  of  both  classes  of  the  said  engineering  force  to  be 
included  in  the  cost  of  the  work,  which  is  to  be  jointly 
borne  by  the  city  and  the  railway  company.  No  express 
provision  a}:)pcars  for  fixing  the  salaries  of  either  those  to 
be  employed  by  the  railway  company  or  by  the  city.  Since, 
however,  the  expense  it  to  be  mutually  borne,  it  would  seem 
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])ropei'  tliat  Ixilli  tlic  i-ailwav  ('()inj);niy  and  the  city,  as  rop- 
reseiited  hy  the  head  of  your  Departiueut,  should  have  a 
voice  in  fixing  these  salaries.  The  most  fitting  and  conve- 
nient arrangement,  perhaps,  would  seem  to  he  that  the  rail- 
way com])any  should  designate  the  salaries  of  those  en- 
gineers, draughtsmen  and  inspectors  whom  it  may  employ, 
subject  however  to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Dc- 
])artnient  of  Public  Works,  and  that  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  should  fix  those  salaries  to  be 
]iaid  to  the  persons  whom  he  employs  under  authority  of 
this  portion  of  the  ordinance,  sul)ject  to  the  a])proval  of  the 
railway  company. 

Answering  your  second  questiim,  T  do  not  think  that  you 
would  be  authorized  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  ])re-;ent 
employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  detailed  to  this  work, 
either  with  or  without  a  civil  service  examination,  unless 
such  authorit^^  should  be  conferred  by  an  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  :— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  asking 
whether  the  President  of  a  sectional  school  boanl  has  the 
right  to  administer  the  oath  of  office  to  a  newly  elected 
member  of  the  board. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  the  President  of  the  Board  has 
not  this  power.  By  Act  of  April  16,  1891,  it  is  made  ne- 
cessary that  School  Directors  shall  be  sworn  or  afiirmed  be- 
fore a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  T^otary  Public,  or  some  other 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  which  obligation  is 
continued  by  the  Act  of  April  22,  1905. 
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I  do  not  find  any  Act,  However,  which  <>,-ives  tlie  right  to 
administer  an  oath  to  the  President  of  a  Board,  and  would 
therefore  advise  you  that  the  new  inendiers  shouhl  take 
the  oath  of  office  before  a  Notary  Public,  Alagistrate, 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  some  other  officer  duly  empowered 
to  administer  oaths.

14th,  as  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  eligibility  <»f  au 
applicant  as  fixed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  that  is 
to  say,  "if  the  Commission  should  .announce  the  term  of 
one  year  for  a  list  of  eligibles  published  and  dated  January 
14,  1907,  what  would  be  the  last  day  of  eligibility  of  names 
upon  that  list  ?  AVould  it  be  January  13  or  January  14, 
1908  ?"  and  asking  further,  what  would  he  necessary  to 
give  an  additional  day  if  the  last  day  should  fall  on  a 
Sunday. 

In  reply  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  xVct  of  June 
20,  1883,* P.  L.  130,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"Where  by  an  existing,  law  or  rule  of  court,  or  by 
any  law  or  rule  of  court  that  may  hereafter  be  enacted 
and  made,  the  performance  or  doing  of  any  act,  dnty, 
matter,  payment  or  thing  shall  be  orderc*!  and 
directed,  and  where  any  court  shall,  by  sjiocial  or 
other  order,  direct  the  performance  or  doing  of  any 
act,  matter,  payment,  sentence  or  decree,  and  the; 
period  of  time  or  duration  for  the  ))erformanrc'  or 
doing  thereof  shall  be  prescribed  and  fixed,  su(  ii  time 
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in  all  cases  shall  lie  so  computed  as  to  exclude  the  lirsl, 
and  include  the  last  days  of  any  such  prescribed  or 
fixed  period,  or  duration  of  time:  Provided,  That 
whenever  the  last  day  of  any  such  period  shall  fall  on 
Sunday,  or  on  any  day  made  a  legal  holiday  by  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  United  States, 
such  day  shall  be  omitted  from  the  computation ;  And 
provided,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  pay- 
ment of  negotiable  paj^er. 

Sect.  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  also  apply 
to  the  ordinances,  resolutions,  by-laws  and  other  regu- 
lations of  all  municipal  or  other  public  or  private  cor- 
porations now  existing  or  hereafter  created." 

As  you  will  see,  under  the  terms  of  the  foregoing  Act, 
the  period  of  one  year  from  January  14,  1907  would  ex- 
pire at  the  end  of  January  14,  190S,  and  if  that  day  should 
be  a  Sunday  or  legal  holiday,  the  period  would  then  expire 
at  the  end  of  January  15,  1908.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  query  of  January  22<1, 
I  advise  you  that  the  Act  of  Juno  25,  1S95,  P.  L.  2 SI, 
does  not  authorize  the  President  of  a  Sectional  School 
Board  in  Philadelphia  to  administer  an  oath  to  the  ^leni- 
hers  of  such  Board.  The  words  "school  directors  in  the 
various  school  districts  in  this  Commonwealth,"  as  refer- 
red to  in  that  Act,  do  not  apply  to  IMc^mbers  of  the  Sec- 
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tional  School  Boards  of  this  City.  The  i-cfereiicc  is  to 
Directors  of  Districts  who  hold  a  position  similar  lo  the; 
Members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education  (formerly 
■designated  as  the  Board  of  Controllers)  of  the  First  School 
District  of  Pennsylvania,  and  which  is  co-extensive  with 
the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  January 
12th,  transmitting  copy  of  a  communication  to  yourself 
from  John  C.  Bell,  Esq.,  the  retiring  District  Attorney, 
asking  whether  he  and  his  assistants  are  entitled  to  com- 
pensation for  the  first  week  in  January,  since  his  terui  ex- 
pired on  Monday,  January  7th. 

Upon  this  subject  I  concur  in  the  opinion  of  my  prede- 
cessor, Hon.  ,  Charles  F.  Warwick,  ^vho  held  that  ciry 
employees  paid  by  the  day  were  entitled  to  compensation 
for  the  extra  days  served  in  cases  like  the  present  one,  but 
that  officers  receiving  an  annual  salary  were  not  so  entitl(Ml. 

In  the  present  instance  the  term  of  ^[r.  Bell  began  on 
Monday,  the  fourth  day  of  January,  1901,  and  is  thus  seen 
to  ha^'e  continued  for  three  years  and  three  days,  but  in  the 
•contemplation  of  law  this  is  a  period  of  throe  years,  for 
Avhich  period  the  term  of  the  District  Attoruey  is  fixed  by 
statute,  and  for  his  services  he  is  entitled  to  receive  three 
times  the  amount  of  his  annual  salary. 

I  would  accordingly  say  that  if  at  the  end  of  the  first 
month  of  liis  term  a  deduction  from  his  salary  was  made 
for  the  part  of  the  niontli  which  he  did  not  serve,  such  de- 
duction should  now  be  made  up  at  the  end  of  his  term  of 
service.     If,  however,  he  received  a  full  month's  salary  at 
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tluit  time  and  liiisi  ixowv  on  (•(inTinn<jn.'~l_v  lK'in_<;-  puid  his 
r('i!,-ular  monthly  salarv  since  tlien,  so  that  he  lias  received 
in  all  tliirty-six  sneli  monthly  payments,  he  is  not  entitle<l 
to  further  compensation,  and  the  same  eonclnsion  wonM.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  January 
12,  1907,  stating-  that  you  have  found  certain  ])avemenl3 
laid  by  the  Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  not  to  have 
conformed  to  the  specifications ;  that  you  intend  to  notify 
the  contractor  and  its  surety  to  replace  these  defective 
pavements,  and  if  they  refuse  to  do*  so,  that  it  is  your  'in- 
tention to  take  up  a  block  and  replace  the  same  in  a  ])roper 
manner  and  transmit  the  bills  to  your  (this)  department 
for  collection."  You  ask  if  this  is  the  proper  course  ta 
pursue. 

While  it  would  be  preferable  as  a  matter  of  ex]:)ediencv 
to  take  up  only  one  block  of  pavement  pending  the  deter- 
mination of  legal  questions  which  in  any  case  might  be  in- 
volved, you  do  not  state  whether  in  this  instance  the  pave- 
ments were  completed  during  your  official  term,  or  in  that 
of  one  of  your  predecessors.  Should  the  latter  be  the  case, 
I  would  not  advise  you  to  proceed  as  you  suggest,  if  the 
pavement  was  approved  by  the  head  of  the  department  in 
offi.ce  when  it  Avas  laid,  since  that  fact  would  bo  nuule  a 
defence  against  any  claim  of  the  City  in  the  premises.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  iii  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October 
30th  on  the  subject  of  damages  on  Contract  Xo.  86,  Bureau 
of  Filtration,  asking  whether  in  view  of  the  facts  set  forth 
jou  will  be  justified  in  making  a  deduction  of  $03  on  the 
hnal  payment  on  this  contract. 

We  assume  from  your  quotation  from<a  communication 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Filtration  that  the  Chief 
has  in  his  possession  legal  evidence  that  will  show  that  the 
expenditure  of  $03  was  the  direct  result  of  the  delay  be- 
tween June  12th  and  June  25tli  in  the  delivery  of  mater- 
ials, viz.,  railroad  tracks  on  the  contract.  This  being  so, 
and  the  City  having  evidence  in  its  possession  to  show  that 
it  has  actually  been  damaged  in  that  sum  by  the  failure  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  I  beg  to  inform  you 
that  you  would  be  justified  in  making  the  deduction. 

I  may  add  that  as  the  contract  did  not  provide  for  liqui- 
dated damages,  the  deduction  should  be  for  damages  only. 
The  absence  of  a  provision  for  "liquidated  damages"  does 
not  at  all  prevent  the  City  from  claiming  the  damages 
actually  suffered.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  January 
28th,  asking  whether  or  not  an  advance  payment  of  $4,000 
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should  be  made  on  the  contract  of  the  Stewart  Contracting 
Company,  the  said  contract  not  having  ])ocn  completed  as 
yet. 

By  reference  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  I  find  that  the 
contractor  is  to  be  paid  the  total  sum  of  $7,400.  There  is 
in  the  contract  no  provision  whatever  for  the  payment  of 
'any  portion  of  this  sum  before  the  completion  of  this  work. 

I  understand  the  purpose  is  to  make  the  said  advance- 
ment for  work  and  material  W'hich  has  actually  been  fur- 
nished, the  partial  payment  being  less  than  the  value  of 
such  w^ork  and  material  already  supplied.  This,  in  my 
o^jinion,  is  within  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education,  and  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  legal  objection  to 
the  course  suggested.  In  order,  however,  that  the  City 
may  be  fully  i^rotected  in  the  premises,  the  previous  assent 
of  the  Surety  for  the  contractor  should  be  obtained  in 
writing  with  a  distinct  stipulation  to  the  effect  that  the 
rights  of  the  City  as  against  the  Surety  shall  not  be  pre- 
judiced by  making  the  advance  payment,  and  that  any 
defence  wdiicli  might  arise  therefrom  is  waived. 

I  return  herewith  the  contract  and  other  papers  sub- 
mitted.

The  plan  and  survey  ordered  by  this  Department 
and  furnished  as  of  October  6,  1901,  describes  this  lot  as 
"Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  s<nitheast 
line  of  Willows  avenue  as  upon  the  city  plan,  but  not 
opened,  and  the  northeast  line  of  Fifty-eighth  street; 
thence  along  the  southeast  side  of  said  Willows  a\'('nu('/^ 
etc. 
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TJie  City  of  Philadelphia  by  this  purchase  acHpiircd  an 
easement  in  and  the  use  for  a  pnljlie  street  or  highway  of 
so  nuich  of  the  soil  of  Willows  avenue  as  was  owned  by  its 
grantor,  the  Hamilton  Trust  Co.,  and  you  undoubtedly  had 
the  right  to  lay  tlio  curl)  and  pav^ement  along  the  Willows 
ii venue  front  of  the  school  lot.

the   cause   of  pollution   of   Schuylkill  River. 

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  January  21,  1907,  relative 
to  the  pollution  of  the  water  supply  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia was  duly  received.  •  In  it  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  the  present  laws  are  adequate  to  prevent  the  pollu- 
tion of  the  Schuylkill  and  Delaware  rivers  by  the  discharge 
of  water  from  the-coal  breakers  and  washeries  in  the  coal 
region,  having  in  suspension  large  quantities  of  coal  refuse. 

There  is  no  statutory  law  prohibiting  the  operators  of 
breakers  or  washeries  from  discharging  into  either  of  the 
rivers  referred  to,  the  refuse  contained  in  the  water  used 
for  preparing  coal  for  market.  The  Act  of  April  22,  1905, 
P.  L.  260,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  preserve  the  purity  of  the 
waters  of  the  State  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health, 
specifically  exempts  from  its  provisions  'Svaters  pumped  or 
flowing  from  coal  mines."  This  Act,  however,  does  not 
touch  the  subject  matter  of  your  inquiry,  as  it  manifestly 
refers  only  to  water  pumped  or  flowing  fi'om  mines,  and 
not  to  water  from  works  constructed  and  ojierated  to  pre- 
pare the  out])ut  of  the  mines  after  the  coal  has  beeii  re- 
moved . 

The  right  of  the  mine  owner  to  discharge  mine  water 
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into  streams  was  upliekl  by  our  Supreme  Court  in  Saudcr- 
son  vs.  Pennsylvania  Coal  Co.,  11-3  Pa.,  12H,  It  was  there 
said  *  *  -"  "that  in  the  operation  of  mining  in  tlu' 
ordinary  and  usual  manner  he  (the  miner)  may,  upon  his 
own  lands,  lead  the  water  which  percolates  into  his  mine 
into  the  stream  which  forms  the  natural  drainage  of  the 
basin  in  which  his  coal  is  situated  although  the  quantity 
as  well  as  the  quality  of  the  water  in  the  stream  may  be 
affected  thereby."  That  case,  however,  involved  merely 
the  right  of  an  individual  complainant,  and  in  view  of  tho 
qualiiications  apj^lied  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  subsequent 
decisions,  I  question  very  much  whether  that  case  couhl  be 
relied  upon  by  the  coal  operators  if  it  appeared  that  the 
water  supply  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  polluted  to- 
the  extent  of  att'ecting  the  public  health,  or  that  it  neces- 
sarily interfered  with  the  ordinary  use  of  water  for  domes- 
tic purposes.  Comm.  ex  rel.  and  Butler  Water  Co.  r-s'. 
Eussell  et  al.,  172  Pa.,  50(3.  And  in  view  of  the  inalienalJe 
rights  of  the  citizens  to  the  use  of  the  waters  of  the  streams 
it  is  a  serious  question  wdiether  the  exception  specified  in 
the  Act  of  1905  would  authorize  operators  to  pollute  with 
mine  water,  the  water  supply  of  any  community  iu  rlie. 
State.  Moyer  vs.  Commissioners  of  Spring  Garden,  7 
Barr,  348  ;  Gallagher  vs.  Phila.,  -1  Pa.  Supr.  Ct.,  GO  ;  Pliila. 
vs.  Collins,  68  Pa.,  106 ;  Comm.  vs.  Yost,  197  Pa.,  171.  In 
Phila.  vs.  Gallagher,  supra,  the  late  Judge  Thayer  said: 
"The  use  of  water  by  citizens  for  domestic  purposes  can  not 
be  restrained  or  impaired  by  legislation,  grant  or  by  action 
for  damages,  for  the  right  to  this  use  of  water  is  deri\ed 
from  the  law  of  nature  an<l  founded  upon  the  law  of  ])ara- 
mount  necessity."' 

AMiile  the  question  of  river  ])ollutioii  by  the  discharge  of 
mine  water  has  no  direct  bearing  on  tlie  question  submit- 
ted by  you,  it  has  been  referred  to  in  order  that  you  may 
understand  that  even  in  the  lawful  development  of  one's 
own  land  without  the  introduction  of  artificial  contrivances 
for  the  preparation  of  the  matei'ial  found  upon  it,  a  serious 
question  is  at  least  involved  when  the  water  supply  of  tlie 
piddic  is  injuriously  affected,  even  thougli  it  may  have  leg- 
islative sanction. 
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Formerly  coal  was  prepared  for  market  by  passing  it 
over  screens  of  varions  size  mesh,  without  the  nse  of  water. 
In  consequence,  large  quantities  of  coal,  probaly  as  high  as 
40%  of  the  output  of  the  mines,  was  discarded  as  waste. 
In  the  early  eighties  the  o])erators  began  to  use  water  in 
preparing  the  coal,  by  means  of  which  a  large  percentage 
of  the  amount  previously  wasted,  and  consisting  of  i)ea, 
buckwheat,  rice,  &:c.,  was  saved.  Great  quantities  of  water 
were  used  and  as  the  specific  gravity  of  the  finer  particles 
of  coal  M-as  but  little  heavier  than  water,  the  dirt  was  car- 
ried into  the  near  by  streams  and  from  thence  into  the 
Schuylkill  river.  Owing  to  the  number  of  dams  (thirty  or 
more)  along  the  river,  the  dirt  failed  to  manifest  itself  in 
Philadelphia  until  about  1890,  when  a  freshet  occurred 
in  the  Scliuylkill  which  carried  from  the  dams  the  deposits 
which  had  been  accumulating  for  years.  When  the  wet  pro- 
cess was  introduced,  in  fact,  down  to  about  the  time  the  dirt 
appeared  in  the  city  Avater,  little  or  no  effort  was  made  by 
the  coal  operators  to  keep  the  dirt  out  of  the  streams.  A 
number  of  suits  were  instituted  by  mill  operators  and  other 
owners  of  land  bordering  on  the  streams.  The  city  also 
filed  a  Bill  in  Equity  against  several  of  the  most  serious 
offenders,  to  restrain  them  from  continuing  to  discharge 
the  dirt  into  the  streams.  Various  means  were  adoi)tcd 
and  large  sums  of  money  were  expended  by  the  operators 
in  the  effort  to  correct  the  evil,  and  at  this  time  what  is 
thought  to  be  a  satisfactory  arrangement  has  been  adopted 
for  the  disposal  of  the  dirt.  Whether  it  will  be  efficacious 
in  avoiding  further  cause  of  complaint  will  depend  exclu- 
sively on  the  amount  of  care  exercised  by  the  operators. 

To  answer  your  query  whether  the  present  laws  are  ade- 
quate to  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  rivers  by  water  from 
breakers  and  washeries  conveying  coal  refuse  in  suspension, 
I  would  say,  that  while  there  is  no  Act  of  Assembly  speci- 
fically regulating  the  subject  yet  it  would  come  wnthin  the 
statutes  which  ])roliibit  common  or  public  nuisances. 
(Oomm,  vs.  Soulas,  Quarter  Sessions,  Philadelphia 
County),  and  those  responsible  therefor  could  be  crimi- 
nally prosecuted.     Civil  suits  may  also  be  instituted  to  re- 
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cover  damages  for  propert}-  or  rights  injured  or  destroyed 
by  the  coal  dirt:  Elder  vs.  Lykens  Valley  Coal  Co.  157 
Pa.,  440 ;  Lentz  vs.  Carnegie  Bros.  145  Pa.,  612 ;  Hindsou 
vs.  Markle,  171  Pa.,  138 ;  Harvey  vs.  Susquehanna  Coal 
Co.,  201  Pa.,  (>].  And  proceedings  may  also  be  instituted 
in  equity  to  restrain  the  operators  from  depositing  coal  re- 
fuse in  the  streams,  or  from  depositing  it  upon  their  own 
lands  from  whence  it  could  be  carried  by  ordinary  storms 
into  the  streams.  Elder  vs.  Lykens  Vallcv  Coal  Co.,  supra; 
Sullivan  vs.  Steel  Co.,  208  Pa.,  540. 

]n  discussing  the  principles-ordinarily  involved  in  such 
cases  the  present  Chief  Justice  Mitchell  said,  in  Pfeffer  vs. 
Brown,  165  Pa.,  267;  *  *  *  "the  practical  inquiry 
is,  first,  whether  the  damage  was  necessary  and  ilnavoid- 
able;  secondly,  if  not,  was  it  sufficiently  obvious  to  have 
been  forseen  and  also  preventable  by  reasonable  eare  and 
expenditure  ?"  It  is  not  to  be  lost  sight  of  that  the  defend- 
ant's right  to  injure  another's  land  at  all  to  any  extent,  is 
an  exception,  and  the  burden  is  always  upon  him  to  bring 
himself  within  it.  And  this  exception  is  founded  on  neces- 
sity and  because  otherwise  he  would  himself  be  deprived 
of  the  beneficial  use  and  enjoyment  of  his  own  land.  Unless 
that  would  be  the  substantial  result  of  forbidding  his 
action,  he  is  not  within  the  immunity  of  any  of  the  cases. 
And  the  expense  which  would  absolve  him  from  the  duty 
of  preventing  the  injui-y  must  come  substantially  up  to  the 
same  standard.  If  the  expense  of  preventing  the  damage 
from  his  act  is  such'  as  practically  to  counterbalance  the  ex- 
pected profit  or  benefit,  then  it  is  clearly  unreasonable,  and 
beyond  wdiat  he  could  jnstly  be  called  upon  to  assume.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  however  large  in  actual  amount,  it  is 
small  in  proportion  to  the  gain  to  himself.  It  is  reasonable 
in  regard  to  his  neighbor's  rights,  that  he  shall  pay  it  to 
prevent  the  damage,  or  should  make  compensation  for  in- 
jury done." 

The  law  regulating  the  subject  is  sufficiently  settled  and 
defined,  so  that  legislation  is  not  essential  unless  it  be  de- 
sired to  compel  the  operators  to  so  care  for  their  works  as 
to  prevent  coal  dirt  from  going  into  the  streams  imder  any 
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circumstances  whatever,  and  regardless  of  the  character 
and  extent  of  the  damage  it  may  cause  riparian  owners,  or 
otliers,  who  may  have  rights  in  tlie  streams.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  ^-our  second  communication 
with  regard  to  the  retention  of  the  check  of  M.  ]\[cXulty  k 
Company  for  $7,500,  I  wonld  say  that  it  now  appears  that 
the  bid  of  December  17,  1006,  made  by  that  firm  was  a 
separate  one  for  the  cleaning  of  streets,  inlets,  etc.,  and  not 
an  entire  bid  "for  all  the  work  under  the  specifications." 

In  the  letter  from  this  department  of  January  l(3th  last, 
it  was  said : 

"If  however,  bids  were  made  under  either  of  the 
other  two  headings,  to  wit :  'For  the  removal  of  ashes 
and  waste'  and  'For  the  balance  of  the  work'  under 
the  specifications,  either  in  connection  with  a  ])id  for 
the  whole  of  the  work  or  otherwise,  then  I  think  your 
Department  would  have  the  right  to  award  tlic  con- 
tract separately  for  either  part  which  may  ha\'e  been 
bid  for,  and  so  far  as  the  controversy  turns  u])ou  this 
question,  you  should  assume  that  the  City  lias  the 
right  to  regard  the  i)roposals  in  this  light." 

Therefore,  since  MelSTulty  &  Cbm]:)any  made  a  separate 
bid  for  the  collection  of  ashes,  it  wotdd  seem  that  they  had 
no  right  to  object  to  the  award  for  the  collection  of  ashes 
alone,  and  that  consequently  the  certified  check  should  be 
held  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  geiu-ral  I'o- 
quirements  for  pro])osals. 
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The  matter  is  somewhat  complicated  by  the  fact  that 
afterwards  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  next  lower  bid- 
der, not  upon  the  bid  for  this  particular  work,  but  upon  a 
bid  for  both  the  collection  of  the  ashes  and  the  cleaning  of 
the  streets,  which  fact  may  add  to  the  difficulty  of  showing 
the  loss  to  the  City  through  McNulty  &  Company's  default. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  however,  I  would  ad- 
vise you  to  retain  the  check,  leaving  Messrs.  jMcXulty  & 
Company  to  take  such  action  in  the  premises  as  they  may 
deem  proper.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  a  letter  from  ]\lr.  Foss,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  under  date  of  Decem- 
ber 15,  1906,  enclosing  certain  letters,  the  question  was 
submitted  to  this  department  by  him,  as  to  the  status  "of 
the  employees  in  the  office  of  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  certain 
Wards,"  and  furthermore  "do  the  employees  of  that  office 
come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  of 
March  5,  lOOG?"  From  this  I  assumed  that  such  em- 
ployees were  in  the  service  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and 
were  paid  by  it.  Tt  is  now  alleged,  however,  that  this  is 
not  the  fact,  but  that  they  are  in  the  ]-)ersonal  emjdoy  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  one  of  those  Wards  (28d)  and 
were  ]iaid  by  him  personally,  and  that  they  are  in  uo  way 
related  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  so  far  as  cniployincut 
or  payment  is  concerned. 

If  this  fact  be  true,  then  of  course  thev  have  no  connec- 
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tion  witli  tlio  Civil  Sorvicc  Act.  .M_v  ])r('vinus  npininn  was 
based  upon  the  question  of  ^Mr.  Foss,  from  which  I  as- 
sumed them  to  he  employees  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  stating-  tlial 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  is  desired  hy  Select  Couu- 
cil  as  to  the  legality  of  a  proposed  ordinance  regulating 
the  sale  of  theatre  tickets,  a  copy  of  which  you  transmit. 

The  object  of  the  proposed  ordinance  is.commendablf. 
and  its  provisions  w^ould  doubtless  be  a  benefit  to  the  com- 
munity. Unhappily  it  does  not  appear  to  be  witluTi  the 
legal  power  of  City  Councils  to  enact  legislation  of  this 
character. 

In  the  recent  case  of  Homey  vs.  Xixou,  213  Pa..  20.  it 
was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  that  a  thc^i- 
tre  is  a  private  business  enterprise;  that  the  proi)riet(>r  may 
admit  individuals  or  may  refuse  to  admit  them  as  he  may 
choose,  and  that  he  is  under  no  obligation  to  serve  the 
public.  The  court  further  held  that  a  theatre  ticket  is  a 
mere  license  to  the  purchaser  which  is  revocable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  o-wner  of  the  theatre  or  ])ro])rictor  of  the 
company  furnishing  the  entertainment,  the  only  remedy  in 
such  case  being  an  action  by  the  ticket  holder  to  recover  the 
price  of  the  ticket,  and  for  damages  for  the  breach  of  con- 
tract. 

The  theatrical  business  has,  however,  Ixhmi  the  subject  of 
regTilation  by  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State.  Thus, 
the  Act  of  June  13,  1883,  P.  L.  96.  makes  it  unlawful  to

sell,  barter  or  exchange,  or  to  offer  for  those  purposes,  thea- 
tre tickets  upon  the  streets  or  highways,  or  in  front  of  a 
theatre  building,  the  penalty  for  violation  provided  by  that 
Act  being  a  line  of  $50  and  im})risonment  for  not  nioi-e 
than  three  months. 

Again,  the  Act  of  June  24,  1895,  P.  L.  249,  recpiires  the 
payment  of  an  annual  license  fee  in  cities  of  the  first  class, 
of  $500  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  Act  of 
May  22,  1879,  P.  L.  73,  imposes  another  annual  license 
fee  of  $25  to  be  paid  for  the  use  of  the  city.  By  the  last 
mentioned  Act  it  is  further  provided  that  before  a  liceur^e 
shall  issue  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  to  be  satisfied  that  the 
performance  to  be  given  is  not  immoral,  unlawful  or  hurt- 
ful to  the  community,  and  he  may  revoke  the  license  at  any 
time  upon  finding  that  the  entertainments  are  of  such 
character.  By  the  same  Act  female  attendants  are  ]n-o- 
hibited  from  distributing  refreshments  at  theatres,  and 
other  regulations  are  provided. 

The  Act  of  July  9,  1881,  P.  L.  102,  forbids  liquor 
licenses  to  be  issued  to  theatres,  or  to  places  physically  con- 
nected therewith. 

By  Act  of  June  1,  1883,  exhibitions  of  an  extra  hazard- 
ous character  such  as  those  in  which  human  beings  are 
used  as  missies  or  targets,  are  forbidden  ;  and  l)y  other  Acts, 
restrictions  are  placed  upon,  the  admission  of  minors  to,  or 
their  employment  in  theatres. 

Other  similar  subjects  are  also  regulated  by  statute,  as 
for  instance  the  ol)struction  of  the  aisles  and  passage-wa\s 
in  halls  or  places  of  public  amusement,  etc. 

Of  this  legislation,  however,  it  may  be  observed :  (  1 ) 
That  it  is  upon  matters  concerned  entirely  with  police 
government  as  relating  to  the  morals  or  safety  of  the  com- 
munity; and  (2)  That  it  is  enacted  by  the  State  itself,  and 
not  by  a  municipal  corporation,  the  ])owers  of  which  are 
delegated  by  the  State,  and  must  be  exercised  in  sti-ict  om- 
formity  with  the  authority  vested  in  tliem. 

Thus  it  was  decided  in  Leslie  ivs.  Kite.  192  Pa..  2(iS.  in 
accordance  with  the  prcA-ailing  view  of  legal  authorities 
upon  the  subject,  that  a  municipal  corporation  has  only  the 
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powers  conferred  on  it  Iw  express  terms  or  necessary  imi)li- 
eation.  and  that  any  fair  or  rcasonalilo  doubt  as  to  the  exist- 
ence of  such  powers  is  to  be  resolved  a2:ainst  the  miinici]ial 
corporation. 

I  do  not  find  that  any  specific  power  has  been  granted 
to  the  City  of  Philad('l])hia,  or  to  cities  o'enerally,  in  this 
Commonwealth,  to  iiitpi-vcuo  for  tlic  control  of  theatrical 
enterprises.  es])ccially  in  their  business  relations  with  those 
purchasing  tickets  of  admission  to  them,  nor  would  that 
right  appear  to  be  implied  in  any  of  the  powers  which  have 
been  explicitly  conferred.  The  only  delegated  authority 
from  which  such  right  might  possibly  bo  inferred,  is  that 
portion  of  the  Act  of  March  11,  17S9,  Section  16,  which 
empowers  the  city  to  pass  such  ordinances  "as  shall  be  ne- 
cessary or  convenient  for  the  government  and  welfare  of 
the  said  city,"  and  so  much  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of 
1854  as  vests  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  rights,  privi- 
leges and  immunities  incident  to  a  municipal  cor]ioration 
and  necessary  to  the  proper  government  of  the  same;  but 
it  seems  clear  that  this  general  language  does  not  extend  so 
far  as  to  sanction  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  dealing  with 
the  subject  in  question,  in  the  manner  proposed.  IMore- 
over,  it  has  been  seen  that  the  Act  of  June  18,  1883,  al- 
ready covers  a  part  of  the  subject  matter  to  which  this  ordi- 
nance relates,  to  wit,  the  sale  of  theatre  tickets  in  front  of 
theatrical  premises  or  elsewhere  on  the  public  streets.  The 
Legislature  having  fixed  the  penalty  for  this  statutory  of- 
fence it  is  manifest  that  Councils  would  not  have  a  right 
to  add  thereto  by  imposing  an  additional  penalty  for  the 
same  act,  and,  at  least  to  this  extent,  it  must  be  obvious 
that  the  proposed  ordinance  would  be  illegal;  but.  for  \]\e 
reasons  stated  above,  T  am  further  of  the  opinion  that  the 
courts  would  declare  the  entire  ordinance,  if  passed,  in- 
valid and  unauthori;^ed. 

I  beg  to  suggest  that  the  subject  be  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Legislature  for  whatever  remedial  action 
may  be  thought  desirable.

Dear  Sir  : — Keplyiiig  to  vour  oral  inquiry  as  to  the 
right  of  the  City  Commissioners  to  require  the  production 
of  ballot  boxes  containing  votes  cast  at  the  Primary  Elec- 
tion, I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  Third  Paragraph  of 
Section  11  of  the  Uniform  Primaries  Act,  which  section  is 
herewith  enclosed. 

Yon  will  notice  that  said  paragraph  provides  that  upon 
])etition  of  ten  qualitied  electors,  setting  forth  that  fraud 
has  been  committed  in  any  election  district,  with  a  state- 
ment of  the  reasons  why  such  an  assertion  is  made,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  County  Commissioners  to  open  the  ballot 
boxes  of  said  district  and  to  recount  the  votes.  If  such  a 
petition  has  been  filed  witli  the  City  Connnissioners,  there- 
fore, they  have  no  option  but  to  open  the  ballot  boxes  as  re- 
quired by  law,  and  of  course  for  this  purpose  to  requir<j 
their  production  by  those  lawfully  iu  custody  of  them. 

The  First  Paragraph  of  Section  11  ])rovides,  that  the 
ballot  boxes,  &:c.  ''shall  be  delivered  into  the  custody  of  the 
officers  who  now  are  or' hereafter  may  be  reipiired  liy  law 
to  keep  similar  records  of  elections." 

Under  the  Acts  of  ^May  1,  1861,  Section  11,  and  April 
28,  1809,  Section  1,  which  are  also  sent  you  herewith,  the 
law  has  provided  that  ballot  boxes  used  at  the  elections  shall 
be  deposited  in  a  tire  proof  room  or  vault  iu  tlie  Public 
Building  of  Philadelphia,  or  some  other  suitable  ])lace,  and 
.that  the  Mayor  and  Recorder,  now  the  Prothonotary,  (2 
Stewart  Purdon,  page  1359)  shall  jointly  have  charge 
thereof  and  access  thereto.

My  Dkau  ]\riss  Ke-ea' : — In  reply  to  your  several  iu- 
quiries  of  Febniarv  Sth,  T  wonld  say: 

''1.  Does  the  Act  require  Sectional  School  BuarJs  \'> 
re-organize  each  year  ?" 

Section  2  of  the  Act  of  April  22,  1005,  provides  that 
"they  shall  org-anize  on  the  second  Monday  immediately 
succeeding  their  election,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  by  chosing  a 
chairman  and  such  other  officer  (officers?)  as  they  may 
agree  upon,  inchiding  a  secretary."  I  think  it  clear  froiri 
the  context  as  well  as  from  the  necessities  of  the  case,  that 
this  does  not  refer  alone  to  the  period  of  the  first  election 
succeeding  the  i:)assage  of  the  Act,  but  applies  also  to  the 
succeeding  elections. 

"2.  Tn  case  a  meeting  for  re-organization  must  be 
held,  is  it  legal  to  transact  the  regular  business  of  the 
month  at  this  meeting  instead  of  holding  the  regular 
meeting,  which  in  the  case  of  this  Ward  will  fall  only 
three  days  later  ?" 

The  organization  meeting  could  not  be  made  to  take  the 
place  of  the  regular  meeting  unless  this  Avere  previously 
provided  for  by  action  of  the  Board,  or  unless  all  of  the 
members  shoidd  be  present  at  the  meeting  for  organiza- 
tion and  should  unanimously  consent  to  such  change. 

"3.  Do  members  whose  terms  expire  this  year  hold 
office  only  until  their  successors  are  elected  on  Febru- 
ary 19th,  or  until  the  meeting  for  rc-orgauizatiun  on 
March  4th  ?" 

Members  whose  terms  expire  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors become  members  of  the  Board,   which  is  on   the 


second  Monday  succeeding  the  cUvti<in — falling  this  year 
upon  Marcli  4th. 

"•i.  Is  there  any  question  of  the  right  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Buildings  of  the  Board  of  Puhlie  Efduca- 
tion  to  dismiss  a  janitor  who  was  in  office  when  this 
Sectional  School  Board  came  into  office  on  ]\[arch  5tli 
last  V 

Section  7  provider  that  "janitors  for  buildings  devoted 
to  elementary  education  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Sectional 
School  Boards  *  *  *  *  Said  janitors  shall  receive 
such  compensation  as  the  Board  of  Public  Education  may 
determine,  and  shall  discharge  their. duties  under  the  direc- 
tion and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  superintendent  of  build- 
ings. They  shall  hold  their  positions  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board  of  Education:  Provided,  liowever,  That  janitors 
now  employed  in  schools  within  the  limits  of  said  cities  of 
the  first  class  shall  not,  save  for  cause,  be  displaced  by  the 
provisions  of  this  section." 

While  it  is  thus  provided  that  janitors  shall  discharge 
their  duties  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  it  is  further  provided 
that  they  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board 
of  Education.  Hence  I  do  not  think  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings  has  the  right  to  dismiss  a  janitor.  If  the  janitor 
does  not  discharge  his  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Su- 
perintendent, the  latter  should  report  the  case  to  the  Board: 
of  Public  Education,  which  may  or  may  not  dismiss  him.  If 
the  janitor  was  in  office  on  April  22,  1905,  he  cannot  be  dis- 
missed except  for  cause;  otherwise  the  power  of  the  Board 
of  Education  is  unrestricted. 

"5.  Supposing  that  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of 
janitor  occurs,  are  there  any  limits  to  the  time  during 
which  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  may  ap])oint 
a  temporary  incumbent,  pending  the  election  of  a 
janitor  by  the  Sectional  Board  V 

I  do  not  find  any  provision  for  the  appointment  of  a  jani- 
tor by  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings.  This  p<jw('r  seems. 
to  be  vested  exclusivelv  in  the  Soctifmal  Boards. 
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''6.  Supposing-  that  a  janitor  is  elected  by  the  Sec- 
tional Board,  but  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Buildings,  can  his  mere  election  entitle  him 
to  pay  "without  confirmation  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  or  the  Superintendent  of  Buildings  ?" 

The  janitor  is  not  required  to  be  confirmed  either  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  or  the  Superintendent  of  Build- 
ings. He  is  entitled  to  pay  after  election  by  the  Sectional 
Board  until  he  shall  be  removed  by  the  'Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Trusting  that  the  foregoing  are  sufficitMilly  clear  and

duly  apportioned.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  enclosing  a 
communication  to  the  members  of  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  from  his  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  in  regard 
to  the  lease  of  certain  property  consisting  of  some  two  tracts 
of  land  south  of  South  street  bridge,  between  the  tracks  of 
the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  &  Washington  Railroad  and 
the  Schuylkill  river,  to  John  Barry  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
from  January  G,  1903,  at  an  annual  rental  of  $200. 

In  the  Mayor's  letter  it  is  suggested  that  said  rental  i.s 
totally  inadequate  for  the  lease  of  the  premises,  and  that 
the  lease  was  unauthorized  and  invalid  because  the  same 
property,  or  property  including  that  leased  to  Mr.  Barry,, 
had  previously  been  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museum  for  certain  public 
purposes.  For  these  reasons  the  ]\Iayor  suggests  that  said 
ordinance  should  be  repealed  with  the  object  of  terminat- 
ing the  lease. 

The  said  lease  was  made  under  authority  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  December  27,  1902,  page  332,  and  the  subject,  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Department  by  the  Mayor 
in  1903 ;  and  in  an  opinion  to  him  dated  August  26th  of 
that  year  (Ordinances  and  City  Solicitor's  Opinions  1903, 
p.  45)  it  was  stated  that  ''in  no  event,  in  my  judgment,, 
could  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  such,  repudiate  its  own 
lease  upon  the  allegation  that  it  had  no  title  to  the  leased 
property  when  the  lease  was  made.  If  such  a  position  is 
tenable  at  all,  it  could  only  be  taken  advantage  of  by  the 
prior  grantee,  to  wit,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Museums,  and  not  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
which  is  itself  the  lessor." 

This  defines  the  rights  of  the  City  as  existing  at  the 
present  time.  Having  authorized  the  making  of  the  lease, 
which  was  duly  executed  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  so- 
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granted,  the  City  cannot  declare  the  lease  invalid  because  it 
has  previously  divested  itself  of  the  title  to  the  leased 
premises.  Nor  would  the  inadequacy  of  the  rental  afford 
a  reason  for  the  breaking  of  the  lease.  The  effect  of  the 
repeal  of  the  ordinance  would  not  be  to  permit  the  City  to 
treat  the  lease  as  annulledj  as  the  lessess's  claim  is  on  the 
footing  of  the  lease  itself,  and  not  upon  that  of  the  ordi- 
nance. While  it  is  true  that  the  ordinance  was  necessary 
in  order  that  the  lease  might  be  made,  yet  after  it  was  once 
made  it  is  obvious  that  the  rights  of  the  lessee  cannot  be 
affected  by  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  communication  of  recent  date  as  to 
whether  any  part  of  the  ground  assigned  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums  could  be  the  sub- 
ject of  a  lease  by  City  Councils,  I  reply  that  by  an  Act  en- 
titled a  further  supplement  to  an  Act  incorporating  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  approved  May  1,  1861,  the  City  was  em- 
powered to  sell  the  Almshouse  ground  then  owned  by  it, 
subject  to  the  conditions  "That  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
shall  reserve  a  part  of  said  ground,  not  exceeding  forty 
acres,  to  be  laid  out  and  maintained  as  an  open  public  place 
forever,  for  the  health  and  recreation  of  the  people." 

In  accordance  therewith  the  ordinance  of  July  (5,  18 S3, 
page  213,  set  aside  for  the  purpose  of  being  improved  for 
the  health  and  public  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Philadel- 
phia, "all  the  Almshouse  property  in  West  Philadelphia 
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bounded  bj  South  street,  Spruce  street,  Thirty-fourth 
street,  Vintage  avenue,  on  to  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
City  property,  and  thereto  to  the  Schuylkill  river,  and 
Schuylkill  river." 

By  Deed  dated  ]\larch  4,  1895,  recorded  in  Deed  Book 
J.  J.  C,  ^o.  CO,  page  159,  etc.  (Ordinance  of  Councils, 
]March  30,  1894,  p.  120,  etc.),  so  much  of  the  said  prop- 
erty as  is  bounded  by  Spruce  street,  South  street,  the 
northwesterly  right  of  way  of  the  West  Chester  &  Phila- 
delphia Railroad,  Blockley  or  Almshouse  lane,  and  Thirty- 
fourth  street  (excepting  thereout  the  part  or  portion  there- 
of occupied  and  used  by  the .  Bureau  of  Water  and  the 
Almshouse  barns)  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  "to  be  used  as  a  public  park  for- 
ever." 

Inasmuch  as  the  Act  of  May  1,  1861,  provided  that  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  should  reserve  a  part  of  the  former 
Almshouse  grounds,  not  exceeding  forty  acres,  as  a  park, 
and  in  accordance  with  that  Act  the  ordinance  of  July  6, 
1883,  has  set  aside  this  property  for  Park  purposes,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  Councils  should  not  attempt  to  lease  for 
private  purposes  the  lot  of  ground  about  which  you  inquire, 
namely,  that  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Schuylkill  river, 
on  the  west  by  Thirtieth  street,  on  the  north  by  South 
street,  and  on  the  south  by  a  line  extending  from  the 
Schuylkill  river  to  Thirtieth  street  and  at  a  distance  of 
three  hundred  and  sixty-four  feet  one-half  inch  south  of 
South  street,  measured  along  the  Port  Warden's  line. 

The  present  case  differs  from  that  of  a  lease  of  adjoin- 
ing property  concerning  which  an  opinion  of  this  Depart- 
ment was  this  day  given,  in  the  important  fact  that  in  that 
case  the  City  has  already  entered  into  the  agreement  of 
lease  and  is  therefore  charged  with  the  legal  consequence 
of  its  act.  In  this  intsance  the  lease  has  not  yet  been  made, 
and  the  City  is  free  from  any  obligations  in  the  matter.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  coinmimicatiou  of 
recent  date  requesting  an  answer  to  the  inquiry  made  by  a 
former  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  to 
whether  the  City  has  the  right  to  annul  the  contract  dated 
April  2,  1903,  for  improving  the  Boulevard  from  Broad 
street  northeastward. 

A  written  reply  to  the  letter  of  your  predecessor  was 
deemed  unnecessary  after  oral  consultation  with  hiui,  peml- 
ing  the  litigation  concerning  the  filtration  contracts,  iu 
which  questions  of  like  character  to  those  here  presented 
were  the  subject  of  judicial  inquiry. 

The  question  as  to  annulling  the  contract  is  presented  as 
the  consequence  of  a  report  of  a  Board  of  Experts  which 
accompanied  your  communication.  This  report  involves  in 
substance,  matters  which  have  been  disputed  in  the  filtra- 
tion contracts  and  which  have,  to  an  extent,  been  passed 
upon  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  Iso.  1  in  the  decision 
in  those  suits,  and  which  were  therein  held  as  not  sufiicient 
to  warrant  the  conclusidu  that  fraud  induced  the  award  of 
the  contracts. 

In  view  of  such  dispute  as  will  no  d()ul)t  arise  as  to  the 
correctness  and  sufficiency  of  such  facts,  I  would  not  advise 
you  summarily  to  annul  the  contracts  upon  that  report. 

I  advise  this  course,  furthermore,  because  the  contract 
itself  provides  a  method  of  annulment.  The  provisions  of 
the  contract  upon  this  subject  are  as  follows : 

"Shall  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  said  Director  be  prosecuting  the  said  work 
with  an  insufficient  stock  of  materials  for  the  promjit 
completion  thereof  within  the  specified  time,  or  be  im- 
properly performing  the  said  work,  or  shall  he  neglect 
or  abandon  it  before  completion  or  uureasonably  delay 
the  same,  so  that  the  conditions  of  the  contract  are- 
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being  wilfully  violated  or  executed  carelessly,  or  in 
bad  faith,  or  shall  he  neglect  or  refuse  to  .renew  or 
again  perform  such  work  as  may  be  rejected  by  the 
said  Director  as  defective  or  unsuitable,  or  shall  ho  in 
any  manner  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Director  make 
default  in  the  performance  of  this  contract,  then  and 
in  such  case  the  said  Director  shall  promtply  notify 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part  in  writing  of  such 
neglect  or  default.  If  such  notification  be  wdthout  ef- 
fect within  twenty-four  hours  after  delivery  thereof, 
then  and  in  that  case  the  said  Director  may  notify  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  to  discontinue  all  work 
imder  this  contract ;  and  the  said  Director  shall  there- 
upon have  full  authority  and  power  immediately  to 
purchase  such  materials,  tools  and  machinery,  an<l  to^ 
employ  such  workmen  as  in  his  opinion  shall  he  re- 
quired for  the  proi)er  completion  of  the  said  work  at 
the  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  or  his  surety,  or  both;  or  the  said  Director  may 
without  notice  declare  this  contract  null  and  void,  and 
the  security  bond  and  retained  percentage  and  the 
material  delivered  and  used  in,  on  or  about  the  said 
work,  shall  then  become  the  property  of  the  said  City 
of  Philadelphia." 

If  it  is  determined  that  the  contractor  shall  in  any  man- 
ner have  made  default  in  the  performance  of  the  contract, 
tben  you  will  see  by  the  above  clause  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  Director  proinptly  to  notify  him  thereof,  and  if  sucli 
notification  be  without  effect  within  twenty- four  hours 
after  delivery,  the  Director  may  either  notify  the  contractor 
to  discontinue  the  Avork  and  may  thereupon  purchase  such 
materials,  tools  and  machinery,  and  employ  such  workmen 
as  in  his  opinion  shall  be  required  for  the  proper  comple- 
tion thereof,  at  the  cost  of  the  contractor  or  his  surety,  or 
both  ;  or  "the  said  Director  may  without  notice  declare  this 
contract  null  and  void,  and  the  security  bond  and  retained 
percentage,  and  the  material  delivered  and  used  in,  on  or 
about  the  said  work,  shall  then  become  the  property  of  the- 
said  City  of  Philadelphia."

I  would  therefore  say,  that  if  the  defaults  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  Boulevard  are  deemed  sufficient  to  justify 
that  course,  formal  notice  should  be  given  to  the  contractor 
specifying  the  matters  requiring  correction,  and  demand- 
ing that  within  twenty-four  hours,  or  such  other  time  as 
may  be  thought  advisable,  he  proceed  with  the  work  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  the  specifications.  If  such 
notice  shall  be  disregarded,  then  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  may  at  his  option  direct  the  contractor  to  discon- 
tinue the  work  under  contract,  and  may  purchase  material, 
tools  and  machinery,  and  employ  workmen  for  the  comple- 
tion thereof,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  contractor  or  his 
surety,  or  both ;  or,  without  additional  notice,  he  may 
declare  the  contract  null  and  void.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  further  inquiry  in 
regard  to  tearing  up  streets  paved  by  the  Barber  Asphalt 
Paving  Company.  You  now  ask,  first,  "If  the  pavement 
was  laid  during  my  tenure  of  office  and  the  bill,  approved 
by  me  and  paid,  whether  or  not,  under  the  bond  of  the 
surety,  I  would  be  justified  in  doing  the  work,  over."  If 
you  mean  by  this,  whether  you  could  do  the  work  and  hold 
the  surety  upon  the  bond  for  the  cost  thereof,  I  would  say, 
No !  The  surety  has  a  right  to  look  to  you  to  withhold  pay- 
ment for  the  work  until  it  is  proper  and  satisfactory.  By 
making  such  payment  you  release  the  surety  from  any  obli- 
gation of  this  character  upon  his  bond,  and  can  no  longer 
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look  to  him  to  make  good  the  deficiencies  which  should  have 
been  paid  out  of  the  fund  belonging  to  the  principal  con- 
tractor. 

Your  second  question:  "Whether  I  would  be  justified 
in  so  doing,  if  the  pavements  were  laid  during  my  tenure 
of  office  and  the  bill  not  as  yet  approved,"  I  would  answer 
in  the  affirmative.  If  the  contractor  has  not  complied  with 
the  specifications,  you  have  the  right  to  require  him  to  do 
so,  and  if  the  bill  for  the  work  has  not  been  approved  or 
paid,  you  would  be  justified  in  using  the  money  still  owing 
to  him  in  repaving  the  street  should  the  contractor  refuse 
so  to  do,  or  you  might  in  that  case  look  to  his  surety. 

Your  former  question  upon  this  subject  was  a  totally 
difi'erent  one.  In  your  letter  of  February  2,  you  stated 
that  it  was  your  intention  "to  take  up  a  block  and  replace 
same  in  a  proper  manner  and  transmit  the  bill  to  your 
(this)  department  for  collection.  Please  advise  me  if  this 
would  be  the  proper  course  to  pursue."  Not  being  in- 
formed whether  this  pavement  had  been  accepted  and  paid 
for  by  one  of  your  predecessors  in  office,  you  were  advised 
that  if  such  were  the  case,  you  should  not  follow  the  course 
suggested  concerning  which  presumably  you  desired  direc- 
tion from  this  Department.

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Feb- 
ruary 21st  requesting  the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  to 
the  legality  of  an  ordinance  to  authorize  the  employment 
of  men  in  repair  work  on  bridges,  &c.,  and  to  pay  such  men 
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wages  equalling  those  paid  by  employers  who  employ 
organized  labor  on  similar  work  for  the  same  numbci*  of 
hours. 

The  Act  of  -May  2o,  1874,  re(piires  that  all  work  and 
materials  furnished  to  cities  shall  be  ])erformed  and  siiji- 
plied  under  contracts  to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder.  In  construing  this  Act  my  predecessor,  lion. 
Charles  Y.  Warwick  in  an  opinion  also  bearing  the  signa- 
ture of  lion.  A.  M.  Beitler,  then  an  Assistant  City  Solicitor 
(Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor  1884,  p.  62) 'hold  that 
"this  act  has  never  been  followed  strictly,  according  to  its 
langauge.  Indeed,  a  literal  compliance  with  it  would  lead 
to  manifest  absurdity."  Accordingly  it  was  then  the  0))in- 
ion  of  this  Department  that  the  Act  was  not  mandatory  in 
all  cases,  but  left  some  discretionaiy  power  in  Councils  as 
to  certain  classes  of  mechanical  labor,  &c.,  which  might 
under  the  direction  of  an  ordinance  be  employed  by  the 
'heads  of  the  executive  departments  without  resorting  to  a 
formal  contract  under  bidding  to  supply  such  labor.  In- 
deed, in  some  classes  of  work  required  by  the  City  the 
course  of  entering  into  annual  or  other  contracts  for  the 
same  will  be  so  manifestly  inconvenient  and  apparently  so 
foreign  to  the  purpose  of  the  Act  as  to  be  almost,  if  not 
quite  impracticable.  For  many  years  the  course  of  em- 
ploying labor  in  the  Water  Bureau  in  the  manner  which  is 
now  proposed  for  the  repairing  of  bridges,  Szc,  has  been  fol- 
lowed and  no  objection  thereto  seems  to  have  beeii  made 

I  am  strongly  inclined  to  agree  in  the  view  of  the  Act  of 
1874  which  was  taken  by  Mr.  Warwick,  and  I  would  there- 
fore suggest  that  if '  the  provisions  of  the  pro])Osed  ordi- 
nance be  deemed  beneficial  by  Councils  that  it  shall  be  iliily 
passed  leaving  such  question  as  may  arise  as  to  it<.\-a]idiiy 
to  be  settled  in  the  courts.  ,

In  some  matters  Councils  by  ordinance  have  provided  as 
to  leases  of  market  stalls,  wharves,  etc.,  that  there  shall  be 
advertisements  and  public  sale,  but  not  in  this  case.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  oral  inquiry  as  to  the 
seating  of  certain  members  of  Councils  elected  at  the  last 
election  from  certain  new  wards  created  by  the  division  of 
old  ones,  I  reply,  that  under  the  Act  of  February  12,  1889, 
P.  L.  3,  relating  t(^  the  term  of  officers  elected  in  new  wards 
in  cities  of  the  first  class,  the  UK^mbers  of  Councils  chosen 
at  the  first  election  after  the  creation  of  said  new  wards 
shall  be  admitted  to  their  seats,  in  the  language  of  said  Act, 
"on  the  second  IMonday  after  the  election  of  such  officers ;'' 
and  furthermore,  that  tlie  term  of  the  member  of  Select 
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Council  po  elected  "shall  be  until  the  first  Monday  of  April 
in  the  third  year  succeeding  the  year  in  which  such  election 
shall  be  held.  Also,  that  the  term  of  the  member  or  mem- 
bers of  Common  Council  shall  be  until  the  first  ]\Ionday  of 
April  in  the  second  year  succeeding  the  year  in  which  such 
election  has  been  held. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  members  of  Councils 
elected  for  the  new  wards  at  the  election  held  on  February 
19th,  may  be  admitted  to  their  seats  in  Councils  on  Mon- 
day, March  4th,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  is  convenient.

Deae  Sik: — My  answer  to  your  letter  of  February  27tii, 
inquiring  whether  moneys  appropriated  for  Branch  Libra- 
ries and  which  remain  unexpended,  may  be  applied  to  the 
purchase  of  books  for  any  of  the  Branch  Libraries  is,  that 
the  seventh  clause  of  the  agreement  between  Andrew  Carne- 
gie and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  also  between  the  City 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library,  provides 
that  any  unexpended  balance  of  annual  appropriations 
made  for  maintenance  of  such  Branch  Libraries  during  the 
period  for  which  such  appropriations  has  been  made,  shall 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  third  clause  of  the  said  agreements  provides  that 
the  City  shall  furnish  for  the  maintenance  of  Branch 
Libraries,  an  annual  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  percentum  of 
the  amount  expended  by  Andrew  Carnegie,  as  provided  for 
in  the  agreement,  such  maintenance  to  be  forthcoming  by 
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the  City,  as  soon  as  the  said  Branch  Libraries  are  com- 
pleted. 

Your  letter  further  states  that  there  has  been  an  under- 
standing that  the  fund  for  maintenance  so  provided  should 
be  used  for  the  individual  Branch  Library  for  which  the  ap- 
propriation was  made,  and  could  not  be  used  to  purchase 
books  for  any  other  branch. 

Extracts  from  the  ordinance  making  the  appropriations, 
which  appear  in  the  eighth  annual  report  of  the  Free 
Library  which  you  enclosed,  do  not  seem  to  restrict  the 
fund  to  any  especial  Branch  Library,  and  I  do  not  construe 
the  seventh  clause  of  the  agreement  to  mean  that  the  bal- 
ance from  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of 
a  particular  library  must  be  used  exclusively  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  for  that  particular  library,  but  rather,  that 
any  such  surplus  may  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books 
generally  for  the  several  branches  of  the  Free  Library. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  any  balance  of  the  annual 
appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  particular  branches 
which  is  not  required  by  such  branches  for  that  purpose, 
may  properly  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  any  of 
the  said  .Branch  Libraries.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  as  to  the  question 
whether  Venango  street,  at  Tenth  street  and  Rising  Sun 
lane,  crossing  the  right  of  way  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Read- 
ing Railway  between  Warnock  and  Hutchinson  streets,  is 
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or  is  not  a  legally  opened  liigliway,  and  therefore  whether 
a  pennit  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  is  required  before  the 
Ivailway  Company  may  place  a  siding  across  that  street  on 
the  line  of  its  right  of  way.  It  is  stated  in  said  letter  that 
the  City  plan  was  revised,  striking  Venango  street  there- 
from, in  the  locality  in  question;  and  that  "suhsequentiy 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys  not  desiring  Venango  street  to  be 
vacated  until  after  Tenth  street  and  Rising  Sun  lane  had 
been  o]iened,  so  as  to  accommodate  traffic,  an  ordinance  was 
introduced  to  place  Venango  street  upon  the  City  plan, 
which  ordinance  has  been  approved." 

It  does  not  appear  from  this  whether  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veys has  taken  official  action  to  place  Venango  street  again 
upon  the  City  plan,  as  directed  by  the  ordinance  referred 
to.     This,  however,  it  is  perhaps  not  essential  to  ascertain. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  decided  in  the  case  of  Wetherill 
vs.  Bailroad  Co.,  195  Pa.,  156,  that  the  striking  of  a  street 
from  the  City  \)\an  constitutes  a  vacation  of  it.  It  would 
seem  to  follow  that  after  such  vacation  the  former  street 
cannot  again  legally  become  a  public  highway  until  it  not 
only  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  City  plan ;  but  also,  shall 
be  once  more  physically  opened.  If,  therefore,  the  street 
has  not  again  been  so  opened,  it  is  not  a  public  street, 
though  it  may  be  plotted,  and  the  Railroad  Company  would 
not  be  obliged  to  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways in  order  to  lay  its  siding  thereon.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt^  of  your  letter  transmitting 
copy  of  a  communication  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
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Highways,  from  eoiuiscl  for  the  JMarket  Street  Elevated 
Passenger  Railway  Company,  in  which  the  Chief  of  the 
Bnrean  of  Highways  is  notified  not  to  grant  permits  to 
property  owners  npon  the  line  of  Market  street  to  occupy 
the  space  under  the  sidewalks  for  vaults,  because  the  Market 
■Street  Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Company  has  had  its 
plans  for  using  said  space  approved  by  the  City  authori- 
ties. 

The  Ordinance  of  Xovember  12,  1855,  Section  1,  for- 
bids the  digging  of  vaults  under  the  streets  or  highways  of 
the  City  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  Highways  (now  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways), 
"who  are  hereby  authorized  to  judge  and  determine  on  the 
neeessit}'  and  propriety  thereof." 

If  the  City  has  approved  the  plans  of  the  ]\[arket  Street 
Elevated  Passenger  Railway  Company,  under  which  that 
company  is  authorized  to  occupy  the  space  beneath  the  side- 
walk at  the  point  where  any  property  abuts  thereon,  it  would 
be  manifestly  improper  to  issue  a  permit  to  the  property 
owner  to  occupy  the  same  space  for  a  vault,  and  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  should  accordingly  refuse  to 
grant  such  permit.

You  en- 
close a  connnuuication  from  Messrs.  H,  ]\r.  &  C  B.  Siner, 
in  which  they  agi'ee  to  grade  said  street  to  the  established 
grade  without  any  cost  to  tlie  City.     Accompanying  your 
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Tetter  are  also  releases  of  damages  from  the  property  owners 
fronting  on  the  street. 

You  are  justified  in  permitting  the  Messrs.  Siner  to 
grade  the  said  street  to  the  confirmed  grade,  if  the  releases 
which  you  enclose  are  signed  by  all  the  property  owners 
fronting  on  said  street.  In  such  a  case  the  releases  or  peti- 
tion of  the  pro|)erty  owners  should  be  preserved  and  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds,  so  that  it  maj 
be  used  in  case  any  claims  for  damages  should  hereafter  be 
made  by  the  o^\^lers  or  their  grantees.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in- 
quiring whether  you  would  be  authorized  to  employ  work- 
men for  repairing  sewers,  inlets,  &c.,  and  in  the  general 
repair  of  bridges,  instead  of  having  this  work  done  under 
annual  contracts  as  has  been  the  custom  heretofore. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  6,  requires  that  all 
work  done  and  materials  furnished  for  cities  shall  be  per- 
formed under  contract  to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder.  In  the  opinion  of  my  predecessor,  Hon.  Charles 
F.  Warwick  (Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor  1874,  p.  82), 
it  was  held  that  this  Act  did  not  require  that  all  mechanical 
work  to  be  done  for  the  City  must  be  let  by  contracts,  but 
that  Councils  might  authorize  the  doing  of  such  work  bj 
workmen  who  should  bo  directly  employed  by  the  City. 
In  said  opinion  it  was,  however,  distinctly  stated  that  the 
heads  of  Departments  had  no  such  authority,  but  that  the 
same  could  only  be  conferred  by  Councils.  \Yhether  or  not 
this  opinion  may  be  regarded  as  the  correct  view  of  the 
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Act  of  1874  it  would  not  justify  the  doing  of  the  work  for 
the  City  otherwise  tlian  by  contract,  except  where  Councils 
directed  this  course  to  be  followed,  and  this  would  seem  to 
be  the  distinction  between  the  cases  of  the  workmen  em- 
ployed in  the  Bureau  of  Water  to  which  you  refer,  and  of 
those  required  to  do  the  work  in  question.  In  the  apropria- 
tion  to  the  Bureau  of  Water,  Councils  have  indicated  their 
intention  that  the  various  classes  of  mechanics  and  laborers 
shall  be  employed  by  that  Bureau  and  not  under  contract^ 
by  making  appropriations  distinctly  for  the  payment  of 
the  "Usages  of  such  employees. 

In  the  matter  concerning  which  you  inquire  on  the  con- 
trary, the  appropriations  are  made  for  the  general  purposes 
of  the  repairing,  altering  and  extending  of  sewers,  &c.,  and 
for  general  repairs  to  bridges. 

It  w^ould  therefore  follow  that  your  Department, would 
not  be  authorized  to  have  this  work  done  except  under  con- 
tract, in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  of 
1874.  I  may  add,  however,  that  you  are  vested  with  a 
large  measure  of  discretion  in  deciding  as  to  who  is  ''the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,"  and  that  if  the  bidder  who  ia 
absolutely  the  lowest  offers  to  accept  a  rate  of  wages  greatly 
below  the  rate  usually  paid  for  work  of  the  kind  and  grade 
necessary  to  be  performed,  you  may  take  this  fact  into  con- 
sideration in  deciding  as  to  whether  such  a  bid  is  from  a 
responsible  bidder.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  March  5th, 
inquiring  whether  the  City  Treasurer  has  the  right  or  would 
be  justified  to  question  the  sworn  statement  made  by  a 
bank  or  trust  company,  which  is  a  city  depository,  relative 
to  its  capital  and  surplus. 

The  Ordinance  of  April  9,  1892,  page  206,  Section  1, 
provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to 
deposit  the  moneys  of  the  City  not  required  for  the  transac- 
tion of  the  daily  business  of  his  office,  and  not  belonging  to 
the  Sinking  Fund,  in  such  banks  or  other  institutions  as 
may  be  designated  as  depositories  of  the  City's  money  so 
]oj!g  as  the  same  shall  remain  solvent,  and  in  good  credit 
?nd  standing,  in  such  amounts  as  shall  be  in  pro  rata  pro- 
portion to  the  total  sum  of  the  capital  stock  and  surplus  of 
such  depositories ;  provided  there  shall  not  be  on  de])osit 
in  any  depository  at  any  time  an  amount  greater  than 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  its  capital  and  surjdus. 

No  provision  is  made  for  the  manner  in  which  the  capi-- 
tal  and  surplus  of  the  depositories  is  to  be  ascertained,  thi.-^ 
seeming  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  City  Treasurer. 
He  therefore  has  the  right  either  to  accept  the  sworn  state- 
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ment  of  the  officers  of  tlie  bank  or  trust  company  deposi- 
tory, or  to  require  such  other  evidence  of  the  amount  of  its 
capital  and  sui-phis  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  him.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  enclosing  copy 
of  a  proposed  ordinance  regulating  the  sale  of  tickets  of  ad- 
mission to  places  of  amusement,  etc.,  with  an  inquiry  as  to 
the  legality  thereof. 

The  ordinance  provides  that  the  Mayor  shall  be  author- 
ized and  directed  to  revoke  the  license  of  any'  place  of 
amusement  if  the  proprietor,  etc.,  knowingly  or  abettingly 
allows  tickets  of  admission  to  be  sold  at  a  price  greater  than 
that  charged  at  the  place  of  amusement. 

Such  an  ordinance  would  be  invalid  for  two  reasons : 
Because  the  Mayor  receives  his  authority  in  revoking  the 
licenses  of  places  of  amusement  only  from  the  Legislature; 
and  because  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  limits  the  power  to 
revoke  licenses  to  cases  of  violations  of  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  said  Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  or  ordinance  regulat- 
ing places  of  amusement,  or  because  the  performances  are 
immoral  or  unlawful. 

The  Mayor  cannot  transcend  this  statute  in  revoking 
licenses,  and  as  the  sale  of  tickets  at  advanced  prices  is  not 
in  violation  of  any  law  or  valid  ordinance,  and  has  no  rela- 
tion to  the  morality  of  the  performances  given,  such  sale 
would  furnish  no  legal  ground  to  revoke  the  license.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  herewith  the  certificate  of  the 
honorable  discharge  of  Thomas  Lowry,  a  private  of  Co.  K., 
4th  Kegiment,  U.  S.  Cavalry,  dated  January  1,  1889, 
which  was  sent  me  by  you  with  your  inquiry  whether 
Thomas  Lowry  may  be  regarded  as  exempt  from  civil  ser- 
vice examination  under  the  proviso  to  the  first  section  of 
the  Act  of  March  5,  1906.  Upon  the  back  of  the  soldier's 
discharge  appears  under  the  heading  Expeditions: 
"ISTumerous  against  Apache  Indians,"  and  under  the  head- 
ing, battles,  engagements,  affairs  or  skirmishes  is  the  entry 
''participated  in  engagement  with  hostile  Chiniachin 
Apache  Indians,  at  Devil's  Park,  Mogallon  Mountains,  jST. 
]\I.,  May  22,  1885,"  this  endorsement  being-  attested  by  the 
signature  of  the  First  Lieutenant  commanding. 

The  question  involved  is  whether  Thomas  Lowry  is  a 
soldier  "honorably  discharged  from  service  in  any  war  for 
the  United  States  Government." 

In  an  opinion  of  this  Department,  dated  ISTovember  9, 
1906,  you  were  advised  that  the  phrase  "service  in  any  war 
for  the  United  States  Government"  as  used  in  the  Act, 
should  not  be  given  so  strict  an  interpretation  as  would 
limit  its  application  to  a  technical  state  of  war, — that  is 
to  say,  a  formally  declared  war  between  the  LTnited  States 
and  some  foreign  power;  but  that  a  soldier  honorably  dis- 
charged from  belligerent  service  involving  actual  fighting 
in  the  suppression  of  insurrection,  etc.,  should  be  held  to 
come  within  the  meaning  of  the  proviso,  this  being  deemed 
such  a  construction  as  would  properly  accord  with  the  pur- 
pose of  the  exemption. 

I  think  the  foregoing  view  of  the  statute  would  be  equally 
applicable  to  the  present  case,  and  hence  that  Thomas 
Lowry  should  be  regarded  as  eligible  to  appointment  in  the 
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municipal  service  without  undergoiug  the  usual  examina- 
tion necessary  for  that  purpose.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  th: 
7th  inst.,  as  to  the  effect  of  the  proviso  to  the  Ordinance 
making  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  for  1907,  which  forbids  the  City  Controller  to 
countersign  warrants  increasing  the  salary  of  Principals  in 
the  public  schools. 

The  matter  is  one  exclusively  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Board  of  Education  and  not  subject  to  the  control  of 
Councils.  Such  was  the  law  for  many  years  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  Act  of  April  22,  1905,  P.  L.  267,  which 
greatly  enlarges  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Education  over 
the  money  appropriated  to  the  public  schools,  and  pro- 
vides, among  other  things,  in  Section  9 :  "The  Board  shall 
have  complete  power  to  administer  all  money  or  moneys 
appropriated  or  available  for  its  use,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, and  to  enter  into  and  execute  contracts,  and  for 
these  purposes  shall  possess  the  powers  and  privileges  of  a 
corporation  of  the  first  class." 

Moreover,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  present  instance  in- 
volves an  increase  of  salary  in  the  sense  in  which  those 
words  are  used  in  the  Ordinance,  since  it  appears  that  the 
change  in  the  amounts  to  be  paid  the  Supervising  Princi- 
pals in  question  amounts  merely  to  a  restoration  to  the  rate 
formerly  paid  them,  arising  from  a  change  in  the  rules  of 
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the  Board,  whereby  no  recluetiuii  in  the  pay  of  Supervising 
Principals  is  made  in  certain  cases  wlierc  one  class  or  divi- 
sion is  dropped  from  the  nnmbcr  under  their  direction. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  warrants  as^ 
made  out  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education  in  these  cas&> 
should  be  duly  countersigned  and  paid. 

Yon  are  at  liberty  to  forward  this  opinion  or  a  copy  of 
it,  to  the  City  Controller,  if  you  so  desire.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  l-eceipt  of  your  letter  of  February 
28th,  inquiring  whether  John  J.  Crout  is  eligible  to  ap- 
pointment as  a  Patrolman  without  undergoing  a  Civil  Ser- 
vice examination.  You  enclose  a  certificate  of  discharge  of 
Eobert  Crout  from  the  51st  Regiment  Pemisylvania  Volun- 
teers, from  which  it  apears  that  said  Robert  CTout,  who  is 
the  father  of  the  applicant,  was  mustered  in  the  service  of 
the  State  for  three  months  from  July  3,  1863,  and  was 
mustered  out  wdth  his  company  on  September  2d  of  that 
year;  that  he  was  then  aged  fourteen  years,  and  was  en- 
rolled as  a  musician. 

The  Civil  Service  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  P.  L.  83,  pro- 
vides that  it  shall  not  be  applied  ''to  any  soldier,  sailor  or 
marine  honorably  discharged  from  service  in  any  war  for 
the  United  States  Government,  nor  to  their  widows  or  chil- 
dren." The  certificate  sent  me,  as  above  stated,  does  not  iu 
itself  show  that  Robert  Crout  was  "honorably  discharged, 
from  service  in  any  war  for  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment," though  from  the  date  of  such  service  it  is  probable 
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that  this  is  the  fact,  which  could  he  readily  established  bj 
other  evidence. 

A  soldier  according  to  the  dictionaries  is  one  engaged  in 
military  service,  and  as  musicians  are  attached  to  military 
organizations  for  military  purposes,  and  perhaps  share- 
some  of  the  dangers  of  such  service,  though  they  may  not 
actually  fight,  it  is  teclmically  correct  to  say  that  they  are 
soldiers  within  the  letter  of  the  Act  of  1906,  and  therefore 
that  if  the  present  applicant  were  appointed  to  a  position 
in  the  employment  of  the  City,  successful  objection  to  such 
appointment  could  not  be  made. 

How  far  the  appointment  of  the  son  of  a  musician,  who 
after  three  mouths  service  was  discharged  at  the  age  of 
fourteen,  is  within  the  spirit  of  the  Act  as  distinguished 
from  its  mere  literal  interpretation,  is  a  question  which 
may  very  properly  appeal  to  the  otficial  having  the  appoint- 
ing powder ;  and  while  the  proviso  to  the  Civil  Service  Act 
in  all  probability  authorizes  such  an  appointment  without 
an  examination,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  pro- 
viso does  not  compel  it.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  26th  ult.,  accompanying 
a  number  of  assessment  bills  for  the  paving  of  the  streets 
above  mentioned,  received. 

These  bills  were  returned  to  you  a  few  days  ago,  stating 
that  as  they  were  made  out  in  the  name  of  the  contractor 
4 
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■\vp  could  not  file  a  lien  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia to  the  use  of  the  contractor,  but  would  require 
assessment  bills  in  the  name  of  the  City  only. 

As  the  six  months  in  which  to  file  these  lions  will  soon 
expire,  and  if  they  belong-  to  the  contractor,  the  Act  of  1901 
requires  thirty  days  notice  to  the  property  owner  of  the  in- 
tention to  file  a  lien,  I  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  safer 
to  turn  these  assessment  bills  over  to  the  contractors  and 
allow  the  property  o\\Tiers  to  make  the  defence  that  the 
work  was  not  properly  done ;  otherwise,  at  this  late  date  the 
City  may  involve  itself  in  loss  and  litigation.  The  prop- 
erty owner  can  take  advantage  of  the  failure  to  perform 
the  work  properlj'.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
J.  A.  Hunter,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  under 
date  of  the  28th  ult.,  duly  approved  by  you,  in  reference  to 
the  paving  of  Somerset  street,  from  Twentieth  street  to  a 
point  200  feet  east  of  ]!^ineteenth  street.  You  desire  to 
know  "whether,  when  Councils  pass  an  ordinance  authoriz- 
ing the  paving  of  two  or  more  squares  of  a  street,  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  is  justified  in  directing  the  paving  of 
one  square  of  said  street,  when  it  is  reasonably  certain  that 
it  will  be  impracticable  to  pave  the  balance  of  the  street  for 
a  considerable  period  of  time,  and  the  improvements  upon 
said  one  square  are  such  that  a  hardship  would  be  worked 
upon  the  abutting  owners  by  not  having  said  square  paved 
and  when  it  is  their  desire  to  have  said  paving  done." 

When  Councils  pass  an  ordinance  to  pave  that  street 
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for  a  certain  length,  be  it  one  square,  two  squares,  or  more, 
your  Department  should  pave  the  street  for  the  length 
stated  in  the  ordinance.  The  improvement  consists  of  pav- 
ing the  street  the  distance  specified.  If  there  is  any  reason, 
for  paving  only  a  portion  of  it,  it  is  perfectly  proper  for 
your  Department  to  do  that  with  the  intention  of  continu- 
ing the  balance  at  some  other  time,  but  in  most  cases  it 
would  be  proper  to  have  Councils  direct  that  the  paving  for 
the  present  extend  as  far  as  it  is  then  practicable  or  desir- 
able to  do  it. 

We  have  had  so  much  trouble  about  liens  that  we  have 
desired  to  place  our  claims  among  those  which  can  be  filed 
any  time  within  six  months  after  the  final  completion  of 
the  entire  improvement.  You  c^n  readily  see  the  reason 
for  this :  If  a  street  is  being  paved,  say,  for  ten  squares,  the 
first  square  might  be  paved  six  months  prior  to  the  last, 
and  as  it  too  often  happens,  the  contractor  receives  his  as- 
sessment bills  only  after  the  completion  of  the  entire  im- 
provement. If  we  required  the  filing  of  our  liens  within 
six  months  after  the  work  is  finished  in  front  of  each  parti- 
cular property,  many  liens  would  be  lost.  We  had  this  difii- 
culty  on  Woodland  avenue,  and  it  gave  rise  to  the  case  of 
Dick  vs.  Philadelphia.  The  Act  of  1897,  however,  saved 
the  case  for  us. 

We  have,  I  believe,  instructed  the  District  Surveyors  to 
certify  the  completion  when  the  entire  improvement  is 
done. 

In  the  case  you  refer  to, — paving  of  Somerset  street, — 
it  would  be  proper  under  the  circumstances  for  the  District 
Surveyor  to  give  a  certificate  that  the  paving  on  Somerset 
street,  from  Nineteenth  to  Tw^entieth  streets,  w^as  com- 
pleted on  a  certain  date.  That  wall  save  him  from  any  liabil- 
ity because  he  may  not  certify  as  to  the  final  completion  of 
the  improvement.

Dear  Sir  : — 1  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  February 
26tb,  in  relation  to  the  striking  from  the  City  plan  of  a 
public  alley,  leading  eastward  from  Front  street  to  Water 
street,  between  Market  and  Arch  streets,  in  accordance 
with  the  Ordinance  of  July  19,  1905,  directing  said  alloy 
to  be  so  stricken  oif. 

Objection  to  this  action  aj^pears  to  have  been  made  by 
counsel  for  the  Girard  Estate  because  of  the  provisions  of 
Stephen  Girard's  will  whereby  a  sum  of  $500,000  be- 
queathed to  the  City  in  trust  for  certain  purposes,  among 
which  was  the  cleaning  and  maintaining  of  Delaware  ave- 
nue and  the  middle  alleys  running  from  Water  to  Front 
streets  and  between  Vine  and  South  streets ;  and  the  further 
sum  of  $300,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, provided  it  should  pass  an  Act  to  carry  out  the 
various  objects  named  in  his  will  in  regard  to  laying  out 
and  maintaining  improvements  in  the  vicinity  of  Delaware 
avenue,  and  specifying  the  repairing  of  the  middle  alleys 
and  the  introduction  of  Schuylkill  water  therein.  Such  an 
Act  having  been  duly  passed  by  the  Legislature  the  posi- 
tion taken  by  the  Girard  Estate  in  the  matter  in  that  the 
City  having  accepted  the  conditions  of  the  will  is  bound  to 
maintain  this  alley,  which  is  one  of  those  referred  to. 

It  does  not  appear  to  this  Department  that  the  bequests 
of  Stephen  Girard  and  the  acceptance  thereof  by  the  City 
have  the  effect  suggested.  It  seems  rather  that  the  fund  be- 
queathed was  intended  to  be  in  relief  of  the  City  by  fur- 
nishing money  whereby  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the 
alleys  in  question  could  be  made,  but  without  imposing  any 
obligation  upon  the  City  that  the  streets  or  alleys  as  then 
laid  out  should  be  kept  open  indefinitely. 

From  your  letter  it  further  appears  that  the  Philadel- 
phia Eapid  Transit  Company,  which  is  the  o^vner  of  all 
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the  properties  on  both  sides  of  the  street,  and  which  intro- 
duced the  ordinance,  is  willing  to  abandon  it  and  to  substi- 
tute other  plans  for  the  one  under  wdiich  the  alley  was  to 
be  vacated ;  and  that  the  improvement  will  not  be  halted  if 
the  Board  disapproves  of  the  striking  off  of  the  alley. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  I  would  recommend  that  action, 
of  the  Board  under  the  Ordinance  be  suspended,  and  that 
an  opportunity  be  given  to  secure  a  repeal  thereof.

Deak  Sir  : — To  your  communication  of  the  8th  inst.,  re- 
questing information  as  to  the  location,  etc.,  of  certain 
alleys  adjacent  to  the  lot  of  ground  on  the  south  side  of 
Snyder  avenue,  west  side  of  Fourth  street  and  north  side 
of  Cantrell  street,  lately  purchased  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  Police  and  Eire  purposes,  I  reply  that  the  plan 
furnished  your  Department  by  the  District  Surveyor  shows 
the  property  as  one  lot,  having  been  so  conveyed  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia, — it  was,  however,  formerly  composed  of 
three  lots.  The  plan  is  incorrect  in  showing  a  three  feet 
wide  alley  as  the  southern  boundary  of  the  lot  on  south  side 
of  Snyder  avenue,  said  lot  being  properly  described  as  be- 
giiming  at  the  distance  of  73'  west  of  Fourth  street,  con- 
taining in  front  on  Snyder  avenue  5.5'  and  in  depth  72'  to 
the  middle  of  a  four  feet  wade  alley  leading  westward  into 
Fifth  street.  Another  of  said  lots  is  described  as  begin- 
ning at  the  southwest  corner  of  Snyder  avenue  and  Fourth 
street;  thence  extending  south  along  Fourth  street  120'  to 
north  side  of  Cantrell  sti'eet;  thence  west  along  said  Can- 
trell street  70'  to  the  middle  of  four  feet  wide  alley;  thence 
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norfli  along  the  middle  of  said  four  feet  wide  alley  48'  to 
a  point  in  the  middle  of  said  alley  and  a  certain  other  four 
feet  wide  alley;  thence  west  along  middle  of  last  mentioned 
alley  three  feet  to  a  point;  thence  north  72'  to  Snydei 
avenue  and  thence  east  '72'  to  beginning;  and  the  other  of

Dear  Sir  : — T  am  in  recei])t  of  your  letter  of  even  date 
inquiring  whether  you  have  the  right  to  charge  against 
Item  20  of  the  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
for  the  current  year  wages  for  workmen  employed  by  you 
under  circumstances,  which  you  state  as  follows: 

"Prior  to  the  awarding  of  contracts  fod-  this  work 
(which  was  done  on  jMarch  8,  1907),  emergency  re- 
quired that  w^e  should  immediately  repair  the  bridge 
over  the  Frankford  creek  at  Bridge  street,  for  which 
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reason  I  iiiiinodiately  hired  men  and  pnt  them  to 
work,  in  order  to  i)revcnt  scrions  disaster  and  possible 
risk  of  life." 

Item  20,  against  which  it  is  desired  to  make  these  charges 
is:  ''For  emergencies,  two  thonsand  five  hundred"  (2,500) 
dollars."  If  the  Avork  was  of  the  necessary  and  emergent 
character,  stated,  by  you  as  above,  and  if  no  contract  had 
previously  been  entered  into  for  the  same,  as  appears  from 
the  foregoing,  you  were  justified  in  having  the  work  done 
witliout  advertising  for  bids  and  entering  into  a  contract 
in  the  regular  and  usual  course;  and  a^ou  would  further 
have  the  right  to  charge  the  wages  of  the  workmen  against 
Item  20.

My  Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  whetlier  Kirk- 
bride's  Asylum  is  exempt  from  taxation,  I  would  say  that 
the  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania  by  Article  IX,  Section  1, 
provides  that  ''The  General  Assembly  may,  by  general 
laws,  exempt  from  taxation  public  property  used  for  public 
pur])oses,  actual  places  of  religious  worship,  places  of 
burial  not  used  or  held  for  corporate  or  private  profit,  and 
institutions  of  purely  ])ul)lic  charity." 

In  accordance  with  this  authority  the  Legislature  by  Act 
of  IMay  14,  LST4,  P.  L.  15,S, did  exempt  from  taxation  the 
property  thus  described. 

The  Act  of  June  4,  1!>01,  Section  5,  P.  L.  ?AU,  provides 
for  ])ractically  the  same  exenijition.  Evidently  the  Board 
of  Revision  of  Taxes  have  considered  Kirkbride's  Asylum, 
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as  it  is  a  portion  of  the  Peunsylvauia  Hospital,  as  an 
institution  of  purely  public  charity.  However,  that  Board 
can  no  doubt  inform  you  under  which  head  the  said  prop- 
erty is  classed  as  exempt.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  March 
16th,  as  to  whether  you  would  be  justified  in  ordering 
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certain  tab-cards  wbich  you  had  been  restrained  from  pur- 
chasing by  reason  of  an  injunction  of  the  United  States 
dircuit  Court  of  the  Southern  District  of  New  York,  and 
^enclosing  therewith  cr>pies  of  an  opinion  of  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Second  Circuit,  by 
which  the  lower  Court  was  reversed,  and  decreeing  that  the 
bill  in  equity  for  such  injunction  be  dismissed. 

1  imderstand  from  your  letter  that  the  only  reason  for 
your  n(vt  purchasing  the  said  cards  was  the  restraining 
order  or  injunction  of  the  lower  court.  If  this  be  the  fact, 
you  would  therefore  now  be  authorized  to  order  the  cards, 
inasmuch  as  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  is  a  final 
adjudication  to  the  effect  that  the  patent  of  the  complain- 
ant is  invalid,  and  that  the  injunction  should  be  dissolved 
^nd  the  bill  dismissed.

Dear  Sir  :- — -I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  March 
15th,  inquiring  whether  you  would  be  justified  in  annulling 
and  cancelling  certain  contracts  for  paving  the  streets  o£ 
the  City,  in  order  that  new  contracts  may  be  entered  into 
under  what  are  deemed  improved  specifications. 

I  herewitli  return  the  contract  between  the  City  and  the 
Barber  Asphalt  Paving  Company  dated  October  24,  1905, 
which  you  sent  me  with  your  inquiry  as  an  example  of 
those  concerning  which  you  desired  the  foregoing  informa- 
tion. Among  other  things,  the  said  contract  provides  as 
follows : 
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"If  the  said  work  be  nut  coiupletcd  within  the  time 
specified,  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  snm  of 
twenty-live  (25)  doUars  per  day  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  amount  due  the  said  party  of  the  second  pare 
for  each  and  every  day  the  said  work  shall  remain  in- 
complete or  unfinished  after  the  said  time,  not  as  a 
penalty,  but  as  ascertained  and  liquidated  damages, 
which  sum  so  deducted  shall  remain  the  ])roperty  of 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part.  Or  shall  the  said 
party  of  the  second  jyart,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said 
Director,  be  prosecuting  the  said  work  with  an  insuiii- 
cient  stock  of  materials,  or  an  incompetent  and  insuffi- 
cient force  of  workmen  for  the  prompt  completion 
thereof  within  the  specified  time,  or  be  improperly 
performing  the  said  work,  or  shall  it  neglect  or 
abandon  it  before  completion  or  unreasonably  delay 
the  same,  so  that  the  conditions  of  the  contract  are 
being  wilfully  violated  or  executed  carelessly  or  in  bad 
faith,  or  shall  it  neglect  or  refuse  to  renew  or  again 
])erforni  such  work  as  may  be  rejected  by  the  said 
Director  as  defective  or  unsuitable,  or  shall  it  in  any 
other  manner,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Director, 
make  default  in  the  i)erformance  of  this  contract, 
then,  and  in  any  such  case,  the  said  Director  shall 
promptly  notify  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  in 
writing  of  such  neglect  or  default.  If  such  notifica- 
tion be  without  effect  within  forty-eight  hours  after 
the  delivery  thereof,  then  and  in  that  case  the  said 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may 
notify  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  discontinue 
all  work  under  this  contract;  and  the  said  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  thereupon  huve 
full  authority  and  power  immediately  to  purchase 
such  materials,  tools  and  nuichiuery,  and  to  employ 
such  workmen  as  in  his  opinion  shall  be  required  for 
the  proper  com])letion  of  the  said  work  at  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  ])art,  or  its 
surety,  or  both;  or  the  said  Director  may  without 
notice  declare  this  contract  null  and  void,  and  the 
security  bond  and  the  material  delivei'ed  and  used  in, 
on  or  about  the  said  work  shall  then  become  the  prop- 
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erty  of  the  said  City  of  Pliiladflphia.  Or  the  said 
Director,  at  his  ojjtion,  is  horehy  authorized  to  annul 
and  cancel  this  contract  at  any  time  prior  to  the  order 
if)  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  to  commence  the 
said  paving-;  or.  during  the  progress  of  the  said  pav- 
ing if  in  his  opinion  he  deems  it  best  for  the  interests 
of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  so  to  do." 

Yon  refer  to  the  last  clanse  of  the  abovo  paragraph, 
which  is:  '"Or  the  said  Director,  at  his  option,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  annul  and  cancel  this  contract  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  order  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  to 
commence  the  said  paving;  or,  during  the  progress  of  the 
said  paving  if  in  his  o])inion  he  deems  it  best  for  the  inter- 
ests of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  so  to  do." 

The  extraordinary  ])ower  ai)parently  conferred  by  this 
clanse  upon  the  Director  should  only  be  exercised  when 
there  is  some  material  and  important  interests  of  the  City 
benefited  by  its  enforcement. 

Yon  refer  to  two  kinds  of  contracts  (1)  those  executed 
but  where  instructions  have  not  been  given  to  commence  the 
work,  and  (2)  those  where  the  contract  has  been  executed 
and  where  orders  have  been  given  to  proceed  with  the  work^. 
but  the  contractor  has  failed  to  do  so,  and  the  limit  of  time 
in  which  the  work  should  have  been  completed  has  expired. 

As  to  the  first,  if  the  delay  in  ordering  the  work  to  bo 
done  is  due  to  a  failure  upon  the  part  of  the  City  to  have 
the  streets  graded  or  sewers  or  water  pipes  laid  therein,  it 
would  not  be  fair  to  the  contractor  to  arbitarily  cancel  his 
contrac^t. 

As  to  the  secontl,  the  contract  provides  a  penalty  in  case 
the  contractor  does  not  complete  the  work  within  the  time 
mentioned.  That  ])unishment  is  the  one  to  enforce  against 
the  contractor.  Tf  in  the  second  kind  of  contracts  the  delay 
in  performing  the  work  is  due  to  any  act  or  neglect  of  the 
City,  it  would  not  be  proper  to  annul  those  contracts. 

In  your  communication  the  only  reason  given  is  that  the 
City  may  have  better  ])avem(!nts  under  new  specifications. 
I  should  hesitate  to  advise  you  to  annul  the  contracts  for 
this  reason,  ])articidarly  if  the  contractors  have  been  de- 
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layed  or  prevented  from  })erfurmiiig  their  contracts  by 
reason  of  the  City  not  having  graded  streets  or  laid  therein 
sewers  and  water  pipes.

My  Dear  Mr.  Brumbaugh  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your 
communication  of  March  18th,  transmitting  a  letter  from 
the  Su])erintendent  of  Schools  at  Lancaster,  asking  whether 
the  repeal  of  Section  50  of  the  Act  of  May  8,  1854,  would 
in  any  w^ay  effect  the  schools  of  Philadelphia. 

I  beg  to  reply  that  the  purpose  of  the  portions  of  that 
section  applicable  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  was  to  pre- 
serve untouched  the  school  law  of  this  City  and  County  as 
it  was  in  force  at  that  time  under  the  Act  of  IMarch  3,  1818, 
and  its  supplements.  For  this  reason  the  repeal  of  the 
entire  50th  section  would  introduce  an  element  of  con- 
fusion into  the  administration  of  the  school  law  of  this  City 
which  should  be  avoided.  There  can  be  no  objection  on  the 
part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  however,  to  the  repeal  of 
60  much  of  that  section  as  relates  to  the  City  of  Lancaster 
or  the  Borough  of  Carlisle,  or  both,  which  1  assume  is  all 
that  it  is  desired  to  accomplish.

Dear  Sir  : — I  Leg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  let- 
ter of  the  5th  inst.,  enclosing  a  letter  from  IST.  F.  Smith, 
General  Manager  of  the  Schuylkill  ISTavigatiou  Company, 
and  the  report  of  A.  J.  Fuller,  General  Superintendent  in 
charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  to  you,  relative  to  the  right 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  pump  water  from  the  pool 
at  Flat  Rock  dam  for  the  use  of  its  citizens.  Mr.  Fuller's 
report  is  as  follows : 

"The  City  has  been  supplying  Germantown  and 
Chestnut  Hill  (which  lie  partly  within  the  Delaware 
water  shed)  with  water  taken  from  the  Flat  Rock 
pool,  for  40  years,  and  from  1871  until  a  short  time 
ago,  Tioga  has  been  supplied  from  the  same  source. 
It  now,  however,  receives  water  from  the  Queen  Lane 
system. 

At  present  it  is  proposed  to  go  back  to  the  original 
source  and  supply  Tioga  from  the  Roxborough  works. 
I  know  of  no  reason  why  this  should  not  be  done, 
unless  there  is  some  question  of  law  involved,  which, 
however,  must  apply  equally  to  all  other  sections  of 
the  Delaware  Avater  shed,  now  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Schuylkill  river.  Any  such  question  should 
be  settled  by  the  Courts,  but  the  possibility  of  a  re- 
course to  such  a  settlement  should  not  delay  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  mains  to  supply  Tioga. 

I  recommend  that  both  this  question  and  also  the 
right  to  furnish  Schuylkill  water  to  manufacturers  be 
referred  to  the  City  Solicitor." 

Mr.  Smith  in  his  letter  to  you  says : 

"It  having  come  to  my  knowledge  that  the  Bureau 
of  Water,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  about  to  lay  a 
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line  of  pipe  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  Tioga 
District  with  filtered  water  from  the  Upper  Roxbor- 
ough  Filtration  Plant,  1  deem  it  my  duty  to  advise 
you  that  the  City  has  no  legal  right  to  pump  water 
from  the  Schuylkill  river  for  the  supply  of  sections 
of  the  City  lying  within  the  DelaAvare  water  shed,  and 
more  especially  when  this  water  is  sold  to  consumers 
for  manufacturing  purposes. 

.  This  is  clearly  an  invasion  of  the  right  of  the 
Schuylkill  I*^avigation  Company  to  use  or  sell  the 
water  power  of  the  river,  a  right  which  it  has  exer- 
cised continually  since  the  year  1819,  (See  Act  of  In- 
corporation dated  the  8th  day  of  'March,  1815,  Sec- 
tion 15),  and  for  such  a  diversion  the  City  would  be 
liable  in  damages. 

The  Schuylkill  iSTavigation  Company  has  been  leni- 
ent and  disposed  to  overlook  the  many  violations  of 
the  agreements  of  the  3d  of  June,  1819,  and  14th  of 
June,  1824,  on  the  part  of  the  City  in  the  operations 
of  its  pumping  stations  on  Fairmount  Pool,  but  it  is 
not  disposed  to  pass  unnoticed  any  further  trespass 
upon  its  rights  in  the  operation  of  the  Roxborough 
Pumping  Station  on  Flat  Rock  Pool. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  has  no  right  whatever  to 
the  use  of  the  pool  of  Flat  Rock  dam,  as  maintained 
by  the  Navigation  Company,  either  by  agreement,  or 
by  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  ISTavigation  Company 
to  maintain  a  dam  or  keep  the  water  at  its  present 
elevation. 

Whilst  there  is  no  desire  at  the  present  time  to  in- 
terfere with  or  impede  in  any  way  the  proposed  diver- 
sion of  water  to  the  Tioga  District,  and  especially 
when  it  is  to  be  done  to  relieve  the  distress  caused  by 
a  typhoid  epidemic,  yet  I  think  you  will  agree  with 
me  that  it  is  better  that  the  effect  of  such  diversion 
upon  the  rights  of  both  parties,  should  be  fully  under- 
stood." 

The  question  thus  raised  by  Mr.  Smith  is :    Has  the  City 
a  legal  right  to  pump  water  from  the  Schuylkill  river  at

riat  Rock  (lam,  for  the  supply  of  sections  of  the  City  lying 
within  the  Delaware  water  shed  for  domestic  and  com- 
mercial uses  ? 

If  it  has  such  right,  the  other  suggestion  contained  in 
Mr.  Smith's  letter:  The  liability  of  the  City  to  ansAver 
in  damages  for  such  diversion  need  not  be  considered  at 
any  length. 

The  citizens  of  Philadelphia  living  within  the  Schuyl- 
kill water  shed  have  the  inalienable  right  to  the  unqualified 
use  of  the  waters  of  the  Schuylkill  river  for  purely  domes- 
tic purposes,  and  if  the  oc^^asion  requires  it,  may  take  from 
the  river  for  such  purposes  all  the  water  it  contains,  even 
though  the  works  of  the  Navigation  Company  should  be 
thereby  rendered  useless  for  the  purpose  of  navigation,  in- 
asmuch as  the  use  of  water  for  man  and  beast  is  paramount 
to  all  other  uses.  This,  as  I  have  said,  is  an  inalienable 
right,  and  therefore  cannot  be  divested  by  legislative 
authority  or  otherwise.  The  waters  of  a  stream,  however, 
cannot  legally  be  diverted  to  points  outside  the  water  shed 
so  as  to  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  people  of  the  State 
to  navigate  the  stream  from  wdiich  it  is  taken,  unless  there 
be  legislative  sanction  for  so  doing.  And  where  the  water 
is  applied  to  purely  commercial  uses  within  the  water  shed, 
those  responsible  for  such  use  are  liable  to  answer  in 
damages  to  those  whose  right  to  navigate  the  stream  has 
been  interfered  "U'ith.  Thus  far  I  have  considered  the  -ques- 
tion with  reference  to  the  natural  rights  of  persons  indivi- 
dually or  collectively  as  distinguished  from  rights  acquired 
from  the  State.  With  reference  to  these  acquired  rights  it 
may  be  said,  that  the  City's  title  to  the  use  of  the  water 
antedates  the  right  of  the  Navigation  Company  to  construct 
its  works  under  the  Act  of  March  8,  1815,  by  which  it  was 
chartered. 

The  City  first  began  to  use  Schuylkill  water  for  the  sup- 
ply of  its  citizens  in  1801,  a  pumping  station  being  located 
at  (Jhestnut  street  wharf,  Schuylkill.  By  Act  of  April  9, 
1807,  P.  L.  189,  the  Legislature  granted  to  one,  Robert 
Kennedy,  the  right  to  maintain  a  dam  near  the  Falls  of 
Schuylkill.  The  Act  provided  :  "That  if  at  any  time  here- 
af^^er,  the  corporation  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be 
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dcsi?'ons  of  erecting  any  works  or  machinery  for  the  pur- 
pose of  conducting  the  waters  of  the  said  river  to  the  said 
City,  the  right  so  to  erect  is  hereby  reserved,  but  if,  by  such 
erection,  the  works  of  the  said  Robert  Kennedy  shall  be 
materially  injured  or  destroyed,  the  said  corporation  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  the  whole  of  the  resonable  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  said  Robert  Kennedy,  together  wdth  twenty 
per  centum  thereon  for  his  trouble  and  disappointment,  ou 
due  conveyance  being  made  for  the  whole  of  his  right  in  the 
premises."  Kennedy  subsequently  conveyed  his  right 
therein  to  others,  who  in  turn  sold  it  to  the  City  in  1818  for 
$150,000. 

At  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  1807,  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  w^as  located  between  the  Delaware  and 
Schuylkill  rivers,  and  between  South  and  Vine  streets.  It 
thus  appears  that  the  Legislature  authorized  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  to  use  the  water  of  the  Schuylkill,  not  only 
for  its  citizens  residing  in  the  Schuylkill  water  shed,  but 
in  the  Delaware  shed  as  well.  And  further,  it  may  be 
presumed  that  the  Legislature  contemplated  the  growth  and 
development  of  M-hat  was  then,  perhaps,  the  largest  and 
most  important  City  in  the  United  States,  and  that  water 
from  the  Schuylkill  would  be  supplied  to  territory  beyond 
the  boundaries  of  the  City  as  then  existing.  In  1843  (Act 
of  April  18,  1843,  P.  L."304)  the  Legislature  also  author- 
ized the  incorporated  Districts  of  the  County  of  Philadel- 
phia to  "construct  steam  or  other  suitable  works  on  or  adja- 
cent to  the  Schuylkill  river,  at  any  point  between  the  south 
line  of  C'oates  street  and  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
District  of  Spring  Garden,  or  in  sucli  other  suitable  loca- 
tion as  they  may  deem  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of  pump- 
ing and  supplying  said  Districts  and  the  inhabitants  there- 
of with  water  from  the  said  river,  or  such  other  stream  of 
water  in  the  vicinity  of  said  Districts  as  may  be  found 
practicable."  By  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  February 
2,  1854,  P.  L.  21,  consolidating  all  the  Districts  in  the 
County  of  Philadelphia  with  the  old  city,  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, as  now  existing,  was  vested  with  "all  the  powers, 
rights,  privileges  and  immunities  possessed  and  enjoyed 
by  the  several  separate  municipal  corporations  within  the 
Ct)unty  of  Philadelphia." 
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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has 
been  expressly  authorized  by  the  Legislature  to  divert  water 
from  the  Schuylkill  river  to  sections  of  the  City  which  are 
located  outside  of  the  Schuylkill  water  shed,  and  hence  it 
may  very  properly  supply  the  Tioga  District  with  tiltered 
water  from  the  Upper  Koxborough  Filtration  Plant,  even 
though  the  water  is  to  be  furnished  in  part  to  consumers 
for  manufacturing  purposes.  Neither  the  Act  chartering 
the  Schuylkill  i^avigation  Company  nor  any  other  Act  of 
Assembly  pertaining  to  said  Company,  vests  it  ^^•ith  the 
exclusive  right  to  "use  or  sell  the  water  power  of  the  river/' 
if  it  be  the  intention  of  that  Company  to  claim  that  its. 
powers  thereunder  are  paramount  to  the  right  of  the  City 
to  take  water  from  the  river  for  the  accommodation  and  use 
of  its  citizens  domiciled  or  engaged  in  business  in  the 
Schuylkill  or  Delaware  water  sheds,  Plaving  the  right  to 
take  Avater  from  the  river  at  any  point  in  its  discretion,  the- 
City  may  take  it  from  the  vicinity  of  Flat  Rock  dam,  even, 
though  it  will  thereby  ])ump  water  accumulated  by  the 
Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  in  connection  with  the 
operation  of  its  works.  For  purely  domestic  purposes  the 
City  may  pump  the  dam  dry  without  any  liability  to  the 
Navigation  Company'  or  others.  If  the  depth  of  water 
should  be  reduced  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  navigation  of 
the  stream,  the  City,  under  the  cases,  might  be  liable  to 
answer  in  damages  to  the  persons  deprived  of  its  use  as  a 
public  highway,  bnt  I  know  of  no  authority  for  holding 
that  such  act  would  be  "an  invasion  of  the  right  of  the 
Schuylkill  Navigation  Company."

In  reply  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  Section  2  of  the  Act  of 
April  22,  1905,  at  page  268  provides  for  the  filling  of 
vacancies,  as  follows :  "Vacancies  caused  by  death,  resigna- 
tion or  otherwise  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  of  the  sur- 
viving directors,  until  the  next  ensuing  annual  municipal 
election,  when  the  electors  shall  fill  such  vancancy  or  vacan- 
cies for  the  unexpired  term  or  terms."

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  written  at  tlie 
request  of  the  Cliairnian  of  the  Committee  on  Property, 
and  seeking  the  opinion  of  this  department  upon  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  Sectional  School  Boards  have  the  right  to 
discharge  a  Janitor  under  the  provision  of  Section  7  of  tho 
Act  of  April  22,  1905,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"Janitors  for  buildings  devoted  to  elementary 
education  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Sectional  School 
Boards.  Janitors  for  school  buildings  other  than  those 
devoted  to  elementary  education,  provided  by  the 
regTilar  graded  course  of  study,  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Education.  Said  janitors  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  may  determine,  and  shall  discharge  their 
duties  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Buildings.  They  shall  hold 
their  positions  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education:  Provided,  however,  That  janitors  now  em- 
ployed in  schools  within  the  limits  of  said  cities  of  the 
tirst  class  shall  not,  save  for  cause,  be  displaced  by 
the  provisions  of  this.  Section." 

In  the  opinion  of  this  department  the  expressions  "Said 
janitors"  in  the  fifth  line  of  the  above -clause,  and  ''They'' 
in  the  eighth  line  thereof,  refer  to  Janitors  of  all  the  school 
buildings,  and  not  alone  to  those  in  non-elementary  schools. 
It  would  follow  that  the  Janitors  hold  their  position  "at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,"  and  that 
therefore  the  Sectional  Boards  have  not  the  power  of 
removal.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  copy  of  letter  of  the  At- 
tonioy  General  to  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  rela- 
tive to  the  dnty  of  the  Mayor  to  certify  to  the  Governor  the 
coni'ts  chosen  hy  the  six  Magistrates  recently  elected. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  Act  of  February  1,  1887, 
P.  L.  3,  which  established  four  additional  Magistrates' 
courts  in  this  City,  and  provides  in  Section  4  that  ''the 
said  four  additional  Magistrates  shall  draw  lots  for  their 
courts  with  the  other  IMagistrates  elected  upon  the  same 
ticket  at  the  same  time." 

It  is  thus  made  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  notify  the 
Magistrates  elect  to  appear  before  him  and  draw  for  choice 
of  the  vacant  courts,  and  after  such  drawing  and  the  choice 
of  courts  pursuant  thereto,  to  certify  such  choice  to  the 
Governor,  as  provided  by  the  Act  of  February  5,  1875, 
Section  G.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  April  0, 
1007,  sent  under  instruction  from  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety,  relative  to  contract  for  the  pav- 
ing of  Haverford  avenue  from  Lancaster  avenue  to  Sixty- 
first  and  Thompson  streets.  From  the  communication  to 
yourself  from  the  former  Director  of  Public  Safety,  it  ap- 
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pears  that  this  contract  was  executed  under  protest  to  pro- 
tect the  contractor's  interests  as  a  municipal  contractor,  lie 
claiming  that  the  work  should  have  been  done  during  the 
year  190(!,  and  that  the  price  for  work  and  material  hav- 
ing risen  in  the  meantime,  the  fulfillment  of  the  contract 
at  present  would  entail  a  loss  upon  him  which  he  should  not 
he  called  upon  to  bear,  a  contention  which  Mr.  McKenty, 
the  former  Director  of  Public  Safety,  appears  to  endorse. 
In  the  legal  aspects  of  the  question  thus  presented,  it 
Avould  seem  that  the  contractor  could  be  compelled  to  con- 
form to  the  term  of  the  contract,  unless  more  than  a  reason- 
able time  lias  elapsed  since  its  execution.  If  the  time  be- 
tween the  bidding  and  the  date  of  the  contract  was  unduly 
long,  the  contractor  should  not  have  signed  said  contract, 
and  the  reasons  which  prompted  him  to  do  so  would  from  a 
strictly  legal  standpoint  not  be  taken  into  account.  I  may 
say,  however,  that  the  head  of  your  Department  is  vested 
with  wide  discretionary  ]iower  in  rescinding  contracts  in 
cases  wliere  equity  would  indicate  that  such  was  the  pro- 
per course  to  pursue,  and  where  the  contractor  joins  in  de- 
siring that  the  contract  be  superseded,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion I  would  state  that  at  the  request  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Safety,  dated  March  27,  1907,  an  annulment  of  the 
said  contract  was  prepared  in  this  Department  and  duly 
forwarded,  which  annulment  may  be  executed  by  the 
present  Director,  if  he  deems  it  advisable  to  take  such 
action.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  sent 
at  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety,  relative  to 
the  lease  to  the  City  by  George  Vaux,  Jr.,  attorney,  of 
premises  at  Seventeenth  and  Cambria  streets.  You  in- 
quire, first,  as  to  the  right  of  the  lessor  to  terminate  the 
lease  at  any  time  other  than  at  the  end  of  the  yearly  tei-m 
or  renewals  thereof  beginning  on  January  1st  of  each  year; 
and  second,  as  to  his  right  to  place  posts  along  the  sidewalk 
interfering  with  the  ingress  to  and  egress  from  the  leased 
premises. 

Upon  the  subject  of  your  first  question,  the  lease  pro- 
vides as  follows: 

"And  it  is  hereby  mutually  agreed  that  either  party 
hereto  may  determine  this  lease  at  the  end  of  said  term 
by  giving  the  other  notice  thereof  at  least  30  days 
prior  thereto,  but  in  default  of  such  notice,  this  lease 
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shall  continue  n])on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as 
are  herein  contained  for  a  further  period  of  one  year 
and  so  on  from  year  to  year  unless  or  until  terminated 
by  either  party  hereto  giving  to  the  other  30  days 
notice  for  removal  previous  to  the  expiration  of  the 
then  current  term.  It  being  further  understood  and 
agi'eed  that  either  of  the  said  parties  to  this  lease 
shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  the  same  any  time 
during  the  said  term  or  any  renewal  thereof  upon  30 
days  notice  to  the  other  of  an  intention  to  terminate 
this  lease." 

The  two  portions  of  this  paragraph  are  mutually  contra- 
dictory. From  the  whole  paragraph,  however,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  either  party  to  the  lease  not  only  has  the  right 
to  terminate  it  at  the  expiration  of  the  original  term  or 
yearly  renewals,  but  may  also  terminate  the  lease  at  any 
time  upon  givipg  30  days  notice  to  the  other  party  of  an 
intention  so  to  do. 

Upon  the  second  question,  you  will  notice  that  the  lease 
confers  upon  the  lessee  the  right  "of  ingi'ess,  egress  and  re- 
gress to  and  from  same  (demised  premises)  from  the  north 
<end  west  over  other  lots  of  ground  of  the  lessors  or  some  of 
them."  This,  however,  refers  to  a  right  of  passage  over 
other  lots  belonging  to  the  lessor,  and  not  to  such  right  over 
the  sidewalk.  A  right  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  public 
highway  is  appurtenant  to  the  lease  not  by  reason  of  any 
express  language  used  therein,  but  because  such  right  is 
incidental  fo  the  possession  and  enjoyment  of  the  premises 
and  to  the  lawful  use  of  the  public  street. 

It  does  not  appear  from  your  communication  upon  what 
point  of  the  sidewalk  the  ])0sts  have  been  ])lac(Ml,  whether 
at  the  curb  or  near  the  house  line ;  nor  the  purpose  of  their 
erection,  nor  how  close  together  they  are.  You  do  state, 
however,  that  the  presence  of  such  posts  has  materially  in- 
terfered with  the  use  of  the  pro])erty  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  leased  to  the  City,  and  has  increased  the 
trouble  and  ex]Dense  of  so  using  it.  If  this  be  true,  such 
action  constitutes  an  unjustifiable  interference  with  the 
tenant   in  the   enjoyment  of   the   demised   premises,   and 


should  the  lessor  refuse  to  abate  the  same  upou  notice  so  to 
do,  the  City  would  be  justified  in  itself  following  that 
course,  if  that  be  deemed  advisable  in  view  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  commnnication,  ap- 
proved by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  enclosing 
a  letter  to  yourself  from  District  Surveyor  Gilling- 
liam,  iu  reference  to  the  status  of  Grover's  lane,  between 
Pasehall  avenue  and  Woodland  avenue,  from  which  it  ap- 
pears that  Grover's  lane  may  be  assumed  to  be  a  public 
highway;  that  in  1870  a  City  plan  was  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Surveyors,  upon  which  Seventy-second  street,  of 
the  width  of  sixty  feet,  covered  the  bed  of  Grover's  lane, 
but  that  said  street  was  not  physically  opened  beyond  the 
liiMUKhiries  of  said  lane.  That  in  1895  the  plan  was  reviseii 
so  that  tlie  line  of  Seveuty-second  street  was  mived  we-'t- 
ward. 

Tlie  ([uestion  asked  is  whetlier  the  confirmation  of  the 
plan  of  1895  vacated  the  bed  of  Grover's  lane,  and  whether, 
therefore,  the  bed  thereof  should  be  assessed  for  municipal 
improvements  made  on  the  bed  of  the  present  Seventy- 
scond  street. 

Since  ^  old  Seventy-second  street,  embracing  Grover's 
lane,  Avas  never  physically  opened,  it  would  seem  that 
Grover's  lane  was  not  superseded  as  a  ind^lic  highwa}-  by 
the  mere  placing  of  Seventy-second  street  upon  the  City 
])]an  as  covering  Grover's  lane,  and  it  would  follow  that  the 
change,  in  the  site  of  Seventy-second  street  by  the  action  of 


the  Board  in  1895,  -would  probably  not  operate  as  a  vaca- 
tion of  Grover's  lane.  1  Avonld  suggest,  however,  as  there 
may  be  some  difficulty  in  collecting  the  assessment  bills, 
that  the  City  should  take  the  assessment  bill  and  endeavor 
to  collect  it,  and  the  contractor  for  that  portion  of  the  street 
be  paid  by  warrant  as  in  the  case  of  non-assessable  prop- 
erty.

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Filtration  asks  for  my  opin- 
ion on  the  following  questions  : 

1.  As  to  whether,  in  this  particular  case,  the  City  can 
compel  the  railroad  to  move  the  trestle  ? 

2.  To  state  the  general  laws,  or  principles  of  law,  upon 
which  such  crossing  depend  ? 

Without  any  information  as  to  the  conditions  upon 
which  the  Pennsylvania  Ivailroad  may  have  been  granted 
the  right  to  cross  Tioga  street,  it  would  seem  probable  that 
the  City  shoidd  be  at  the  expense  of  removing  the  trestles 
in  order  to  lay  the  water  pipe,  though  much  would  dej^end 
U])on  the  laws  or  ordinances  under  which  such  crossing  was 
authorized  and  concerning  which  I  would  be  glad  to  have 
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further   information  before   answering  the  inquiry  more 
definitely. 

TJio  second  question  is  too  general  to  admit  of  an  ade- 
quate answer.  It  would  be  l)etter  to  submit  the  several 
cases  as  they  arise.

I  see  no  objection  to  correcting  a  clerical  error  of  this 
kind  at  any  time  before  the  actual  award  of  the  contract 
to  some  other  bidder,  and  would  therefore  say  that  it  would 
be  proper  to  follow  the  course  suggested. 

May  I  take  the  liberty  of  advising  you  that  heretofore 
the  custom  has  prevailed  of  having  communications  to  this 
Department  signed  by  the  Director  of  the  Department 
from  which  they  are  sent,  or  if  they  are  forwarded  under 
the  signature  of  any  other  official,  as  the  Assistant  Director 
or  Chief  of  a  Bureau,  that  they  be  marked  approved  by 
the  head  of  the  Department.  I  speak  of  this  only  because 
experience  in  the  past  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  and 
utility  of  adhering  to  this  formal  method  of  communica- 
tion between  the  several  Departments  of  the  city  govern- 
ment.

Dear.  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  April  12th^ 
stating  that  your  predecessor  had  notified  the  Mack  Paving 
Company  and  the  Barber  Aspjialt  Paving  Company,  that 
he  had  annulled  and  cancelled  certain  contracts  for  paving 
streets  and  would  re-advertise.  You  state  that  no  further 
action  was  taken,  and  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  work  be 
proceeded  with  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  you 
ask  for  an  opinion  of  this  Department  whether  you  would, 
have  autliority  to  rescind  the  order  of  the  former  Director 
and  direct  the  contractors  to  go  on  with  their  work,  or 
whether  the  annulment  necessitates  a  re-advertisement  and 
re-award  of  contracts. 

In  this  matter  the  former  Director  of  Public  Works  did. 
actually  re-advertise  for  new  bids,  whereupon  the  con- 
tractors filed  bills  in  equity  against  the  City  to  restrain  the- 
award  of  new  contracts,  because,  among  other  reasons,  con- 
tracts for  the  same  work  were  already  subsisting;  upon- 
which  bills  in  equity  injunctions  were  granted  by  the  court. 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  I  wonld  advise  you  that  you 
would  be  authorized  to  ignore  the  annulment  of  the  former 
contracts  and  to  instruct  the  contractors  to  proceed  with  the- 
work,  if  such  action  be  deemed  advisable  by  you.

1325  and  1327  Spring 
Garden  street,  to  wliich  yon  refer,  were  taken  by  purchase 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  school  purposes,  and  this 
beinii-  so,  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  22,  1905,  provides 
that  "The  title  to  all  pro])erty  now  held,  or  that  may  here- 
after be  acquired,  for  schodl  or  educational  purposes  in  the 
said  school  districts  of  the  first  class,  shall  be  vested  in  said 
cities  of  the  first  class,  but  all  such  property  shall  be  under 
the  exclusive  care  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education."'' 

Therefore,  it  would  seem  that  the  custody  of  the  said 
properties  is  in  that  Board,  and  the  Bureau  of  City  Prop- 
erty is  thereby  relieved  of  the  care  of  the  same.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Superintendent  of  Police  asking  for  the  law  regulating 
the  use  of  push  carts  and  hand  barrows  upon  the  highways 
of  the  City,  and  whetlier  a  person  having  a  license  to  sell 
from  a  barrow  is  entitled  to  stand  at  a  given  point  for  an 
indefinite  length  of  time. 

The  regailations  with  respect  to  push  carts  and  hand  bar- 
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rows  are  contained  in  the  ordinances  of  March  1,  1855, 
page  84 ;  June  3,  1871,  page  219,  and  April  11,  1893,  page 
216,  in  none  of  which  does  there  appear  to  be  any  limita- 
tion as  to  the  length  of  time  at  which  a  licensed  owner  of 
push  cart  oi;  barrow  may  stand  at  any  particular  point.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  letter  of  the  IGth  inst.,  in  regard 
to  the  question  "of  the  responsible  city  department  to  whom 
shall  be  entrusted  the  care  of  eftects  found  upon  dead 
persons  who  are  removed  to  the  Morgue,  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of,  in  cases  of  sudden  death  without  the  attendance 
of  a  physician,"  I  answer  as  follows : 

The  ancient  English  statute,  4:  Edward  1,  Section  2  (A. 
D.  1276)  which  regadates  the  duties  and  defines  the  powers 
of  the  Coroner,  is  still  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth,  ex- 
cept in  so  far  as  it  requires  him  to  make  inquiry  as  to  the 
property  of  any  person;  or  seizing  the  property  of  any 
person;  treasure  that  is  found,  etc.  (re  report  of  the  Judges 
appointed  to  ascertain  and  report  which  of  the  English 
Statutes  are  in  force  in  Pennsylvania  by  Act  of  April  7, 
1807),  Kobertson's  Digest,  page  100,  etc.,  and  note. 

The  Legislature  of  this  State  has  not  defined  the  powers 
of  the  Coroner  by  any  Act  of  Assembly,  but  had  left  them 
as  they  were  at  Common  Law.  Opinion,  Thayer,  P.  J.,  32 
Leg.  Int.,  page  142,  etc.,  until  the  passage  of  the  Act  of 
April  16,  1907,  which  in  Section  2  provides: 

"That  in  all  cases  of  sudden  death  where  the  cause 
is  not  surrounded  by  any  suspicious  circumstances  the 
body  of  the  deceased  shall  be  sent  immediately  by  the 
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police  or  health  authorities  if  the  death  shail  occur 
away  from  the  home  or  residence  of  the  deceased,  to 
the  same  or  to  such  relatives  or  friends  who  may  claim 
the  body,  or  in  absence  of  any  knowledge  as  to  the 
person  his  or  her  home,  residence,  relatives  or  friends 
the  health  board  or  police  authorties  of  any  city, 
con^ity,  borough  or  township  shall  take  possession  of 
.such  body  and  keep  the  same  in  such  place  as  may  be 
provided  by  said  authorities  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
maining for  a  limited  time  for  identification,  and  any 
effects  found  on  the  body  shall  be  handed  over  by  said 
police  or  health  authorities  to  the  Coroner." 

By  the  Act  of  April  15,  1834,  Secton  66,  (P.  L.  page 
550)  the  Coroner  is  directed  before  being  commissioned,  or 
execute  any  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  enter  into  a  recog- 
nizance and  become  bound  in  a  bond,  stc,  the  condition 
whereof  (Sec.  67),  shall  be  that  he  will  "well  and  truly 
perform  all  and  singular  the  duties  to  the  said  office  of 
Coroner  ai^pertaining." 

The  ordinance  of  December  3,  1870,  (ordinance,  1870, 
page  538),  establishes  certain  rules  and  regTilations  for  the 
government  of  the  then  new  Morgue ;  and  by  Kule  2  there- 
of there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  (of  Market 
and  City  Property)  a  superintendent  who  shall  (Rule  3) 
have  full  charge  of  the  Morgue  building,  etc.  The  attend- 
ant in  charge  of  the  Morgue  (Rule  5)  is  on  the  arrival  of  a 
corpse  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  among 
other  things,  "a.  description  of  the  body,  dlothing,  papers 
and  money  found  on  it,"  and  "the  papers,  money  and  all 
other  valuables  shall  be  put  up  in  a  package  marked  with 
the  same  number  as  the  body  and  placed  in  security  by  the 
Superintendent,  who  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the 
same."  Rule  1-1  provides  that  the  clothes  and  other  effects 
belonging  to  the  identified  bodies  shall  be  given  up  to  the 
family,  or  the  representatives  of  the  deceased,  on  proper 
proof,  and  their  receipt  be  taken  for  the  same ;  and  Rule  15 
provides  for  the  disposition  of  the  clothes  and  other  effects 
of  unrecognized  bodies,  etc. 

The  ordinance  of  March  22,  1888   (ordinances,  1888, 
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pag-e  191),  Section  1,  aLolished  the  Department  of  Markets, 
and  City  Property  and  created  tlie  Bureau  of  City  Prop- 
erty, and  i:)llaced  it  under  and  subject  to  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  Dei)artnient  of  Puhlic  Safetv ;  transferred 
(Sect.  2)  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  then  Department 
of  Markets  and  City  Pro{)erty  to  the  Bureau  of  City  Prop- 
erty, and  directed  (Sect.  3)  that  '"all  the  powiers  and 
duties  conferred  by  law  or  ordinance  on  the  Commissioner 
of  Markets  and  City  Property  should  be  })erformed  by  the 
head  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property." 

The  effects  found  upon  dead  persons  and  which  come 
into  the  possession  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  or 
its  officials,  or  the  health  authorities,  must  by  direction  of 
the  Act  of  1907  be  handed  to  the  Coroner,  to  be  by  him 
given  to  those  legally  entitled  to  the  same  in  all  cased 
whether  the  body  is  removed  to  the  Morgue  or  to  the  homo- 
of  the  deceased,  or  that  of  his  relatives  or  friends. 

''In  case  of  sudden  death  without  the  attendance  of  a 
physician"  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  the  health 
authorities  must  exercise  a  proper  discretion,  retaining 
on'ly  such  effects  found  upon  dead  persons  as  are  necesary 
for  a  proper  investigation,  if  one  is  deemed  necessary,  and' 
when  they  have  served  their  ])urpose  must  be  handed  to  the 
Coroner  as  hereinbefore  indicated.

I  fm  of  the  opinion  that  this  paving  should  not  be  taken 
up  and  relaid  but  that  the  contractors  should  pave  only 
that  portion  of  the  highway  between  the  rail  and  the  curb 
on  each  side  and  not  the  portion  between  the  rails.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  April  22(1, 
enclosing  copy  of  an  Act  defining  the  duty  of  Coroners, 
police  and  health  authorities  in  this  Commonwealth  in. 
reference  to  the  disposition  of  bodies  of  persons  whose 
cause  of  death  may  be  the  subject  of  inquiry  by  the  Cor- 
oner, and  which  you  state  you  are  informed,  was  signed  by 
the  Governor  on  the  16th  of  this  month,  and  requesting 
an  opinion  as  to  what  Act  or  Acts  are  repealed  by  this  Act, 
and  what  the  duties  of  the  Coroner  consist  in  thereunder. 

The  first  section  of  the  Act  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
Coroner  and  Deputy  Coroner  "in  all  cases  where  the  cause 
of  death  is  of  a  suspicious  nature  and  character  to  cause  an 
investigation  of  the  facts  concerning  said  death,  and  to 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  an  autopsy  as  the  facts  of 
the  case  may  demand  by  su^h  official." 

The  second  section  provides  that  where  in  cases  of  sudden 
death  the  case  is  not  surrounded  by  suspicious  circum- 
stances, the  body  of  the  deceased  shall  be  sent  by  the  police 
or  health  authorities,  if  the  death  shall  occur  away  from 
the  home  or  residence  of  the  deceased,  to  the  same,  or  to 
such  relatives  or  friends  who  may  claim  the  body,  or  in 
absence  of  any  knowledge  as  to  the  person,  or  his  home, 
residence,  relatives  or  friends,  the  health  board  or  police 
authorities  shall  take  possession  of  such  body  and  keep  it 
in  such  place  as  may  be  provided  by  said  authorities  for 
the  purpose  of  remaining  for  a  limited  time  for  identifi.- 
eation  and  any  effects  found  on  the  body  to  be  handed  by 
said  authorities  to  the  Coroner,  and  by  that  official  given 
to  those  legally  entitled  thereto,  provided  that  nothing  in 
this  section  shall  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  Coroner  to 
investigate  the  facts  or  causes  of  said  death. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  Acts  of  Assembly  which  are 
repealed  by  the  foregoing,  though  in  the  case  of  persona 
dying  suddenly  away  from  their  homos,  the  health  or  police 
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authorities  are  required  to  turn  over  to  the  Coroner  all 
effects  found  upon  the  bodies,  and  the  Coroner  is  directed  to 
deliver  them  to  the  relatives  or  friends  of  the  deceased. 
This  differs  from  the  practice  prescribed  by  the  ordinance 
of  December  3,  1870,  which  provided  that  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Morgue  should  transmit  such  effects  to  the 
proper  relatives. 

As  to  the  duties  devolved  by  the  Act  upon  the  Coroner, 
he  is  directed  to  investigate  all  deaths  of  a  suspicious 
nature  or  character,  and  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  an 
autopsy  as  (if)  the  facts  of  the  case  may  demand  this;  and 
by  the  second  section  the  Coroner  is  to  receive  the  effects 
fomid  on  the  body  of  persons  dying  suddenly  away  from 
their  homes,  and  to  give  such  effects  to  those  legally  entitled 
to  them  the  proviso  to  this  section  enacting  that  nothing 
therein  shall  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  Coroner  to 
investigate  the  facts  or  cause  of  such  death. 

Upon  the  whole,  I  would  say  as  to  this  statute  that  it 
does  not  greatly  change  the  previously  existing  law.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  April  24th, 
stating  that  the  Bureau  of  Highways  asked  for  bids  for 
paving  certain  streets  with  vitrified  fire  clay  or  shale  brick, 
and  that  contracts  were  awarded  for  shale  brick,  the  prices 
submitted  for  such  brick  being  cheaper  than  for  fire  clay 
brick;  that  the  contractors,  because  of  circumstances  over 
which  they  have  no  control,  inform  you  that  they  are 
unable  to  furnish  shale  brick,  and  offer  to  substitute  fire 
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clay  brick  at  the  same  price  for  which  they  proposed  to 
lay  the  shale  brick  paving;  and  thereupon  you  inquire 
whether  the  Department  of  Public  Works  would  be  author- 
ized to  permit  the  contract^)rs  to  lay  fire  clay  brick  as  pro- 
proposed. 

I  think  you  would  be  authorized  to  follow  this  course, 
imless  the  ordinance  directino;  the  paving  to  be  done  s}>eci- 
fied  shale  brick  alone ;  or  unless  some  other  responsible  bid- 
der offered  to  do  the  work  with  fire  clay  brick  at  a  lower 
price  than  that  bid  for  such  brick  by  the  present  contractors 
at  the  time  when  proposals  were  invited,  in  which  latter 
case  a  new  contract  should  be  made  with  the  lower  respon- 
sible bidder,  or  advertisement  should  be  made  for  further 
bids.

Ill  re  Grading  Dickens  Avenue  Between  Sixty-third  and 
Sixty-fourth  Streets  Without  Authority.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  communication  of 
J.  A.  Hunter,  Chief  of  the  Biu"eau  of  Highways,  under  date 
of  April  16,  1907,  in  reference  to  the  grading  of  Dicken'a 
avenue,  between  Sixty-third  and  Sixty-fourth  streets,  in 
the  Fortieth  Ward,  by  Mr.  Frank  MicCulloug'h,  without 
any  authority. 

I  have  made  inquiries  into  the  matter  and  learn  that 
]\rr.  ]\rcCullough,  who  is  the  owner  of  the  southern  side  on 
Dicken's  avenue,  has  erected  on  the  lot  some  dwelling 
houses,  and  that  he  is  grading  and  curbing  the  sidewalk  in 
front  of  these  properties. 

As  the  law  requires  the  property  owner  to  curb  and  grade 
and  pave  his  sidewalk,  Mr.  McCullough  is  not  acting  with- 
out authority,  and  is  justified  in  grading  the  sidewalk  in 
front  of  his  properties.  He  does  not  propose  to  grade  the 
road  bed.  The  City  would  not  be  liable  to  any  property 
o\\'ner  for  damages  because  of  the  grading  of  this  sidewalk 
by  ]\fr  INfcCullough.  and  if  the  protestant  is  injured  by  the 
act  of  Mr.  McCullough,  his  claim  would  be  against  him. 

^\Taen  the  letter  reached  me  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau,  I  was  under  the  impression  that  Mr.  McCullough 
without  any  authority  was  grading  the  road-bed,  or  one- 
half  of  it,  and  thus  leaving  one^half  of  the  street  on  a 
higher  level  than  the  other.  But  I  am  informed  that  the 
grading  of  the  road-bed  is  not  being  carried  on,  and  that 
what  Mr.  ]\rcCullough  is  doing  cannot  possibly  create  "an 
extremely  dangerous  condition"  as  stated  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  leter  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  stating  that  a 
property  owner  executed  a  contract  Avith  the  contractor  hav- 
ing the  annual  contract  for  ])aving  for  the  year  1906,  for 
the  paving  of  a  street  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
of  September  12,  1905,  at  a  time  which  was  too  late  to 
permit  of  the  paving  being  done  during  the  year  1906,  in 
which  the  contract  Avas  made ;  that  the  Department  has 
not  as  yet  advertised  for  proposals  for  pavin<^  streets  for 
the  year  1907,  and  explaining  the  hardshi-,>  upon  the  prop- 
erty owner  if  the  pavement  should  not  happen  to  be  laid. 

Inquiry  is  made  as  to  what  action  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways may  take  to  have  the  said  paving  done  expeditiously, 
and  asking  further : — 

1.  "Can  the  Department  compel  the  contractor  to 
whom  was  awarded  the  annual  contract  for  paving 
streets  under  autliority  of  the  ordinance  of  September 
12,  1905,  during  the  year  1906,  to  pave  a  street  in 
1907,  when  contract  Avas  executed  by  the  property 
oAATier  as  required  in  Section  1  of  said  ordinance  dur- 
ing 1906  ?" 

2.  ''Would  the  Department  be  justified  in  permit- 
ting the  contractor,  to  whom  was  awarded  the  contract 
for  paving  streets  under  authority  of  said  ordinance 
during  the  year  1906,  to  pave  a  street  in  1907,  there 
being  no  contract  in  force  for  doing  such  work  during 
the  year  1907  and  no  bids  received  for  said  work?" 

The  answer  to  inquiry  No.  1  depends  entirely  upon  the 
terms  of  the  contracts  between  the  city  and  the  contractor, 
and  between  the  contractor  and  the  property  owner.     Not 
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having  these  before  me  it  is  impossible  to  advise  you 
whether  the  contractor  for  the  year  1906  can  be  compelled 
to  do  in  1907  work  contracted  for  with  the  property  o"v^Taer 
in  1906. 

In  answer  to  question  Xo.  2, 1  would  say  that  I  find  noth- 
ing in  the  ordinance  of  September  12,  1905,  which  requires 
that  the  work  for  the  property  owner  must  be  done  in  the 
same  year  in  which  the  contract  is  executed,  or  in  which 
the  city  has  its  annual  contract.  That  ordinance  provides 
that  the  property  owner  shall  agi'ee  to  have  the  said  paving 
done  by  the  contractor  to  whom  has  been  awarded  the 
annual  contract  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  but 
does  not  stipulate  that  the  actual  paving  must  be  done 
during  the  same  year. 

I  think  therefore  the  Department  would  be  justified  in 
pennitting  the  contractor  to  pave  the  street  during  the  year 
1907,  if  he  is  willing  so  to  do,  or  if,  under  the  terms  of 
his  contracts,  that  obligation  remains  upon  him. 

I  think  the  foregoing  answers  the  general  inquiry  as  to 
what  action  the  Bureau  of  Highways  should  take  in  the 
circumstances,  as  far  as  can  be  done  with  the  information 
now  before  me.

Genteemen^: — In  reference  to  the  employment  of  labor- 
ers, it  would  appear  from  the  Act  of  ILarcli  5,  1906,  that 
they  are  made  a  class  by  themselves,  that  is  to  say,  that 
besides  the  exempt  class  of  city  employees,  there  is  a  com- 
petitive class,  a  non-competitive  class  and  a  laboring  class, 
which  latter  is  also  non-competitive,  as  is  sho\\Ti  by  Section 
13  of  the  Act. 

The  evident  purpose  of  the  statute  is  that  laborers  shall 
be  examined  only  to  ascertain  whether  they  are  fitted  or  un- 
fitted for  the  work  to  be  done  by  them,  but  not  to  ascertain 
the  comparative  degree  of  fitness  among  such  as  are  found 
to  be  eligible.  This  view  seems  to  be  corroborated  by  Sec- 
tion  19,  and  so  much  of  Section  9  as  applies  to  ordinary 
unskilled  laborers,  and  who  are  there  distingiiished  from 
the  appointees  classified  under  Section  14,  in  that  they 
need  not  be  skilled  or  technically  learned,  but  should  simply 
possess  enough  ex])erience,  strength  and  intelligence,  and 
should  1)0  sufficiently  industrious  and  sober  to  perform  the 
duties  usually  required  of  ordinary  laborers  or  worlcmen. 
It  was  therefore  doubtlessly  intended  that  the  names  of 
(laborers  are  not  required  to  be  sent  to  the  appointing  officer 
in  groups  of  four,  as  i)rovided  in  the  case  of  those  passing 
a  competitive  examination,  but  that  there  should  be  no 
individual  rating  among  laborers  declared  to  be  acceptable 
to  tlie  Board. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  none  of  them  can  l)e  said  to  be 
at  the  head  of  the  list,  as  in  the  case  of  those  passing  com- 
petitive examinations,  which  in  their  nature  imply  degrees 
of  excellence  among  the  successful  candidates.  In  other 
words,  in  the  competitive  class,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  required  to  certify 
four  names  to  the  appointing  officer,  and  from  these  four 
he  must  make  choice;  while  in  the  labor  class,  the  Civil 
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Service  Commission  is  to  have  a  registered  list  o£  appli- 
cants, and  from  this  entire  list  the  appointments  are  to  be 
made. 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  is  authorized,  according 
to  Section  19  of  the  Act,  to  make  rules  and  regulations  as 
to  perference  in  this  class,  but  in  the  absence  of  any  such 
rule,  the  appointiug  officer  can  choose  from  the  complete 
list.

goods,  vvliich  those  ordinances  provided  for,  authorizes  the 
o-wner  of  a  push  cart  or  hand  barrow  to  stand  at  any  place 
for  such  a  length  of  time  as  to  constitute  a  nuisance,  or 
unduly  obstruct  ordinary  travel  or  traffic  upon  the  high- 
way.

the  former  of  which  reasons  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  states 
is  equally  applicable  to  the  proposed  contracts  for  grading 
concerning  which  inquiry  is  made. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  contracts  for  grading 
should  not  be  executed  upon  the  bids  received  on  March 
25.  1007,  '.inder  the  above  conditions,  but  the  work  should 
be  re-a(h-ei-tiscd  giving  the  notice  required  by  law,  and 
having  proposal  forms  and  specifications  ready  for  intend- 
ing bidders  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  receipt  of  bids.

Dear  Sik: — T  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  ffom 
Mr.  George  vS.  AVcbster,  Chief  Engineer,  approved  by  you, 
in  reference  to  Dickens  avenue,  from  Sixty-third  street  to 
Sixty-fourth  street.  It  is  stated  that  Dickens  avenue  was 
confirmed  November  2,  .1891;  that  portions  of  Dickens 
avenue,  from  Sixty-third  to  Sixty-fourth  streets,  were 
dedicated  to  public  use  October  30,  1891  and  October  28, 
1893 ;  that  lots  fronting  on  that  portion  of  Dickens  avenue 
not  dedicated  by  deed  to  public  use,  were  sold  bounded  by 
Dickens  avenue,  in  May  and  June,  188G, — more  than  five 
years  before  Dickens  avenue  was  laid  down  on  the  con- 
firmed plans  of  the  City;  that  affidavits  have  been  filed  in 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys  affirming  that  Dickens  avenue, 
from  Sixty-third  to  Sixty-fourth  streets,  has  been  open  of 
the  width  of  50  feet  (the  confirmed  width)  for  a  period 
of  eighteen  years. 

If  the  facts  as  stated  be  true,  I  would  advise  that  you 
vvouU'  be  justified  in  entering  upon  your  records  J)ickens 
avenue,  from  Sixt^^-third  street  to  Sixty-fourth  street,  as 
a  legally  opened  street.

])EArv  Sin: — Yonr  favor  of  the  second  inst.,  in  reply  to 
niy  conji'innication  of  the  27th  ult.,  in  relation  to  the  grad- 
ing of  Dickens  avenue,  between  Sixty-third  and  Sixty-fifth 
streets,  received. 

It  is  technically  true  that  a  property  owner  is  not 
required  to  grade  his  sidewalk,  as  Councils  by  ordinance 
have  placed  that  burden  upon  the  City.  The  property 
■owner,  however,  is  required  to  pave  the  sidewalk,  and  there 
is  usually  some  grading  or  levelling  required  for  that  pur- 
pose. If  the  property  owner  relieves  the  City  from  grading 
the  sidewalk  in  order  that  he  may  pave  it,  no  fault  can 
l)c  found  with  him.  ]\Ir.  Cullough  has  received  permits 
from  the  City  to  huild  houses  on  Dickens  avenue  and  a 
terrain  grade  has  been  fixed  by  the  City,  and  he  is  required 
to  build  in  conformity  with  that  grade.  He  certainly 
should  be  permitted  to  make  his  properties  accessible  by 
grading  the  sidewalks  and  paving,  if  necessary.  If  in 
doing  so,  as  stated  in  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  he  creates  a  dangerous  condition,  he  should 
be  compelled  to  protect  travellers  along  the  street  or  s"hould 
be  stopped  from  doing  such  work.  If  he  has  made  a  cut 
-east  of  Sixty-fourth  street  so  as  to  leave  an  abrupt  fall 
from  the  road-bed,  he  should  be  required  to  put  up  some 
barrier  so  as  to  prevt^nt  injury  to  travellers  or  pedestrians. 
Mr.  McCullough  could  easily  fix  the  road-bed  in  such  a 
"way  as  to  avoid  the  dangerous  condition,  and  should  be 
required  to  do  so. 

If  Mr.  McCullough,  after  being  notified  by  you,  fails 
to  put  the  street  in  proper  condition,  we  will  take  proceed- 
ings agaiust  him.

Dear  Sir: — [  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Assistant  Director  of  your  Department  inquiring 
■whether  you  would  be  authorized  to  supply  water  to 
premises  in  DelaAvare  County  at  the  west  end  of  Cobb's 
Creek  just  over  the  City  Line. 

In  the  case  of  Pittsburg  vs.  Brace,  158  Pa.  171,  cited 
in  City  vs.  Eorer,  20  Montgomery  Co.,  71,  it  was  decided 
that  a  City  had  no  right  to  furnish  water  beyond  its  terri- 
torial limits  unless  ,so  authorized  by  statute.  'No  statute 
confers  such  power  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  except 
the  Act  of  April  10,  1873,  P.  L.  686,  which  authorized 
the  supply  of  water  by  the  City  from  the  water  works 
lately  belonging  to  the  Chestnut  Hill  Water  Company  to 
any  of  the  residents  in  the  township  of  Springfield  in 
Montgomery  County.  This  would,  of  course,  not  confer 
the  right  to  supply  water  elsewhere  beyond  the  city  limits 
than  in  the  to'^mship  mentioned,  and  it  would  follow  that 
your  Department  would  not  be  authorized  to  make  the 
connection  concerning  which  inquiry  is  made.  That 
such  connecton  has  already  been  made  with  the  property  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  road,  seems  to  have  been  an  irregu- 
larity which,  however,  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  precedent  for 
continuing  to  do  that  which  the  law  does  not  permit.

Drak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  ■ith, 
asking  whether  Mrs.  Martha  McDonald,  wife  of  Stewart 
McDonald,  mav  not  be  relieved  of  the  Civil  Service  exam- 
ination as  an  applicant  for  the  position  of  Attendant  at 
a  toilet  in  a  pnblic  sqnare  at  a  salary  of  $300  per  annum, 
under  the  proviso  to  the  Civil  Service  Act  which  exempts 
from  such  an  examination  the  widows  and  children  of 
honorably  discharged  soldiers,  etc. 

You  state  very  forcibly  the  reasons  which  bring  this 
lady  within  the  spirit  of  the  law,  and  show  that  upon  the 
merits  of  the  ease  she  is  equally  entitled  to  such  exemption 
as  she  would  be  if  her  husband  were  deceased.  Unfortu- 
natley,  ho^vever,  the  language  of  the  Act  is  so  explicit  in 
limiting  exemption  to  the  widows  and  children  of  soldiers, 
that  it  is  impossible  to  extend  the  proviso  to  cover  the 
case  of  the  wife  of  a  soldier  who  is  still  living.  When  a 
law  is  clear  and  plain  in  its  language  there  remains  no 
room  for  construction  or  interpretation,  and  ministerial 
officers  are  obliged  to  enforce  it  as  it  is  written,  notwith- 
standing the  hardship  which  may  be  involved  in  individual 
cases. 

Regretting  the  necessity  of  rendering  an  opinion  adverse 
to  the  interests  of  the  lady  concerning  whom  you  write,

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  under  date  of 
May  7th,  from  the  Assistant  Director  of  your  Department, 
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stating  that  he  is  informed  that  the  Supreme  Court 
granted  an  injunction  on  Contract  Xo.  51,  Filtering 
Materials,  and  requesting  to  be  advised  as  to  the  status  of 
the  matter,  particularly  as  to  what  disposition  should  be 
made  of  the  material  that  has  been  delivered  on  account 
of  said  contract  but  not  placed. 

The  Supreme  Court,  on  Monday  last,  handed  down  an 
opinion  holding  that  Contract  ISTo.  51  was  improperly 
awarded  and  directing  the  lower  Court  to  issue  an  injunc- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  prayer  of  the  Bill  in  Equity, 
which  was  to  restrain  the  execution  of  the  contract.  As 
you  are  aware,  the  contract  was  executed  last  year  under 
the  opinion  of  the  lower  Court  to  the  effect  that  there  was 
no  valid  objection  to  its  being  made  and  carried  out. 

In  view  oi  all  the  facts,  in  my  judgment,  you  would  be 
justined  in  placins;  the  material  already  delivered  and 
received,  but  should  immediately  advertise  for  new  bids 
for  the  supply  of  so  much  of  the  sand  and  gravel  as  has 
not  yet  been  deli^'ered  or  shipped  in  fulfilment  of  the  con- 
tract.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  of  May 
10th,  whether  you  are  authorized  to  make  a  settlement 
with  the  party  in  interest  in  respect  to  certain  claims  mad© 
under  Contract  ISTo.  27,  Oak  Lane  Reservoir.  You  state 
that  the  claims  presented  appear  to  be  just  and  should  be 
paid,  and  such  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  the  former  Chief 
Jingineer  in  charge  of  filtration,  as  T  gather  from  copy  of 
communication  sent  with  your  letter. 

I  think  there  is  no  doubt  of  your  authority  to  settle 
these  claims  as  proposed,  excepting  the  claim  for  interest 
upon  deferred  payments,  which  I  think  is  of  too  doubtful 
a  character  to  be  allowed,  unless  recovered  by  some  adverse 
proceeding. 

Referring  to  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Sheble  of  your 
department,  however.  I  am  told  that  the  amount  of  the 
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claims  to  be  paid  would  e.xceed  the  balance  of  the  contract 
price  remaining  unexpended,  although  there  is  sufficient 
money  appropriated  to  the  credit  of  the  item  to  enable 
such  settlement  to  be  made.  It  Avould  be  necessary,  there- 
fore, in  order  that  the  warrDuts  to  be  drawn  in  settlement 
of  the  claim  should  be  duly  authorized  and  that  the  City 
Controller  would  be  justified  in  countersigning  them,  that 
a  supplementary  contract  be  drawn  bringing  the  total 
amount  contracted  for  to  a  sufficient  sum  to  enable  the 
claims  to  be  paid.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  inquiring 
whether  your  Department  would  be  authorized  to  have 
grading  of  certain  streets  done  by  the  contractor  for  the 
paving,  without  advertising  for  separate  bids  for  such 
grading.  In  said  communication  it  is  stated  that  the  con- 
tracts for  paving  various  streets  having  been  executed, 
which  streets  have  already  been  graded  but  in  which  a 
small  amount  of  extra  grading  is  re.quired  by  reason  of 
carters  having  surreptitiously  dumped  dirt  upon  such 
streets,  the  contractors  are  willing  to  remove  such  excess 
dirt  for  sums  ranging  from  $50  to  $99  for  each  street; 
that  if  done  under  regular  contract  the  cost  of  the  work 
to  the  city  would  in  no  case  be  less  than  $100,  and  would 
range  generally  from  $150  to  $200  in  each  instance;  that 
therefore  the  price  at  which  the  contractors  are  willing  to 
do  this  work  is  much  less  than  what  the  work  can  be  done 
for  after  advertisement,  and  that  as  there  are  no  ordinances 
to  authorize  this  extra  grading,  the  work  cannot  be  adver- 
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tised.  That  in  all  eases  in  question  building  operations 
have  been  completed,  or  arc  nearly  completed,  on  the  lines 
of  the  streets,  and  the  property  o^^^lers  are  desirous  of  hav- 
ing their  streets  paved. 

The  jetter  of  the  law  requires  that  all  municipal  work 
shall  be  done  by  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  thus  imply- 
ing tlie  necessity  of  public  advertisement  for  bids.  In  a 
case  of  the  minor  importance  and  purely  incidental  char- 
acter which  this  is  stated  to  be,  however,  it  would  seem 
that  the  head  of  the  Department  might  assume  the  respon- 
sibility of  departing  from  the  literal  strictness  of  the 
statute  if  no  objection  thereto  be  forthcoming  from  any 
source. 

I  am  not  advised  whether  any  appropriation  is  available 
in  excess  of  the  amounts  for  which  the  contracts  were 
originally  made,  nor  whether  if  such  be  the  case,  the  con- 
tracts have  or  have  not  reached  the  maximum  amount  stip- 
ulated in  each  of  them,  which  amount  they  cannot  be  made 
to  exceed  without  the  execution  of  supplemental  contracts. 
These  are  matters  of  administrative  detail  about  which 
you  do  not  inquire,  and  into  which,  perhaps,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  enter. 

I  would  add  further,  that  if  the  contracts  concerning 
which  you  ask,  provide  that  the  contractor  is  required  to 
do  such  incidental  levelling  without  cost  to  the  City,  such 
requirement  should,  of  course,  bo  insisted  upon,  and  no 
extra  compensation  be  paid  for  that  work.

Dear    Sir: — To   your   inquiry    of   recent   date,    as    to 
whet.her  the  lot  of  ground  owned  by  the  City  at  the  intersec- 
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tion  of  Lancaster  avenue  and  Sixty-third  street  is  subject 
to  certain  building  restrictions,  I  reply  that  in  1893  the 
Overbrook  Land  Company,  the  then  o\^Tier  of  a  large  lot  of 
ground,  and  of  which  the  lot  about  which  you  inquire  was 
a  part,  conveyed  the  same  to  John  H.  Myers,  imposing 
upon  the  whole  tract  the  restriction  that  no  dwelling  house 
should  be  erected  on  the  said  lot  less  than  thirty  feet  dis- 
tant from  the  Front  street  line  thereof.  In  May,  1894, 
Myers  re-conveyed  a  portion  of  this  large  tract  to  the  Land 
Company,  and  on  February  3,  1905,  Duke  ^lunyon,  the 
then  owner  of  the  lot  in  question,  conveyed  the  same  to  the 
City  of  Philadeilphia  under  authority  of  the  ordinance  of 
the  Select  and  Common  Councils  approved  January  23, 
1905,  for  Fire  House  purposes  and  without  restrictions  of 
any  kind  whatsoever. 

The  Title  Insurance  Company  to  whom  application  was 
made  issued  its  policy  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  insuring 
the  title  to  the  said  lot  of  ground  to  be  clear  of  all  incum- 
brances and  restrictions,  and  it  is  proper  for  you  to  con- 
tinue the  erection  of  the  building  (Fire  House)  in  course 
of  construction  upon  the  lot  until  proceedings  are  com- 
menced to  restrain  you,  and  upon  the  service  of  notice  of 
such  proceedings,  to  notify  this  Department  and  stop  build- 
ing operations.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
transmitting  copy  of  a  Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  requesting  this  Department  to  inform  said 
Board  whether  school  property  can  be  sold  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  and  the  proceeds  thereof  applied  to  the 
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purchase  of  other  sites  or  the  erection  of  other  school  build- 
ings. 

I  infer  that  the  purport  of  this  inquiry  Is,  whether  the 
action  indicated  may  be  taken  indeitendently  of  tlie  con- 
currence of  Councils  therein. 

By  the  23d  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  P. 
L.  35,  it  was  ])rovided  as  follows: 

'^Immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  said 
Board  of  Controllers,  all  property  real  and  personal, 
all  trusts  and  trust  funds,  and  all  estate,  rights,  privi- 
leges and  immunities  whatsoever  that  are  or  shall  be 
by  law  or  otherwise  vested  in,  owned,  possessed  or  en- 
joyed by,  or  that  in  any  wise  appertain  to  the  corpora- 
tion created  by  the  act  of  Assembly  passed  April  10, 
A.  D.  1845,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  Controller 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  City  and  County  of  Phila- 
delphia," shall  be  vested  in  and  be  held,  possessed  and 
enjoyed  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  subject  to  all  the 
trusts,  conditions  and  liabilities  now  legally  applicable 
thereto,  and  all  sums  of  money  due,  payable  to  or  re- 
ceived by  the  Board  of  Controllers,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury,  and  all  sums  expended  by  or 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Board  of  Controllers,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  City  Treasurer,  upon  orders  dra^^^^  under 
appropriations  regiilarly  made  by  Councils." 

The  Act  of  April  22,  1905,  Section  9.  P.  L.  271,  is  in 
part  in  these  terms : 

"The  Board  shall  have  complete  power  to  adminis- 
ter all  money  or  moneys  appropriated  or  available  for 
its  use,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  to  enter  into 
and  execute  contracts,  and  for  these  purposes  shall 
possess  the  powers  and  privileges  of  a  corporation  of 
the  first  class.  The  title  to  all  property  now  held  or 
that  may  hereafter  be  acquired  for  school  or  educa- 
tional purposes,  in  the  said  school  district  of  the  first 
class,  shall  be  vested  in  said  City  of  the  first  class ;  but 
all  such  ])roperty  shall  l)e  under  the»exclusive  care  and 
control  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education." 
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For  other  statutes  and  for  a  reference  to  some  of  the 
decided  cases  bearing  more  or  less  directly  npon  the  ques- 
tion submitted,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment dated  June  10,  1892,  page  29. 

From  the  foregoing  citations  it  seems  clear  that  the  title 
CO  the  school  property  of  tile  First  School  District  of  Penn- 
sylvania is  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  while 
full  authority  is  given  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
of  said  District  to  manage,  administer  and  control  such 
property,  similar' authority  to  sell  or  dispose  thereof  with- 
out the  sanction  of  Councils  has  not  been  conferred. 

In  tile  absence  of  such  legislative  authority,  and  since  the 
title  to  said  property  is  vested  in  the  City,  it  would  follow 
that  such  title  could  not  be  divested  without  the  consent  of 
the  ordinary  municipal  authorities,  and  that  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  would  not  be  empowered  to  sell  school 
proi)erty  and  devote  the  proceeds  to  the  purchase  of  other 
sites  or  for  the  erection  of  other  school  buildings,  unless 
that  course  should  be  prescribed  or  authorized  by  the  City 
Councils.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  an  inquiry  from  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  in 
relation  to  the  stoning  of  Johnson  street,  between  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  bridge  and  Wayne  avenue,  with  a  draw- 
ing showing  the  location  of  the  streets  in  question. 

Therefrom  it  appears  that  a  contract  has  been  executed 
for  the  stoning  of  Johnson  'Street  west  of  Wi'^sahickon  ave- 
nue; that  Councils  by  ordinance  of  ISTovember  22,  1906 
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transferred  the  sum  of  $800  to  Item  21  ''for  completion 
of  curfacing  Jolmsdn  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward," 
being  as  is  stated  in  said  letter,  intended  for  the  stoning 
of  that  portion  of  Johnson  street  which  lies  between  the 
railroad  bridge  and  Wayne  avenue. 

As  I  understand  the  inquiry,  it  is  whether  your  Depart- 
ment would  be  authorized  to  let  a  contract  for  stoning  such 
portions  of  Johnson  street  as  a  supplement  to  the  executed 
contract  for  the  stoning  of  that  portion  of  the  street  west 
of  Wissahickon  avenue,  or  whether  a  new  advertisement, 
new  bidding  and  a  new  contract  are  required  for  dong  this 
w'ork. 

If  bids  were  originally  invited  for  stoning  only  so  much 
of  Johnson  street  as  lies  west  of  Wissahickon  avenue  for 
a  length  of  about  one  thousand  feet,  and  the  contract  was 
made  specifically  for  that  portion  of  the  street,  it  will  now 
be  necessary  to  advertise  for  new  bids  and  to  make  a  new 
contract  for  the  stoning  of 'so  much  of  said  street  as  is  situ- 
ated between  the  railroad  bridge  and  Wayne  avenue. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  when  bids  were  invited  for  the 
present  contract,  bidders  were  notified  that  under  such  eon- 
tract  work  on  the  other  portion  of  Johnson  street  might 
ultimately  be  included,  this  could  now  be  done  by  way  of 
a  supplemental  contract,  and  advertisement  for  new  bids 
would  not  be  legally  requisite.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  inquiry  as  to  what 
official  has  the  right  to  annul  licenses  for  billiard  rooms 
and  eating  houses. 

While  I  do  not  find  any  statutory  provision  for  the 
annulment  of  the  licenses  for  such  places  j^y  any  executive 
official,  yet  the  revocation  of  these  licenses  is  directed  as 
a  part  of  the  penalty  for  certain  things  wdiich  are  forbidden 
by  statute;  as  for  instance,  in  the  Act  of  June  1,  1881,  P. 
L.  37,  prohibiting  the  proprietors  of  billiard  rooms,  etc., 
to  permit  the  playing  of  games  of  chance  for  drinks,  it  is 
provided  that  "any  license  granted  for  the  keeping  of  such 
saloon,  hotel,  tavern,  inn,  billiard  room  or  other  place  of 
resort  or  amusement,  shall  l)e  declared  null  and  void  by  the 
court  in  which  the  said  second  offence  shall  be  tried,"  and 
other  statutes  have  similar  provisions.  And  in  addition 
to  the  foregoing,  I  think  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  ordinary 
police  powers  of  the  Mayor  would  enable  him  to  close  any 
such  place,  especially  billiard  and  pool  room,  where  that 
step  should  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  public 
peace  and  morals,  or  the  suppression  of  any  practice 
amounting  to  a  continuing  public  nuisance.

JJear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  llighwaj^s,  ai)proved  by  you,  stating  that 
Moravian  street,  from  Forty-third  to  Forty-fourth  street, 
a  private  street  supported  by  a  retaining  wall,  was  in  i» 
dangerous  condition  and  that  the  retaining  wall  is  likely 
to  fall  down  and  carry  the  street  with  it ;  that  the  Highway 
Bureau  has  served  notice  upon  the  abutting  property  own- 
ers to  repair  the  wall,  under  authority  of  the  ordinance  of 
March  21,  18S7  "assuming  that  the  street  could  not  be 
placed  in  good  repair  unless  the  retaining  wall  were  prop- 
erly re[)aired;"  that  various  questions  have  been  asked  by 
the  owners  of  the  abutting  property;  and  desiring  to  be 
informed  what  method  should  be  pursued  in  the  event  of 
the  property  owners  failing  to  comply  with  the  notice,  and 
in  the  event  of  part  of  the  property  OMOiers  making  repairs 
to  the  portions  of  the  wall  abutting  upon  their  property 
and  the  others  refusing  to  comply  with  the  notice,  and  how 
bills  should  be  made  out  in  either  case. 

The  ordinance  of  March  21,  1887,  provides  that  notices 
shall  1)0  sent  to  the  abutting  ])roperty  owners  to  re])air  pri- 
vate streets,  courts  or  alleys  when  the  necessity  therefor 
exists.  Upon  neglect  of  the  owners  to  make  re]>airs  after 
twenty  days'  notice  the  same  is  to  be  done  by  the  Bureau 
of  ITighways,  and  if  the  owners  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay 
the  bills  therefor  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  pre- 
sentation liereof,  then  the  city  is  to  pay  for  the  work,  and 
the  hillf,  for  the  same  should  be  sent  to  the  City  Solicitor 
for  collection  or  lien  against  the  projierties  respectively 
responsible  for  the  work  done. 

Having  sent  notices  to  the  abutting  owners  to  do  this 
work,  1  thiidv  you  should  do  so  mu(;h  thereof  as  may  not  be 
do7ie  ])}'  any  al)utting  ]>roporty  owners  in  front  of  his 
pro])crty,  and  whether  all  of  tlie  owners,  or  only  some  of 
them,   refuse  or  neglect   to   do   the  work    bills  should  be 
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•made  out  against  each,  for  so  miicli  of  the  repairing  as  may 
have  been  done  and  paid  for  by  the  city  on  the  portion  of 
the  ]3rivate  street  upon  which  his  property  abuts,  and  in 
default  of  payment  of  the  same,  shoidd  be  sent  to  this 
Department  for  collection  or  for  lien  in  the  same  propor- 
tions— that  is  to  say,  each  owner  of  abutting  property 
should  be  compelled  to  repay  to  the  city  the  am«junt  ex- 
pended for  so  much  of  the  repairing  as  was  done  in  front 
of  his  projicrty  and  for  which  the  city  was  obliged  to  pay, 
together  with  the  costs  and  charges  provided  for  by  ordi- 
jiance.

Dear  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  jour  letter  of  May  17th,. 
stating  that  on  February  15th  of  this  year  your  Depart- 
ment advertised  for  proposals  for  bids  for  telephones,  and" 
received  two  bids,  one  from  the  BellTelephone  Company 
and  one  from  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company,  concern- 
ing which  there  were  a  number  of  interviews  and  corre- 
spondence, as  the  result  of  which  the  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany modified  its  bid;  that  under  date  of  April  25,  1907, 
you  M'rote  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  asking  whether 
it  desired  to  modify  its  bid  to  meet  the  change  in  the 
Bell  Telephone  Company's  offer,  and  you  ask  whether  you 
are  now  at  liberty  to  make  a  contract  with  either  party. 

In  the  case  of  Louchheim  vs.  City,  just  decided,  the 
Supreme  Court  has  held  that  there  should  be  no  private 
negotiations  of  any  kind  or  character  whatsoever  with  bid- 
ders for  work  or  material  to  be  furnished  to  the  City ;  that 
the  only  proper  course  for  municipal  officers  to  follow  is- 
to  advertise  for  bids  and  award  the  contract  to  the  bidder 
considered  to  be  the  lowest  responsible  one,  or,  if  subse- 
quent modifications  of  any  nature  are  to  be  made,  then 
that  new  advertisements  for  proposals  should  be  published ; 
and  that  a  contract  made  in  pursuance  of  private  negoti- 
ations, no  matter  what  the  purpose  of  the  official  may  be, 
or  whether  the  results  are  hurtful  or  beneficial  to  the  City, 
is  illegal  and  may  be  avoided  at  the  suit  of  a  taxpayer  or 
any  person  injured  thereby. 

I  am  therefore  obliged  to  advise  you  that  the  course 
\vhich  was  followed  by  you  was  not  in  accordance  with  this 
doctrine  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  was  therefore  im- 
proper, and  that  you  should  not  award  a  contract  to  either 
teleplione  company  pursuant  thereto.  If  the  terms  upon 
which  bids  were  originally  founded  are  to  be  modified  in 
any  way,  new  proposals  should  be  sought  as  the  basis  of 
the  contract.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  enclosing;  a 
communication  to  yourself  from  the  Ciiief  of  the  Bureau 
of  City  Property  stating  that  he  has  been  requested  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Safety  to  take  up  with  your  office  a 
question  to  bo  submitted  to  the  Law  Department  as  to  how 
far  can  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  certify  to  the  correct- 
ness of  a  warrant  for  a  per  diem  employee,  who  is  unavoid- 
ably and  honestly  detained  at  home  by  reason  of  physical 
sickness  incurred  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  to 
the  City ;  "or,  in  other  words,  how  far  in  your  judgment  is 
the  Director  of  Public  Safety  entitled  to  permit  leave  of 
absence  with  pay  under  the  above  circumstances." 

I  do  not  find  any  express  authority  to  Heads  of  Depart- 
ment to  certify  attendance  by  an  employee  in  contravention 
of  the  actual  facts,  though  such  non-attendance  may  be 
cau<5ed  in  the  manner  stated  ;  nor  do  I  lind  that  the  Heads 
of  Department,  or  any  of  them,  are  vested  with  authority 
to  permit  leave  of  absence  to  such  employee  with  pay,  and 
in  the  absence  thereof,  I  am  of  oi>inion  that  such  authority 
does  not  exist.

■  Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Pureau  of  Highways,  with  your  approval 
thereto,   inquiring  whether   the   A.    J.   Kynett  Memorial 
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11.  E.  Church,  situated  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Seven- 
teenth and  Caynga  streets,  should  be  assessed  for  the  cost 
of  paying  the  cartway  in  front  of  the  lot\ipon  which  the 
•church  is  built,  exeni]itiug  tliat  portion  thereof  on  which 
the  church  itself  is  erected  ;  or  whether  the  entire  lot  is 
to  be  exempted  from  assessment. 

Th  Act  of  June  1,  1001,  Section  f>,  exempts  from  liens 
of  this  cliaracter  "actual  places  of  religious  worship," 
using  the  same  language  in  this  connection  which  has  been 
employed  in  the  Constitution  and  acts  pursuant  to  the 
constitutional  provision  for  exemption  from  taxation.  It 
follows  that  the  decisions  of  the  courts  relative  to  the 
exemption  of  churches,  etc.,  from  taxation,  are  pertinent 
in  considering  exemption  from  the  mimicipal  lien  con- 
cerning which  inquiry  is  made.  Such  decisions  have  held 
that  not  only  the  actual  site  of  the  church  or  other  religious 
editice  is  exempt,  but  that  so  much  of  the  adjacent  lot  as 
may  reasonably  be  neccsasry  for  use  as  a  curtilege,  is  also 
relie\'ed  from  taxation.  So  much  of  the  lot  upon  which 
the  church  may  be  built  as  is  not  reasonably  necessary 
for  the  pur]iope  of  a  curtilege,  is  not  covered  by  the  exemp- 
tion, even  though  it  may  be  enclosed  with  the  church  as 
part  of  the  same  lot,  and  though  the  intent  may  be  to  use 
such  portion  at  a  future  time  for  strictly  religious  pur- 
poses. See  the  case  of  Pittsburg  vs.  Presbyterian  Church, 
20  Superior  Ct.,  862. 

I  have  caused  inquiry  to  be  made  as  to  how  the  assess- 
ments for  taxes  have  been  imposed  upon  this  property,  and 
find  that  of  the  entire  lot  of  225  feet  running  northward 
from  Cayuga  street  on  the  east  side  of  17th  street,  the 
southernmost  120  feet  are  held  to  be  exempt,  and  that 
taxes  have  been  assessed  against  the  portion  running  95 
feet  southward  from  Blavis  street.  How  this  distinction 
has  b<'eu  arrived  at,  and  what  characteristics  of  the  lot 
or  peculiarities  upon  the  ground  have  caused  the  dividing 
line  as  between  exem})t  and  non-exempt  portions  to  be 
placed  at  that  point,  are  not  stated,  and  this  Department 
is  entirely  without  information  as  to  facts  from  which 
can  be  determined  how  much  of  the  lot  should  be  regarded 
as  a  proper  curtilege  to  the  church.     While  the  decisions 
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of  the  taxing  authorities  may  be  ^l^eful  in  guiding  your 
Department  to  such  extent  as  you  may  deem  proper,  their 
determination  of  the  question  is  not  conclusive  upon  you. 
I  would  recommend  that  the  case  above  referred  to 
(Pittsburg  U9.  Church,  20  Superior  Ct.,  362)  be  read  by 
the  official  in  your  Department  who  may  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  determining  the  extent  of  a  proper  curtilege. 
and  that  the  limit  regarded  as  the  correct  one  be  fixed  in 
view  of  the  facts  as  they  may  appear  from  an  inspection 
of  the  church  and  lot,  and  that  the  division  of  the  cost 
as  regards  the  payment  by  assessment  bills  or  warrants,, 
be  determined  accordingly.

My  Dear  Sir: — As  requested  I  herewith  return  letter 
from  IVIr.  Wm.  M.  Taylor  to  yourself^  in  reference  to  the 
paving  of  Reedland  street  between  Sixty-third  and  Sixty- 
fourth  streets,  Fortieth  Ward.  I  alsjo  enclose  copy  of 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  referred  to  in  said  letter 
as  supporting  the  contention  that  the  conractor  could  not 
be  compelled  to  do  this  work  in  1907. 

You  will  notice  that  this  opinion  does  not  so  state,  but 
is  to  the  effect  only  that  this  would  depend  entirely  upon 
the  terms  of  the  contract,  which  in  this  case  was  not  sub- 
mitted to  the  Department  at  the  time  the  opinion  was  pre- 
pared. 

It  is  manifest  that  if  the  proposals  and  award  of  the 
doing  of  this  work  relate  exclusively  to  work  to  be  done 
in  the  year  1000,  the  contractor  cannot  be  compelled  to 
do  the  said  woi'k  at  any  other  time,  but  may  do  so  if  he 
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is  willing.  And  although  the  City  may  have  entered  into 
a  contract  with  a  private  owner  too  late  in  the  year  1906 
to  permit  of  tlie  work  being  done  during  that  year,  yet 
the  property  owner  cannot  force  the  contractor  to  do  it 
in  1907,  because  by  the  express  terms  of  his  proposal  the 
work  is  restricted  to  the  doing  of  it  in  the  year  1906. 

Furthermore,  the  contract  between  the  City  and  the 
property  owner  itself  contains  the  provision  that  the  work 
must  be  done  in  that  year.  The  error  in  the  present  case 
seems  to  have  been  that  the  City  entered  into  a  contract 
with  the  property  owner  so  late  in  the  year  that  it  was 
impossible  to  have  the  work  done  by  the  contractor  for 
that  class  of  work  before  the  expiration  of  it,  that  is,  within 
the  time  at  winch  he  was  obliged  by  the  terms  of  his  pro- 
posal to  do  the  same.

Dear  Sir: — This  Department  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by 
you,  covering  cop^'  of  a  communication  from  the  Vulcanite 
Paving  Company  requesting  that  the  necessary  steps  be 
taken  to  have  that  Company  reimbursed  for  certain  claims 
therein  specified,  and  inquiry  is  thereupon  made  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  whether  the  said  claims 
are  such  as  it  would  be  proper  to  present  to  Councils  for 
reimbursement.  The  claims  of  the  Vulcanite  Paving 
Company  arose  out  of  contracts  for  paving  certain  streets, 
under   which    contracts   it   accepted    the   assessment   bills 
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iijxainst  the  abutting  property,  which  assessment  bills  it 
has  been  nnable  to  collect,  in  one  case  because  the  property 
was  deeirled  to  be  rural;  in  two  cases  because  there  had 
been  a  former  pavin";  of  the  streets,  and  in  one  case 
because  the  property  consisted  of  the  right  of  way  of  a 
railroad  company. 

All  of  the  contracts  out  of  which  those  claims  arose  pro- 
vided for  a  fixed  limit  of  liability  upon  the  part  of  the 
City,  stijuilating  ''that  the  amount  to  be  expended  for  the 
work  to  be  done  under  this  contract  shall  in  no  event  exceed 
the  sum"  mentioned  respectively  in  the  several  contracts. 
I  assume  that  the  amount  thus  designated  in  each  case 
has  been  expended.  If  so,  the  City  would  be  under  no 
further  legal  liability  in  the  matter,  because  the  contract 
was  entered  into  with  an  express  understanding  as  to  the 
maximum  amount  which  it  agreed  to  pay.  Moreover, 
while  it  is  provided  in  the  contracts  that  paving  in  front 
of  unassessable  property  shall  be  paid  for  by  warrant,  yet 
it  is  further  stipulated  that  when  assessment  bills  are 
accepted  by  the  contractor,  he  is  to  assume  the  risk  of 
collection,  and  that  in  the  event  of  failure  to  collect  said 
bills,  whether  due  to  their  invalidity  or  any  other  cause, 
there  shali  bo  no  recourse  against  the  City. 

If  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company  consider  that  it  has 
an  equitable  claim  for  reimbursement  against  the  City, 
it  would  seem  to  this  [)e]")artment  that  the  said  Company 
should  present  the  same  to  Councils,  and  not  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  at  least  in  the  first  instance.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — By  ordinance  of  December  17,  1903,  an 
election  was  directed  to  be  held  to  authorize  the  borrowing 
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of  $10,000,000,  of  ^vblch  $1,000,000  was  stated  to  be  for 
continuing  the  improvement  of  the  boulevard  from  Broad 
street  northeastward,  which  loan  was  dulv  authorized  by 
a  vote  of  the  people,  and  the  said  suui  afterwards  borrowed 
under  authority  of  the  Ordinance  of  May  18,  1901,  and 
the  $1,000,000  so  borrowed  for  the  aforesaid  purpose  waa 
by  the  Ordinance  of  June  27,  1904,  appropriated  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works. 

On  iJeeember  lY,  1004,  an  ordinance  was  passed  direct- 
ing the  transfer  of  $500,000  of  the  said  sum  of  $1,000,000- 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer "for  the  purpose  of  paying  mandamuses  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  boulevard  from  Broad  street  to  Second  street." 
Said  transfer  was  accordingly  made  and  a  part  of  the 
$500,000  so  transferred  was  expended  for  the  purpose 
mentioned  in  the  last  named  ordinance,  that  is  to  say,  for 
paying  mandamuses  for  land  taken  in  the  opening  of  the 
boulevard. 

A  bill  in  equity  having  been  filed  by  a  taxpayer  and 
land  owner  to  restrain  the  use  of  any  part  of  the 
$1,000,000,  borrowed  as  aforesaid,  for  the  payment  of 
mandamuses  for  land  damages,  alleging  that  the  same 
undej  the  terms  upon  which  it  was  borrowed  was  appli- 
cable alone  to  the  improvement  of  the  boulevard  and  not 
to  pay  for  land  taken  in  opening  the  same,  that  contention 
was  sustained  by  the  Supreme  C'burt  in  an  opinion  revers- 
ing *the  Court  below,  and  awarding  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  use  of  the  money  for  any  purpose  other  than 
the  improvement  of  the  boulevard  not  including  damages 
for  the  lane!  taken. 

It  accordingly  becomes  the  duty  of  Councils  to  restore 
the  sum  transferred  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
to  the  City  Treasarer,  as  above  stated,  and  an  ordinance 
should  therefore  be  passed,  transferring  from  the  appro- 
priation to  the  City  Treasurer  for  mandamuses  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  the  proper  numerical  item 
the  said  sum  of  $500,000,  so  that  the  same  may  be  used 
for  continuing  the  improvement  of  the  boulevard  from 
Broad  street  northeastward,  thus  making  it  available  foi» 
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the  purposes  for  which  alone  the  Court  of  final  resort  has 
decided  that  it  can  be  expended.

Dear  Sir  :— I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  21st, 
referring-  to  the  bill  of  J.  E.  &  A.  L.  Pennock  for 
$17,146.55  for  work  done  under  the  contract  of  October 
1,  190G,  for  making  alterations  to  the  Men's  Outward 
Building  at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital. 

The  amount  so  claimed  appears  to  be  the  final  payment 
for  the  work  under  said  contract,  the  only  question  in 
regard  to  it  being,  whether  a  penalty  of  $25  per  day  for 
non-completion  should  be  imposed  upon  the  contractors 
and  deducted  from  this  bill.  Said  penalty  is  for  seventy- 
five  days  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  west  wing,  and 
fifty-two  days  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  east  wing, 
amounting  in  all  to  $3,175.  The  suggestion  that  said 
amount  should  perhaps  be  wdthhcld  was  originally  made 
by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  in  a 
communication  dated  ^ay  10,  1907.  Thereupon  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  architects  who  had  charge  of 
the  improvement,  and  w^ho  communicated  with  the  Messrs. 
Pennock  and  received  from  them  a  lengthy  statement  of 
the  reasons  for  and  explanation  of  the  delay.  The  archi- 
tects in  reporting  upon  the  subject  say: 

"In  our  judgment  there  were  no  delays  about  any 
of  the  work  that  were  greater  than  might  have  been 
expected  from  this  kind  of  work.  You  can  readily 
understand  that  in  a  complicated  alteration  of  this 


l<ind  questions  arose  that  required  some  thought  and 
study.     *     *     *     *     *" 

"In  our  judgment  the  contractors  were  diligent  in 
the  prosecution  of  their  work.  They  were  delayed  by 
the  slowness  of  delivery  of  materials,  which  is  a  com- 
mon condition  just  now  throughout  the  building 
business.  We  think  the  contract  time  was  very  short, 
and  that  in  all  probability^  at  least  as  far  as  the 
facts  known  to  ns  indicate,  the  contractors  pushed 
the  work  the  best  they  could.  We  believe  that  you 
-are  justified  in  not  insisting  upon  the  penalty,  and 
if  you  waive  it  your  action  would  certainly  have  our 
approval." 

Upon  rcceijit  of  this  report  from  the  architects  and  the 
explanation  of  the  contractors,  Mr.  Laughlin,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  hospital,  approved  the  bill  and  forwarded 
same  to  you  with  a  warrant  drawn  for  its  payment,  and 
you  say  in  your  letter  to  this  Department  "There  is  no 
question  as  to  the  figures  and  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  the  payment  should  be  made." 

In  view  of  the  statements  made  by  the  contractors  ex- 
plaining the  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  work,  which 
explanations  seem  to  have  satisfied  the  architects,  the 
Superintendent  of  the  hospital,  and  yourself  that  the  con- 
tractors were  not  in  fault  and  that  the  penalties  for  the 
delay  should  not  be  imposed,  I  am  of  opinion  that  you 
would  be  justified  in  following  your  judg-ment  in  the  mat- 
tor  and  in  signing  and  delivering  the  warrant.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letters  of  May  18th 
and  20th,  relative  to  the  claim  of  Messrs.  Doyle  and  Doak 
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for  five  per  cent,  retained  installments  of  the  amount  of 
tJieir  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  Home  for  Indigent 
amounting  to  $4,730.40,  with  copies  of  the  correspondence 
relating  to  the  matter. 

The  contract  stipulates  that  "Five  per  cent,  of  contract 
price  will  be  reserved  for  the  space  of  one  year  npon  the 
completi<jn  of  the  building,  as  a  guarantee  against  omission 
in  the  construction,  within  that  time."  Precisely  what 
this  means  is  not  entirely  clear,  but  I  would  interpret  it 
as  meaning  that  the  fund  is  retained  as  a  guarantee  against 
any  omissions  which  may  be  disclosed  within  a  period  of 
one  year.  The  building  was  finished  more  than  two  years 
ago,  and  the  delay  of  Messrs.  Doyle  and  Doak  in  claiming 
the  retained  percentage  is  the  circumstance  which  induced 
you  to  inquire  into  the  validity  of  the  claim.  The  con- 
tract stipulated  for  a  final  inspection  and  acceptance  of 
the  work  upon  its  completion,  and  further  provided  in 
various  clauses  of  the  specifications  that  all  differences  or 
disputes  of  any  kind  in  regard  to  the  work  or  otherwise, 
should  be  subject  to  the  final  arbitration  of  the  architect. 

You  do  not  specifically  state,  but  I  assume  the  fact  to 
be,  that  the  building  was  inspected  and  accepted  about  the 
time  of  its  completion  and  the  present  question  having 
been  referred  to  the  architect  who  was  in  charge  of  the 
work,  and  who,  as  already  stated,  was  made  the  final  arbi- 
ter upon  all  questions  that  might  arise,  said  archtect  re- 
ports as  follows : 

"I  know  of  no  reason  why  this  bill  should  not  be 
paid.  In  my  opinion,  under  the  contract  and  specifi- 
cation, the  contractor's  liabilities  ceased  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  year  from  completion  of  the  building.  I 
would  therefore  advise  you  that  the  amount  be  paid 
Doyle  and  Doak." 

This  would  appear  to  be  conclusive,  and  no  reason  being 
stated  in  your  communication  why  the  said  bill  should 
not  be  paid,  I  am  not  aware  of  any  objection  to  your 
executing  a  warrant  therefor.

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  acknowljedge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  this  date  relative  to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of 
the  personal  property  tax  collected  and  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  in  which  you  ask : 

1.  Whether  said  taxes,  when  collected,  should  be 
deposited  in  the  depositories  designated  by  Councils 
and  paid  to  the  City  by  warrant  drawn  by  the  Treas- 

♦        nrer  and  countersigned  by  the  Controller  ? 

2.  Should  payment  on  said  account  be  made  to  the 
Commonwealth  before  or  after  the  State  Board  of 
Revenue  Commissioners  issue  their  precept  against 
the  County  of  Philadelphia  for  the  amount  of  personal 
property  tax  assessed  against  it  ? 

8.  What  duty,  if  any,  has  the  City  Controller  in 
the  premises  ? 

Prior,  to  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  re  Com- 
monwealth vs.  Philadelphia,  157  Pa.,  531,  it  was  assumed 
by  the  State  and  City  authorities  that  all  moneys  collected 
for  State  tax  on  personal  property  in  the  County  of  Phila- 
delphia, belonged  to  the  State,  and  were  forthwith  payable 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  as  the  agent  of  the  State. , 
When,  therefore,  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  deposited  in  the 
City  Treasury  daily,  the  State  and  City  taxes  collectcid  by 
him,  the  Treasurer  assumed  personal  charge  of  the  State 
funds  and  no  record  was  kept  in  the  City  Treasury  of  said 
monies  otherwise  than  to  note  their  receipt  and  payment  to 
the  State  upon  information  furnished  by  the  Treasurer  that 
such  payment  had  been  made.  Whatever. records  were  kept 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  disposition  made  by  him  of  the 
State  funds  during  the  ])(n'iod  intervening  between  their  re- 
ceipt and  payment  to  the  State  were  treat<Hl  by  him  as  pri- 
vate and  confidential,  so  far,  at  least,  as  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia was  concerned.     ]^either  the  City  Controller,  nor 
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other  citj'  official,  except  the  Treasurer,  exercised  any  con- 
trol over  said  funds,  or  had  any  knowledge  of  the  disposi- 
tion made  of  them,  or  supervised  in  any  way  the  time  or 
manner  of  making  settlement  with  the  State  for  the  taxes 
assessed  against  the  City.  The  records  of  the  suits  hrought 
against  the  City  by  the  Commonwealth  in  1893,  as  reported 
in  157  Pa.,  531,  550,  558,  show  that  the  Treasurer  during 
the  years  involved  in  those  cases  had  retained  the  personal 
control  and  ])osscssion  of  sums  aggregating  more  than  a 
million  dollars,  long  after  they  should  have  been  paid  into 
the  State  Treasury. 

In  view  of  the  specific  requirements  of  the  law,  which  I 
will  ref(  r  to  later  on,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  such 
conditions  could  have  ])revailed,  except  that  the  authorities 
neglecfed  to  note  the  change  introduced  by  the  Act  of  Feb- 
ruai-y  2,  1854,  P.  L.  21,  which  consolidated  the  various 
municipal  cor])orations  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia. 
Before  consolidation  the  duty  of  collecting  the  taxes  on 
])ei'S()nal  property  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia  was  im- 
])Osed  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  county,  there  being  no  lia- 
bility exc(^pt  to  ]:)ay  the  monies  actually  collected  to  the 
State.  Taxes  then  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City 
of  Phila(lel])hia  and  the  Treasurers  of  the  several  districts, 
t(i\vnshi])s,  (tc  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  were  paid 
t<i  the  County  Treasurer,  and  by  him  were  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury.  He  was  then  subject  to  no  control  in  the 
exercise  of  his  official  functions,  except  that  of  the  proper 
State  authorities.  He  was  free  to  kec]-)  the  funds  collected 
by  him  where  he  chose,  so  long  as  they  were  paid  into  the 
State  Trensnry  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  required  by 
law.  In  1844  (Act  April  29,  1844,  P.  L.  497)  the  State 
ndopted  the  policy  of  charging  against  the  several  counties 
;i  sjK'cific  sum  to  be  raised  by  them  respectively  and  to  be 
paid  by  them  at  all  events  at  the  time  fixed,  in  lieu  of  the 
foriner  practice  of  accepting  from  the  Treasurer  the  amount 
nctnallv  collected.  (See  also  Acts  ^['av  24,  1878.  P.  L.  12ri, 
Xo.  3;  June  1,  1889,  P.  L.  420,  Xo.  17).  The  effect  of 
the  Act  of  1844  and  the  later  Acts,  -was  to  make  the  County 
of  Philadeli)hia  a  debtor  to  the  State  for  the  amount  of 
]K'rsonal  ]n'o])erty  taxes  annually  assessed  against  it  by  the 
State  Board  of  Pevenue  Commissioners.     If  the  County 
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failed  to  collect  any  part  of  the  assessment  it  was,  and  still 
is,  obliged  to  make  up  the  deficiency  out  of  the  first  monies 
paid  into  the  Treasury:  Comm.  vs.  Schuylkill  (Vninty,  36 
Pa.,  524;  (^ouiui.  rs.  (/'ouuty  of  Philadelphia  cf  al.,  7 
Dauphin  County  Rep.,  lO.'J ;  Comm.  vs.  Phila.,  157  Pa., 
531-550.  In  the  exercise  of  all  functions  relative  to  said 
funds  up  to  the  time  they  are  actually  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury,  the  Supreme  Court  has  held  that  the  Treasurer 
acts  exclusively  as  the  agent  of  the  County,  and  therefore, 
that  the  latter  is  not  relieved  from  its  obligation  to  pay  the 
amount  assessed  against  it  until  the  funds  are  actually  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury,  although  the  amount  may  have 
been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  for  that  purpose  and  embezzled 
by  him.     Comm.  rs.  Pliila.,  157  Pa.,  531. 

I  have  given  the  foregoing  sketch  of  the  laws  and  deci- 
sions, and  of  the  practice  in  relation  to  the  control  of  the 
so-called  State  funds,  in  order  that  you  may  appreciate  the 
conditions  which  prevailed  prior  to  1893,  and  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  County  to  the  State  since  1844,  for  the 
amount  of  personal  property  tax  assessed  by  the  State  from 
year  to  year. 

Although  the  Counties  were  responsible  to  the  State  for 
the  amount  of  the  personal  property  tax  assessed  against 
them,  they  had  no  control  of  the  Treasurer,  or  of  the  funds 
collected  by  him,  prior  to  the  Acts  of  February  2,  1854,  P. 
L,  28.  Section  10  of  that  Act  made  the  Treasurer  and  the 
funds  received  by  him  for  the  State  tax  subject  to  the  con- 
trole  of  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.'  Its  pro- 
visions in  part  are  as  follows:  "*  *  *  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Councils  of  the  said  City  to  appropriate,  and 
the  City  Treasurer  to  pay,  on  or  before  the  25tli  day  of 
July,  1856,  and  in  each  year  thereafter,  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  State,  the  amount  of  the  State  tax  assessed  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  City,  deducting  all  allowances  made 
by  law,  and  said  Treasurer  elected  as  aforesaid,  l)€fore  he 
enters  upon  the  office,  give  bond  with  sureties  to  bo  ap- 
proved by  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in 
Philadelphia  County,  in  such  sum  as  they  shall  direct,  con- 
ditioned for  the  safekeeping  and  accounting  for  all  monies 
received  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  State ;  and  said  Trca- 
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surer  shall  kfep  the  public  uiouics  iu  such  place  and  man- 
ner as  the  City  Councils  shall  direct,  and  shall  verify  his 
cash  account  at  least  once  every  Aveek  to  the  satisfaction  of 
a  standinc;  committee  of  Councils." 

In  order  to  give  effect  to  Section  10  of  said  Act  of  1854, 
Councils  passed  the  ordinance  of  July  27,  1854  (Ord. 
1854,  page  32).  Section  3  of  said  ordinance  provides  that 
he  (the  Treasurer)  shall  deposit  and  keep  in  such  places 
and  manner  as  Councils  may  direct,  or  have  directed,  all 
public  monies  entrusted  to  his  care  as  Treasurer,  etc. 

It  will  be  noted  that  by  the  terms  of  said  Act  and  ordi- 
nance, the  Treasurer  was  required  "to  keep  the  public 
monies  in  such  place  (or  places)  and  manner  as  Councils 
shall  direct." 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  P.  L.  37,  commonly  known  as 
the  "Bullitt  Bill,"  Article  6,  Section  1,  provides:  '"The 
Treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  arising  from  the  several 
sources  of  revenue  and  income,  separate  and  distinct  from 
one  another,  and  shall  make  daily  de])osits  of  all  monies  re- 
ceived by  him  in  such  banks  or  institutions  as  may  be 
designated  by  Councils,  and  shall  make  specific  reports 
daily  to  the  Controller  of  all  receipts  and  deposits  aiid  of 
all  monies  withdrawn  from  the  Treasury,  and  shall  present 
and  verify  his  cash  account  in  such  manner,  and  as  often 
as  may  be  required." 

The  ordinance  of  April  11,  1892  (Ord.  1892,  page  200), 
provides  Section  1 :  "That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
Treasurer  to  depost  daily  all  monies  of  the  City  cutrusted 
to  his  care  as  Treasurer,  not  recpiircd  for  the  transaction 
of  the  daily  business  of  his  office  and  not  belonging  to  the 
Sinking  Fund,  in  such  banks  or  other  institutions  as  are 
now,  or  shall  hereafter  be  desigiuUed  as  de])Ositorie8  of  the 
City's  monies,  so  long  as  the  same  shall  remain  solvent  and 
in  good  credit  and  standing,  in  such  amounts  as  shall  be 
in  ])ro  rata  pro])ortion  to  the  total  sum  of  the  capital  stock 
or  surplus  of  such  depositories  respectively.  Like  provi- 
sions were  contained  in  ordinances  previously  passed,  and 
in  accordance  therewith  Councils  from  time  to  time  desig- 
nated institutions  in  which  the  public  funds  should  be  de- 
posited. 
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The  provisions  of  the  Acts  and  Ordinances  above  re- 
ferred to  Avere  not  complied  with  in  so  far  as  they  related 
to  the  management  and  control  of  the  funds  collected  for 
tax  on  personal  ]n-operty,  as  above  shown,  for  the  reason, 
presumably,  that  such  monies  were  regarded  as  State  funds 
over  which  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  had  no 
eentrol,  although  the  words  "public  monies"  were  suffi- 
ciently b]"oad  to  include  both  State  and  County  funds  re- 
ceived by  the  Treasurer.  This  misconception  of  the  char- 
acter of  said  funds,  and  the  obligation  of  the  Acts  aud  Ordi- 
nances above  referred  to,  continued  until  quite  recently, 
Avhen  it  was  determined  by  the  Court  of  Comnjon  Pleas  of 
I)au])hin  County  (Comm.  vs.  Phila.,  and  J.  Hampton 
]\Io(ir(\  Treasurer,  7  Dauphin  County  Reports,  103)  that 
said  funds  bebmged  to  the  (^ounty  of  Philadelphia  and 
that  the  State  was  merely  its  creditor  for  the  amount  held 
by  it.  That  case  involved  the  right  as  betw^een  the  County 
aud  State  to  the  interest  collected  by  the  Treasurer  from 
the  l)anks  in  which  the  personal  property  tax  had  been  de- 
])osited.  The  claim  of  the  County  to  the  interest  was  sus- 
tained; the  Court  holding  that  the  funds  and  the  accretion 
tlici-ion  ])( U.nged  to  the  County  and  not  to  the  State. 

1  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinances  of  Councils 
directing  the  City  Treasurer  to  deposit  the  public  funds  in 
the  institutions  specified  therein,  apply  to  the  personal 
pr()])erty  taxes  with  like  force  and  effect  as  to  other  funds, 
and  tbar  rliey  shnnbl  not  be  withdrawn  therefrom  except  by 
A\aiTant  duly  c'lnntersigned  by  the~  City  Controller. 

Tn  answer  to  the  second  question,  I  reply,  that  the  Act  of 
June  1.  ISSO,  P.  L.  420,  Section  17,  specifies  the  time 
when  the  State  tax  on  ptu'sonal  property  assessed  against 
the  County  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  ]iaid.  It  provides  as 
follows:  ''The  taxes  imposed  upon  ]>ersonal  property  by 
the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  collected  by  the  several 
counties  and  cities,  and  on  the  first  ^Monday  of  September 
shall  ])ay  unto  the  State  Treasurer  all  such  sums  or  sums  of 
money  as  may  have  be(n  collected,  and  shall  on  the  second 
]\ronday  of  Xovember  im mediately  following  in  each  year 
com])lete  and  pay  unto  the  said  State  Treasurer  the  whole 
amount  remaining  unpaid  ;  and  in  default  thereof,  it  shall 
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he  the  duty  of  the  Aniditor  General  to  add  ten  per  centum 
penalty  to  each  County  or  City  on  all  taxes  remaiiiino-  un- 
paid on  the  second  Monday  of  November  of  each  year, 
Avhicli.  shall  be  charg-ed  in  the  duplicate  against  each  delin- 
quent taxpayer  in  arrears  nn  and  after  said  date,"  etc. 

Before  said  tax  can  be  assessed  against  the  county  it  is 
incumbent  upon  the  State  Board  of  Revenue  Commission- 
f-rs  To  issn.e  its  ])rece]jt,  directed  to  the  county  and  fixing  the 
anionnt  with  which  it  is  charged.  The  Board  meets  usually 
late  in  the  summer  of  each  year,  presumably  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  it  to  obtain  sufficient  data  to  properly 
determine  the  amount  of  taxable  ])roperty  in  the  several 
counties.  IJeforc  the  ])recept  is  issued  the  county  is  not 
required  to  make  payment  on  account  of  the  taxes  collected, 
for  until  that  is  done  thei'eis  nothing  to  indicate  the  amount 
of  the  tax  to  be  charged  against  the  county.  While  the 
county  may  voluntarily  yiay  to  the  State  the  money  col- 
lected before  or  after  the  precept  is  issued  and  prior  to  the 
first  ^londay  of  Septend)er,  it  is  not  obliged  to  do  so  prior 
to  the  time  fix((l  by  Act  of  Assembly..  If  the  county  should 
fail  to  collccr  the  amount  assessed  against  it  by  the  second 
j\Ionday  of  November  in  each  year,  it  is  required  to  make 
up  the  deficiency  out  of  the  funds  in  its  treasury.  Should 
the  county,  however,  collect  taxes  in  excess  of  the  amount 
assessed  against  il  by  ihelJoai'd  of  Iv  venue  ("ouriiiission- 
ers,  it  is  entitled  to  retain  the  amount  for  its  own  ]uirposes, 
the  State  having  no  claim  fin-  such  excess.  Comm.  vs. 
Phila.  County,  io  Atlantie  Hep.,  772  ;  Comm.  vs.  llerr.  1 
Pierson,  332.' 

In  reply  to  your  final  question,  I  advise  you  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  City  ControHer,  in  obedience  to  the  directions 
of  the  Ordinance  of  Councils  of  November  6,  1862  (Ord. 
1S62,  page  37(5),  to  superintend  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the 
City,  and  "fi'om  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  he  deems 
necessary  "  "■"  ''•'  to  suggest  plans  to  Councils  for  the 
improvement  an<l  management  of  the  City  finances."  The 
ordinance  further  ]U'ovides  that  the  Controller  shall  have 
tlie  supervision  and  control  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  all  de- 
partnu'uts,  bureaus,  and  officers  of  the  City,  who  shall  con- 
ti'ol,  reeeive.  or  disburse  the  ])ublic  moflevs,  or  who  are 
charii'ed  with  tlie  nnmaiiement  or  custudv  thereof,"  ete. 
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I  imdcrstand  that  the  State  tax  monies,  following-  the 
precedent  established  for  many  years,  are  not  deposited  in 
the  several  institutions  in  which  city  funds  are  deposited 
under  the  Ordinances  of  Councils.  Acting-  under  the 
authority  of  the  ordinance  of  1862  you  may  very  properly 
request  the  Treasurer  to  deposit  the  tax  monies  in  the  in- 
stitutions design^ated  by  Councils  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinances  reondatinc;  deposits  therein ; 
otherwise,  you  could  make  such  sufjcfestions  to  Councils 
with   reference  thereto  as  you  may  deem  proper.

In  re  Breaking  Inlets.  ■* 

George  R.  Stearns,  Esq.,, 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works. 

1>EAK  Sir: — This  Department  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  tlu^  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by 
you,  in  reference  to  the  breaking  of  a  portion  of  the  inlet 
on  AYoodland  avenue,  between  Forty-second  and  Forty- 
third  strets.  It  appears  therefrom  that  the  inlet  was 
broken  by  some  unknown  teamster  or  carter  thought  to- 
be  employed  by  "The  Warren  Estate,''  and  you  ask  whether 
the  estate  can  be  held  liable  for  such  breaking  by  virtue 
of  the  ordinance  of  February  23,  1867,  page  51,  which  im- 
poses a  ]K'nalty  of  $40  upon  any  person  injuring  or  break- 
ing any  portion  of  an  inlet,  man-hole  or  sewer  ventilator, 
or  who  should  obstruct  the  mouth  of  any  sewer  or  drain. 

N^o  actiou  would  iu  any  event  lie  against  the  "estate," 
but  the  individual  res])onsible  for  the  default  would  be  the 
person  to  be  sued..  In  additicm,  however,  a  penal  ordinance 
like  the  one  in  question  could  not  be  enforced  against  the 
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employer  of  tho  person  in  fault,  but  the  action  would  be 
instituted  against  the  particular  individual  who  is  equity  of 
the  offence,  unless  the  employer  directed  or  was  in  some 
manner  a  party  to  its  actual  commission.  If  the  owners  of 
the  ground  deliberately  arranged  for  the  driving  of  teams 
over  the  inlet,  or  if  there  are  other  facts  not  distinctly 
stated,  liability"  may  arise  from  such  facts,  but  I  cannot 
advise  about  this  without  more  definite  knowledge. 

Relative  to  ordinance  of  April  18,  1868,  page  155,  pro- 
viding a  ]ienalty  for  driving  across  any  footway  or  side- 
walk in  the  rural  districts,  I  think  it  extremely  doubtful 
whether  the  neighborhood  of-  Forty-third  and  Woodland 
avenue  could  be  considered  rural  within  the  meaning  of  this 
ordinance,  but  if  it  were  so,  the  foregoing  remark  would 
apply ;  and  the  action  could  not  be  maintained  except 
against  the  person  actually  in  fault,  either  by  reason  of  his- 
own  action,  or  his  direction  to  others.

Deak  Sm: — ^The  communication  of  my  predecessor  from 
your  Secretary,  Mr.  Kaufman,  dated  the  21st  inst.,  enclos- 
ing a  letter  from  Mr.  Clay,  the  Director  of  Public  Safety, 
to  Mr.  Frank  C.  Drane,  and  another  letter  from  IVIr.  Drane 
to  you  dated  ^lay  loth,  has  reached  my  hands. 

Mr.  Drane  eomjdains  bitterly  and  justly  with  respect 
to  the  free  distribution  of  so-called  newspapers,  which  are 
in  fact  merely  advertisements  of  storekeepers.  I  have  suf- 
fered so  much  at  my  own  residence  in  the  Twenty-fonrtb 
Ward  that  T  sympathize  thoroughly  with  his  indignation. 
The  difficulty,  however,  is  clearly  s(«t  forth  in  ^Ir.  Clay's 
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letter.  The  Magistrates  have  frequently  (1(  cided  that  the 
]ia]iers  distributed  are  ne\vs])ap{u\s  within  the  meaning  of 
the  ordinance. 

1  suggest  that  the  papers  thus  distrihuted  be  carefully 
examined  and  that  an  issue  l)e  selected  which  contains  as 
litth'  reading  matter  as  may  be  found  in  any  of  them,  so 
as  to  make  as  strong  a  case  as  possible;  that  evidence  be 
coUected  with  res]>ect  to  the  person  responsible  for  the 
distribution,  and  that  as  strong  a  case  as  you  can  find  be 
]ilaced  in  the  hands  of  this  Department,  which  will  prosecute 
it  as  strongly  as  it  can,  and  endeavor  in  this  way  to  put 
a  stop  to  this  nuisance.

Dkak.  Sir  : — T  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  inquiry  of 
the  -I'Ml  inst.,  as  to  whether  or  not  moneys  arising  from  the 
sale  of  school  properties  are  required  to  be  paid  into  the 
Sinking  Eund  by  virtue  of  the  ])rovisions  of  the  Consolida- 
tion Act  of  February  2,  1854,  and  of  the  Ordinance  of 
Councils  of  January  20,  1855. 

It  is  the  judgment  of  this  Department  that  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  is  no  longer  required  to  pay  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  its  real  estate  into  the  Sinking  Fund. 

Under  the  Act  of  1854  a  mimber  of  miinici])alities  were 
consolidated  into  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  was 
provided  that  the  real  estate  belonging  to  all  of  these  muni- 
cipalities at  that  time  should  be  vested  in  and  become 
the  property  of  the  City.  Th(>  City  of  Philadelphia  like- 
wise assumed  the  debts  of  the  several  municipalities  which 
were  consoli^lated  by  \\\o  terms  of  the  Act,  and  it  seems 
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clear  that  the  provisions  for  the  payment  of  the  proceed* 
of  such  real  estate  into  the  Sinking  Fund  and  its  use  for 
the  payment  of  the  debt,  applied  to  the  consolidated  deht 
which  had  theretofore  existed  as  the  debt  of  the  said  sep- 
arate municipalities,  and  by  the  terms  of  the  Act  became 
the  debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  Such  debt  has  long 
since  been  fully  paid. 

The  Constitution  of  187-i,  Article  IX,  Section  10,  pro- 
vides for  the  creation  of  a  sinkino-  fund  for  the  payment 
of  the  debt  which  may  be  created  by  any  city,  that  is  to 
say,  such  sinking  fund  is  to  be  accumulated  by  the  collec- 
tion of  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  within  thirty  years.  This  constitutional  provision 
has  been  also  made  the  subject  of  statutory  enactment  to 
carry  it  into  effect.  The  provision  which  has  always  been 
taken  by  this  department,  is  that  the  sinking  fund  formed 
under  these  provisions  is  a  substitute  for,  and  supersedes, ' 
the  earlier  Sinking  Funds. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
real  estate  of  the  City,  including  its  school  buildings,  need 
not  be  paid  into  the  Sinking  Fund,  but  should  be  deposited 
in  the  city  treasury  and  form  a  part  of  the  ordinary  muni- 
cipal funds.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  24th, 
in  regard  to  an  ordinance  which  you  state  has  been  pre- 
sented in  Councils,  a  copy  of  which  you  enclose,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  sell  and  convey,  release  and  surrender 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  certain 
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rights  possessed  by  the  City  of  Plii]a<l('l]>liia  over  Pine 
street,  as  formerly  upon  the  City  plan,  being  situated  in 
the  Tweuty-seventh  Ward." 

Referring  to  certain  earlier  ordinances  of  July  1(5,  1897, 
June  22,  IDOO,  and  J\lay  28,  1904,  you  inquire  whether 
the  City  does  not  already  possess  a  "right  of  way  to  extend 
or  repair  its  municipal  structures  within''  Thirty-sixtK 
street  as  formerly  constituted,  and  fifteen  feet  along  the 
city's  buildings  on  Guardian  avenue  to  a  certain  gate;  "also 
liftecni  feet  on  the  south  side  of  what  formerly  was  Pine 
street,  from  Thirty-fourth  to  Thirty-sixth  street,"  and 
whether,  if  this  position  be  correct,  there  is  any  consider- 
ation given  for  the  relinquishment  of  the  said  fifteen  feet 
on  Pine  street,  from  Thirty-fourth  to  Thirty-sixth  street. 

The  proposed  ordinance  directs  the  surrender  and  con- 
veyance to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  of  the  last  men- 
tioned right  of  way,  to  wit,  on  Pine  street  as  vacated,  from 
Thirty-fourth  to  Thirty-sixth  street,  in  consideration  of 
another  right  of  way  to  be  given  to  the  City  along  the 
former  bed  of  Thirty-sixth  street  to  the  way  now  possessed 
by  the  city  from  thp  face  of  the  wall  at  Guardian  avenue 
as  formerly  upon  the  City  plan,  along  the  said  wall  on  the 
south  side  of  Guardian  avenue  to  the  gateway  or  en- 
trance in  the  wall  of  the  Almshouse  property.  In 
other  words,  the  proposed  exchange  is  that  of  a  right  of  way 
upon  the  former  Pine  street  for  a  right  of  way  upon  the 
former  Thirty-sixth  street,  and  while  it  is  true  that  the  City 
under  the  said  ordinances  now  possesses  a  right  of  access 
over  and  through  Thirty-sixth  street  in  order  to  extend  or 
repair  its  municipal  structures  within  the  lines  of  said 
street,  yet  it  does  not  follow  that  the  surrender  of  the  right 
of  way  along  the  former  Pine  street,  as  provided  for  in 
the  proposed  ordinance,  is  altogether  without  considera- 
tion. You  will  observe  that  in  lieu  of  a  mere  right  of  access 
to  the  old  bed  of  Thirty-sixth  street  for  the  limited  purpose 
of  extending  or  repairing  the  municipal  structures  situated 
therein,  there  is  proposed  to  be  given  to  the  city  a  right 
of  way  of  fifteen  feet  in  width  over  said  street  without 
any  such  limitation,  the  city  thus  acquiring  the  right  to 
have  a  way  of  fifteen  feet  kept  open  at  all  times  for  public 
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use,  in  lieu  of  the  mere  privilege  of  having  access  to  the 
old  bed  of  Thirty-sixth  street  only  when  the  repair  or  exten- 
sion of  the  mimicipal  structures  in  that  street  is  desired.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  27th, 
<'nclosing  a  complaint  by  C.  Kuni,  Jr.,  Esq.,  counsel  for 
William  II.  Morris,  against  the  Fidelity  Loan  Company, 
northwest  corner  JSTinth  and  Locust  streets,  together  with  a 
report  upon  the  same  from  the  Superintendent  of  Police 
and  Captain  of  Detectives. 

It  appears  that  the  said  William  H.  Morris  pawned  a 
Avatch  on  April  30,  1006,  at  the  office  of  the  Fidelity  Loan 
Company.  Morris  failed  to  pay  the  interest  due  on  the  loan 
and  the  watch  was  sold  at  auction  on  April  4,  1907,  by 
Jacobs  &  Company.  Morris  received  no  notice  that  his 
watch  would  be  sold,  other  than  seeing  in  the  newspapers 
of  April  4,  1907,  an  advertisement  of  the  same. 

The  ordinance  of  January  19,  1856,  Section  5,  requires 
every  pawnbroker  to  keep  a  book  to  be  called  Book  No.  1, 
in  which  shall  be  fairly  written  at  the  time  of  each  loan, 
the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  pawning  or  pledging 
the  said  goods.  The  Captain  of  Detectives  reports  that  the 
broker  did  not  comply  with  this  ordinance,  in  that  he  did 
not  secure  the  address  of  the  pledger. 

The  same  ordinance,  Section  8,  requires  as  to  the  sale  of 
articles  pawned,  that  they  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  after  ten  days'  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  sale  first  given  in  two  public  newspapers. 
The  Captain  of  Detectives  reports  that  the  broker  did  not 
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comply  with  tli(>  law,  in  that  he  did  not  advortise  the  place- 
of  sale. 

This  matter  is  im})()i'tant  in  xdt'w  of  the  fact  that  |)ersuu3 
pledging  articles,  as  a  rule,  belong  to  those  classes  of  society 
who  can  least  afford  to  be  overcharged  or  imposed  upon  by 
individuals  loaning  money  to  them.  It  is  important,  like- 
wise, in  view  of  the  necessary  relationship  between  the 
Police  Department  and  the  pawnbrokiug  business. 

I  note,  however,  that  you  merely  request  me  to  ''give 
this  matter  such  attention  as  you  (I)  may  deem  proper," 
In  view  of  the  statement  by  Captain  Donaghy  that  the 
broker  is  known  to  his  Department  as  a  reputable  man,  you 
may  prefer  merely  to  give  him  an  emphatic  warning,  and 
to  leave  to  Mr.  Kuni  the  redress  of  any  injury  his  client 
may  have  suffered  by  ])rivate  action.  I  prefer,  therefore, 
definite  instrtictions  from  you,  whether  you  desire  us  to 
bring  an  action  for  the  jK'nalty.

Dear  Sib: — Further  replying  to  your  letter  of  jMay 
18th  to  my  predecessor  inquiring  whether  you  are  justified 
in  countersigTiing  a  warrant  in  favor  of  jSTorcross  &  Ed- 
munds for  $13',424r.40,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  final 
decree  in  the  case  of  Loucheim  vs.  City  Avas  made  yester- 
day by  the  Court.  It  merely  restrains  the  City  and  Nor- 
cross  &  Edmunds  from  receiving  or  delivering  any  further 
filtration  materials  under  Contract  No.  51,  and  makes  no 
reference  whatever  to  payment  for  materials  already  deliv- 
ered. 

The  circumstances  under  which  this  material  was  deliv- 
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ered  are  very  peculiar,  and  my  predecessor  took  the  ground 
that  as  they  were  furnished  in  god  faith  under  a  contract 
which  the  lower  Court  had  declared  to  be  valid,  they 
ought  to  be  paid  for.  It  is  desirable  that  the  opinions 
of  this  Department  should  be  uniform,  and  I  see  no  reason 
for  re-examining  or  departing  from  the  conclusion  which 
he  reached,  and  I  therefore  advise  you  that  unless  there  is 
some  other  reason  to  prevent  it,  the  warrant  may  be  coun- 
tersigned.

In  re  Charge  for  Washing  Machines. 

George  R.  Stearns,  Esq.^ 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  28th. 
transmitting  a  communication  to  yourself  from  the  General 
Superintendent  in  charge  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  with 
reference  to  a  charge  of  water  rent  for  the  use  of  washing 
Toachines  which  are  operated  by  water  power.  It  is  stated 
in  the  letter  to  you  that  these  machines  use  about  eighty 
gallons  per  hour  and  are  connected  with  the  city  supply 
h\  means  of  a  hose  attached  to  the  spigots,  which  hose  is 
detached  when  the  machine  is  not  in  use;  that  the  water 
rent  for  this  machine,  based  upon  the  quantity  of  water 
consumed,  should  be  about  $1  each  per  annum.  The 
Superintendent  of  the  Water  Bureau  quotes  the  provisions 
in  the  Ordinance  of  Councils  of  June  9,  1847,  which  re- 
quired that  every  permit  shall  express  the  size  of  the  fer- 
rule to  be  used  and  the  fixtures  and  attachments  by  which 
the  same  are  to  be  so  used;  and  providing  for  the  cutting 
off  of  the  supply,  if  a  ferrule  greater,  or  appliance  or 
fixtures  of  any  other  character,  than  those  specified  be 
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used.  The  Sujieriiitondciil  conchiclcs  by  saying  that  he 
is  not  clear  as  to  whether  the  City  has  the  right  to  charge 
water  rent  to  the  users  of  the  washing  machine  owing  to 
the  temporary  character  of  the  water  connection,  and  also 
whether  the  contract  of  the  City  with  the  Schuylkill  Navi- 
gation Company  permits  such  machines  to  be  employed.. 

I  do  not  find  any  provision  under  which  it  would  seem 
that  a  charge  conld  be  made  for  a  machine  of  this  character 
which  is  only  teinporarily  connected  with  the  hydrants 
or  spigots  in  household  use.  Water  rent  is  paid  for  these 
appliances  themselves,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  warrant 
for  making  a  further  charge  for  the  use  of  the  water  drawn 
through  the  hydrants  in  the  manner  in  question. 

In  the  schedule  established  by  the  Ordinance  of  July 
27,  1901,  there  is  included  the  following  item: — "Ma- 
chines  for  washing  and  rinsing,  charges  to  be  assessed 
accordino;  to  capacity  of  tanks  or  tubs  and  volume  of  water 
consumed  per  thousand  cubic  feet  thirty  cents."  But 
there  are  two  reasons  why  this  item  of  the  schedule  would 
probably  not  apply ;  first,  because  it  seems  to  have  been 
intended  to  measure  the  charge  for  water  consumed  in 
the  act  of  washing,  etc.,  and  not  water  which  is  used  for 
power  to  a  washing  machine;  and  secondly,  because  the 
Ordinance  of  June  27,  1904,  page  170,  abolishes  the  use 
of  water  meters,  and  hence  no  method  remains  of  measur- 
ing the  quantity  of  water  which  might  be  consumed  in 
running  such  a  machine. 

From  a  conversation  with  an  official  of  the  Water 
Bureau  I  learn  that  that  Bureau  has  some  fear  that  if 
the  use  of  such  machines  becomes  general,  it  would  result 
in  a  considerable  loss  or  waste  of  water.  If  this  should 
prove  to  be  so,  those  guilty  of  such  waste  of  water  would 
probably  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinances 
forbidding  such  waste  and  providing  for  the  cutting  oif 
of  the  water  supply  where  it  is  persisted  in  after  notice. 
See  Ordinances  of  February  3,  18S5,  Section  1,  page  IJ, 
and  June  1,  1871. 

I  do  not  think  that  any  question  as  to  the  right  of  the 
City  under  its  agreement  with  the  Schuylkill  Navigation 
Company  is   involved   at  the  present  time,   the  question 
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being  one  between  the  Cily  and  the  users  of  water.  If 
that  Company  shonld  contest  the  right  of  individuals  to 
use  such  machines,  the  respective  rights  of  all  the  parties 
in  the  matter  could  then  be  determined.

Deak  8te: — Kepiying  to  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
]\fay  olst,  whether  you  can  charge  more  than,  one  fee  a 
year  for  inspecting  elevators,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  Mr. 
Moon  has  overlooked  the  Ordinance  of  April  10,  1894, 
to  which  you  refer  me.  The  fee  unquestionably  is  for  each 
inspection,  and  not  for  the  certificate.  There  is  a  fee  of 
.$1  for  an  annual  certificate,  and  a  fee  of  $2  for  each  in- 
spection of  buildings  eight  stories  high  or  under.  These 
two  charges  are  entirely  distinct,  and  Mr.  Moon  has  over- 
looked the  fact  that  notwithstanding  the  certificate  is  an 
annual  certificate,  the  Ordinance 'of  April  10,  1894,  Sec- 
tion 2,  to  which"  you  refer  me,  requires  that  all  elevators 
shall  be  inspected  at  laest  once  in  every  three  months,  and 
the  fee  in  question  is  for  this  inspection,  not  for  the  annual 
certificate. 

You  may  therefore  properly  charge  for  the  inspection 
as  often  as  it  is  made.

1)£AR  Stk  :• — 111  reply  to  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
May  31st,  wifh  respect  to  sheds  to  buildings  in  this  city, 
I  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  policy  of  the  law  is  very  dis- 
tinct to  forbid  houses  construpted  of  frame  in  whole  or 
in  part,  but  when  the  entire  habitable  part  of  the  hoube 
is  constructed  of  brick  or  other  incombustible  materials 
permirted  by  law,  Section  47,  of  the  Act  to  which  you 
refer  me,  permits  a  frame  shed  to  be  "attached"  to  it. 
The  limitation  forbids  it  to  be  so  constructed  as  to  "con- 
stitute a  room  to  be  occupied  as  a  habitation;"  and  I  do 
not  understand  this  limitation  applies  only  to  the  lathing, 
plastering  or  lining  with  wood. 

It  is  diflicult  to  say  what  may  be  used  in  this  outer 
shed  without  changing  it  from  a  shed  to  a  part  of  the 
habitation.  If  I  understand  your  practice  correctly,  you 
have  always  permitted  summer  ranges  to  be  placed  in  the 
shed  for  use  during  hot  weather.  It  does  not  seem  to  me 
to  be  proper  that  it  sJiall  be  so  constructed  that  it  would 
naturally  be  used  as  the  permanent  kitchen,  which  would 
seem  to  be  a  part  of  the  habitation.

De.wi  Sn;: — 1  have  received  your  letter  of  the  8th  inst., 
tngether  with  the  lease  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the 
John  Lang  Paper  Company  of  the  strip  of  ground  in  the 
line  of  Wood  street,  with  the  request  that  I  take  such 
steps  ;;3  I  may  deem  proper  either  for  the  defence  or  revo- 
cation of  that  lease.     I  return  the  lease  herwiih. 

]\rr.  I\lichener  mentioned  this  matter  to  me  some  lime 
ago,  and  liis  statement  was  that  the  ground  leased  forms 
a  part  of  Wood  street  and  so  appears  on  the  facs  df  the 
loase.  In  my  opinion,  however,  after  reading  the  lease, 
he  is  mistakcti ;  it  describes  the  property  by  feet  and  inches, 
and  then  states  in  parenthesis  "(being  bed  and  soil  of  Wood 
street  as  the  same  is  laid  down  npon  the  confirmed  plan 
of  streets  nf  the  City  of  Philadelphia)".  This  does  not 
show  that  it  was  an  open  street,  but,  on  the  contrary,  inti- 
mates that  it  is  merely  laid  down  upon  the  plans  without 
opening. 

T  have  had  inquiry  made  about  the  matter,  and  have 
exauiined  the  correspondence  with  this  department,  both 
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by  your  Bureau  and  the  representative  of  tlie  John  Lang 
Paper  Company,  at  the  time  the  lease  was  prepared,  and 
from  the  Lest  information  that  I  can  get  it  appears  that 
the  street  is  not  yet  opened,  and  it  is  therefore  subject 
to  the  control  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  including  the 
right  to  lease  it'.  Tn  view  of  this  fact,  Mr,  Michener's  pro- 
test ap]>ears  to  be  not  Avell  founded,  and  it  may  be  di;^ 
regarded.

Deau  Sik: — I  received  through  your  clerk  on  Saturday 
an  OrdJnnnce  passed  by  Councils  and  submitted  to  you 
for  your  approval  on  June  7th.  The  Ordinance  provides 
for  an  exchange  of  a  lot  of  ground  on  the  north  side  of 
Lehigh  avenue,  between  Sedgley  avenue  and  Twenty-first 
street,  for  the  lot  bounded  by  Twenty-fourth,  Candjria, 
Judson  and  Somerset  streets. 

By  an  Act  approved  February  21,  1855,  Section  22, 
(I*.  L.  209)  it  was  provided  that  it  should  be  lawful  for 
the  Citv  of  Philadeijdiia  to  make  public  sale  and  convey- 
ance of  public  halis.  lots  and  real  estate  vested  in  the  said 
ciiy.  In  accordance  with  the  general  maxim  that  the  ex- 
pression of  one  is  the  exclusion  of  others,  the  express  right 
to  sell  at  public  sale  excludes  the  right  to  sell  at  private 
sale,  and  the  Act  is  to  be  interpreted  as  if  it  said  that  the 
City  may  sell  at  public  sale  and  in  no  other  manner.  So 
far  as  T  am  aware,  this  has  been  the  practical  interpreta- 
tion of  this  statute  at  all  times;  and  where  it  seemed  desir- 
able to  sell  at  private  sale,  express  authority  to  sell  by 
private  sale  was  procured  for  the  City  by  statute.  An 
example  of  this  is  in  the  Act  appro\'ed  May  1,  1861,  P.  L.

•l.'J2,  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  almshouse  grounds  by 
private  or  piililic  sale. 

I'lU'thermore,  I  am  informed  that  this  question  has  beeu 
before  Iwo  of  the  Title  Insurance  Companies  recently  in 
anticipation  of  the  passage  oi  this  Ordinance,  and  both 
of  them  have  decided  that  they  would  not  insiare  the  title. 

]n  my  opinion  the  fact  that  the  consideration  of  the  sale 
is  auotlier  lot  of  ground  and  not  money,  is  unimportant. 
Tlie  genej-al  policy  of  the  law  has  been,  with  some  excep- 
tions, io  require  that  all  purchases  and  sales  for  the  City 
should  be  open  to  public  competition;  the  nature  of  the 
consideration  received  is  not  important. 

I  am  aware  that  the  early  English  law  contained  dis- 
tinct ])rovisions  with  regard  to  exchange  as  distingiiished 
from  ordinary  conveyances,  but  an  exchange  within  this 
nile  of  law  is  simply  a  question  of  the  method  of  con- 
veyancing and  the  character  of  the  title  received,  and  does 
not  affect  the  right  to  make  sale. 

In  my  opinion,  the  proposed  Ordinance  is  not  valid.

l^EAR  Sir: — ]  have  received  yours  of  the  7th  inst.,  call- 
ing my  attention  to  the  Act  prohibiting  the  maintenance 
.and  operation  of  bucket  shops,  etc.,  and  asking  my  views 
concerning  your  duties  as  Director  with  respect  to  the 
provisions  of  this  .Act. 

The  Act  in  (piestion  provides  that  the  various  matters 
prohibited  by  il  shall  be  crimes  pimishable  by  indictment 
as  otiier  crimes  are  lumished.  These  acts  are  in  the 
nature  of  the  maintenance  of  gambling  establishments,  and 
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all  gambling  therein,  or  in  connection  with  the  business, 
and  of  leasing  propci-ty  for  gambling  purposes. 

A  very  careful  examination  of  the  .Vet  fails  to  disclose 
that  it  in  terms  refers  to  you,  or  your  department,  or 
imposes  duties  upon  you.  Your  duties,  therefore,  are 
those  which  are  required  of  you  for  the  suppression  of 
gambling  raid  gambling  establishments  generally,  as  well 
as  all  other  crimes. 

Tt  must  be  conceded  that  this  answer  is  somewhat  gen- 
eral, but  I  cannot  answer  your  general  question  more  spe- 
cifically without  submitting  to  you  an  elaborate  essay  upon 
your  duties  for  the  suppressing  of  crimes,  which  duties 
are  practically  more  familiar  to  you  than  to  mc.  If  there 
is  any  special  point  upon  which  you  desire  my  examin- 
ation, I  shall  be  glad  to  give  it.

Tt  is  very  clear  that  thi?  cannot  be  done.  To  bid  is  that 
which  is  received  and  pnblicly  opened  at  the  time  named, 
and  cnnnot  l)e  afterward  changed.  If  any  authority  were 
needed  for  so  jdain  a  proposition,  i1  ^^'ill  be  found  in  the 
recent  case  of  Loucheim  vs.  City. 

You  mufst  either  hold  I\[r.  McDevitt  upon  his  bid,  and

if  he  declines  to  take  the  contract,  award  it  to  the  next 
bidder,  and  require  him  to  pay  the  difference;  or,  if  you 
choose  to  take  the  responsibility  of  doing  so,  release  him 
from  liis  bid  on  the  ground  of  an  error,  or  reject  all  the 
bids,  and  re-advertise,  lie  certainly  cannot  get  a  contract 
at  the  higher  price.

Dear  Sir  : — -1  received  this  morning  your  favor  of  the 
lltli  inst.,  with  respect  to  certain  bills  of  the  Barber 
Asphalt  Paving  Company  for  the  paving  of  intersections 
in  which  slag  was  used,  and  asking  whether  slag  is  included 
in  the  general  word  ^'stone.''  There  is  a  memorandum  of 
divers  contracts  and  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Michener 
enclosed  with  your  letter. 

In  the  abstract,  the  qnestion  whether  slag  is  stone  is  a 
question  for  a  geologist  or  mineralogist,  or,  so  far  as  it  re- 
lates to  paving,  to  an  engineer  or  road  builder,  rather  than 
to  a  lawyer;  but  in  connection  with  the  ordinance  cited 
and  the  practice  stated  l)y  J\lr.  Michener  in  his  letter  to- 
have  been  followed,  (and  1  (]o  not  understand  that  you  dis- 
pute his  statements)  it  is  also  largely  a  question  of  con- 
strnction,  as  well  as  a  correct  use  of  the  word  abstractly. 

So  far  as  the  streets  are  completedj  slag  having  been  used 
M'ithont  objection,  it  wonld  seem  to  me  that  in  view  of  the- 
practice  and  of  the  use  of  the  word  under  the  general  head- 
ing of  "stone"  in  an  ordinance,  the  wfu-k  ought  to  be  ac- 
cepted,  if   satisfactory   in    other   respects.      The   objection. 
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should  have  been  made  while  the  work  was  iu  progress ;  and 
this  view  is  the  more  clear  to  my  mind  from  your  statement 
that  payments  for  the  assessable  portions  of  streets  have 
been  made  bv  assessmeut  bills,  and  \  do  not  think  that  we 
ought  to  approve  the  work  and  require  the  property  owners 
to  pay  for  a  part  of  it,  and  yet  refuse  to  pay  for  our  part 
of  it;  it  should  either  be  all  rejected,  or  all  accepted. 

In  view  of  the  constant  practice  and  of  the  interpreta- 
tion of  the  word  by  Couucils,  it  seems  to  me  fair  that  the 
contractor  who  bids  in  the  light  of  this  practical  interpreta- 
tion, both  by  the  department  and  by  Councils,  should  be 
permitted  to  use  slag.  At  the  same  time  he  is  bound  to  use 
stone  that  is  satisfactory  to  you,  and  if  he  were  to  use  a 
quality  of  lime  stone,  gneiss,  or  other  stone  that  will  not 
make  a  satisfactory  road,  you  would  have  the  right  to  reject 
it,  not  because  it  is  not  stone,  but  because  the  stone  is  not  of 
a  satisfactory  quality. 

It  is  equally  true,  that  if  the  slag,  in  your  judgment,  is 
of  an  unsatisfactory  quality,  you  have  a  right  to  reject  that 
also,  not  because  it  is  slag,  but  because  it  is  stone  that  does 
not  answer  the  purpose.  You  will,  of  course,  understand 
that  1  am  referring  only  to  contracts  already  made  upon 
the  faith  of  a  practical  interpretation  of  the  word,  both  by 
Councils  and  by  a  settled  usage.  If  I, am  wrong  in  regard 
to  the  settled  usage,  my  advice  should  be  someAvhat  quali- 
fied. My  letter  also  does  not  relate  to  w^ork  in  which  the 
■contract  has  not  yet  been  awarded.  In  such  cases  it  is  only 
fair,  in  view  of  the  actual  or  supposed  usage,  that  direct 
notice  that  slag  will  not  be  accepted  should  be  given  to 
proposed  bidders,  if  you  determine  to  reject  it  for  the 
future.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  carefully  considered  the  question 
submitted  in  vour  inquiry  of  the  11th  inst.,  which  as  ex- 
plained by  you  orally,  amounts  in  substance  to  the  question 
whether  the  Civil  Service  Commission  ought  to  exempt  ap- 
plicants for  the  position  of  Chief  Examiner  and  other 
•clerks  and  em]ilnyces  provided  for  in  Section  3  of  the  Civil 
Service  Act  of  March  5,  1906. 

Jn  my  opinion  the  persons  holding  those  offices  are  within 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Section  15,  paragraph  2,  of  the  Act,  provides  that  where 
peculiar  and  exceptional  qualifications  of  a  scientific,  pro- 
fessional, or  educational  character  are  required,  and  upon 
satisfactory  evidence  that  for  specified  reasons  competition 
in  such  special  cases  is  impractical)le,  and  that  the  position 
can  be  best  filled  by  the  selection  of  some  desigTiated  person 
of  high  recognized  attainments  in  such  qualifications,  the 
Commission  may  suspend  the  provision  of  the  statute  re- 
quired of  them  in  such  case-. 

In  my  opinion,  the  duties  of  an  Examiner,  whether  he  be 
Chief  Examiner  or  not,  do  require  very  special  and  pecu- 
liar qualifications.  Men  of  the  highest  attainments  in  their 
line  do  not  necessarily  have  those  mental  qualities  and 
special  experiences  which  enable  them  to  give  that  charac- 
ter of  examination  specified  in  Section  9  to  be  practical  in 
its  character,  and  which  relates  to  these  matters,  that  sliall 
iairly  test  the  qualifications  and  fitness  of  the  persons 
examined  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  or  employ- 
ment sought  by  them. 

The  objection  which  has  frequently  been  made  to  sta- 
tutes of  this  kind  relate  to  the  character  of  the  examina- 
tion given,  and  my  experience  leads  me  to  believe  that  the 
■qualifications  of  a  good  Examiner  are  of  the  rarest  kind. 

In   my  opinion,   therefore,   a   rule  of  your   Board    may 
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fairly  be  made,  at  least,  in  relation  to  the  Examiners,  in 
accordance  -with  the  provision  of  Section  15,  which  I  have- 
just  cited.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  this  date 
calling  my  attention  to  several  communications  sent  to  this 
office  by  direction  of  your  Committee  requesting  a  state- 
ment reporting  cash  returns  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  the 
preceding  months  ending  April  30  and  May  31. 

With  respect  to  those  received  prior  to  June,  I  did  not 
then  hold  my  present  office,  and  I  know  nothing  about 
them.  I  did  receive  the  one  under  date  of  June  4th,  ac- 
companied by  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  under  which  the  re- 
quest is  made,  which  is  entitled  "An  Ordinance  providing 
for  the  auditing  of  the  accounts  of  the  municipal  officers  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  etc.,  and  the  report  which  is 
requested  can  only  relate  to  the  duty  of  auditing. 

By  Section  50  of  the  Consolidation  Act  it  was  provided 
as  follows:  "No  member  or  members  of  Councils,  whetiier 
as  a  committee  or  otherwise,  shall  make  any  disbursement 
of  corporate  moneys,  nor  audit  the  accounts  thereof,  nor 
perform  any  other  executive  duty  whatever."  See 
Brightly's  Phila.  City  Digest,  paragra])h  26,  page  23. 

The  ordinance  which  you  sent  me  seems  therefore  to  im- 
pose duties  upon  you  in  direct  conflict  with  the  prohibition 
contained  in  the  statute,  and,  of  course,  an  ordinance  must 
always  give  way  to  a  statute.  I  suppose  that  this  is  the 
reason  that  the  duties  prescribed  l)y  the  ordinance  liave 
fallen  into  disuse. 
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I  shall  always  be  glad  to  give  any  iuformatiou  to  Coun- 
'cils  or  any  or  their  members,  but  so  far  as  I  can  see,  this 
information  seems  to  be  called  for  in  direct  violation  of 
this  statute,  and  you  will  no  doubt  be  glad  to  avail  yourself 
of  this  prohibition  to  escape  a  duty,  which  in  view  of  the 
daily  audits  by  the  Controller,  is  absolutely  useless. 

I  take  the  opportunity  of  calling  your  attention  to  this  in 
connection  with  the  month,  during  the  greater  part  of 
which  1  was  not  in  office,  and  therefore  the  matter  is  not 
personal  to  me.

Dear  Sir: — I  this  morning  received  your  favor  of  the 
15th  inst.,  enclosing  copy  of  letter  from  City  Solicitor  Kin- 
sey  to  Controller  Walton  under  date  of  May  8,  1905,  in  re- 
ference to  the  payment  of  the  bill  of  Philip  II.  Johnson  as 
architect  for  the  erection  of  new  hospital  buildings,  etc. 

The  want  of  clearness  in  the  letter  arises  from  the  fact 
that  at  the  time  of  his  date  the  Solicitor  had  no  reason  to 
doubt  that  it  would  be  regularly  signed  in  ordinary  course, 
so  that  the  question  that  now  troubles  you  as  to  what  con- 
stitutes the  execution  of  the  contract,  w^as  not  in, his  mind. 

The  paper  which  was  not  sig-ned  by  the  Mayor  and  to 
which  the  seal  of  the  City  was  not  attached,  was  certainly 
not  executed. 

Mr.  Johnson's  counsel,  Mr.  Browm,  left  with  me  on  Sat- 
urday for  my  examination  a  set  of  papers  on  the  subject. 
Mr.  Johnson  contends  that  it  was  simply  an  arbitrary  re- 
fusal to  sigTi  a  contract  which  had  been  duly  awared. 

Among  the  papers  left  with  me  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  to

you  by  Mr.  Johnson's  counsel,  Mr.  Brown,  dated  the  14thi 
instant,  stating  that  it  is  the  ojiinion  of  Mr,  Simpson  and 
himself  that  the  City  could  not  arbitrarily  refuse  to  sign 
the  contract  and  employ  new  architects  without  paying  ^Ir. 
Johnson. 

It  is  not  necessflry  for  me  to  pass  upon  this  question  at 
present,  not  only  becanse  3''0u  have  not  definitely  asked  it,

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  20th 
inst.,  inquiring  M'hether  it  is  necessary  for  the  proprietors 
of  places  of  amusement,  etc.,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  less 
than  400,  to  pay  the  City  license  fee  of  $25  provided  h^ 
the  Act  of  May  22,  1879,  P.  L.  73,  as  well  as  the  State 
license  fee,  which  is  fixed  at  $30  in  such  cases  by  the  Act  of 
May  23,  1907 ;  or,  whether  the  provisions  of  the  latter  Act 
operate  to  exempt  them  from  the  payment  of  the  license  fee 
provided  by  the  Act  of  1879. 

It  clearly  appears  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  May 
23,  1907,  that  it  was  intended  only  to  reduce  the  State 
license  fee  from  $500  to  $30  in  cities  of  the  first  class  for 
places  of  amusement  in  which  the  capacity  of  the  building 
is  less  than  400  persons,  and  that  such  amendment  did  not 
purport  to  affect  the  Act  of  1879  providing  for  the  city 
license  fee. 
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I  would  accordingly  advise  joii  that  said  city  license  fee 
is  payable  in  the  same  cases  as  before  the  Act  of  1907  was 
passed,  and  that  it  should  be  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  it  waa  so  collected  before  the  passage  of  said  Act.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  oral  inquiry,  I  have  ex- 
amined the -letters  submitted  to  me  requesting  that  you  as-

Marian  L,  Vernon  against  you. 

I  understand  that  so  far  as  you  are  concerned  you  have 
no  intention  of  contesting  the  case  and  the  matter  will 
stand  the  way  it  is  indefinitely,  but  if  any  other  claimant 
for  the  articles  delivered  under  the  writ  of  replevin  should 
arise  and  should  desire  to  intervene  in  the  case,  I  fear  you 
might  render  yourself  responsible  if  you  affirmatively  took 
action  releasing  the  bond.  Unless  you  are  absolutely  satis- 
fied that  the  plaintiff  in  that  case  is  entitled  to  receive  the

20th,  that  the  law  regulating  the  erection  of  fire  escapes  on 
school  houses  does  not  make  any  exception  of  buildings 
that  are,  or  supposed  to  be  absolutely  fireproof. 

I  understand  that  the  theory  of  those  who  drew  the  Act 
is  that  the  danger  to  persons,  and  .especially  to  children, 
arises  from  the  smoke  quite  as  much  as  from  the  flames; 
but  whatever  the  theory  may  be,  the  school  buildings  are 
not  excepted,  even  though  apparently  fireproof,  and  the 
requirement  that  fire  escapes  shall  be  erected  is  peremptory.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  stating 
that  complaint  was  made  to  said  Bureau  against  Harry 
Goldstein,  No.  1331  Wolf  street,  for  erecting  a  sign  out- 
side the  line  of  a  bay  window  and  extending  a  distance  of 
five  feet  from  the  house  line  over  the  sidewalk.  Inform- 
ation is  desired  as  to  the  method  to  be  pursued  to  secure 
the  removal  of  the  sign  "which  is  complained  of  by  the 
adjoining  property  owners  as  shutting  off  light,  air  and 
vision  from  their  properties." 

The  ordinance  of  September  23,  1864,  Section  10,  for- 
bids the  extension  of  signs  for  a  greater  distance  than  four 
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feet  three  inches  over  the  liighway,  but  by  Section  40  of  that 
Act  the  provisions  of  the  Tenth  Section  are  mnde  applic- 
able only  to  that  portion  of  the  then  First  Ward  which  waS' 
north  of  ]\lifliin  street  and  east  of  Broad  street.  The  prem- 
ises concerning-  Avhieh  inquiry  is  made  are  now  a  part  of  the 
Thirty-ninth  Ward,  but  in  ISG-i  were  a  portion  of  the  First 
Ward  and  were  south  of  Mifflin  street. 

It  therefore  appears  that  the  ])rojection  of  signs  above 
the  sidewalk  are  not  limited  in  the  neighborhood  in  ques- 
tion, and  I  do  not  think  the  City  v/ould  be  justitied  in 
taking  action  to  compel  the  removal  of  the  sign,  concern- 
ing which  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  inquires.

Dear  Sir: — The  accompanying  certificate  in  the  case  of 
Comm  vs.  Henrietta  Cook,  ]S'o.  625,  jSTovember  Sessions, 
1907,  shows  that  the  Court  ordered  and  decreed  and 
directed  that  the  City  Treasurer  pay  to  Joseph  P.  Gaffney, 
Esq.,  and  William  Spencer,  Esq.,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  March  22,  1907,  the  sum  of  $101,  representing 
the  actual  expenses  incurred  on  their  part  on  the  trial  and 
preparation  of  this  case,  which  is  a  murder  case ;  and  also 
pay  Josejjh  I'.  Gaftney,  Esq.,  a  fee  of  $100  and  William 
Spencer,  Esq.,  a  further  fee  of  $100. 

The  Act  in  question  provides  that  the  Court  may  assign 
counsel  in  murder  cases,  and  that  the  Judge  sitting  at  the 
trial  of  a  murder  case  may  allow  such  counsel  all  personal 
and  incidental  expenses  upon  a  sworn  statement  thereof 
being  filed  with  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions ;  also  reason- 
able conq)ensation  fc)r  services  rendered  not  exceeding  $200- 
10 
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for  each  counsel,  which  allowance  for  expenses  and  com- 
pensation shall  be  a  eharoe  upon  the  county  in  which  the 
indictment  and  action  is  found  and  be  paid  by  the  County 
Treasurer,  and  where  the  city  and  county  are  co-extensive, 
by  the  City  Treasurer  upon  a  certificate  of  ihe  Judge  pre- 
siding at  the  trial  of  the  case,  and  that  the  act  apply  to  cases 
thou  pending. 

This  case  comes  precisely  within  the  terms  of  the  law, 
which  ])rovides  that  the  money  shall  be  paid  not  upon  a 
new  suit,  whereby  further  and  additional  costs  will  be 
imposed  u]X)n  the  county,  but  directly  upon  the  certificate 
of  the  Judge;  and  the  money  therefore,  should  be  paid 
directly  to  the  gentlemen  to  whom  it  has  been  awarded, 
upon  this  crtificate  without  additional  costs.

Dear  Sir: — Yours  of  the  10th  inst.,  respecting  the  open- 
ing of  Melrose  street  was  duly  received. 

I  had  examined  a  similar  question  for  Judge  Kinsey  last 
Mlarch  with  respect  to  Orthodox  street,  one  of  those  men- 
tioned in  the  same  conveyance,  and  I  have  been  endeavor- 
ing to  find  certain  papers  connected  with  that  matter,  but 
I  have  not  been  able  to  do  so,  hence  the  delay. 

The  statement  in  the  deeds,  as  set  forth  in  the  brief 
accompanying  your  letter,  that  Melrose  street  between  Dim- 
can  and  Orthodox  streets  was  "a  street  fifty  feet  wide  laid 
out  by  the  said  Benjamin  Stiles  for  public  use  forever 
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■called  Melrose  street;"  is  a  sufficient  dedication  of  the 
street.  It  is  something  more  than  a  mere  bounding  upon  the 
side  of  the  street.  There  is,  however,  an  Act  of  1889  pro- 
viding that  where  streets  are  thus  dedicated,  and  are  not 
opened  within  twentv-one  years,  they  cannot  be  opened 
except  by  the  assent  of  the  parties.  This  is  fnlly  met  by 
the  two  affidavits  which  you  submit  that  the  street  has 
been  opened  and  in  notorious  use  by  the  public  continu- 
ously for  a  period  of  fiftt'en  or  sixteen  years  without  pro- 
test, interruption  or  objection. 

If  a  street  is  used  without  the  consent  of  the  property 
owner  for  twenty-one  years  it  is  a  dedication  by  lapse  of 
time,  but  if,  however,  it  is  in  use  for  any  period,  however 
short,  as  a  public  street,  with  the  consent  of  the  property 
owner  and  the  intention  on  his  part  to  dedicate,  such  short 
usage  is  a  sufficient  dedication.  In  this  instance,  the  inten- 
tion to  dedicate  is  shown  by  the  deeds,  and  the  actual 
usage  with  this  intention,  together  fully  meet  any  possible 
objection  that  can  be  raised  under  the  Act  of  1889. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that,  assuming  that  the  deeds  are 
properly  described,  and  that  the  statements  in  the  affidavits 
are  true,  that  street  has  been  properly  and  legally  opened.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  favor  of  yesterday  enclosing 
copy  of  two  ordinances  approved  respectively  January  16, 
1907,  and  ]\rarch  30,  1907,  respecting  work  done  in  the 
Aramingo  section,  and  inquiring  "whether  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  above  ordinances  are  applicable  to  the 
owners  of  property  in  said  district,  who  may  liave  the  work 
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done  bctwen  the  ])resent  time  and  the  date  of  expiration, 
as  named  in  the  ordinance/' 

It  will  be  noted  that  both  of  these  ordinances  are  re- 
stricted to  work  done  under  the  live  contracts  mentioned 
therein.  The  earlier  of  the  two  ordinances  provides  that 
for  future  jjayments  hfty  per  cent,  of  the  face  of  the  bill 
may  be  accepted  by  the  City  Solicitor  in  case  the  matter  is 
in  his  hands  or  liens  have  ben  filed ;  or  by  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  where  liens  have  not  been  filed  but  the  payment 
must  be  made  within  six  months  of  the  date  of  that  ordi- 
nance, which  will  expire  duly  10,  1907. 

The  second  of  the  ordinances  ])rovides  that  where  pay- 
ment in  full  is  actually  made,  fifty  per  cent,  may  be  re- 
funded within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  latter 
ordinance,  which  will  be  September  30th  next. 

Noting-  again  that  the  work  must  be  done  under  the  con- 
tracts above  mentioned,  or  some  of  them,  I  find  no  pro- 
vision in  either  of  these  ordinances  which  relates  to  the 
time  when  the  work  is  to  be  done,  and  in  my  opinion,  if 
those  contracts  are  still  alive,  work  done  under  them,  or 
any  of  them,  may  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  fifty  per  cent, 
upon  the  face  of  the  bill ;  or,  if  paid  for  in  full,  fifty  per 
cent,  may  be  refunded,  even  although  the  work  may  be 
done  between  the  present  time  and  the  date  of  expiration.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  favor  of  yester- 
day which  encloses  a  report  to  you  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Police  with  respect  to  a  sorrel  horse  which  was  found 
abandoned  upon  the  highway  on  May  21,  1907.     I  note 
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your  inquiry  whether  the  Bureau  of  Police  will  be  pursuing 
the  proper  course  by  sellino-  the  horse  at  regular  public  sale 
for  its  keep. 

According-  to  the  statements  submitted,  Charles  Schmid- 
gall  sold  the  horse  and  transferred  the  title  to  Mrs.  Mooney, 
so  that  she  is  the  only  one  with  whom  we  have  to  deal.  Her 
action  in  causing-  the  horse  to  be  tied  to  Schmidgall's  step, 
and  ^Irs.  Schmidgairs  action  in  untying  the  horse  and  re- 
tieing-  it  to  a  letter  box  yiost,  amount  to  an  abandonment 
and  a  disclaimer  of  ownershi]),  and  this  is  reinforced  by 
the  signied  statements  obtained  from  them. 

When  pro]>erty  is  abandoned  with  the  intention  of  dis- 
claiming ownership,  title  to  it  is  acquired  by  any  person 
who  finds  it,  and  finding  it,  takes  it  into  custody  as  his 
own.  You  do  not  want  to  keep  the  horse  indefinitely,  nor 
can  you  properly  turn  it  astray,  and  under  these  circum- 
stances I  should  take  the  responsibility  of  selling  the  horse 
after  full  notice  to  both  Schmidgall  and  his  wife,  the 
former  owners,  and  ]\rrs.  ]\rooney,  the  sale,  of  course,  being, 
as  yon  suggest,  to  be  a  regiilar  ]niblic  sale  after  advertise- 
ment.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  yours  of  yesterday  enclosing 
copy  of  bill  now  ])ending  to  authorize  the  Department  of 
Puldic  Works,  Durciiu  of  Surveys,  to  repair  and  waterproof 
the  to]is  of  tlio  \'entilating  openings  in  the  roof  of  tlie  tunnel 
on  Pennsylvania  avenue  over  the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Heading  Pnilwny,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  there- 
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for,  together  with  a  letter  which  accompanies  it,  and  which 
I  herewith  return. 

The  matter  is  important  as  it  involves  not  only  this  ex- 
penditure, bnt  a  policy  for  the  future,  and  I  regret  that  the 
necessity  of  haste  has  not  given  me  more  time  for  consid- 
eration. In  the  short  time  that  1  have  had,  1  had  an  inter- 
view, with  Judge  Campbell,  General  Solicitor  of  the  Head- 
ing Railway,  who  presented  the  Company's  side  of  the 
problem,  and  I  have  also  considered  the  matter  with  Mr. 
Webster,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys. 

The  EiCading  Company  profited  very  substantially  by  the 
construction  of  the  Subway.  It  not  only  secured  relief  from 
the  very  great  embarassment  arising  from  numerous  grade 
crossing's,  but  it  also  settled  a  serious  controversy  with  re- 
spect to  the  width  of  the  right  of  way  which  it  could  occupy. 

I  am  informed  that  it  was  contended  by  the  City  that 
there  were  more  tracks  upon  Pennsylvania  avenue  than  the 
Company  was  authorized  to  lay,  and  a  much  greater  width 
of  the  street  was  occupied  than  was  authorized. 

In  consideration  of  the  relief  thus  furnished  by  the  agree- 
ment provided  for  in  the  ordinance  of  March  17,  1894,  the 
Company  not  only  agreed  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  expense 
of  the  construction,  but  further  released  all  its  rights  upon 
the  surface  of  the  streets. 

Under  these  circumstances,  in  my  opinion,  the  ordinary 
rule  of  law  applies.  One  who  tunnels  under  the  property 
of  another  person,  or  of  the  public,  is  bound  to  support  the 
surface,  and  no  provision  having  been  made  by  the  ordi- 
nance and  agreement  in  question  for  cost  of  maintenance, 
that  cost  ought  to  fall  upon  the  Railway  Company. 

With  regard  to  this  specific  ex])ense,  however,  it  may  be- 
said  that  it  arises  because  the  City  failed  to  take  a  pre- 
caution which  experience  has  shown  to  be  necessary  where 
the  garden  plots  surround  the  ventilating  openings  of  the 
tunnel.  There  should  have  been,  as  it  now  appears,  a 
better  protection  under  the  earth  of  those  garden  plots  to 
prevent  the  \\atcr  leaking  through  upon  the  roof  portion- 
of  the  Subway ;  and  in  view  of  this,  it  is  not  inequitable 
'that  the  City  should  pay  for  the  cost  of  remedying  this 
defect,  provided  that  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Riiil- 
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way  should  aceei)t  onr  position  and  aft'rced  to  tlioroughly 
maintain  the  support  and  roof  of  the  tunnel  hereafter. 

If  I  correctly  understand  Mr.  Webster,  this  is  the  agree- 
ment which  he  expected  the  Tvaihvay  Company  would  make, 
and  therefore  the  proviso  at  the  end  of  Section  1  of  the 
ordinance  should  be  modified.  Instead  of  the  words  re- 
quiring the  Railway  Company  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
"to  make  all  the  necessary  rejiairs  to  the  underside  of  the 
said  ventilation  openings  at  their  own  expense,"  the  ordi- 
nance should  be  amended  by  requiring  the  Company  to 
hereafter  maintain  all  the  supports  and  roof  of  the  tunnel, 
so  that  the  surface  of  the  street  may  thereby  be  fully  sup- 
ported.

Dear  Sir  : — T  have  received  your  favor  of  the  2.">tli  inst., 
with  respect  to  the  contract  for  the  improvement  of  Soutii 
Broad  street,  containing  the  following  stipulation:  "For 
any  contingent  work  not  included  in  the  foregoing  spvcili- 
cations,  the  anionnt  to  ])e  ])aid  slndl  ho  fixed  and  deter- 
mined bv  the  i^irector  of  tlie  DciiarrmeiU  of  Public 
Works."  ' 

The  statement  is  made  tliat  as  nn<l(M'  a  i-(M'cnt  .\ct  of  As- 
send)]y  a  contractor  is  made  |K'rsonally  liable  for  any  acci- 
dent which  may  occur  to  any  of  the  woi-kmen  employed  by 
him,  and  in  order  to  protect  himself  by  reason  of  the  sai<l 
recent  Act  of  Assembly  the  contractor  has  taken  out  two 
accident  policies  indemnifying  himself  in  case  (d'  accident 
to  employees,  and  the  incjuiry  is  nuide  wbelhei-  the  insur- 
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ancc  ])ri'niiuni  of  $r)()0  can  l>y  aiiv  incaiis,  or  under  any 
tlu'orv,  sonio  of  whicli  arc  iiiciitioiicd.  l)c  ])ai<l  for  under  this 
clause. 

I  am  iniablc  1o  see  tliat  an  insurance  ]n'en\iuni  ])aid  to 
indemnify  the  contraeter  against  liahility  to  workmen,  can 
in  any  way  l)e  said  to  he  a  ])aynient  for  contins2;ent  work, 
e\-en  i  1'  we  mig-ht  tr(>at  it  as  yon  sng-i>'est,  as  additional 
Avaii'cs,  the  provision  docs  not  a]i])lv  to  additional  wages, 
bnt  for  additional  work  <lone  for  the  City. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  statnte  as  Avide  or  general  as  that 
nientione(l  in  yonr  letter.  Xo  contractor  is  made  ])erson- 
ally  lial)le  for  any  accident  wliich  may  occnr  to  any  of 
his  workmen.  Xo  donht  the  Act  to  which  he  refers  is 
Xo.  320,  a])])roved  Jnne  10,  1907.  T  have  very  carefnlly 
examined  the  statnte,  and  in  my  jndi>inent  the  effect  of 
it  is  very  greatly  overatted  in  the  pnhlie  mind.  T  am 
very  clear  in  my  opinion  that  its  operation  is  very  limited 
indeed.

T)i;\i;  Sir: — Yours  of  the  1  Sth  inst.,  on  the  subject  of 
iri-ading  streets  intersecting  Grays  "Perry  avenue,  between 
Washington  avenue  and  Thirty-sixtK  street  was  not  re- 
ceived l)y  me  nntil  the  -24th  inst.  My  answer  was  delayed 
])\  a  desire  to  inquire  of  Mv.  Alcorn,  who  was  absent, 
wjiether  this  (piestion  had  in  any  shape  arisen  previously, 
either  under  this  Ordinance  or  a  similar  Ordinance.  So 
far  as  T  can  learn,  however,  it  now  arises  for  the  first 
time. 
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The  Ordinance  in  question,  approved  June  20,  1906, 
""antliorized  the  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades,  not  <»nlv 
of  Grays  Ferry  avennc ;  Imt  also  all  the  streets  intersecting 
the  same  between  AVashiniilon  avenue  and  Thirty-sixih 
street,  in  order  that  the  vailmad  eonipanv  niight  adjust 
its  tracks,  and  required  the  company  to  agree  to  open  avA 
maintain  crossings  to  all  streets  across  its  property  and 
tracks  "within  the  limits  named  herein." 

The  clear  })uri)0se  of  this  provision  was  to  enahlc  the 
traveling  public  to  cross  the  tracks  of  the  company;  and 
to  re(]uire  the  c(>nL])any  to  make  jirovisiori  for  snch  cross- 
ings would  he  valueless  unless  the  grade  of  the  streets  at 
the  very  ])oint  of  crossing  he  ma<le  to  conform  to  the 
grade  of  the  street  elsewhere.  In  this  view  the  com])any 
Avas  required  to  o])en  and  maintain  all  crossings  "within 
the  limits  named  herein."  Tliat  is,  within  the  limits  named 
in  the  ordinance,  and  the  only  limits  to  which  this  expres- 
sion can  apply,  are  in  my  o])inion,  so  much  of  the  inter- 
secting streets  as  were  of  necessity  included  in  the  change 
(if  phin  antliori/ed   l)v  i]\o  ordinance. 

in  other  woi'ds.  the  ordinaiu^e  in  question  mdy  authorized 
a  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  (tf  the  intersecting  streets 
to  the  extent  that  snch  revisicm  was  necessary  to  make  them 
conform  to  the  ni^w  grade  of  Grays  Ferrv  av(>uue;  that 
Avas  the  limit,  and  within  that  limit  the  eompany  unist 
open  and  maintain  tlie  sti'cets.

Dkai;  Sik: — I  have  examined  an  Act  a])]U'oved  .Marcli 
24-,  11H),5,  Avhich  forbids  the  sale  or  nse,  among  oiher 
ihings,   of   all    pclb't^   or   tablets   eoiiiixfSi'il    (d"   chlni'jit.    of 
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polasli  or  other  high  exjjlosivc  eoinponnds,  and  T  have  been 
shown  by  you  a  largo  torpedo  Labelled  ^'{"iicle  Sam's  im- 
proved safety  torpedo."  1  am  told  that  this  contaiii.s 
chlorate  of  })0tash,  sulphur,  and  sulphide  of  antimony, 
mixed  with  pebbles  from  one-eighth  of  an  ineli  to  onj- 
quarter  of  an  inch  in  diameter;  that  it  is  a  high  explosive, 
and,  its  use  would  be  attended  with  danger;  that  it  is 
wrapped  in  stiff  paper  and  cardboard,  wires  and  securely 
cemented  with  a  starchy  paste,  and  to  rupture  this  cover- 
ing would  re(piire  an  explosion  of  considerable  power. 

These  statements  are  contained  in  a  letter  to  Dr.  Abbott, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Health,  dated  June  25,  11»07, 
and  signed  "Wm.   C.  Robinson,  M.  D.,  Chemist." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  this  torpedo  is  a  pellet  of  tablet 
com])osed  of  chlorate  of  potash,  or  other  high  ex})Ioriive 
com])Ounds,  within  the  meaning  of  the  statute.  ^Moreover, 
upon  your  instruction  that  it  is  very  dangerous,  and  that 
the  explosive  force  is  such  as  to  send  the  large  pebbles 
with  such  power  that  they  may  do  serious  injury,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  it  is  a  criminal  offence  at  common  law 
to  furnish  these  torpedoes  indiscriminately,  so  that  they 
may  be  used  recklessly  on  the  coming  Fourth  of  'Tuly 
by  children  and  others,  who  excited  by  the  events  of  the 
day  ^\dll  probably  not  always  use  due  care,  even  if  the 
torpedo  were  not  within  the  terms  of  the  statute. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  entirely  within  your  province  to 
take  criminal  proceedings  against  the  persons  supjolying 
this  article.

Dkau  Sir  : — T  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  June  29th, 
inquiring  as  to  the  right  of  the  owners  or  tenants  of  abuti- 
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ing  property  to  (lisi)lay  goods,  or  maintain  stands  for  that 
purpose,  upon  the  higlnvays. 

By  Act  of  April  10,  1838,  Section  8,  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia was  antliorized  to  regiUatc  this  su[)jeet  by  ordi- 
nance, and  on  Ueceniber  2-1,  18()4,  an  ordinance  was  duly 
passed  making  it  a  nuisance  ''to  place  any  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise,  whether  for  «ale  or  otherwise,  on  any  part 
of  the  footways  in  front  of  any  house  or  premises,  from 
the  line  of  any  street  fifty  feet  or  upwards  in  width,  to  a 
greater  distance  than  the  points  mentioned  in  section  tw» 
of  this  ordinance."  That  is  to  say  ''into  any  of  the  streets 
of  the  said  city  of  the  width  of  fifty  feet  or  upwards,  more 
than  four  feet  three  inches,  from  the  line  of  the  street 
and  level  of  the  pavement,  to  a  height  of  four  feet  six 
inches,  and  from  that  point  to  the  top  of  the  first  story,. 
more  than  one  foot  six  inches,  and  from  the  toj)  of  the 
first  story,  more  than  four  feet  three  inches  to  any  other 
part  of  said  l)nilding.'' 

Section  2  of  the  Ordinance  of  18G4  was  in  part  repealed 
by  the  Ordinance  of  July  20,  1875,  page  204,  but  section 
3  of  the  Ordinance  of  186-4  appears  to  ha-ve  remained  un- 
disturbed b}'  repeal  or  modification  up  to  the  present  time. 
Accordingly  it  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the- 
case  of  City  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Sheppard,  158  Pa.,  347, 
that  the  provisions  of  section  3  in  conjunction  with  those 
of  the  Ordinance  of  December  6,  1871,  authorizing  the 
maintenance  of  stands  in  front  of  property  owned  by  the 
City,  by  im])lication  sanctioned  the.  erection  of  stands  and 
the  display  of  goods  Avithin  the  limits  fixed  by  the  Ordi- 
nance of  December  24,  1864,  in  front  of  all  jjroperties; 
and  held,  with  respect  to  a  stand  the  maintenance  of  which 
the  City  l)y  bill  in  equity  and  endeavored  to  restrain, 
that  'Sve  think  the  (Mty  has  no  standing  to  invoke  the  aid 
of  a  Court  of  Equity  to  remove  an  obstruction  authorized 
by  its  own  ordinances,"  An  examination  of  that  case 
shows  that  the  o])inion  was  not  predicated  upon  any  dis- 
tinction betwe(^n  legal  and  equitable  remedies,  but  waa 
based  upon  the  broad  ground  that  the  ordinances  of  the 
City  authorized*  the  ]dacing  of  stands  and  merchandise- 
upon  the  sidewalk  within  the  limits  prescribed. 
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1  would   therefore  advise  you   iliar   iii  my  o[)iHion  you 
-would  not  bo  jnstfied  in  attcuiptiug-  to  interfere  Uierewith.

Dear  Suj  : — Your  inquiry  of  July  ord,  with  respect  to 
the  maintenance  of  bridges  used  by  the  Philade]i)hia  Rapid 
'Transit  Conij)any  was  not  received  mitil  Jtily  0th. 
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As  I  iindcrstaiid  the  question,  it  is  confined  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  roadway  only  of  tliose  hridges,  the  roadway 
of  which  forms  substantially  a  part  of  the  highway  ns 
that  nsed  not  only  hy  the  Ka])id  Transit  Com])any  l)Ui; 
also  by  the  general  ])nbli{-.  I  understand  that  the  letter 
does  not  relate  either  to  the  general  maintenance  of  tho 
bridge  itself,  or  to  bridges  constructed  for  the  use  of  the 
Kapid  Transit   Comjiany  only,   if  such  there  be. 

In  my  opinion  the  contract  entered  into  on  July  1st, 
under  the  ordinance  of  ^  that  date,  between  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  the  TJapid  Transit  Company,  relieves 
that  Company  from  the  duty  of  maintaining  said  roadways,, 
and  imposes  it  ujion  the  City.

Dear   Sir: — I  have  received  your  favor  of  July  8th,, 
inquiring    whether    property    at    Christian    and    Swanson 
streets  may  be  sold  by  virtue  of  an  Ordinance  of  Councils 
at  private  sale. 

On  June  10th  T  wrote  an  opinion  to  the  Mayor  with 
respect  to  other  property,  that  the  Act  of  February  21, 
1855,  Section  22,  (P.  L,  269)  authorizing  the  sale  of 
real  estate  by  public  sale  excludes  the  right  to  sell  at  private 
sale,  except  where  private  sale  is  specially  authorized  by 
statute,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Almshouse  property.  1  adhere 
to  this  opinion. 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  Act  relating  to  the 
property  in  question,  and  T  therefore  advise  you  that  it 
can  only  be  sold  at  ])ublic  sale.

To  the  Committee   to   Verify  Cash 

Accounts  of  City  Treasurer. 

Gentlemen  : — 1  have  received  from  your  clerk  jour  res- 
olutions requesting  me  to  give  you  an  opinion  respecting 
duties  of  your  Committee  as  laid  down  iu  the  various  Acts 
of  Assembly  and  Ordinances. 

There  are  no  Acts  of  Assembly  which  prescribe  your 
duties,  as  your  Committee  is  one  established  by  Councils. 
There  is  an  Act,  however,  to  which  1  called  your  atten- 
tion, in  my  letter  of  June  14th,  namely,  Section  50  of  the 
Consolidation  Act,  as  follows :  "l^o  member  or  members 
of  councils,  whether  as  a  committee  or  otherwise,  shall 
make  any  disbursement  of  corporate  moneys,  nor  audit 
the  accounts  thereof,  nor  perform  any  other  executive  duty 
wdiatever."  In  view  of  this  statute,  I  advised  that  you 
cannot  audit  the  accounts  of  corporate  moneys,  nor  per- 
form any  other  executive  duty. 

I  further  advised  you  that  the  Ordinance  of  December 
23,  1872,  requiring  you  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the 
municij^al  ofheers  of  the  City  is  in  direct  conflict  with  this 
law,  and  that  inasmuch  as  the  statement  which  you  re- 
quested from  me  with  respect  to  the  payments  to  the  City 
Treasurer  made  chiefly  by  my  predecessor  was  for  the 
purpose  of  such  audit,  I  declined  to  give  it. 

I  therefore  now  repeat  that  whatever  other  duties  may 
properly  be  committed  to  you  by  City  Councils,  you  may 
not  audit  the  accounts  or  perform  any  other  executive  duty, 
either  as  a  committee  or  as  members  of  Councils. 

With  respect  to  the  duties  which  you  may  perform,  they 
are  such  duties  not  forbidden  by  law  as  Councils  may 
from  time  to  time  commit  to  you.  I  fear  that  I  would 
be  trenching  on  the  province  of  Councils  if  I  were  to 
undertake  to  point  them  out.  If  you  are  uncertain  what 
they  are,  I  suggest  that  the  proper  course  is  to  get  Councils, 
by  resolution  or  rule,  to  make  them  more  specific.

AIy  Dkak  Sir: — 1  am  inforiueJ  by  you  tliut  there  is  a 
balance  of  something  over  $700,000  to  the  credit  of  Item  3 
(now  knoAvn  as  Item  4)  in  the  Ordinance  of  May  18,  1904, 
in  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Filtration),  as  follows:  "For  the  improvement, 
extension  and  filtration  of  the  .water  supply,  $5,000,000," 
and  I  am  asked  whether  a  portion  of  the  mandamus  issued 
yesterday  in  favor  of  James  P.  MclSTichol  upon  the  award 
of  Arbitrator  Thompson,  may  be  charged  against  this  ap- 
propriation. 

I  reply  that  it  not  only  may  be,  but  so  far  as  there  are 
any  funds  not  urgently  needed  to  the  credit  of  that  item, 
the  payment  should  be  charged  against  it.  The  appro- 
priation does  not  so  much  relate  to  the  method  of  payment 
(although  it  does  give  authority  to  draw  warrants),  as  to 
the  purpose  for  which  the  money  is  used.  This  money 
is  used  for  filtration  purposes  exactly  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  the  payment  were  by  warrant  instead  of  mandamus, 
and  it  should  be  so  treated.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  July  2 2d,  in- 
forming me  that  the  Deputy  Auditor  General  writes  you 
that  the  appropriation  made  during  the  Session  of  1905

for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  tlie  Indigent  Insane  is 
exhausted. 

Assuming  that  this  is  correct,  I  do  not  see  how  it  is 
possible  to  collect  the  money  due  the  city  at  this  time. 
While  the  State  officials  are  not  bound  quite  as  closely  as 
we  are  in  Philadelphia,  still,  speaking  generally,  they 
can  only  make  payment  of  money  so  far  as  the  money  is 
appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and  there  is  no  provision 
of  law  by  which  suit  can  be  brought  against  the  State.  I 
note  that  on  page  110  of  the  Acts  of  1905,  almost  imme- 
diately following  the  appropriation  to  which  you  call  my 
attention,  there  is  a  deficiency  act  making  an  appropria- 
tion for  deficiencies  during  the  preceding  two  years.  Such 
an  act  should  have  been  passed  at  the  present  session.  In- 
deed, it  may  have  been  passed,  for  my  attention  has  al- 
ready been  called  to  one  case  where  a  State  official  was 
ignorant  of  an  act  which  affected  his  department ;  but  if 
not  so  passed,  your  only  remedy  is  to  wait  until  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature  and  have  it  passed  then.

Dear  Sir: — Replyiil^  to  your  inquiry  of  the  2od  inst., 
the  Act  of  April  8,  1903,  to  which  you  refer  me,  does  not 
specify  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  Assistant  Director 
in  your  Department. 

The  Bullitt  Act,  Article  6,  contains  the  following  pro- 
vision: "  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  City  Treas- 
ury except  by  due  process  of  law,  or  upon  N\arrants 
on  the  Treasurer  signed  by  the  head  of  the  Department 
and  countersigned,"  &c. 
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The  Assistant  Director  is  not  the  head  of  the  Dej^art- 
ment,  and  I  am.  therefore,  of  opinion  that  he  cannot  sign 
a  warrant. 

Article  2  of  the  Bullitt  Act  contains  the  following  pro- 
vision: "Each  Department  shall  have  power  to  proscribe 
rules  and  re^ilations,  not  inconsistent  with  any  law  or 
ordinance,  or  with  the  provisions  of  Article  1  hereof,  for 
its  own  government,  regulating  the  conduct  of  its  officers, 
clerks  and  employees,  the  distribution  and  performance 
of  its  business  and  the  custody,  use  and  preservation  of 
the  books,  records,  papers  and  property  under  its  control." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  under  this  provision  you  have  the 
authority  to  authorize  the  Assistant  Director  of  your  De- 
partment to  sign  vouchers  without  the  specific  authority 
of  Councils.

Dear  Sir: — In  ansAver  to  your  question'^  I  beg  leave  to 
say  that  the  Act  establishing  the  present  Civil  Service 
Board  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  in  section  1  thereof,  pro- 
vides that  "no  person  shall  be  appointed,  transferred,  rein- 
stated or  promoted  as  an  officer,  clerk,  employee  or  laborer 
in  the  civil  service  in  the  government  of  any  city  of  the 
first  class,  in  any  manner  or  by  any  means  other  than  as 
prescribed  in  this  act." 

Section  4  of  that  Act  is  substantially  similar,  except 
that  it  places  the  matter  conversely,  forbidding  any  officer 
or  officers  from  making  appointments  except  in  accordance 
with  that  Act.

Four  different  statutes  were  passed  during  the  late  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  with  respect  to  the  wharves,  the 
late  Board  of  Wardens  and  the  navigation  of  the  river, 
all  of  them  approved  on  June  8,  1907. 

Act  J^o.  321  is  entitled  ''A  supplement  to  an  x\ct  'en- 
titled an  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  government  of  cities 
of  the  lirst  class  in  this  Commonwealth,  &c.'  "  It  provides 
that  there  shall  be  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  a  Department 
of  "Wliarves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  a  Director  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries.  The 
appointments  made  by  jou  in  connection  with  this  De- 
partment RV(\  therefore,  sul)ject  to  the  Civil  Service  Act. 

Act  No.  322  is  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  I^avigation  for  the  Delaware  river  and 
its  navigable  tributaries,  regulating  their  jurisdiction  over 
ships,  vessels,  boats  wharves,  piers,  bulkheads,  docks,  slips 
and  basins;  and  exempting  cities  of  the  first  class  from 
certain  of  these  provisions  and  making  an  appropriation 
therefor.  In  this  Act  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  JSTav- 
igation  is  established  and  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia is  made  a  member  and  i^resident  thereof,  but  some 
of  the  other  oflScers  are  appointed  by  the  officials  of  other 
bodies,  one  of  them  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Chester, 
and  one  of  them  the  Burgess  and  Councils  of  the  Hurough 
of  Bristol.  Their  jurisdiction  not  only  exteuds  far  out- 
side the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  but.  as  ap- 
pears in  the  title,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  to  some 
extent  exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  Act.  This  body, 
except  in  the  appointment  of  some  of  its  members,  is  en- 
tirely distinct  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  It  is  not 
one  of  the  boards  or  departments  thereof,  but  is  a  State 
body,  supported  by  a  State  appropriation.  It  is  not  within 
the  terms  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  and  the  appointments 
are  not  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  terms  thereof.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  July  30th, 
enclosing  a  letter  from  a  taxpayer  upon  the  subject  of  the 
crossing  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Heading  Kailway,  at  Cad- 
wall  ader  and  Thompson  streets,  together  with  a  report  of 
the  Lieutenant  of  the  District. 

The  complaint  relates  to  alleged  excessive  noise  in  the 
operation  of  the  trains,  and  to  the  danger  arising  from  the 
rapid  running  of  the  trains  at  that  point. 

From  the  report  it  appears  that  no  unusual  noises  are 
made,  but  from  the  length  and  speed  of  the  trains  run 
over  the  crossing  the  j)olice  lieutenant  considers  it  a  dan- 
gerous one. 

By  a  number  of  ordinance  and  resolutions  of  Councils, 
notably  the  Ordinances  of  September  8,  ISSl,  page  ISU, 
and  January  4,  1884,  page  3,  the  railroads  running  upon 
the  streets  of  the  city  are  required  to  erect  safety  gates  and 
station  flagmen  at  certain  designated  crossings,  it  being 
made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
to  notify  them  so  to  do,  and  upon  their  refusal,  penalties 
are  provided.  I  do  not  find  the  crossing  to  which  reference 
is  made,  mentioned  in  said  ordinances  or  resolutions,  and 
I  would  suggest  that  if  it  be  deemed  necessary  that  safety 
gates  be  erected,  or  flag-man  stationed  at  such  crossing,  the 
attention  of  Councils  be  called  to  the  matter  so  that  an  or- 
dinance may  be  passed  for  that  purpose.

I  may  add  to  the  foregoing  that  should  the  running  of 
the  trains  at  the  point  named  be  actually  dangerous,  the

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  July  3 1st, 
inquiring  whether  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  ap- 
proved July  15,  1907,  that  laborers  paid  out  of  Item  3  of 
the  appropriation  to  the  Fairmount  Park  Commissioners 
shall  receive  $1.25  per  day,  is  mandatory,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  no  appropriation  has  been  made  to  meet  the 
increased  expence. 

Item  3  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Fairmount  Park  is  as  follows:  "For  mainten- 
ance of  park,  including  care  of  walks,  roads,  drives,  etc., 
fuel,  stationery  and  incidentals,  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  thousand  (125,000)  dollars." 

In  my  judgment,  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  con- 
cerning which  you  inquire  is  mandatory,  and  should  the 
appropriation  to  Item  3  be  exhausted  before  the  end  of 
the  year  because  of  the  additional  expense,  it  will  be  the 
duty  of  Councils  to  decide  whether  a  further  sum  shall  not 
be  appropriated  in  order  to  make  up  the  deficiency.

Dear  Sir  : — 1  am  iu  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
July  24tb,  enclosing  correspondence  between  the  Chief  of 
the  Electrical  Bureau  and  the  Assistant  to  the  President 
of  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.,  together  with  copy  of  a  con- 
tract between  the  City  and  that  company^  dated  July  1, 
1903,  and  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case 
of  Bell  Telephone  Co.  vs.  Warwick,  et  al.  The  said  cor- 
respondence relates  to  a  bill  presented  by  the  Bell  Tele- 
phone Co.,  against  the  City  in  the  sum  of  $9,281.16  and 
the  questions  asked  by  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau 
iire  as  follows : 

''1.  Whether,  under  the  decision  of  the  Su])reme 
Court,  the  Ordinance  of  1888  is  binding  in  its  pur- 
pose to  furnish  'free'  tolephonos  and  special  wires  as 
named  therein." 

"2.  Could  the  special  Avires  connected  with  the 
free  instruments  (numbering  at  present  46)  be  con- 
strued under  the  new  conditions  since  1888,  as  trunks 
entering  the  telephone  switchboard  in  City  Hall. 
(There  are  12  free  trunks  in  use  now,)" 

"3.  ^^^lat  tlie  intent  and  meaning  of  the  contract 
mav  be  as  to  ^special  trunk  lines'  on  lines  iSTos.  5  and 
6."' 

The  contract  referred  to  ])rovides  in  substance  tor  the 
placing  by  the  company  of  instruments  connected  with  the 
switchboard  in  the  Electrical  Bureau,  City  ITall,  to  be 
coiniectod  with  the  company's  exchanges  at  Philadelphia 
*'by  special  trunk  lines  sufficient  in  number  to  furnish 
service  as  herein  provided."  The  City  agrees  to  pay  $3,000 
for  the  right  to  make  not  exceeding  100,000  local  calls 
per  annum,  with  a  rebate  on  any  unused  calls  of  the  said 
100,000  above  the  first  10,000/at  the  rate  of  three  cents 
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per  call.  All  calls  over  100,000  to  be  paid  for  at  tlie 
rate  of  $30  per  thousand  or  proportion  thereof.  The  City 
further  agrees  to  pay  for  calls  other  than  local  the  rate:> 
estahlishcd  by  the  eoui])any,  and  to  ])ay  $7.50  ))er  annum 
for  certain  instruments,  and  $2.00  per  annum  for  other 
instruments  as  mentioned  in  the  contract. 

In  consultation  with  a  representative  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau  and  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.,  it  seemed  to  be 
agi'eed  that  this  contract  relates  to  other  telephone  calls 
and  other  instruments  than  those  referred  to  in  the  Ordi- 
nance of  1888,  the  calls  and  instruments  which  that  ordi- 
nance requires  to  be  furnished  to  the  City  bein"'  ])rovided, 
in  addition  to  the  ones  covered  by  the  contract,  and  no 
charge  being  made  therefor. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  would  seem  that  the  first  and 
second  questions  do  not  require  a  specific  answer,  since 
the  rights  of  the  City  and  the  telephone  company  in  the 
matter  are  to  be  deduced  from  the  terms  of  the  contract, 
and  not  from  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance,  either  as 
the  latter  may  be  affected  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  which  is  referred  to,  or  otherwise.  What  the  con- 
tract means  seems  entirely  clear,  aud  the  nature  of  the 
stipulations   therein   contained   has  been   indicated   above. 

In  answer  to  your  third  question,  1  would  say  that  the 
special  trunk  lines  mentioned  in  the  contract  are  required 
to  be  furnished  in  sufficient  number  to  supply  the  service 
therein  provided  for,  and  the  meaning  of  this  clause  is 
evidently  to  compel  the  telephone  company  to  furnish 
enough  trunk  lines  for  that  purpose,  in  consideration  of 
the  charges  agTced  by  the  City  to  be  paid.

Dear  Sii;  : — I  have  your  letter  of  July  'JOtli.  liiasniucli 
as  the  ordinance  of  Councils  to  which  your  lottfr  rei'ers 
directs  that  the  minimum  salaries  to  he  paid  lihrariaus 
shall  be  $900  per  annum,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  tiie 
ordinance  is  mandatory,  and  that  the  salaries  of  your 
librarians  in  charge  of  branches  must  be  increased  to  lhv3 
amount  of  $900  per  annum  where  they  are  not  alread\ 
receivino-  that  sum. 

I  understand  from  your  IVfr,  Ashhurst  that  the  state- 
ment at  the  end  of  your  letter,  that  the  sum  of  $85,000 
appropriated  for  salaries  is  exhausted,  means  that  the 
F;a]ari(\s  have  been  so  arranged  that  it  will  be  exhausted 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  In  view  of  these  facts  F  would 
suggest  that  in  the  autumn  you  apply  to  Councils,  or  lo 
the  Finance  Committee,  for  a  transfer  to  the  Board'  of 
Trustees  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  make  up  the  deficit  which 
will  be  caused  by  the  payment  of  the  increased  salaries.

Dear  Sir: — 1  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  Augnist 
2nd,  with  enclosures  consisting  of  a  communication  to 
yourself  from  tlie  Chief  Inspector  of  Boilers  and  copies 
of  letters  from  the  rei)resentatives  of  the  Hartford  Boiler 
Insurance  Company  and  the  Philadelphia  Casualty  Com- 
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p'anv.  Tliorofrom  it  appears  that  the  Philadelphia  Casu- 
alty Co.,  has  insured  a  mniibei'  of  boilers  in  this  City  mak- 
ing- the  proper  inspection  and  issuiniv  the  certificates  re- 
quired bylaw,  and  that  the  Hartford  Insurance  Co.,  has  re- 
insured the  Philadeli)hia  Casuahy  Co.,  u])on  the  said  iu- 
snranee  of  boilers.  Thereupon  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Boiler.^  is  in  doubt  whether  he  should  re(pure  the  Ilartfoj'd 
Company  to  jnake  new  inspections  of  these  boilers  and 
issue  new  eertiiicates  before  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  insurance  originally  created. 

The  Act  of  ^tay  11,  1899,  provides  '"that  whenever  sucli 
insurance  companies  have  ins]K'cted  a  boiler  or  boilers  as 
herein  provided  for,  and  shall  have  issued  a  ])olicy  of 
insurance  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  company 
at  the  same  time  to  issue  a  certificate  of  inspection"-  setting 
forth  the  various  matters  and  things  required  by  the  Act. 
By  tlie  letters  received  from  the  respective  companies  it 
would  seem  that  they  agree  in  tlie  statement  that  the  Hart- 
ford Co.,  unih'r  its  contract,  does  not  insure  the  boilers; 
that  is  to  say,  it  issues  no  policies  or  other  insurance  to 
tlie  owners  or  users  thereof,  but  simply  reinsures  the  Phiia- 
del])liia  Company  upon  its  risks,  the  latter  remaining  the 
direct  insuring  company  and  retaining  the  same  relation 
to  the  insured  owners  or  users  of  l)oilers  Avhich  was  origi- 
nally created,  looking  to  the  Hartford  Company  only  for 
reiud)ursenient  for  anv  loss  which  may  he  sustained  by 
jr. 

If  these  1)0  the  true  facts,  I  do  not  think  the  language 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  applies  to  such  a  'case,  that  tiie 
act  being  clearly  intended  to  relate  to  tiic  insurance  of 
boilers  by  companies  issuing  policies  thereon,  or  otherwise 
directly  insuring  the  same,  and  not  to  contracts  of  rein- 
surance such  as  the  present  one  is  stated  to  be. 

Unless,  therefore,  the  reinspection  and  reissuing  of  cer- 
tificates in  this  case  is  deemed  essential  to  the  ])ublic 
safety,  [  am  of  opinion  that  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspec- 
tion is  not  re(iuired  by  the  act  to  insist  upon  it.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  July  31st, 
•enclosing-  co^jy  of  the  application  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Ttailroad  Company  for  a  permit  to  lay  sidings  on  Dela- 
ware avenue,  between  Christian  and  Qneen  streets  running 
into  the  storage  warehouse  of  that  company  on  the  corner 
of  Delaware  avenue  and  Queen  streets,  together  with  a 
blue  print  ])]an  showing  the  proposed  sidings,  and  inquir- 
ing wliether  certain  Acts  of  Assembly  and  ordinances 
authorize  the  laying  of  the  sidings. 

The  Act  of  March  12,  1ST3,  P.  L.  2.53,  authorizes  the 
Pennsylvania  Pailroad  Company  to  constrnct  a  (hjublo 
track  railroad  upon  the  easternmost  thirty  feet  of  Dela- 
ware avenue,  between  Queen  and  A\'ashington  streets,  and 
bi'lween  the  north  ^ide  of  Dock  and  Christian  stv>.'ets,  wiili 
such  connections  for  its  Delaware  river  extension  and 
turnouts  as  may  be  necessary.  Sc^ctiou  2  of  said  Act 
further  authorize  the  com])any  to  ])urchase  "ground  or 
])ro])erty  near  or  convenient  to  the  said  avenues  or  streets 
as  the  said  ci  mpany  nuiy  deem  lu'ccssary  for  depot  ov 
•otlier  purposes." 

By  a  resolution  of  Councils  of  Jnly  3,  1872,  page  321, 
authority  was  extended  to  the  railroad  company  ''to  occupy 
the  thirty  feet  of  width  added  to  Delaware  avenue  for 
railroad  purposes." 

A  second  Act  of  Asseuibly  was  passed  June  6,  1873, 
P.  L.  1874,  Appendix  415,  making  it  lawfnl  for  the  Penn- 
-ylvania  Pailroad  Co.,  with  the  consent  of  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  tlu>  City,  to  construct  a  double  track 
railroad  u]K)n  any  ])ortion  of  Delaware  avenue  between  the 
north  side  of  Dock  street  and  the  south  side  of  Christian 
street,  and  accordingly  auother  resolution,  dated  June  24, 
1873,  Avas  passed  by  Councils,  providing  that  the  Penn- 
sylvania Kailroad  Co.,  was  thereby  authorized  to  lay  their 
<l(tuble  track  I'oad  nixm  Delaware  avcnne  in  snch  ]>osition 
that  the  centre  line  thereof  should  be  forty-eight  feet  three 
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inches  from  the  westerly  line  thereof,  excepting  where  a 
deviation  is  neccssar3'  to  overcome  offsets  in  the  line  of  the 
avenue. 

This  seems  to  have  been  in  substitution  for  the  earlier 
res<:)lution  which  required  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany to  be  hiid  upon  the  easternmost  thirty  feet  of  Dela- 
ware avenue. 

The  provision  of  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  March  12,. 
1873,  giving  the  company  the  right  to  buy  ground  near  or 
convenient  to  the  said  avenue  or  streets  for  depot  or  otlier 
railroad  purposes,  remains  in  effect,  and  it  would  seem  to 
carry  with  it  the  implied  privilege  of  laying  sidings  from 
the  road  which  the  company  was  authorized  to  build  to  it* 
depot  or  other  railroad  property  so  that  the  same  might 
be  us(>d  for  the  purpose  for  which  its  acquisition  was 
authorized,  subject,  of  course  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors  as  to  the  proper  position  of  the- 
sidings,  etc.  Assuming,  therefore,  that  the  tracks  have 
been  laid  as  required  by  the  resolution  of  June  24,  1873, 
and  that  the  plan  submitted  by  the  railroad  company  for 
the  sidings  in  question  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supenasors  and  conforms  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  that  body,  I  think  there  is  no 
legal  objection  to  such  approval  being  granted. 

I  return  herewith  the  copy  of  the  ap]dication  and  the- 
plan  kindly  sent  me.

Dear  Sir  : — T  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  front 
the  Acting  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved 
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by  the  Assistant  Director  of  3'our  Department,  which  states 
that  an  ordinance  was  approved  on  July  25,  1907,  to 
authorize  the  laying'  of  sidewalks  on  Springfield  avenue 
between  Grerniantown  avenue  and  Poeono  street,  and  Bryu 
Mawr  avenue  between  C^ity  avenue  and  Overbrook  avenue^ 
directing  the  De])artment  of  Public  Works  to  enter  into 
contracts  for  laying  said  sidewalks,  which  are  to  be  oC 
flagstone,  and  upon  condition  that  the  contractors  shall 
collect  tlie  cost  of  the  paving  from  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  thereon.  Jt  is  further  stated  that  the  property  in 
said  localities  is  assessed  at  suburban  rates,  and  attention 
is  called  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  March  31,  1905, 
P.  L.  86.  Inquiry  is  thereupon  made  whether  the  High- 
way Bureau  would  be  justified  in  advertising  for  proposals 
for  paving  with  flagstones,  or  other  class  of  paving  of  the 
footways,  under  tlie  terms  of  said  ordinance. 

The  Act  of  1905,  to  which  reference  has  been  made, 
provides  in  Section  1  and  2  that  when  a  majority  of  the 
property  owners,  or  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  feet 
frontage  upon  public  highways  of  cities  of  the  first  class, 
where  property  is  assessed  at  suburban  rates,  shall  petition 
Coimcils  for  a  paved  footway,  Councils  shall  direct  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.  Bureau  of  Highways,  to 
notify  the  owners  of  Property  on  said  street  to  have  such 
footway  paved  within  thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  said 
notice,  and  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  to  comply  there- 
with, directs  the  Bureau  of  Highways  to  proceed  to  have 
the  pavement  laid. 

Section  4  of  the  Act  provides  that  should  such  majority 
of  owners  or  owners  of  the  majority  of  the  feet  frontage, 
refuse  to  petition  as  aforesaid,  it  will  be  competent  for 
the  Bureau  of  Higlnvays  to  call  the  attention  of  Councils 
to  the  necessity  for  the  paved  footway,  and  thereupon 
Councils  shall  direct  notice  to  be  given  to  the  property 
owners  as  provided  in  Section  1.  The  cost  of  the  paving 
in  each  of  the  foregoing  cases  is  to  be  borne  by  the  abutting 
owners. 

Section  5  is  to  the  effect  that  nothing  in  the  Act  shall 
prevent  Councils  of  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia  from  direct- 
ing brick  pavements  to  be  laid  on  the  footways  of  any  of 
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the  streets,  whether  assessed  at  urbau  or  suburban  rates, 
whenever  said  streets  are  opened  and  graded  according  to 
the  confinued  surveys,  and  when  in  the  judgment  of  .said 
Councils  the  advance  of  iniprovenicuts  may  demand  ihe 
same. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Ordinance  of  July  25,  lUOT, 
iloes  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  Section  1  or  Section 
4  of  the  Act,  because  no  notice  is  directed  to  be  given  to 
the  abutting  owners  to  do  the  paving,  \^hich  is  made  a 
preliminary  requisite  before  the  City  is  authorized  to  do 
it  at  their  cost;  and  as  to  Section  1,  perhaps,  for  the 
additional  reason  that  no  petition  of  the  property  owners 
has  been  filed  with  Councils. 

Section  5  of  the  Act,  if  not  unconstitutional  as  being 
limited  to  the  City  of  Philadel])hia  instead  of  being  made 
applicable  to  cities  of  the  first  class  generally,  is  restricted 
to  brick  pavements.  This  section  seems  to  have  been  in- 
corporated in  the  Act  merely  for  the  purpose  of  saving  it 
from  a  construction  which  would  prevent  Councils  from 
di recti ug  pavements  to  be  laid  whenever  they  were  deemed 
necessary  by  those  bodies.  The  expense  thereof  would, 
however,  in  the  case  of  suburban  properties  be  borne  by 
the  City. 

As  already  seen,  the  direction  of  the  ordinance  is  that 
the  cost  of  the  paving  is  to  be  collected  from  the  owners 
of  property  fronting  thereon.  This,  as  well  as  the  require- 
ment of  flagstones  instead  of  brick  pavements,  would  pre- 
vent the  application  of  Section  5  of  the  Act,  and  under 
the  preceding  sections,  as  already  stated,  the  owners  must 
first  be  given  an  opportunity  to  do  the  paving  themselves. 

For  these  reasons  it  would  seem  to  be  impossible  for  all 
•of  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  to  be  carried  into  effect,  aud 
I  think  therefore  that  your  dejiartment  would  be  justified 
in  sus])eudiug  action  in  the  matter  until  it  could  have 
an  opportunity  of  calling  the  attention  of  Councils  to  the 
dilomuui.  and  awaiting  their  further  iustructious.

Deak  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Ciiicf 
Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,, 
transmitting  copy  of  a  letter  to  himself  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway  Co.,  in 
which  the  proposition  is  made  in  reference  to  the  old  track 
material  on  the  P.  G.  &  N.  Elevated  and  the  Richmond 
Branch  Elevated  railroads,  that  when  such  material  is  no 
longer  needed,  the  City  and  the  Railway  Company  ex- 
amine and  classify  it  according  to  its  condition ;  and  that 
the  Railway  Company  take  such  property  at  an  appraised 
value  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  such  value  being 
credited  to  the  joint  appropriation  as  provided  under  Sec- 
tion 17  of  the  Ordinance  of  October  13,  1906.  The  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  inquires  whether  the  suggested 
method  of  procedure  is  authorized  by  the  ordinance. 

Said  ordinance  provides  that  upon  the  completion  of  the 
work  directed  thereby,  all  material  and  property  purchased 
by  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway  Company  after 
the  date  of  the  ordinance  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
said  work,  but  not  actually  used  for  the  joint  interest,  and 
all  old  rails  and  other  material  now  in  use  by  the  Railway 
Company,  and  which  may  not  be  used  in  the  construction 
of  the  new  work,  shall  be  disposed  of  at  public  sale,  and 
the  proceeds  thereof  credited  to  the  joint  appropriation; 
provided  that  sliould  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway 
Company  desire  to  hold  any  of  the  said  property  or  por- 
tions of  the  property  so  to  be  disposed  of,  an  appraise- 
ment of  the  value  of  the  same  shall  be  made,  and  such 
ap})raised  value  credited  to  the  joint  appropriation. 

The  proposal  of  the  Railway  Company  indicates  its 
desire  that  the  method  covered  by  the  foregoing  proviso 
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shall  be  pursued,  and  tliat  the  property  Lc  taken  by  the 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway  Company  at  an  appraise- 
ment, the  amount  thereof  to  be  credited  to  the  joint  appro- 
priation. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  course  proposed  is  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  and  is  fully  authorized  by 
its  provisions.

In  re  Retaining  Walls. 

Edwin  Clark,  Esq., 

Chief,  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  August 
7th,  stating  that  when  acting  as  fence  viewers  under  the 
Act  of  May  6,  1870,  P.  L.  1303,  the  Board  of  Building 
Inspectors  finds  in  many  cases  that  the  lot  of  ground  on 
one  side  of  the  party  line  is  considerably  higher  than  the 
adjoining  lot,  and  that  in  such  cases  it  is  desirable  that 
the  retaining  wall  be  built  up  to  the  level  of  the  high 
ground  in  order  to  retain  the  same,  before  a  party  fence 
is  erected  on  the  line. 

You  ask  whether  the  aforesaid  Act  of  Assembly  gives 
you  the  power  to  order  the  erection  of  such  retaining  wall 
where  required,  and  if  it  does,  you  ask  further: 

"1.  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  o^raer  of  a  lot  of  ground 
filled  in  above  the  natural  grade  to  erect  such  wall  at 
his  owTi  expense?" 

"2.  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  a  lot  of  ground 
excavated  below  the  natural  grade  to  erect  such  retain- 
ing wall  at  his  expense  V 
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"3.  If  the  party  avIio  is  ordered  to  erect  such  re- 
taining wall  refuses  or  neglects  to  build  same  within 
the  time  specified  by  the  Act,  does  the  Act  give  the 
aggrieved  party  the  right  to  erect  such  retaining  wall 
and  to  file  a  lien  for  cost  of  same  against  the  ov^ner 
of  the  adjoining  property,  as  is  the  case  with  the  erec- 
tion of  a  fence  V 

The  Act  of  May  G,  IS 70,  transfers  to  the  Building  In- 
spectors of  Philadelphia  the  duties  required  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  Board  of  Purveyors  and '  liegulators  of 
Philadelphia  under  the  Act  of  March  11,  1862,  P.  L.  lOU. 
The  latter  Act  directed  the  Board  of  Surveyors  on  appli- 
cation to  appoint  three  of  their  number  to  view  any  party 
line,  and  if  no  fence  is  built  upon  said  line,  then  to  state 
what  proportion  of  cost  of  building  a  new  fence  should  be 
borne  by  each  party.  The  third  section  of  this  Act  is  as 
follows : 

'"All  partition  fences  dividing  enclosed  lands  within 
the  rural  districts  of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia, 
shall  be  substantially  made,  at  least  four  feet  six 
inches  high,  and  of  sufUcient  rails  or  logs,  the  bottom 
rail  or  log  to  be  not  more  than  eight  inches  above  the 
ground ;  and  in  the  built-up  portions  of  said  city,  a 
tight  board  or  palisade  fence  substantially  built,  at 
least  six  feet  high ;  and  in  either  case,  the  said  viewer's' 
and  board  of  surveyors  and  regulators  shall  have 
power  to  designate  the  kind  of  fence  to  be  built: 
Provided,  The  cost  in  the  rural  districts  shall  not 
exceed  twelve  cents  per  lineal  foot,  and  in  the  built-up 
portions  of  said  city,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents 
per  lineal  foot." 

There  is  no  jurisdiction  at  common  law  such  as  is  pro- 
vided in  this  Act.  It  must  consequently  be  construed 
strictly.  The  Act  refers  to  woodeii  party  fences,  but  not 
to  the  support  of  the  fences.  It  in  no  place  refers  to 
retaining  walls.  Further,  the  proviso  to  the  section  above 
quoted  is  to  the  effect  that  the  total  cost  in  rural  districts 
shall  not  exceed  twelve  cents  per  lineal  foot,  and  in  the 
built-up  portions  tw^enty-five  cents  per  lineal  foot. 
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I  am  consequently  of  ojjiniou  that  the  Act  of  Assembly 
does  not  give  you  the  power  to  order  the  erection  of  a 
retaining  ^vall  on  the  i)arty  line. 

This  renders  it  unnecessary  to  answer  the  rcuiainiui^ 
questions.

In  re  Maintenance  of  Bridge  of  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  over  Pennsylvania  Avenue  at  Poplar 
Street.

D3<:ak  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  recent  letter  inquiring 
whether  the  ordinance  and  contract  of  July  1,  1907,  relieve 
the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  from  the  duty  of 
maintaining  the  bridge  over  Pennsylvania  avenue  at  Poplar 
street,  constructed  by  the  Union  Passenger  R.ailway  Com- 
pany under  Ordinance  of  December  31,  1888  (p.  464). 

As  I  understand  the  facts,  the  main  purpose  of  the 
bridge  was  to  give  that  Company  access  to  the  Park ;  it  has 
always  recognized  the  bridge  as  part  of  its  own  property 
and  road,  not  only  by  building  it  originally,  but  further, 
by  maintaining  it  at  its  own  expense.  The  general  use 
by  the  public,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  is  subordinate  and 
incidential ;  and  moreover,  I  am  informed  by  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys  that  Poplar  street,  though  it  appears  upon  the 
City  plan  as  running  across  and  west  of  Pennsylvania 
avenue,  is  legally  opened  only  to  the  northeast  side  thereof. 

The  only  pertinent  provision  in  the  recent  ordinance  and 
contract  is  contained  in  Section  10,  which  requires  the 
Rapid  Transit  Company  to  make  certain  annual  payments 
to  the  City  "in  lieu  and  satisfaction  of  all  obligations  and 
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liabilities  on  the  part  of  the  Company  and  its  subsidiary 
companies"  for  certain  purposes,  among  others  "for  the 
paving,  repaying  and  repair  of  the  streets  occupied  by  their 
surface  lines." 

In  my  opinion  the  word  "repair"  is  to  be  construed  in 
connection  with  the  words  "paving,  repaving,"  and  relates 
to  the  road-bed  of  streets  occupied  by  the  surface  lines.  My 
understanding  is  that  the  sum  specified  to  be  paid  to  the 
City  was  reached  by  a  calculation  of  the  amount  required 
for  repairs  of  that  kind.  At  all  events,  it  ought  not,  in 
my  opinion,  to  be  extended  to  the  framework  of  a  bridge 
thus  constructed  by  a  railway  company  for  its  own  use 
and  by  its  own  money  in  the  mamier  specified.  This  is 
not  part  of  the  "Street"  as  the  word  is  used  in  the  agree- 
ment. 

The  utmost  for  which,  in  my  opinion,  the  City  could  be 
expected  to  pay  in  any  event  would  be  the  planking,  etc., 
required  for  the  general  public  use  and  not  required  for 
railway  purposes;  but  since  the  ])ortion  of  Poplar  street 
in  question  is  not  a  legally  opened  highway  or  street,  I  do 
not  think  it  can  be  properly  said  to  come  within  the  terms 
of  the  contract  of  July  1,  1907,  and  hence,  in  my  judg- 
ment, the  City  should  not  pay  for  any  part  of  the  said 
repairs. 

Replying,  such  delay  as  has  arisen  to  the  inquiry,  was 
caused  by  this  Department  awaiting  advices  in  reference 
to  the  situation  from  the  Survey  Bureau.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  August  22d,  concerning  an 
alley  between  Nos.  1225  and  1227  Fairmount  avenue,  was 
received  during  my  absence  from  the  city.  The  matter, 
however,  was  at  once  taken  up  partially  by  corres]X)ndence 
with  me,  and  under  my  direction  an  examination  has  been 
made  of  the  present  condition  of  aliairs. 

I  learn  that  both  Nos.  1225  and  1227  Fairmount  ave- 
nue belonged  to  the  "'Gill  Estate"  at  the  time  when  the 
proceedings  were  instituted.  No.  1225  only  was  taken  for 
school  purposes.  The  Trustees  of  the  Estate  were  duly 
notified  of  the  proceeding  and  appeared  before  the  jury  and 
were  awarded  two  separate  sums  as  damages — in  the  one 
case  for  No.  1225  and  in  the  other  for  the  Toss  of  the  alley. 
They  conveyed  No.  1225  to  the  City  and  appealed  from 
the  award  of  $500  for  the  loss  of  the  alley,  and  that  appeal 
is  still  pending.  I  understand,  however,  that  the  deed 
for  No.  1225  includes  the  soil  of  one-half  of  the  alley, 
but  subject  to  such  easement  as  the  Trustees  as  own- 
ers of  No.  1227  might  have  in  it. 
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It  is  proper  to  say  iu  this  connectiou  that  prior  to  the 
city's  purchase  there  was,  strictly  speaking,  no  separate 
easement  or  ownership  of  the  alley,  because  both  properties 
belonged  to  the  same  owner,  and  the  owner  of  a  property 
cannot  have  an  easement  over  his  own  property  simply 
because  he  uses  it  for  the  benefit  of  an  adjoining  property. 
That  easement,  however,  would  ordinarily  be  created,  or, 
if  ])reviously  existent,  revived  by  the  sale  of  one  property 
without  the  sale  of  the  other.  In  this  instance,  however, 
it  appears  to  have  been  distinctly  understood  that  they  were 
taking  the  soil  of  one-half  of  the  alley  and  exting-uishing 
the  easement.  I  suppose  that  the  proper  course  would  have 
been  to  make  one  award  for  the  property  free  of  the  ease- 
ment. This,  however,  was  not  done  in  that  form,  and 
taking  matters  as  they  are,  I  advise  you  that  inasmuch 
as  the  property  has  been  taken  clear  of  the  easement,  the 
fact  that  two  distinct  awards  have  been  made  does  not 
change  the  situation,  and  you  are  at  entire  liberty  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  erection  of  the  building  to  the  centre  of  the 
alley. 

The  award  of  the  jury  for  the  loss  of  the  use  of  the  alley 
was  $500.  My  first  information  was  that  the  Gill  Estate 
were  willing  to  take  $750  and  I  urgently  recommended 
that  this  sum  should  be  paid  to  relieve  us  from  certain 
embarrassments.  I  now  learn,  howevei-,  that  in  view  of 
the  discovery  of  a  drain  pipe,  the  Trustees  have  raised  their 
demand  to  $1800.  The  difference  is  too  large,  and  I  re- 
commend that  unless  you  can  make  settlement  at  a  much 
smaller  figure,  you  proceed  without  regard  to  the  drain 
pipe,  and  let  the  amount  to  M'hich  they  are  entitled  be 
determined  in  the  pending  proceeding. 

In  this  connection  F  do  not  overlook  ^Ir.  Cook's  testi- 
mony before  the  jury  that  there  would  ''be  absolutely  no 
expense  to  the  owner  by  reason  of  other  changes,"  but 
reading  the  whole  of  the  testimony  together,  this  is  clearly 
restricted  to  repairs  to  the  party  wall.  Moreover,  I  under- 
stand that  this  testimony  wa^  given  in  igTiorance  by  Mr. 
Cook  of  the  existence  of  the  drain  or  wat(>r  pipe,  and  this 
is,  therefore,  an  undisclosed  use  of  the  pro])erty.  T  had 
supposed  that  the  Trustees  were  equally  in  ignorance  of  it, 
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and  that  this  is  the  reason  why  they  raised  their  claim 
so  greatly.  I  am  now  told,  however,  that  they  did  know  of 
its  existence,  and  assert  that  they  notified  Mr.  Cook.  If 
so,  I  do  not  see  what  excuse  they  have  for  increasing  their 
claim  so  greatly.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  letter  of  August  24th, 
signed  by  Chief  Engineer  Webster  and  approved  by  you, 
relating  to  a  freight  yard  in  the  block  between  Norris  and 
Berks  streets  and  the  P.  G.  &  jST.  Eailroad  and  Tenth 
streets. 

I  have  given  the  matter  careful  consideration  and  had 
the  benefit  of  a  long  conference  with  Mr.  Webster  and  Mr. 
Phillips  of  his  Department,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Wagner, 
Engineer  of  the  Reading  Railway,  and  this  morning  also 
had  a  conference  with  Judge  Campbell,  General  Solicitor 
of  the  Reading  Railway.  I  learn  in  those  conferences,  as 
well  as  from  the  letter,  that  the  facts  are  as  follows: — 

The  Reading  Railway  Company  or  the  P.  G.  &  1!T.  Rail- 
way Company,  owns  the  block  of  land  alx>ve  mentioned, 
upon  which  there  are  a  number  of  its  tracks,  and  which 
is  now  in  use  as  a  freight  yard.  Under  the  terms  of  the 
contract  between  the  City  and  the  Railway  Company,  for 
the  elevation  of  the  railway,  which  contract  was  authorized 
by  the  ordinance  approved  Octol)er  13,  1906,  amended  by 
ordinance  approved  March  30,  1907,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
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City  under  Section  14  of  the  first  ordinance,  to  pay  one- 
half  of  all  the  expenses  of  or  connected  with  the  execution 
and  completion  of  the  work  provided  for  in  the  ordinance, 
except  Avhere  it  is  otherwise  provided  for.  In  the  third 
paragraph  of  Section  5  of  the  original  ordinance  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  necessary  alterations,  construction  and  re- 
construction of  all  existing  railroad  yards,  yard  tracks,  etc., 
etc.,  shouhl  be  included  in  the  plans  with  as  good  accom- 
modations and  as  complete  and  convenient  facilities  as  now 
exist  for  operating  the  business. 

Under  these  provisions  the  yard  in  question  might  be 
graded  by  a  deep  fill  and  the  tracks  elevated  to  correspond 
to  the  n(;w  elevation  of  the  railway,  the  expense  of  which 
would  be,  I  am  instructed,  about  $110,000,  of  which  the 
City's  one-half  would  be  $55,000. 

This  change,  however,  would  be  quite  unsatisfactory  in 
several  res})ects,  and  the  railroad  would  be  elevated  to  such 
a  height  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  access.  The  Railway 
Company  therefore  contemplates  changing  the  use  of  the 
yard  and  constructing  a  set  of  coal  pockets  thereon  which 
will  cost  ajtproximately  $237,000,  and  the  problem  as  ex- 
plained in  the  conferences,  is  whether  you  are  justified 
in  paying  the  sum  of  $55,000  toward  the  construction  of 
these  pockets,  which  sum  the  City  would  pay  for  the  eleva- 
tion of  the  yard  and  tracks  thereon. 

In  Section  12  of  the  original  ordinance  it  is  provided, 
among  other  things,  that  the  Railway  Company  shall  pay 
the  entire  cost  of  construction  of  certain  things  which  are 
in  the  nature  of  improvements  and  changes  and  giving 
them  gToatcr  facilities;  among  others  "all  new  passenger 
stations,  freiglit  depots,  signal  towers,  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone stations  and  other  equipments  or  im^u-ovements 
where  none  now  exist,  and  all  changes  or  improvements 
to  existing  passenger  stations  or  freight  depots  other  tlian 
those  required  to  adapt  the  present  local  passenger,  freight, 
baggage  and  express  accommodations  to  the  new  condi- 
tions.'' 

It  may  not  be  important  to  the  City  Avhether  the  $55,000 
contributed  for  the  rliange  of  the  yard  shall  be  used  in  that 
way,  or  as  a  contribution  to  a  more  expensive  and  better 
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improvement.  It  may  therefore  be  a  case  for  a  supple- 
mental contract  providing  for  the  i>ayment;  but  the  ques- 
tion submitted  to  me  is  not  what  the  City  should  do  bj 
a  snjijilemental  contract  ap])roved  by  Councils — it  is  what 
autliority  you  or  _Mr.  Webster  may  have  to  make  a  payment 
iiiuK'r  the  existing  ccmtract. 

The  coal  pockets,  in  my  opinion,  will  form  an  entirely 
and  distinct  imjirovement  dili'ering  radically  from  the  old 
use  of  the  ground,  and  under  the  terms  of  the  existing  con- 
tract must  be  paid  for  by  the  Railway  Company  imder 
Section  12  of  the  ordinance  and  contract  in  pursuance 
thereof,  and  the  City  officials,  without  authority  from 
Councils,  have  no  authority  to  apply  to  this  new  improve- 
nicur  the  money  which  they  might  pay  for  the  mere  change 
•of  grade  of  the  railway. 

I  understand  Judge  Camiibcll  to  assent  to  this  view  of 
ihe  law.

(.that  they  are  not  obstructions  to  the  ]niblic  highway  coin- 
iug  within  his  jurisdiction,  l)ut  are  over  the  highway  and 
11  menace  to  the  ])ul)li(%  and  he  asks  what  action  uuiy  be 
legally  taken  to  com])el  their  removal. 

They  are  not  only  over  the  highway,  but  are  in  it.  It  is 
I  rue,  they  do  not  touch  the  surface  of  the  soil,  but  the 
highway  extends  upward  indefinitely,  and  while  at  present 
they  are  not  actual  obstructions,  they  are  so  potentially, 
and  as  they  are  a  menace  to  the  public  and  so  known  by 
the  City  authorities,  th(^  City  will  be  responsible  if  they 
fall  and  injure  a  ])ersoii  lawfully  on  the  street. 
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As  tliej   are   potentially  obstnictions   to  the  liip^hway, 
they  may  be  treated  as  such  obstructions,  and  the  Bureau 
can  compel  the  owner  to  remove  tbem  at  once.

Dear  Sir:^ — I  have  received  yours  of  the  18th  inst., 
enclosing  the  original  lease  between  the  Board  of  Trustees 
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of  the  Philadelphia  ^luseniii  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,. 
Avhich  I  hcre\\'ith  r(;tiirn. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  lease  the  terra  expires  on 
the  lirst  day  of  October.  The  rule  of  law  is  that  where  the 
terms  runs  from  year  to  year,  as  for  instance,  where  the 
lease  continues  after  it  has  once  expired  accordin<>,'  to  ita 
provisions,  three  months'  notice  must  be  given  by  the  lessor 
before  the  end  of  the  current  year  of  his  intention  to 
terminate  the  term  at  the  end  of  that  year ;  but,  where 
a  definite  period  is  specitied,  the  term  expires  at  the  end 
of  that  period  without  the  necessity  of  a  prior  notice.  This 
term,  therefore,  expires  on  Octol)er  1st,-  without  prior 
notice. 

You  will  observe  that  I  am  speaking  of  the  rights  of  the 
parties  under  the  lease  and  not  of  the  method  of  enforc- 
ing the  rights.  There  are  certain  statutes  requiring  prior 
notice  before  summary  proceedings  can  be  taken  to  recover 
jx)Ssession  adversely :  Under  an  Act  of  18G3  three  months' 
notice  must  be  given  before  the  end  of  the  year,  in  order 
that  the  lessor  may  avail  himself  of  the  summary  proceed- 
ing provided  in  that  statute.  There  is  an  earlier  Act,  how- 
ever, under  which  notice  can  be  given  at  the  end  of  the 
term,  and  the  proceedings  take  place  at  the  end  of  the 
three  months  from  the  notice.  However,  [  apprehend  that 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  will  not  insist  on  retaining  pos- 
session of  property  under  a  lease  until  it  can  be  ejected  bj 
legal  procedings.

I  answer  your  inquiry  wliethor  he  can  be  tionsiderad 
])roperly  as  embraced  within  that  jxirtion  of  the  Civil 
Service  Act  which  provides  that  it  "shall  not  apply  to  any 
soldier,  sailor  or  uuiriue  honorably  discharged  from  any 
service  in  any  war  fur  the  Tnited  States  Government,"  that 
I  am  of  ojunion  that  he  is  not  within  that  exemption. 

Fn  the  letter  of  March  7,  11)07  by  City  Solicitor  Kinsey 
to  your  predecessor,  Mr.  ^IcKenty,  mentioned  by  you,  it 
appears  that  "Lowry,"  the  soldier  therein  mentioned,  had 
engaged  in  numerous  expeditions  against  the  Apache  In- 
dians, and  had  partici]iate(l  in  an  engagement  with  hostile 
Chiniachin  Apache  Indians  at  Devil's  Park.  These  ex- 
])editions  against  hostile  Indians, -especially  when  there  was 
an  actual  engagement,  may  well  be  considered  a  war  for 
the  United  States  Government,  but  it  would  be  extending 
the  exem])tion  of  the  Act  beyond  all  reason  to  consider  a 
Chicago  strike  as  a  war  against  the  governraeut ;  it  was  a 
more  riot.  I  return  herewith  the  discharge.

Dkak,  Sir: — I  have  received  vour  inquiry  under  date 
of  the  V.)\h  inst.,  enclosing  copy  of  a  letter  from  J\[essrs. 
John  p..  Wiggins  &  Co.,  contractors  for  Imilding  the  Aluni- 
iciapl  Hospital,  and  of  a  letter  to  them  from  Joseph  E. 
Brown,  stating  that  there  was  a  strike  among  certain  work- 
men ;  that  non-union  men  were  attem])ting  to  do  some  of 
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the  work  and  are  being'  interfered  with  by  the  iron  workers, 
who  are  injuring  and  destroying  the  work  done  by  the 
electrical  men,  as  well  as  their  tools  and  instruments.  ^It. 
Bryan  called  upon  Messrs.  John  Jl.  Wiggins  &  Co.,  for  pro- 
tection, and  tiiey  in  turn  called  upon  you,  and  you  have 
sent  cojjies  of  their  connuunications  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Safety,  with  a  request  that  he  furnish  the  proper 
])rotectiun. 

1  answer  your  inquiry,  whatfurther  sten  3'ou  should  take 
in  the  matter,  that  1  do  not  see  that  you  have  any  further 
duty.  The  De]jartmcnt  of  Public  Safety  should  protect 
any  j)erson  and  especially  the  City  and  the  City's  contrac- 
tors from  unlawful  violence  and  to  that  extent  the  matter 
is  out  of  vdur  hands. 

In  answer  to  your  further  question — ''as  to  the  liability 
of  the  City  in  case  of  damage" — the  Act  of  May  ol,  1841, 
subjects  the  County  of  Philadelphia  to  damages  to  the 
owner  of  property,  real  or  jjersonal,  destroyed  within  the 
County  in  consequence  of  any  mob  or  riot.  Another  sec- 
tion of  this  Act  limits  the  liability  so  that  no  ])ersou  can 
recover  uuder  it  for  a  destruction  which  is  caused  by  his 
own  illegal  or  im])ro]XM-  conduct,  or  unless  it  be  made  to 
apjiear  that  ha^-ing  knowledge  of  the  intention  or  attempt 
to  destroy  tlic  jU'ojicrty,  or  collect  a  uiob  for  the  ]uirpose, 
and  suthcient  lime  inlcrvening  notice  has  been  given  to 
the  ])ersons  in  the  nuiuner  ])rescribed  bv  the  Act. 

If,  therefore,  any  ])ro])erty  be  destroyed  and  the  owner 
■of  the  property  can  bring  himself  within  the  terms  of  this 
Act,  the  City  of  Philadel])hia  may  be  liable  to  him  for  its 
value.

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Rapid  Transit 
Company  should  do  Avhat  can  be  reasonably  done  to  return 
the  currents  of  electricity  to  the  power  house  and  avoid, 
if  possible,  any  damage  by  the  currents  to  the  water  pipes 
or  undergTOund  structures.

To  the  foregoing  is  appended  a  note  stating  that  the 
docket  entry  fee  of  25  cents  is  omitted  because  the  usual 
cost  or  fee  for  warrant,  including  service  by  constable, 
has  for  many  3'ears  been  $2.50,  and  the  Board  deems  it  in- 
advisable to  make  any  change,  although  allowed  to  increase 
the  charge  by  the  Fee  Bill. 

I  think  you  must  be  in  error  as  to  the  charge  of  10 
cents  a  mile  for  the  service  of  a  warrant  being  made  per 
mile  each  way,  as  it  appears  from  the  Magistrates  Manual 
to  be  for  circular  miles,  and  is  two  cents  per  mile  less  than 
the  sum  allowed  by  the  Act  of  1899. 

As  to  your  inquiry  whether  the  mileage  charge  should 
be  made  for  a  warrant  served  in  the  magisterial  district  in 
which  it  is  issued,  the  language  of  the  Act  is  in  these 
sterms : 

''For  traveling  expenses  in  the  perfornumce  of  any 
duty  or  service  required  by  law,  each  mile  going  and 
returning,  six  cents,  to  be  computed  by  the  route 
usually  traveled  in  going  from  points  and  places  where 
said  Constables  may  reside,  or  where  he  receives  any 
paper  to  be  executed,  to  the  points  or  ])laces  required 
'  to  be  traveled,  whether  that  route  be  by  highways, 
railroads  or  otherwise:  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall 
more  mileage  be  denumded  or  received  than  for  the 
miles  actually  traveled." 

« 

From  the  above  it  would  seem  not  to  be  illegal  to  com- 
pute the  distance  traveled  from  the  Magistrate's  office  to 
the  place  of  arrest,  whether  within  the  ma^sterial  district 
or  otherwise.

Johnson's 
bill  for  services  as  architect  of  th«  Municipal  Hospital  and 
of  the  Home  for  the  Indigent,  and  also  with  respect  to  the 
status  of  his  contract  with  the  City,  dated  March  31,  1903. 

As  I  have  already  written  to  you  and  stated  orally,  your 
letter  of  June  25,  15)07,  has  remained  unanswered  by 
reason  of  Mr.  Brown's  request  for  an  interview  before  it 
was  answ'ered,  and  his  subsequent  absence  abroad.  That 
letter  and  yours  of  September  23d,  with  respect  to  the  new 
Municipal  Hospital  can  perhaps,  properly  be  answered 
together. 

I  understand  the  facts  to  be  that  Mr.  Johnson  was  em- 
ployed by  the  written  contract  above  mentioned,  which  was 
made  by  the  City  in  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  an  ordi- 
nance approved  March  21,  1903,  which  is  set  out  at  length 
in  the  contract.  That  ordinance  authorized  the  employ- 
ment of  an  architect  to  draw  plans  for  and  su]>ervise  the 
erection  and  construction  of  the  buildings  to  be  erected 
and  constructed  on  the  land  owned  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  the  use  of  ''The  Hospital  for  the  Indigent," 
"The  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  the  Insane,"  "The  Phila- 
delphia General  Hospital  for  Surgical  and  other  cases" 
and  "The  ^lunicipal  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases." 
The  second  section  of  the  Act  provided  that  the  employ- 
ment was  to  be  "until  the  said  buildings  are  completed  and 
ready  for  occu])ancv,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
to  commissions  as  is  usual  in  such  eases." 

]\Ir.  Johnson  prepared  plans  for  the  ^Ijtinieipal  Hospital 
and  for  the  Home  for  the  Indigent.  Contracts  were  adver- 
tised for  and  awarded,  but  in  one  case  at  least,  after  the 
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contract  had  been  signed  by  the  contractors  aud  by  the  pro- 
posed surety,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  then  in  office,  declined 
to  affix  his  signature  or  the  seal  of  the  City.  No  contract 
for  that  building  has  yet  been  executed,  as  I  wrote  to  you 
under  date  of  June  17,  11)07,  but  1  understand  that  a  con- 
tract (whether  the  one  originally  proposed  or  not  I  ain 
uncertain)  has  been  executed  for  the  other  buildings  and 
it  is  now  in  process  of  construction. 

J\lr.  Bru^^■n  claims,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Johnson,  that  the 
refusal  of  the  Mayor  to  execute  one  of  the  contracts  was 
arbitrary  and  without  cause.  1  am  informed  that  his  rea- 
sons do  not  appear  of  record  and  cannot  be  established.  I 
am  unwilling  to  assume  that  the  official  action  of  the  head 
of  the  City's  government  was  purely  arbitrary  and  causeless, 
especially  as  no  further  steps  have  been  taken  by  any  per- 
son, either  for  the  execution  of  that  contract  or  for  the 
erection  of  the  building  in  some  other  way. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  as  to  the  building  for  the 
Home  for  the  Indigent,  the  amount  claimed  should  not  be 
paid  at  the  present  time. 

Notwithstanding  the  terms  of  the  contract  which  I  have 
just  cited,  providing  that  the  employment  should  continue 
"until  said  buildings  are  completed  and  ready  for  occu- 
pancy," the  former  City  officials  assumed  to  cancel  and 
annul  it  and  have  employed  other  architects,  who  have  sup- 
ervised the  construction  of  one  of  the  buildings,  using  in 
a  general  way  Mr.  Johnson's  plans.  It  is  now  desired  to 
proceed  with  the  hospital,  and,  perhaps,  the  other  buildings 
mentioned  in  the  original  contract.  I  am  asked  whether 
this  should  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Johnson 
under  his  first  contract,  or  the  supervision  of  the  other 
architects  who  have  been  acting  under  a  later  contract  fol- 
lowing substantially  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  Mr. 
Johnson,  except  that  a  reduction  in  the  compensation  was 
made  by  reason  of  the  amount  of  w^ork  already  done  by 
Mr.  Johnson. 

I  ani  of  opinion,  under  the  authority  of  the  Filtration 
cases,  that  there  was  no  right  or  authority  to  cancel  Mr. 
Johnson's  contract;  that  it  is  still  in  force,  and  the  work 
should  be  done  by  him. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  tlie  City  is  committed,  or  seems 
to  be  committed  to  two  architects.  It  may  or  may  not  be 
possible  that  it  may  have  two  sets  of  commissions  to  pay, 
but  this  cannot  be  avoided.  I  am  obliged  to  concede  his 
rights  under  his  contract  whatever  results  may  ensue  with 
regard  to  the  City's  liability  to  others. 

With  respect  to  this,  however,  I  may  say  that  J\Ir.  Brown 
offers  to  release  that  part  of  Mr.  Johnson's  claim  which 
•will  become  payable  upon  completion  of  the  buildings  which 
have  been  supervised  by  the  architects  employed  by  the 
later  contract,  ju'ovided  he  is  allowed  to  proceed  under  his 
contract  for  work  to  be  done  upon  the  other  buildings. 

It  is  desirable  that  such  a  release  be  formally  executed 
by  him,  and  I  suggest  that  you  see  that  this  is  done  before 
proceeding  further.  Perhaps,  in  view  of  these  unfortunate 
entanglements,  which  doubtless  arose  out  of  a  desire  to 
promote  the  interests  of  the  City,  you  may  be  able  to  make 
some  general  arrangement  with  Mr.  Johnson  and  the  other 
architects  (who  are  gentlemen  of  excellent  character  and 
standing),  by  w^hicli  but  one  set  of  commission  will  be 
paid  in  connection  with  the  entire  transaction,  and  the 
City's  interests  carefully  safeguarded.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  18th  ult.,  enclosing  a 
communication  from  the  Holmesburg  Improvement  Com- 
pany, received. 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  the  legal  right  of  the 
Holmesburg,  Tacony  &  Frankford  Railway  Company  to 
abandon  that  portion  of  its  line  between  Harrison  and 
13 
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Bridge  streets,  and  \vliat  legal  right  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  has  in  occnpyiug  said  portion  of 
Frankford  avenne. 

A  passenger  railroad  company  has  no  right  to  abandon  any 
portion  of  its  route  without  the  consent  of  the  local  authori- 
ties, in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  March  25,  1908,  P.  L. 
52.  •  In  the  present  case,  however,  it  appears  that  the 
llolmesburg,  Tacony  &  Frankford  Kailway  Company  re- 
ceived a  charter  under  the  Act  of  May  4,  1889,  authorizing 
it  to  occupy  Frankford  avenue  between  Bridge  and  Har- 
rison streets,  and  on  State  road  or  Tacony  street,  from 
Bridge  to  Church  street,  on  Church  to  Franklin,  on  Frank- 
lin to  Harrison,  and  on  Harrison  to  Frankford  road.  The 
company  claims  that  it  did  not  build  on  these  streets 
because  it  was  prevented  from  doing  so  by  the  Second  & 
Third  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  and  the  Frank- 
ford &.  Southwark  Passenger  Railway  Company,  which 
companies  claimed  a  prior  right.  The  ordinance  author- 
izing the  company  to  build  over  its  route  was  approved 
December  23,  1892,  and  the  company  has  been  operating 
since  the  construction-  of  the  road  as  far  as  Bridge  street 
only. 

The  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  claims  the 
right  to  occupy  Frankford  avenue  between  Bridge  and  Har- 
rison streets  under  the  charter  of  the  Frankford  &  Phila- 
delphia Railway  Company  as  it  w^as  extended  by  the  Act 
of  March  21,  1865,  P.  L.  499.  This  company  was  merged 
into  the  Second  &  Third  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  the  latter  company  is  controlled  and  operated 
by  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company.  The  Second 
&  Third  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  was  author- 
ized by  Ordinance  of  March  30, 1893  (Ordinances  p.  118), 
to  operate  a  trolley  road  on  that  portion  of  Frankford  ave- 
nue between  Bridge  and  Harrison  streets. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  Holmesburg,  Tacony 
&  Frankford  Railway  Company  does  not  operate  a  road  on 
Frankford  avenue,  between  Harrison  and  Bridge  streets, 
l>eeause  it  is  without  authority  to  do  so,  there  existing  at 
the  time  of  its  incorporation  a  charter  authorizing  the 
Second  &  Third  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company  to 
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occupy  that  portion  of  Frankford  road,  and  that  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company  occupies  that  portion  of 
Frankford  avenue  under  the  charter  of  the  Second  «&; 
Third  Streets  Passenger  Kaihvay  Company  and  the  ordi- 
nance of  March  30,  1893. 

I  return  you  herewith  the  petition  from  the  Holmesburg 
Improvement  Company.  ^  ♦

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  October  4th,  with 
relation  to  the  delivery  of  bodies  to  the  Anatomical  Board, 
and  specifically  inquiring  when  you  ought  to  notify  that 
Board  of  the  existence  of  an  unclaimed  body,  and  whether 
you  should  take  the  responsibility  of  delivering  the  body 
without  first  having  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Coroner. 

The  Act  of  June  13,  18S3,  under  which  the  Anatomical 
Board  is  organized,  is  one  of  great  importance.  It  is  uni- 
versally agreed  that  the  dissection  of  the  human  body  is  an 
element  of  very  great  importance  in  medical  education. 
Prior  to  the  passage  of  that  Act  there  was  no  provision 
whatever  except  under  a  very  inadequate  local  law  for  the 
legitimate  furnishing  of  bodies  for  the  purpose  of  dissec- 
tion, and  accordingly  it  was  very  generally  believed  that 
lK)dies  were  improperly  procured  from  burying  grounds. 
The  effect  of  this  Act  where  properly  carried  out  is  double ; 
it  furnishes  a  legitimate  supply  of  bodies  of  those  who  have 
no  immediate  kindred  to  be  shocked  by  the  act  of  dissection, 
and  l)y  thus  furnishing  a  legitimate  supply,  experience 
has  shown  in  this  State  and  elsewhere  where  this  Act  has 
been  followed,  that  it  completely  stops  the  desecration  of 
graves. 
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In  my  opiuion,  therefore,  all  public  officials  should  aid 
in  carrying  out  the  terms  of  the  Act  as  far  as  possible,  not 
only  because  the  Unv  so  requires,  but  also  because  of  its 
great  usefulness. 

If  therefore,  no  provision  were  made  in  the  law,  i  should 
say  that  very  prompt  notice  should  be  given  to  the  Board; 
but  1  find  in  Section  2  of  the  Act  that  public  officials  and 
others  ha\'ing  charge  of  the  bodies  which  should  be  given 
to  the  JBoard  are  required  to  notify  that  Board  or  it  offi- 
cials ""whenever  any  such  body  or  bodies  come  to  his  or  their 
possession,  charge  or  control."  The  word  ''whenever"  spe- 
cifies the  time ;  it  is  when  the  body  thus  comes  to  the 
control  of  the  officer  of  officers,  and  not  at  some  period  in 
the  distant  future^ 

So  far  as  the  Coroner  is  concerned,  you  will  have  to  be 
guided  somewhat  by  the  circumstances  of  the  individual 
case.  His  sole  duty  is  to  hold  an  inquest  on  the  body  of 
a  deceased  person  who  has  died  a  violent  death  under  such 
circumstances  that  it  may  be  reasonably  susj)ected  that  the 
death  is  caused  by  some  criminal  act;  the  sole  purpose  of 
which  is  to  ascertain  whether  a  crime  has  been  committed, 
and  if  so,  by  whom.  Accordingly,  the  Act  of  March  22, 
18G7,  requires  that  in  order  there  shall  be  an  inquest,  the 
sudden  death  must  be  after  an  illness  of  less  than  twenty- 
four  hours,  and  that  no  regular  practising  physician  shall 
have  been  in  attendance  within  that  time ;  or  that  suspicious 
circumstances  shall  render  the  same  necessary,  which  said 
suspicion  shall  first  be  sworn  to  by  one  or  more  citizens  of 
the  city. 

It  has  also  been  decided  repeatedly  that  where  it  is 
apparent  that  the  death  has  ben  caused  b^^  disease,  suicide, 
pure  accident,  or  negligence  of  the  deceased,  no  inquest 
is  necessary,  and  that  the  Coroner  has  no  authority  to  hold 
an  inquest  over  private  persons.  It  will  therefore  follow 
that  in  many  of  the  cases  in  which  the  body  has  come  into 
your  possession,  the  Coroner  has  no  relation  whatever  to  the 
matter.  If  there  is  cause  for  the  inquest,  the  Coroner's 
jury  must  view  the  body,  but  except  for  this,  the  Coroner 
has  no  claim  to  or  right  over  the  body  excejit  so  far  as  may 
he  necessary  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  death.     If  that  is 
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necessary,  he  lias  the  right  to  make  an  autopsy  or  cause  it 
to  be  made,  hut  so  far  only  as  it  is  necessary  for  the  pur- 
pose mentioned. 

It  therefore  follows  that  the  Conmcr  must  have  full 
access  to  the  body  either  in  your  hands  or  elsewhere,  so 
far  as  necessary  for  the  ])urposes  above  mentioned.  1  do 
not  think  that  there  need  be  any  practical  difficulty  a'lx)ut 
this.  The  Anatomatical  Uoard  Avill  no  doubt  desire  the 
possession  of  the  body  as  promptly  as  possible,  so  that 
means  may  be  taken  to  preserve  it  by  embalming  or  other- 
wise ;  but  1  do  not  doubt  that  arrangements  can  readily  he 
made  b}'  \\'hieli  the  jjody  nuiy  either  be  retained  by  you,  or 
may  be  l)y  them  subject  to  such  use  as  the  Coroner  may 
require  whenever  this  might  be  necessary. 

I  may  add,  although  it  is  ])erha])s  unnecessary  to  do  so, 
that  as  the  Anatomy  Act  of  1883  was  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature, while  the  Morgue  is  established  and  regulated  by 
ordinances  of  City  Councils  in  1870,  all  merely  municipal 
regulations  are  subordinate  to  a  statute,  and  must  give 
Avay  to  the.  statute  if  they  are  inconsistent.

Dear  Sir: — T  received  your  inciuirics  undci-  date  of 
October  2d,  with  regard  to  the  licensing  and  reguhiting  of 
employment  agencies,  together  with  certain  forms  which 
had  been  submitted  to  you  by  counsel  concerned  in  the 
framing  of  the  statute.  I  handed  these  to  one  of  my  Assist- 
ants who  went  over  them  carefully.  He  thought  they  oonld 
he  improved  ])y  embodying  certain  ouestions  in  the  a])})li- 
eations,  and  he  has  re-written  them.  They  a]i]>ear  to  be 
more  concise  in  the  slia])c  prepared  by  him,  and  I  send 
them  to  you,  returning  also,  the  forms  which  you  sent. 
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AVitli  respect  to  jour  question:  ''A&  to  what  action  I 
am  authorized  to  take  pendiuir  action  by  Councils,"  I 
answer  that  you  are  not  only  authorized,  but  required 
by  the  explicit  terms  of  the  Act  to  proceed  at  once  with  all 
the  duties  provided  in  the  Act,  so  far  as  it  can  be  done 
without  a  special  appropriation  for  that  purpose  by  Coun- 
cils. Such  s]~)ccial  appropriation  should  be  procured  as 
quickly  as  possible. 

The  license  issued  by  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  first 
of  rluue  are  issued  more  than  a  month  after  the  passage 
of  the  Act  in  question,  and  therefore  subject  to  its  pro- 
visions. It  is  not  necessary  to  consider  what  the  effect 
would  have  been  had  they  been  issued  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  Act.  That  license,  therefore,  will  not  obviate  the 
necessity  for  a  n"ew  license  from  you  under  the  later  Act. 

It  may  be  that  Councils  will  be  willing  to  authorize  you 
to  rebate  the  cost  of  the  new  license  by  allowing  a  credit 
of  a  ]>roportionate  part  of  the  cost  of  the  license  issued  by 
the  City  Treasurer. 

I  find  also  a  provision  in  the  Act,  that  in  case  of  the 
surrender  of  a  license  a  porti(ui  of  the  money  paid  is  to  be 
returned.  I  suggest,  therefore,  the  question  whether  pro- 
vision for  both  of  these  rebates  should  not  be  included  in 
any  ordinance  passed  by  the  City  and  appropriations  made 
accordingly.

Dkak  Siii: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  September 
30th,  respecting  a  proposed  contrac^t  between  George  Mor- 
ley  and  "Donald  L.  Harris,  of  the  oiw  ])art.  and   the  City 
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of  Philadelphia,  of  the  other,  for  the  quarrying  of  stouc 
on  citj  property  at  Ridge  avenue  and  School  lane.  I  re- 
turn the  enclosures  herewith  as  requested. 

Assuming  that  the  Ordinance  of  April  o,  1900,  requir- 
ing all  rents  due  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  be  paid  into 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of  City  Prop- 
erty), also  ])ermits  your  Department  to  make  new  leases 
of  j)roperty  and  determine  all  terms  of  the  leases,  including 
the  amount  of  rent — a  matter  that  is  not  entirely  clear  to 
me — this  still,  in  my  opinion,  would  not  authorize  the 
grant  of  the  right  to  quarry  stone.  The  price  paid  is  a 
royalty  ratlier  than  rent,  and  a  lease  does  not  ordinarily 
authorize  the  lessee  to  take  away  a  part  of  the  corpus  of 
the  land. 

Tn  my  opinion  it  i-^  necessary  to  secure  specific  authority 
from  Councils  for  the  ]>urpose,  unless  the  right  of  qu^irry- 
ing  is  a  mere  incident  to  a  building  contract  and  given 
out  in  onnection  with  that  contract.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  the  30th  ult., 
enclosing  a  letter  from  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
sent  you  on  July  3rd,  stating  that  he  has  had  the  ordinary 
three  months'  notice  under  the  road  laws  served  on  certain 
property  owners,  under  an  ordinance  abolishing  grade 
crossings  along  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown 
and  Norristown  I^ailroad.  1  note  that  you  hav(.'  called 
upon  the  tenants  to  pay  the  rent  to  you ;  but  they  object 
to  j)ay  the  rent,  and  in  some  instances  report  to  you  that 
they  are  continuing  to  pay  the  rent  to  the  original  owner. 
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To  your  question  what  you  may  do  in  order  to  collect 
the  rent  due  the  City,  I  reply  that  the  right  of  the  City 
to  the  rent  in  question  is  not  altogether  clear  to  me,  as  the 
City  has  neither  bought  nor  condemned  the  fee  simple  of 
the  land.  Tender  the  road  laws,  it  secures  onlv  the  riyht 
to  open  a  street  and  use  the  land  for  street  jjurposes; 
and,  subject  to  this  right,  the  title  remains  in  the  fornier 
owners.  I  find,  however,  that  this  question  has  been-beforo 
this  Department  several  times,  and  opinions  were  given 
that  the  City  had  such  right.  One  instance  is  an  opinion 
of  July  6,  1900,  printed  on  page  30.  Accepting  that 
view  without  re-examining  the  question,  I  note  one  ma- 
terial difference  in  the  .circumstances.  In  every  })revious 
instance  to  which  my  attention  has  been  called,  the  dam- 
ages had  been  actually  paid,  and  if  the  rent  had  been  paid 
to  the  former  owner,  it  Avould  have  been  a  clear  profit  !o 
him.  In  the  present  case,  the  damages,  have  not  even  been 
assessed.  It  is  true  that  the  entry  of  «ecucity  by  the  City 
authorizes  the  City  to  proceed  at  oncv  with  the  opening, 
without  awaiting  the  assessment  and  payment  of  the  dam- 
ages ;  nevertheless  the  conditions  are  somewhat  different, 
for  the  owner  has  some  moral  claim  to  receive  the  actual 
])roduce  of  his  houses  while  thev  stand  and  until  he  ha?> 
been  paid  for  his  property,  and  his  receipts  of  rent  should 
be  charged  by  the  road  jury  against  his  claim  for  loss  by 
the  taking  of  his  property. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  collection  of  rents  by  the  City 
may  place  the  City  in  the  position  of  a  landlord,  and  em- 
barrases  us  in  any  effort  to  take  summary  ]^ossession  of 
the  houses,  under  the  notice  already  givou  for  the  pur|)Ose 
of  opening  the  street. 

I  am  very  clearly  of  o]uuion  that  under  tlie  circum- 
stances, it  would  be  very  bad  ])olicy  and  ])ossibly  illegal 
for  us  to  undertake  to  collect  thesi^  rents.

Dear  Sir: — 1  have  received  the  letter  of  ]\Ir.  Erazi(  r 
of  your  bureau,  enclosing  certain  communications  and 
copies  of  afficUivits  with  respect  to  Ilartville  street,  from 
Allegheny  avenue  to  "Westmoreland  street,  and  asking  my 
advice  in  regard  to  entering  it  as  a  legally  opened  street. 

The  statements  and  affidavits  show  that  the  street  has 
been  actually  o])ened  for  more  than  twenty  years;  that 
houses  are  l)uilt  n])on  both  sides  of  it,  including  both  dwell- 
ing houses  and  a  church ;  that  before  it  was  placed  upon  the 
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City  plan  the  conveyances  of  lots  upon  said  street  described 
the  properties  sold  as  boiindiii^ii:  upon  that  street;  that  as  to 
part  of  it  there  is  a  formal  deed  of  dedication;  that  the 
City  has  accepted  the  street  by  making  City  improvements  ; 
and  that  the  property  owners  did  not  object  to  the  entry 
of  the  City  for  that  purpose,  but  on  the  contrary  have 
pa  ill  for  the  water  pipe,  being"  one  of  the  beveral  improve- 
ments. 

These  circumstances,  in  my  ojunion,  clearly  show  a  dedi- 
•?ation  by  the  property  o^^^lers,  accepted  by  the  City.

My  Deak  Sir  : — I  have  received  !Mr.  Webster's  letter, 
approved  by  you,  dated  October  8,  1907,  inqtiiring;  with 
res]Kct  to  the  method  of  ascertaininc;  the  value  of  better- 
ments in  connection  with  the  elevation  of  the  Philaelphia, 
Germantown  and  ISTorristown  Railroad  and  the  Richmond 
lira]'ch  of  the  Reading  Railway. 

Section  12,  of  the  ordinance  approved  October  13,  1900, 
contains  the  provision  to  which  you  refer,  that  the  addi- 
tional cost  of  certain  extra  tracks  shall  be  paid  by  tbe 
railway  company  "based  upon  the  prices  of  material  and 
labor  in  the  contracts  to  be  awarded  hereunder."  On- read- 
ing this  section  carefully  it  clearly  intimates  that  there 
win  bo  changes  and  improvements  to  existing  passenger 
stations  and  freight  depots  other  than  those  required  1o 
i'.d:jpt  the  present  local  passenger,  freight,  baggage  or  ex- 
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'pross  accommodations  of  the  company  to  thn  new  condi- 
tions, and  that  the  railway  company  is  to  pay  foi'  the  addi- 
tion. 

In  my  opinion  the  expression  ^'hased  \^\)0\\  the  pi'ices 
>f  material  and  labor  in  the  contracts''  is  carried  thn/ug'h 
the  whole  section  and  as  a  matter  of  construction  of  'he 
hi'iiiuage,  applies  to  such  changes  and  improvements  in 
the  passenger  stations,  as  well  as  to  the  additional  tracks 
Dicntioncd  immediately  thereafter.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  yours  of  the  5th  instant  with 
enclosures  (which  1  herewith  return)  submitting  to  me 
tin  Act  of  Assend)ly  of  Api-il  2(1,  l!Mi7,  pr()\iding  for  the 
licensing  and  regulating  of, slaughter  houses,  etc.,  and  ask- 
ing my  general  advice  on  the  subject  matter.  The  particu- 
lar point  is,  whether  small  grocers  handling  dry  and  pre- 
pare<l  meats  and  meat  ])roducts,  etc.,  are  required  to  take 
■out  a  license,  and  stating  that  unless  it  is  mandatory,  it 
is  not  available  at  the  pres(>nt  time,  at  least,  to  require  it. 

In  the  exact  form  in  wliich  the  question  is  put,  it  is 
clear  that  tlie  Act  is  mandatory,  and  if,  as  you  state,  those 
grocers  are  technically  required  to  procure  the  license,  there 
is  uo  escape  from  it. 

Upon  a  eai'eful  examination  of  the  wliole  bundle  of 
papers,  T  am  led  to  believe  ihal  notwithstanding  your 
statement  that  such  traders  are  within  the  law,  there  is 
some  doubt  in  your  mind  on  the  subject.  I  am  not  able 
to  agree  in  all  particulars  with  the  ])r;i])(!sition-;  ad.van;\;d 
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by  Mr.  BucJvley  in  his  careful  brief.  The  letter  of  Dr. 
Schroibor,  of  August  22n(l,  seems  to  me  conclusive  on 
the  subject,  and  so  far  as  ]iiy  own  observation  has  gone  and 
tlie  light  which  I  can  obtain  from  dictionaries,  i  cannot 
exclude  either  dried  beef,  hams,  or  canned  meats,  from 
the  definition  of  meats  in  any  sense.  The  latter  Act  to 
which  he  refers,  in  my  opinion,  does  not  fully  bear  out 
his  inference  from  it,  because  it  contains  the  expression 
'Svith  intent  to  sell  as  fresh  any  meat,  etc.,  possessing  a 
pr(servative  or  coloring  matter."  This,  therefore,  dis- 
tinguishes the  two  kinds  of  meat  by  calling  one  ''fresh" 
and  showing  that  the  other  is  included  in  the  general  term 
for  meat  not  fresh.  Ilis  argument  that  a  penal  statute 
must  be  construed  strictly  is  in  accordance  with  the  general 
ruling,  but  T  fear  that  if  this  statute  is  constru{>;l  strictly, 
the  i-esult  will  be  that  we  are  bound  to  include  all  kinds  t)f 
meat.  1  ])resume  that  the  thought  in  his  mind  could  be 
better  ex])ressed  by  the  statement  that  the  words  "meats, 
etc.,"  instead  of  being  used  in  the  strict  sense  are  used 
in  the  restricl^ed  sense.  % 

The  terms  of  the  Act  a]i])ly  to  the  preparation  for  use 
as  food  of  meats,  poultry,  fish,  game  and  shell  fish.  This 
is  an  Act  Avhich  is  done  by  the  keeper  of  every  restaurant, 
and  eating-house,  hotel  and  boarding  house,  as  well  as  hy 
private  housekeepers.  It  surely  cannot  be  intended  to- 
apply  the  provisions  of  tlu^  Act  to  all  those  persons,  or 
any  of  them.  "Where  then  shall  we  stop  ?  T  find  no  con- 
venient stop]ung  place  short  of  fresh  meat,  etc.,  sold  in- 
fresh  condition,  or  prepared  for  sale  in  the  ordinary  sense. 
If  this  be  correct,  it  would  seem  to  me  that  dried  beef  may 
fairly  be  excluded  as  well  as  canned  and  potted  meats 
and  cured  hams,  but  that  fresh  sausages  and  scrapple 
should  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  T  am  not 
prepared  to  say  that  this  is  the  pro]ier  construction,  but  in 
view  of  your  statement  that  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion 
of  the  gentlemen  comprising  the  l^oard  of  Health,  and  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Health,  and  of  you  yourself,  that 
it  is  not  advisabh^  at  the  present  time,  at  least,  to  require 
these  small  merchants  to  take  out  licenses,  and  which  view 
of  the  further  fact  that  another  Act  wits  passed  only   a 
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month  later,  it  would  seem  to  guard  the  public  sufficiently; 
and  the  further  fact  that  places  for  curing  meats  are  under 
general  supervision  under  other  Acts;  and  finally,  of  the 
statement  of  Dr.  Pearson  in  his  letter  of  September  2nd. 
that  your  force  of  meat  inspectors  has  twice  as  much  as 
it  can  do  at  its  present  rate  of  working  to  inspect  and. to 
decide  whether  licenses  shall  be  granted  to  the  slaughtei' 
houses  and  meat  shops  which  do  unquestionably  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  law,  and  that  a  considerable  aug- 
mentation of  the  meat  force  would  be  necessary  in  order 
to  properly  cover  the  work  in  the  more  limited  field  of 
meat  inspection,  it  would  seem,  to  me  that  you  may  prop- 
erly begin  your  work  by  inspecting  the  meat  shops  in 
the  more  -limited  sense,  and  postpone  the  consideration  of 
jour  action  with  regard  to  the  small  grocers  until  you  can 
fairly  get  control  of  the  more  limited  field. 

In  view  of  the  passage  of  the  general  Act  in  ^lay,  a 
month  later  than  the  one  under  consideration,  and  in  view 
of  the  extreme  doubt  with  regard  to  meaning  of  the  Act 
of  April,  I  suggest  that  the  legislation  should  be  recon- 
sidered as  soon  as  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  con- 
venes.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  October  10th,  in- 
quiring with  reference  to  bodies  which  come  into  your  pos- 
session, being  bodies  of  unknown  persons,  or  persons  who 
are  taken  from  the  river,  who  die  on  the  street,  in  boarding 
houses,  hotels  and  other  places,  who  are  unknown,  unidenti- 
iied,  and  therefore  unclaimed,  and  the  question  submitted 
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is,  ^vlletller  you  may  bury  tliese  persons  as  "travelers"" 
uuder  the  Anatomy  Act  of  ISSo,  or  whether  under  the 
terms  of  that  Act  they  shouUl  he  surrendered  to  the  Ana- 
tomical Board. 

It  may  simplify  the  matter  to  recall  that  your  entire 
duty  in  connection  with  the  bodies  is,  that  in  ease  there 
is  a  reasonable  suspicion  of  foul  play,  verified  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statute,  an  inquest  should  be  held  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  cause  of  death  was  a  criminal  action,  and 
if  so,  who  is  the  probable  criminal.  1  am  unable  to  see 
that  you  have  any  other  claim  to  the  body  or  duty  witk 
respect  to  it,  except  to  prevent  it  from  being  a  common 
nuisance  to  the  public.  You  are  relieved  from  this  duty 
by  the  fact  that  other  provisions  are  made  for  it  by  the 
city  ordinances  establishing  a  Morgue.  You  will  have  all 
questions  of  the  .kind  solved  by  turning  the  body  over  to 
the  Morgue. 

The  Act  of  April  16,  1907,  (P.  L.  92)  specifically  en- 
forces this  duty  (which,  however,  would  exist  indepen- 
dently of  it)  in  cases  w^here  the  cause  of  death  is  not  sur- 
rounded by  any  suspicious  circumstances. 

However,  in  order  to  answ^er  the  question  more  spe- 
cifically, I  advise  that  the  Anatomy  Act  was  intended  to 
serve  two  very  important  public  purposes.  It  is  univer- 
sally agreed  that  the  dissection  of  dead  bodies  is  an  abso- 
lutely essential  part  of  medical  education.  Formerly  there 
w^ere  grave  reasons  to  apprehend  that  bodies  were  improp- 
erly obtained  by  taking  them  stealthily  from  burying 
grounds  and  elsewhere.  This  Act  supplies  the  bodies  in 
a  legitimate  way,  thereby  aiding  the  medical  profession  in 
accordance  with  the  title  of  the  Act,  and  at  the  same  time 
takes  away  the  temptation  to  procure  them  illegitimately. 
Jf  the  fact  were  that  the  person  whose  body  is  unknown 
raises  a  presumption  that  he  is  a  "traveler,"  this  would 
take  all  the  vitals  out  of  the  Act.  A  person  who  neither 
leaves  property,  nor  has  relatives  to  claim  him  for  months, 
nor  has  anything  about  him  that  identifies  him  as  a  person 
who  is  generally  knoA^^l  as  a  traveler  as  distinct  from  a 
mere  tramp,  seems  to  be  peculiarly  one  whose  body  should 
be  disposed  of  for  purposes  of  medical  ed\ication,  as  it  is 
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not  likely  uuder  these  circumstjmees  that  surviving  rela* 
tives  "Would  be  greatly  shocked.  At  all  events,  I  under- 
stand that  the  Anatomical  Board  is  very  apt  to  use  an  em- 
balming proces'*,  and  it  is  more  yjrohabhi-  that  the  Iwdy 
will  be  preser\'ed  by  them  in  this  A\iiy  than  Ly  l)Ufying.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  October  11th,  in 
regard  to  the  distribution  of  certain  stolen  goods  in  general, 
and  specifically,  goods  taken  from  two  shop-lifters. 

You  frequently  deem  it  necessary  in  the  interest  of 
justice  to  assume  a  considerable  responsibility  in  taking 
possession  of  goods  ^und  upon  persons  whom  you  believe 
to  be  thieves.  Where  this  is  done,  and  you  are  convinced 
that  the  property  is  really  stolen  property,  I  think  that 
after  having  once  taken  the  responsibility,  you  should  con- 
tinue it,  and  should  not  deliver  the  goods  until  someone 
appears  who  can  establish  his  title  to  them  to  your  reason- 
able satisfaction. 

In  the  case  mentioned,  the  mere  fact  that  these  goods 
Avere  in  a  room  occupied  by  the  persons  whom  you  arrested, 
which  is  in  a  house  kept  by  a  certain  woman  as  a  furnished 
room  keeper,  by  no  means  establishes  the  title  of  the  woman 
who  keeps  the  whole  house.  The  presumption  is  that  goods 
of  the  character  mentioned  would  belong  to  the  occupant 
of  the  room  rather  than  to  the  owner  of  the  house.  Some 
better  evidence  of  title  must  be_  furnished  before  they 
should  be  surrendered  to  her.

Dkar  Sir  : — I  send  you  herewith  a  draft  of  ''An  Ordi- 
nance providini>-  for  the  issuing  of  licenses  for  phiees  of 
amusement  in  which  moving  picture  exhibitions  are  to  be 
held  and  regulating  the  operation  of  moving  picture  ma- 
chines under  such  license."' 

This  ordinance  ^vas  brought  to  me  vesierday  by  Air. 
Benson  M'ith  the  statement  that  it  had  been  prepared  by 
the  Fire  Marshal  and  that  he  submitted  it  to  me,  havincr 
some  doubt  about  the  authority  of  Councils  to  pasa  it. 

I  understand  the  purpose  of  this  is  two-fold ;  one  is  that 
there  is  some  danger  of  lire  from  the  operation  of  moving 
picture  machines,  and  this  danger  should  be  guarded 
against ;  and  the  other  is  that  the  character  of  exhibitions 
of  this  kind  is  sometimes  such  that  the  exhibition  should 
be  carefully  supersdsed  by  the  public  authorities. 

Both  of  those  reasons  justify  action  by  Councils  under 
the  general  authority  which  they  have  to  make  ordinances 
of  a  police  character  for  the  public  welfare,  and  in  my 
opini(m  an  ordinance  on  the  general  lines  here  indicated 
in  this  draft  would  be  valid.  At  all  events,  it  is  not  so 
clearly  invalid  as  to  prevent  its  passage,  if  in  your  opinion 
it  is  desirable.  On  a  previous  occasion  Judge  Kinsey  ad- 
vised that  an  ordinance  be  passed  and  its  validity  be  tested 
afterward.  This  ordinance  perhaps  is  more  clearly  within 
the  authority  of  Councils  than  the  one  with  res]-)ect  to 
which  he  gave  that  advice.  I  suggest,  however,  that  the 
ordinance  should  contain  a  provision  imposing  a  penalty 
for  its  breach,  as  well  as  a  provision  giving  the  police  au- 
thorities authority  to  stop  the  exhibition,  and  that  it  should 
also  contain  some  provision  as  to  the  regulation  of  the  li- 
censes upon  proper  cause  and  after  hearing.

Dkak  Sik  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  October  lOtli, 
inquiring'  what  souhl  be  (hme  with  the  eitects  of  deceased 
persons  that  come  into  your  possession,  some  of  which  have 
been  accumidatini>'  in  the  office  for  at  least  twenty  years. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  April  IG,  1907, 
(P.  J^.  S)2)  1  do  not  understand  that  you  had  any  other 
duty  than  to  hold  an  inquest  upon  a  body.  Your  control 
of  the  effects  found  upon  the  body  was  simply  incidental, 
to  preserve  for  the  benefit  of  whom  it  might  concern. 
There  was  no  law  regulating  this ;  it  was  simply  a  matter 
of  comnion  courtesy,  and  you  were  relieved  from  any  con- 
nection 'with  this  by  Rules  15  and  10  established  by  the 
ordinance  of  1870  with  respect  to  the  Morgue.  This  will 
appear  by  a  letter  to  you  of  December  10,  190(>,  in  the 
opinions  of  Citv  Solicitor  Kinsey,  of  that  vear,  on  page 
167. 

I  find  a  letter  from  Judge  Kinsey  to  you  under  date  of 
April  25th,  of  this  present  year,  with  regard  to  the  effect 
of  the  Act  of  1907,  just  mentioned.  On  reading  that  Act 
carefully  I  consider  it  to  be  an  open  question  whether  the 
provision  in  it  with  respect  to  the  effects  found  upon  a 
person  will  a])[)ly  where  there  are  no  kuo\vn  owners. 

At  all  events,  1  advise  yoti  that  with  regard  to  the  effects 
that  have  been  in  your  hands  for  many  years,  or  indeed 
at  any  time  prior  to  the  passage  of  that  Act,  they  should 
be  turned  over  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  of  1870 
and  Judge  Kinsey's  opinion  of  December  last.

Dear  Sir: — On  September  25th  I  wrote  to  you  with 
respect  to  the  bill  of  Mr.  Philip  li.  Johnson  as  architect 
of  the  Municipal  Hospital  and  the  Home  for  the  Indigent. 
I  then  advised  you  that  as  to  the  building  for  the  Home  of 
the  Indigent,  the  amount  should  not  be  paid  at  the  present 
time.  I  intended  to  say  that  for  the  other  building,  namely 
the  Hospital,  with  respect  to  which  a  contract  had  actually 
been  executed,  in  my  opinian  the  bill  of  2  per  cent.,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  1  per  cent,  already  paid,  was  due  and  ought  to  be 
paid,  but  by  a  slip  I  failed  to  state  this  distinctly,  although 
I  did  so  in  one  part  of  the  letter,  from  which,  perhaps,  it 
should  be  inferred,  that  is,  "his  employment  remained  un- 
disturbed." Inasmuch  as  he  did  not  generally  supervise 
the  construction  of  this  building,  he  has  executed  a  release 
for  that  part  of  the  claim  which  arises  from  such  super- 
vision, so  that  the  payment  which  you  are  now  called  upon 
to  make  is  the  only  one  for  which  the  City  will  be  liable  to 
him  in  connection  with  the  hospital.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engineer 
Webster,  dated  October  11,  1907,  with  respect  to  the  pur- 
chase of  certain  lands  needed  by  the  railroad  company  on 
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Nineteenth  street  south  of  Ontario  street,  and  have  care- 
fully read  Section  16  of  the  ordinance  approved  October 
13,  1906. 

That  section  of  the  ordinance  authorizes  the  City  Soli- 
citor, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Mayor,  and  the 
approval  of  the  railway  company,  to  compromise,  settle  and 
adjust  certain  claims,  the  character  of  which  is  mentioned, 
and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  direct  the  drawing'  of  warrants 
for  his  approval,  upon  the  City  Treasury  for  such  sums 
as  should  be  required  from  time  to  time  for  the  settlement 
and  payment  of  such  claims.  So  far  as  I  can  read  this, 
section  and  this  authority,  the  claims  mentioned  are  all 
against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  should  be  paid  for 
out  of  the  City  Treasury.  I  do  not  think  the  purchase  of 
real  estate  by  the  railroad  company  is  within  that  section 
giving  me  the  authority  in  question,  liut  does  come  within 
the  general  authority  given  by  the  ordinance. 

I  return  herewith  the  papers  and  blue  prints  accompany- 
ing the  communication  so  that  you  and  the  railway  com- 
pany may  adjust  the  matter  as  may  be  deemed  best.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  Webster  ap- 
proved by  you,  dated  October  14,  1907,  with  respect  to  the 
division  of  the  expense  of  the  construction  of  certain  coal 
pockets  and  stables  "was  duly  received. 
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Under  the  part  of  Sectiou  5  of  the  ordinance  approved 
October  13,  1906,  and  divers  other  portions  of  the  ordi- 
nance, it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  to  join  with  the  Railroad 
in  the  payment  of  the  expense  of  oiviiii;-  as  good  aceounno- 
dations  and  as  complete  and  convenient  facilities  for  con- 
ducting^ business  and  operating  the  railroads  as  existed  at 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance.  Among  other 
provisions  in  the  ordinance,  Section  12  relates  of  better- 
ments and  improvements  increasing  the  facilities,  but  recog- 
nizes the  duty  of  equal  payment  up  to  the  point  of  simply 
supplying  facilities  equal  to  those  then  existing. 

I.  have  read  the  letter  very  carefully  several  times,  in 
order  that  I  might  be  able  lo  state  definitely  whether  the 
new  work  is  a  betterment  or  simply  a  substitution,  with 
equal  facilities,  of  the  pockets,  etc.,  now  existing.  As  I 
understand  this  to  be  the  question  in  Mr.  Webster's  mind, 
after  successive  readings,  I  have  concluded  that  this  is  a 
question  of  mechanics  rather  than  of  law,  and  that  Mr. 
Webster  is  himself  a  much  better  judge  of  this  questiou 
of  fact  than  a  mere  lawyer  can  ]iossibly  be. 

I  can,  therefore,  only  say  that  if  in  his  and  your  judg- 
ment the  new  work  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
the  same  facilities  as  those  already  existing,  the  City  should 
pay  half  the  costs,  but  if  increased  facilities  are  given,  the 
proportion  of  the  costs  relating  to  the  increased  facilities 
should  be  paid  by  the  railroad  company.

"You  will  tlius  notice  that  wliether  the  i)av(Mnent  is 
a  first  pavement  or  not,  in  either  ease,  is  a  question 
of  fact,  and  relyino"  uiion  the  facts  as  stated  in  your 
letter,  T  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  pavinc;  ]>ro]-»osed  is 
the  first  pavement  and  the  property  owniers;  would  be 
liable  for  the  cost  thereof." 

The  later  paragTaj)!!  of  that  opinion  from  M'hich  yon 
quote,  states  that  the  letter   in   question  does  not   inform

us  res})ecting  the  character  of  York  road  at  that  point, 
and  tluis,  jierhaps,  niodilies  the  (^pinion  previously  expressed 
as  just  quoted.  But  j-^our  present  statement  that  the 
road  hed  had  never  been  maintained  by  the  City,  but  had 
been  kept  in  repair  by  the  Turnpike  Company  in  con- 
junction with  the  Rapid  Transit  Company,  is  sufficient 
to  brin^-  the  case  within  the  decisions  which  were  quoted 
in  that  o]»inion,  showing  that  the  City  never  adopted  the 
macadam  as  a  City  pavement.

Dear  Sir: —  I  have  had  a  number  of  conferences  with 
Chief  Dunlap  of  the  Filtration  Bureau,  and  a  representa- 
tive of  the  East  Jersey  Pipe  Company,  and  Controller 
Walton,  with  regard  to  the  amount  due  upon  the  contract 
of  that  company  withheld  as  the  work  progressed.  The 
terms  of  the  contract  require  that  this  sum  shall  be  with- 
held until  the  e5cpiration  of  sixty  days  from  the  final  com- 
pletion of  the  contract — a  provision  which  soems  to  me  to 
1)0,  in  this  individual  instance  at  least,  unduly  severe. 

I  am  informed  by  ]\Ir.  Dunlap  that  the  contract  was 
completed  in  substance  several  months  ago,  but  that  a  small 
amount  of  pipe  was  ordered  in  August,  and  the  con- 
tract has  been  kept  open  lest  some  small  unexpected 
amounts  may  still  be  required  by  reason  of  unknown  ob- 
stacles in  the  street,  and,  inasnmch  as  the  contract  is  still 
open,  the  amount  withheld  must  still  be  retained,  and  the 
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sixty  days,  in  one  view  of  it,  will  not  yet  have  begun  to 
run.  The  Controller  is  willing  to  treat  the  delivery  of  the 
pipe  made  by  reason  of  the  order  in  August,  as  the  last 
delivery  under  the  contract.  If  any  more  pipe  is  unexpect- 
edly needed,  it  probably  will  not  exceed  in  value  $500  by 
reason  of  any  one  order,  and  under  the  settled  practice, 
can  be  bought  outside  the  contract.  I  therefore  advise 
you  that  instead  of  deliveiy  of  a  current  estimate,  as  has 
been  done,  a  final  estimate  should  he  given  to  the  company 
at  once,  and  that  inasmuch  as  the  pipe  was  shipped  on  the 
ijars  about  the  latter  part  of  August,  I  think  that  under  all 
the, circumstances  of  the  case  you  might  fairly  treat  the 
day  of  shipment  as  the  date  of  delivery.  By  so  doing  the 
contract  will  have  l)een  closed  out,  and  accordingly  the  full 
amount  due  under  it,  including  the  reserved  payment,  can 
be  paid  at  once  to  the  company,  thus  entirely  closing  out 
the  contract.  You  will  understand,  however,  that  the  esti- 
mate to  be  given  must  be  given  as  the  final  estimate  and  not 
the  current  estimate,  and  if  any  more  pipe  is  needed  it  can 
be  bought  in  the  market  as  an  unexpected  demand,  pro- 
vided the  amount  of  any  one  brder  is  limited  to  the  value 
•of  not  exceeding  $500.

Dear  Sir  : — We  are  in  receipt  of  a  connuunicati(m  from 
W.  11.  Benson,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved 
by  you,  in  reference  to  the  paving  of  Seventeenth  street,  at 
Cayuga  street. 
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Oil  December  2,  1905,  the  City  Solicitor  decided  that 
the  property  was  liable  for  the  cost  of  paving  Seventeenth 
street. 

The  new  facts  which  you  submit  do  not  change  the  con- 
clusion then  arrived  at,  namely,  that  the  property  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Seventeenth  and  Cayuga  streets  is  liable 
for  the  cost  of  paving  Seventeenth  street. 

An  examination  of  the  record  shows  that  one-half  of 
Seventeenth  street  south  of  Cayuga  extending  from  the 
south  side  of  Cayuga  to  what  appeared  to  be  an  old  lane, 
was  paved  some  twenty  yea^-s  ago  hj  a  Wm.  F.  Shaw,  who 
was  the  owner  of  the  land  extending  along  Cayuga  street 
from  Seventeenth  to  Sixteenth  streets,  and  along  Sixteenth 
to  Bristol  and  west  of  Bristol  street  for  some  dis- 
tance, to  an  old  lane  which  ran  into  Seventeenth  street 
south  of  Cayuga.  He  laid  out  St.  Luke's  street,  St.  Mark's 
street  and  Low^  street,  and  for  the  convenience  of  the  lots 
and  houses  built  upon  those  streets,  he  paved  Seventeenth 
street,  and  it  was  used  by  the  occupants  of  the  properties 
on  the  streets  laid  out  by  Mr.  Shaw.  There  A\-as  apparently 
no  dedication  or  intended  dedication  at  that  time, -and  the 
street  w^as  not  dedicated  until  1902  l)y  a  subsequent  owner. 
The  pavement  laid  by  Mr.  Shaw  was  a  Belgian  block  and 
occupied  one-half  of  the  proposed  street.  Seventeenth  street 
was  not  ordered  to  be  opened  until  some  time  in  1904.  The 
City,  apparently,  instead  of  adopting  the  Belgian  block 
pavement  laid  by  Mr.  Shaw  has  concluded  to  pave  Seven- 
teenth street  with  asphalt. 

I  do  not  see  any  reason  to  change  the  opinion  rendered 
by  the  City  Solicitor  on  December  2,  1905,  and  I  advise 
you  that  the  property  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Seventeenth 
and  Cayuga  streets  is  liable  for  the  cost  of  the  asphalt 
pavement  which  has  l)een  laid  by  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — T  didy  received  yonrs  of  November  2d,  in- 
qniring  whether  the  Tenement  ITouso  Lispectors  under  the 
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Act  of  1907,  have  authority  to  cuter  a  teucmeut  house  for 
insjiection  by  force,  and  further  inquirino-  what  position 
they  are  in  when  they  are  refused  admission  to  a  house 
M-hicli  they  desire  to  inspect. 

In  accepting  a  license  for  a  tenement  house,  the  person 
securing  the  license  thereby  subjects  himself  to  all  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  under  which  the  license  is  granted. 
As  Section  5  of  the  Act  of  June  7,  1907,  makes  it  the  abso- 
lute duty  of  your  Department  to  inspect  tenement  houses 
quarterly  by  Inspectors  appointed  for  that  purpose,  the 
owner  of  the  house  thereby  assents  to  the  inspection.  It 
is  not  his  own  private  dwelling,  but  a  house  which  is,  to  se 
sonae  extent  at  least,  kept  open,  and  if  there  is  absolute 
necessity  for  the  use  of  force  ,to  enter  the  house,  I  appre- 
hend that  the  Inspector  in  the  course  of  his  duty  may  use  a 
reasonable  amount  of  force  for  the  purpose. 

This,  however,  should  be  done  only  in  case  of  urgent 
necessity.  A  little  tact  will  ordinarily  secure  an  entrance, 
especially  as  houses  of  that  character  are  not  kept  closed 
as  tightly  as  are  private  residences,  and  a  breach  of  the 
public  i)eaee  is  always  dangerous  and  should  not  be  resorted 
to  for  slight  cause.  The  Inspector  always  runs  the  risk 
of  a  charge  that  he  used  more  force  than  is  necessary,  in 
^^•llich  event  his  entire  action  from  begnniug  to  end  becomes 
illegal.  Perhaps,  in  view  of  the  class  of  persons  who  keep 
such  houses  in  some  ])arts  of  the  city,  it  may  be  essential 
to  have  them  fully  understand  that  your  Inspectors  and 
your  Department  are  not  to  be  trifled  with ;  nevertheless, 
I  repeat  the  statement  I  have  already  made,  that  force  is 
to  be  used  only  as  a  last  resort  and  with  great  caution. 

I  further  call  you  attention  to  the  fact  that  Section  2 
of  the  Act  in  question  gives  the  right  of  revocation  of  the 
license  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  or  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  your  Depart- 
ment, or  for  failure  to  maintain  the  tenement  house 
in  the  condition  required  by  the  Act,  or  by  such  rules 
and  reg-ulations.  Perhaps  you  will  find  that  the  abil- 
ity to  terminate  the  license  and  a  threat  to  enforce 
your  power,  together  with  other  tactful  measures, 
will  be  all  that  you  require.     I  find,  f(n-  instance,  upon 
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inquirv  of  my  Assistant  in  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Building  Insncctors,  that  since  he  has  been  connected  with 
that  dntv  no  Buikling  Inspector  has  been  refused  admission 
to  a  house  for  the  purpose  of  examination  with  res])ect  to 
its  safety.  With  sufficient  tact  I  believe  that  the  question 
^vhich  you  have  raised  will  not  become  a  practical  question.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
Xovenil)er  11th,  whether  under  the  Act  of  June  6,  1907, 
P.  L.  422,  the  payment  of  5  cents  for  each  birth  or  death 
■certificate  must  be  ])aid  by  the  County  Treasurer,  or 
M-hether  it  may  be  made  by  you  :— 

The  Fiffh  Section  of  that  Act,  Avhich  amends  the  Twen- 
tieth Section  of  the  Act  of  June  .'3,  18^5,  is  very  explicit 
in  its  directions  that  the  payments  made  to  Registrars 
under  that  section  "shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
t'otmty  in  which  the  registration  districts  are  located,  upon 
■certification  by  the  State  Registrar."  The  purpose  of  this 
is  doubtless  to  provide  a  uniform  system  for  the  entire 
State,  and  the  State  Registrar  is  thereby  placed  'in  com- 
munication Avith  the  County  Treasurers  and  with  them 
only,  but  Avhatever  the  purpose  may  be.  the  direction  is 
explicit  that  payment  is  to  be  made  by  the  County  Treas- 
urer U])Ori  certification  by  the  State  Registrar.  The  appro- 
priation should  therefore  be  made  to  the  Treasurer  and  not 
to  your  Dejiartment.

JJeau  8jk: — 1  have  received  a  communication  from 
Chief  Engineer  Webster,  approved  by  you,  dated  Isoveniber 
7th,  rehiting  to  payment  made  by  the  Philadelphia  *S:  Head- 
ing liailway  Compaii}'  for  wages,  expenses  and  supplies 
furnished  and  used  by  its  engineering  corps  in  prej^aring 
and  making  studies  for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossings, 
and  inquiring  Avhether  under  the  authority  of  the  ordi- 
nances approved  October  13,  lOOG,  and  M^arch  30,  1907, 
it  is  proper  for  the  City  to  approve  and  pay  one-half  of 
these  expenditures  incurred  prior  to  the  date  of  the  ap- 
2irova]  of  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  work. 

The  whole  tone  of  both  these  ordinances  relates  to  work 
to  be  done  in  the  future  by  virtue  of  the  authority  con- 
tained in  them.  I  note,  for  instance,  in  Section  15  that 
it  relates  to  "expenses  as  shall  be  provided  to  be  paid  under 
contracts  to  be  entered  into  by  the  City  and  the  Railway 
Company  respectively."  I  note  further  as  another  illus- 
tration that  in  Section  7  the  ordinances  provide  for  work 
that  shall  be  done,  and  that  the  general  supervision  of  the 
work  "shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  etc."  The  next  ]3aragraph  in  that  Sec- 
tion authorized  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  & 
Reading  Railway  Company  to  employ  engineers,  etc.,  and 
the  next  Section  authorized  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  to  ap])oint  engineers,  assistants,  draughts- 
mcm,  etc. 

Of  necessity  a  large  amount  of  preliminary  work  in  the 
nature  of  studies  and  ])lans  must  have  been  prepared  in  ad- 
vance of  the  ordinance,  not  only  by  the  officials  and  others 
connected  with  the  Railway  Com]5any,  but  also  by  the 
engineers    and    others  •  connected   with   your   Department. 
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All  this  was  preliminary  work  thereiu  provided  for,  and 
in  my  opinion  the  Eailway  Company  and  the  City  should 
each  bear  its  own  expenses  incurred  prior  to  that  time, 
and  the  expenses  which  are  to  be  divided  equally  between 
the  two  parties  are  those  expenses  incurred  thereafter.  I 
suppose  in  all  probability  this  will  nuike  no  practical  dif- 
ference in  the  amount  to  be  paid;  for  doubtless,  the  Kail- 
way  Company  and  the  City  did  each  incur  a  considerable 
amount  of  expense  before  the  passage  of  the  ordinance, 
and  the  practical  effect  of  restricting-  the  division  of  ex- 
penses to  those  incurred  after  that  time  will  be  to  simplify 
the  accounts.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  yesterday  stating 
that  the  opening  of  Sedgiey  avenue  and  Twentieth  street 
through  the  Potter's  Eield  will  require  the  removal  of  about 
three  hundred  bodies,  and  inquiring  "whether  there  is  any 
law  or  ordinance  that  would  conflict  with  the  cremation  of 
those  bodies,"  or  whether  you  are  required  to  find  other 
gTaves  for  them. 

By  Item  37  of  the  ordinance  approved  December  28, 
1889  (Ordinance  of  that  year  page  472),  provision  is  made 
for  the  erection  of  a  Crematory  at  the  Municipal  Burying 
Ground,  with  the  proviso  that  the  bodies  shall  be  first  in- 
terred for  five  years.  Under  that  ordinance  a  Crematory 
has  been  erected,  and  it  has  been  the  habit  of  your  Bureau, 
when  the  necessity  arises  for  disinterring  any  bodies,  to 
cremate  them,  provided  they  have  been  buried  for  five 
vears. 
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I  therefore  advise  you  that  in  disinterring  the  bodies 
on  the  line  of  the  streets  in  question,  those  of  them  that 
have  been  buried  for  five  years  may  be  cremated,  and  any 
others  should  be  re-buried.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  under  this  date, 
the  Act  of  June  30,  1869,  providing  for  the  organization  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  City  Trusts,  among  other  things, 
provides  as  follows :  ''The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Directors  of 
Trusts.  Your  position  and  duties  depend  entirely  upon 
this  apppointment  and  the  other  provision  of  that  x\ct. 

The  Act  in  question  gives  the  Directors  of  Trusts  very 
wide  and  sweeping  authority  to  make  rules  and  by-laws 
for  the  regulation  of  their  business  ;  for  the  appointment  of 
agents,  and  for  the  discharge  of  their  own  duties  as  well  as 
those  of  the  agents.  As  the  Treasurer  of  that  body,  not  be- 
cause the  duties  are  inherent  in  your  position  as  City  Treas- 
urer, but  because  you  are  by  that  Act  made  Treasurer  of 
that  very  body,  you  may  very  properly  obey  their  require- 
ments to  make  checks  upon  the  Bank  of  ISTorth  America 
"payable  only  through  Philadelphia  Clearing  House."  Any 
responsibility  that  there  may  be  in  the  matter  will  rest 
upon  the  Directors.

In  re  Payment  for  Inspection  of  Streets  Paved  by  Property 

Owners, 

Georgk  R.  SteaeiXSj  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  a  letter  of  Mr.  Win.  R. 
Benson,  Chief  of  the  Highway  Bureau,  approved  by  you 
under  date  of  l!^ovember  16th,  inquiring  with  respects  to 
contracts  by  property  owners  for  the  paving  of  streets  at 
private  expense,  whether  they  are  obliged  to  pay  for  the 
inspection. 

In  Section  1  of  the  Ordinance  of  September  12,  1905, 
♦  to  which  you  refer  me,  it  is  provided  that  the  paving  shall 
be  done  under  the  direction,  supervision,  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  your  Department  as  is  now  required  under  con- 
tracts with  the  City,  and  under  specifications  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Department,  which  shall  contain  all  the  usual 
requirements  for  the  like  contracts  with  the  City;  also 
that  the  contractor  is  to  keep  the  paving  in  good  order  and 
repair  for  the  space  of  five  years  after  the  contract  is  com- 
pleted, and  Section  2  has  a  proviso  to  it,  that  the  City 
shall  be  at  no  expense  whatever  for  the  cost  of  said  paving 
and  repaving. 

By  reference  to  a  contract  of  the  kind  in  question,  I 
find  that  there  is  embodied  in  it  a  requirement  that  the 
street  shall  be  maintained  in  good  condition  for  the  term  of 
five  years,  and  I  also  find  in  the  specifications  under  which 
the  work  is  to  be  done,  a  copy  of  which  is  annexed  to  the 
contract  and  forms  part  of  it,  that  Section  46  is  as  follows : 
"The  contractor  shall  pay  monthly  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  square 
yard  for  the  services  of  such  expert  inspectors  to  be  sta- 
tioned at  the  plant  or  street  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works." 

It  therefore  appears  that  the  contractor  is  to  pay  for 
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the  inspection  in  the  manner  above  mentioned,  and  that 
tlie  property  owners  who  enter  into  the  contract  with  him 
pay  for  it  indirectly,  because  the  contractor,  of  course, 
takes  this  into  consideration  in  his  estimate  and  bid.  It 
will  be  seen  that  tlic  direct  and  immediate  payment  is  by 
the  contractor,  and  not  by  the  citizens,  who  contract  with 
him.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you  and  dated  November 
12th,  was  not  received  until  this  morning. 

The  contract  with  the  Mack  Paving  Company,  however 
sweeping  in  its  terms,  is  limited  in  its  application  by  the 
amount  of  money  appropriated  to  the  purpose,  and  is  not 
valid  beyond  that  amount.  The  Mack  Paving  Company 
have  therefore  the  legal  right  to  refuse  to  do  the  work 
ordered  unless  and  until  a  further  appropriation  is  made; 
they  may  consider  the  contract  as  ended. 

In  the  event  of  their  refusal,  they  have  no  right  to 
complain  if  you  secure  the  performance  of  this  work  under 
your  emergencv  contract  with  the  contractor  employed 
under  that  authority.  The  provisions  for  such  emergency 
contract  not  before  me  at  the  present  moment,  but  in  view 
of  the  moral  and  legal  obligation  of  the  City  to  protect  per- 
sons on  its  highways,  and  of  the  danger  which  it  runs 
of  being  subjected  to  damages  by  persons  who  are  injured, 
I  should  not  be  too  punctilious  in  inquiring  with  respect  to 
the  application  of  an  appropriation  for  emergency  work.

Dear  Sir: —  I  this  morning  received  your  letter  of  the 
19th  inst.  on  the  subject  of  paving  Forty-ninth  street  and 
Monument  road. 

The  contract  provides  for  payment  in  assessment  bills 
and  the  question,  as  I  understand  it,  arises  from  the  fact 
that  the  property  is  thought  to  be  rural  or  suburban  in  its 
character,  and  that  the  ordinary  method  of  charging  the 
cost  against  the  abutting  properties  cannot  apply,  so  that 
the  assessment  bills  will  not  be  valid.  Mr.  Hunsicker,  who 
represents  the  contractor  and  the  property  owner,  called 
upon  me  on  this  subject  on  Tuesday. 

I  regret  that  we  were  not  informed  at  the  outset  with 
respect  to  the  situation,  for  a  very  slip'ht  modification  in 
the  form  of  the  contract  would  have  met  the  point  fully.  I 
suggest  that  a  short  declaration  be  made  signed  by  the 
contractor  and  annexed  to  the  contract,  explaining  that  he 
understands  that  the  property  is  suburban  and  that  the 
assessment  bills  cannot,  perhaps,  be  legally  issued,  but  that 
he  has  made  arrangements  with  the  property  owners  by 
which  they  can  pay  him.  This,  I  understand,  will  be 
satisfactory  to  Mr.  Hunsicker,  who  as  I  have  said,  has  been 
in  communication  with  me  on  the  subject,  and  such  a  paper 
will  be  prepared  by  him  and  when  approved  by  this  De- 
partment will  be  signed  and  given  to  you  to  be  annexed 
to  the  contract.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yo\ir  favor  of  this  date  relating  to 
Assistant  Commissioners  of  Highways. 

I  was  informed  that  the  reorganization  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  by  reason  of  the  incorporation  into  it  of  the 
Bureau  of  Street  Cleaning  makes  really  an  entirely  new 
Bureau,  separate  and  ditierent  from  any  heretofore  exist- 
ing. I  was  further  informed  that  the  position  of  Assistant 
Commissioner  includes  different  duties  quite  distinct  from 
any  heretofore  performed  by  the  Assistant  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  and  requires  a  knowledge  of  street  cleaning 
and  of  certain  other  matters ;  also,  knowledge  of  methods  of 
repair  in  connection  with  railways  not  heretofore  existing. 
Upon  the  basis  of  this  I  orally  stated  to  Mr.  Knight  that 
in  my  opinion,  although  the  name  of  the  Bureau  and  the 
title  of  the  officer  may  be  the  same  as  those  previously 
existing,  both  the  Bureau  and  the  office  are  new  and  if  dif- 
ferent and  distinct  the  examination  for  another  office 
including  only  a  part  of  the  duties,  does  not  necessarily 
apply  to  the  new  office.  It  will  be  for  you  to  satisfy 
yourselves  from  Mr.  Knight,  or  otherwise,  that  the  facts 
upon  which  I  gave  the  opinion  are  correctly  stated.  If 
correctly  stated,  I  adhere  to  the  opinion.

Dear  Sir  : — The  letter  of  November  29th,  of  Mr.  Ben- 
son, Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  countersigned  by 
you,  on  the  above  subject,  has  been  received. 

According  to  my  understanding,  the  ordinance  directs 
that  the  paving  of  the  street  "from  curb  to  curb"  shall  be 
with  asphalt.  I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Smith,  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highways,  that  it  is  a  common  practice  in  this  city,  and 
in  some  other  places,  to  use  two  rows  of  selected  granite 
blocks  close  to  the  rail  of  the  railway,  but  the  practice  is 
not  uniform  and  is  intended  mainly  to  aid  the  railway 
company  in  its  subsequent  repairs  to  its  track. 

In  view  of  the  difference  of  practice  and  the  purpose  of 
the  use  of  these  blocks,  and  of  the  increased  expense,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  it  is  better  to  comply  with  the  precise 
terms  of  the  ordinance,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a 
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track  is  laid  in  the  centre  of  (Chester  avenue,  and,  oinittiuj]: 
the  granite  blocks-  to  use  nothing  but  asphalt.

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  understand  from  you  that  you  have 
set  aside  the  sum  of  $2,000,000  for  the  payment  of  writs 
of  mandamus  during  the  year  1908,  and  it  has  been  sug- 
gested by  the  Finance  Committee,  or  some  of  its  members, 
that  this  amount  might  be  reduced. 

I  beg  leave  to  say  that  1  am  of  opinion  that  the  amount 
which  will  be  required  will  be  far  in  excess  of  this  sum. 
Quite  a  number  of  payments,  some  of  them  of  large 
amount,  have  been  postponed  until  after  the  first  of  the 
year,  and  we  may  expect  a  considerable  demand  in  ordi- 
nary course,  in  the  early  part  of  next  year.  The  widening 
of  South  Broad  street  to  a  width  of  three  hundred  feet; 
the  opening  of  the  ISTortheast  Boulevard,  from  Second  and 
Rhawn  street;  the  condemnation  of  about  four  hundred 
acres  of  land  for  Pennypack  Park;  the  condemnation  of 
land  for  Cobb's  Creek  Park  Avill  alone  absorb  more  than 
this  amount.  Although  it  is  true,  a  considerable  part  will 
not  be  paid  next  year,  much  of  it,  however,  may  be  paid, 
and  with  the  ordinary  and  ciirrent  demands  the  amount 
set  aside  cannot  be  reduced.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  had  a  call  from  Mr.  .MielK'ner, 
who  represents  the  contractor  for  the  paving  of  Chester 
aA'cnue  with  resjiect  to  which  1  wrote  you  a  letter  yesterday 
advising  you  that  under  the  terins  of  the  ordinance  to  ])a\o 
the  street  from  curb  to  curb  with  asphalt^  it  would  be 
better  to  omit  the  granite  blocks  alongside  the  rails  of  the 
railway  company  laid  in  the  street,  and  comply  with  the 
precise  terms  of  the  ordinance.  1  was  not  aware  at  tlie 
time  that  a  contract  had  already  been  made. 

Mr.  Michener  informs  me  that  although  the  use  of 
ganite  blocks  is  expensive,  his  client  prefers  to  use  them, 
and  he  also  thinks  that  he  has  a  better  chance  of  recovery 
against  th^  pro])erty  owners  upcm  his  claims  if  the  granite 
blocks  are  used. 

jMy  opinion  related  to  the  terms  of  the  omtrat.-t  to  be 
made,  and  not  to  the  method  of  carrying  v>ut  a  contract 
already  made,  and  was  partly  to  relieve  tlie  a])prehension 
of  Mr.  Smith,  of  the  Highway  Bureau,  that  there  might  be 
difficulty  in  collecting  from  the  property  owners  if  the 
blocks  were  used  while  the  ordinance  does  not  provide  for 
them.  In  view,  however,  of  the  fact  that  a  contract  has  been 
made,  and  that  the  contractor  ]irefers  to  incur  this  addi- 
tional exjiense  on  the  supposition  that  his  chums  against 
the  j>roperty  oAMiers  are  better  founded  if  the  blocks  are 
used  by  him,  I  supplement  my  letter  f(ir  the  ]»ui'pose  of 
advising  you  that  T  see  no  objection  whatever  of  ])ermitting 
him  to  use  them  at  his  own  risk,  if  he  desires  so  to  do.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  carefully  considered  tlie  question 
^vl^ich  you  asked  me  at  our  interview  yesterday  with  re- 
spect to  the  best  method  by  which  you  can  secure  yourself 
from  loss  in  case  of  the  failure  of  any  bank  in  which  you 
may  deposit  the  payments  made  under  the  orders  of  the 
Desertion  Court. 

The  proceedings  of  that  Court  were  formerly  by  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  and  the  payments  were  made  to 
that  body.  AMien  the  change  in  the  procedure  was  made, 
the  fact  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  substituted  for  the 
Guardians  seems  to  have  been  so  far  overlooked,  that  the 
practice  of  receiving  the  money  and  paying  it  out  with- 
out passing  it  through  the  City  Treasury  seems  to  have 
been  continued,  the  Chief  of  your  Department  receiving 
and  paying  it.  In  my  opinion  this  is  not  proper.  The 
Bullitt  Act  in  Article  G  provides  as  follows:  "The  City 
Treasurer  shall  demand  and  receive  from  the  proper  olH- 
cers  all  moneys  payable  to  the  City  from  whatever  source 
and  pay  all  warrants  duly  issued  and  countersigned.'"' 
Again,  in  the  same  Article  it  is  provided  as  follows :  "All 
the  moneys  of  the  City  received  by  any  officer  or  ageni 
thereof  shall  be  deposited  daily  in  the  City  Treasury." 

As  this  money  is  collected  by  you  as  a  City  officer,  in 
my  opinion  the  money  should  be  paid  into  the  Cty  Treas- 
ury and  paid  out  again  by  warrant,  in  the  usual  form.  In 
order  that  this  may  be  done,  an  ordinance  should  be  passed 
setting  apart  those  receipts  as  a  special  fund,  and  authoriz- 
ing you  to  draw  warrants  against  them  in  favor  of  the 
persons  for  whose  benefit  the  money  is  collected.  The  ad- 
vantages of  this  course  are  three ;  first  and  chiefly,  it  con- 
forms to  the  law ;  it  gives  the  protection  which  is  the  main 
purpose  with  respect  to  which  you  ask  advice;  and  finally, 
in  case  hereafter  there  should  unfortunately  be  a  Chief 
of  your  Department  who  is  not  as  rclial)le  as  the  present 
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Chief,  it  will  protect  the  City  from  any  defalcation,  which 
he  might  other^^nse  be  disposed  to  make. 

The  only  disad'^'antage  in  the  course  which  T  suggest, 
is  that  it  will  give  some  additional  Avork  in  accounting  to 
the  Controller  and  in  the  countersigning  of  warrants  by 
the  Controller.  I  consulted  Captain  Walton  about  this, 
and  he  agrees  entirely  with  me  that  this  is  the  proper 
course  to  pursue,  and  says  that  the  additional  work  placed 
upon  his  Department  is  not  worthy  of  consideration. 

T  therefore  recommend,  that  an  ordinance,  of  the  kind  I 
snggost,  be  prepared  and  passed  by  Councils.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  yours  of  December  6th,  with 
■certain  enclosures  which  I  return  to  you.  I  understand 
from  these  letters  that  the  City  is  in  possession  of  a  horse 
which  it  bought  from  John  Lambert,  on  ISTovember  11th, 
and  it  is  claimed  that  this  horse  was  stolen  some  time  ago 
in  Maryland. 

If  tile  horse  was  stolen  and  is  sufficiently  identified  as 
the  stolen  horse,  no  title  passed  by  the  theft  of  the  stolen 
horse,  and  the  thief  cannot  make  better  title  by  a  sale  to 
a  third  person.  We  therefore  cannot  sustain  our  title  to 
the  horse  if  it  was  actually  stolen. 

But  in  that  case,  we  are  entitled  to  fall  back  on  the 
seller,  John  Lambert,  for  in  case  of  a  sale  of  personal 
property  there  is  an  implied  warranty  of  the  title ;  and 
assuming  the  facts  to  be  as  claimed,  ^Fr.  Lambert,  can  be 
compelled  to  make  the  title  good,  or  return  the  purchase 
money.     T  understand  that  he  is  perfectly  responsible,  and 
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T  therefore  sii,i:;gost  that  you  send  for  liiin  and  that  yon 
hring  all  the  pressure  that  vou  ean  to  henr  u])on  him  to 
return  the  purcliase  money,  or  substitute  another  horse,  so 
that  this  one  ean  l)e  returned.  In -ease  he  refuses  to  d> 
this  voluntarily  I  do  not  thiidv  it  wise  to  return  the  horse, 
except  by  compulsion,  becaus(^  if  we  seek  to  recover  from 
J^ambert  we  will  be  compelled  to  prove  the  larceny  and  to 
identify  the  horse  as  the  one  which  was  stolen.  While  if 
it  is  taken  from  us  by  legal  process,  we  ean  notify  Mr. 
Lambert  and  he  will  be  bound  by  the  result  of  the  suit. 
Unless,  therefore,  he  voluntarily  assumes  the  obligation, 
yon  had  better  let  the  horse  he  taken  by  legal  process,  and 
not  return  it  voluntarily.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  clerk  brought  to  me  a  day  or  two 
ago  an  application  by  the  North  American  Company  for 
a  license  for  an  em]:)loynient  agency,  with  the  inquiry 
whether  it  could  properly  be  issued  to  that  Company. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  not  proper  to  issue  a  license  to  a 
corporation  that  is  not  authorized  by  its  charter  to  carry 
on  the  business  for  which  the  license  is  request^'d.  The 
charter  of  the  North  American  Company  is  not  before 
me,  but  I  suppose  that  it  merely  authorizes  it  to  publisn 
a  newspaper,  or  at  the  utmost,  to  engage  in  the  publishing 
business. 

A  few  years  ago  the  Inquirer  Company  undertook  to 
engage  in  a  line  of  work  connected  and  related  to  its  pub- 
lishing, but  the  business  was  stopped  by  a  writ  of  quo  war- 
ranto. 
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As  I  now  understand  the  facts  and  the  law  applicable 
thereto,  in  my  opinion  a  license  to  conduct  an  employment 
agency  sliould  not  he  issued  to  the  North  American  Com- 
pany; but  I  sludl  be  glad  to  meet  either  counsel  or  other 
representative  of  that  Company,  and  hear  wliat  can  be- 
said  on  the  subject.

Dear  Sir  : — T  repeat  in  writing  the  answer  which  I 
gave  to  your  orally  to  your  letter  of  December  10th,  with 
respect  to  the  moneys  received  by  order  of  the  Desertion 
Court  in  support  cases. 

The  money  paid  to  you  by  virtue  of  such  orders  is  not 
"money  of  the  City"  in  the  sense  that  it  is  subject  to  the 
unlimited  authority  of  the  City  to  expcmd  it  for  any  pur- 
pose; but  having  been  received  by  you  in  your  official 
capacity  as  an  officer  of  the  City,  it  is  received  by  the  City 
and  is  in  the  more  limited  sense  the  money  of  the  City, 
but  to  be  expended  only  in  one  specific  manner.  All 
moneys  held  by  the  City  for  any  purpose  should  be  held 
by  the  City  Treasurer. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  has 
any  authority  over  you  with  respect  to  determining  the 
method  by  which  you  must  pay.  The  judgment  of  the 
Court  is  complied  with  when  the  money  is  paid  into  your 
hands. 

With  respect  to  the  pa^mient  by  warrant  and  "the  diffi- 
culty of  getting  the  warrant  in  tlie  hands  of  the  individ- 
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iial,"  that  can  be  obviated  by  making  the  warrant  payable 
to  order  instead  of  to  bearer.  The  ordinance  to  be  drawn 
can  provide  for  the  countersigning  of  the  warrants  by  the 
Controller,  the  return  of  them  to  you,  and  the  sending  of 
them  by  mail. 

I  suggested  to  you  yesterday  that  you  should  see  Mr. 
Connor,  the  Assistant  in  charge  of  the  cases  in  the  Deser- 
tion Court,  whose  office  is  close  to  your  own,  and  that 
under  your  instructions  to  him  he  should  prepare  the  ordi- 
nance so  as  to  make  it  confonn  satisfactorily  to  the  practice 
in  that  Court,  and  then  send  it  to  me  for  further  examin- 
ation and  revision. 

I  will  take  it  up  with  the  Controller,  to  whom  I  have 
already  spoken  about  it,  and  see  that  the  provision  with 
respect  to  the  countersio-ning  and  sending  out  of  the  war- 
rants is  put  in  form  satisfactory  to  him.

10th,  with  your  Department  Jacket  marked  K-2493,  which 
I  herewith  return. 

As  I  understand  the  situation,  there  is  a  lot  of  ground 
between  Twentieth  street  and  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading 
Railroad  tracks,  which  is  much  higher  than  Twentieth 
street,  and  the  fear  is  that  persons  coming  from  the  rail- 
road track  across  this  lot  may  fall  from  the  higher  gTound 
of  the  lot  to  the  street,  as  there  is  a  path  which  was  in 
use  before  the  grading  of  the  street. 

T  question  your  right  to  require  the  owner  of  the  land 
to  fence  it  in.    The  crossing  at  that  point  is,  strictly  speak- 
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ing,  a  trespass  upon  the  land.  In  my  opinion,  the  course 
suggested  by  Lieut.  Hornsby  in  his  report  to  you  is  the 
proper  one.  He  states  that  the  Girard  Trust  Co.,  Broad 
and  Chestnut  streets,  has  the  charge  the  property,  and 
he  recommends  that  the  owner  be  requestd  to  place  a  guard 
rail  or  fence  along  the  embankment  east  of  the  railroad, 
soutli  of  Fisher's  lane.  I  suggest  that  a  courteous,  but 
very  emphatic  request  be  made  to  that  company  to  erect 
A  fence,  and  it  no  (loiil)t  will  be  compiled  with.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  December  14th,  in- 
<|[uiring-  whether  the  Committee  on  Property  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  can  accept  the  bid  of  Edward  Darby 
&  Sons,  incorporated,  for  wire  screens,  under  the  circum- 
stances mentioned. 

The  bid  of  the  company  was  undoubtedly  irregular. 
The  bond  in  question  should  have  been  filed  in  this  De- 
partment and  a  certificate  of  the  filing  should  have  ac- 
companied the  bid,  because  this  is  the  proper  place  for  de- 
livery and  this  Department  the  proper  custodian  of  the 
bond ;  moreover,  a  fee  should  have  been  paid  at  the  time 
of  filing.  It  may  be  said  that  these  are  technicalities  and 
formalities  only,  but  all  similar  regulations  are  intonde«l 
to  serve  some  useful  i)urpose  ,and  the  position  of  the  ofii- 
cers  of  the  municipality  requires  safeguards  that  do  not 
exist  in  the  case  of  private  persons.  This  action  might 
have  been  intended  as  a  method  of  evading  the  payment 
of  the  fee  of  the  justification  of  the  surety.  If  a  bid  were 
not  the  lowest  the  bidder  might  fail  to  pay  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  fee  that  is  required  by  law. 

ifowever,  T  am  informed  that  in  this  instance  the  error 
was  the  error  of  a  messenger  only,  and  not  that  of  either 
the  bidder  of  the  surety  company.  It  was  a  simple  blunder 
witliout  wrongful  intent.     As  the  proposed  contract  is  a 
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minor  one,  if  you  are  convinced  that  it  was  an  error  of  the 
kind  mentioned,  and  not  made  by  either  of  the  contracting 
parties  but  merely  that  of  a  messenger,  and,  as  the  bond 
in  fact  reached  an  agency  of  the  City,  namely,  yourself^ 
you  may,  in  your  discretion  and  in  the  interest  of  public 
economy,  accept  the  bid,  but  this  would  not  be  regarded, 
as  a  precedent  for  another  case.
